2a.     SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  CROP  NOTES. 

On  December  29,  Mr.  C.  L.  Brown,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  wrote  - 
the  following  notes  which  will  be  of  particular  interest  to  Inspectors; 

"Beginning  on  December  17,  tnere  has  been  an  almost 
continuous  daily  rainfall,  tne  total  precipitation  being  7*90 
..inches  for  the  storm  to  date  (Dec.  28)  at  Los  Angeles.  It 
has  been  equally  heavy  at  San  Diego,  Carlsbad  and  Oce^nside, 
and  tne  Imperial  Valley  n*s  also  had  very  heavy  rains.  Traffic 
both  by  rail  and  on  the  highways  has  been  temporarily  stopped 
on  account  of :  bridges  being  swept,  away  and  highways  flooded. 

"Snipments  have  been  much  lighter,  because  it  was  im- 
possible to  cut  vegetables  in  the  rain  and  haul  them  from  the 
muddy  fields.  -Lettuce  packing  operations  were  practically 
•brougnt  to  a  standstill,  but  cauliflower  shipments  have  held  up 
.  .  better  because  the  Japanese  and  Chinese  ranchers  and  laborers 
were  able  to.  get,  into  the  fields  either  with  rubber  boots  or 
barefooted  and  cut  cauliflower. 

"Tne.  quality  of  both  lettuce  and  cauliflower  in- the  Los 
Angeles  district  was  injured  to  some  extent  by  the  rains. 
Lettuce  is  poorly  headed  and  ho-s  some  slime  in  the  outer  leaves. 
Cauliflower  in  many  cases  has  grown  rapidly  and  formed  loose, 
ricey  heads,  and  there  is  some  discoloration.     In  some  cases  it 
is  overmature,  on  account  of  not  being  cut  as  soon  as  it  was 
ready.  . 

,   nA  heavy  movement  of  vegetables  of  all  kinds  is  expected 
as  soon  as  tne  rain  stops  and  it  is  possible/,  to  cut.  and  haul 
from  the  fields."

Please  make  sure  that  all  Casabas_and  Honey  Dews 
are  included  with  cantaloupes  and  that  the  heading  is  given,  as  above* 
Last  year  some  offices  included  with  cantaloupes  both  Casabas  and 
Honey  Dews r  while  others  gave  little  attention  to  this  point*  -  This 
year  we  wish  the  reports  from  a?-.l  offices  to  be  uniform..

la,  ,  ENLARGED  SCOPE  OF  RESEARCH  WORK. 

With  the  beginning  of  War  activities,  the  energies  of  the  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Division  were  turned  into  service  channels  with  the  result  that 
research  work  was  largely  abandoned  for  the  tins  being.    Grades  and  standards 
investigations,  unload  reports  of  perishables  in  the  various  market  centers, 
and. a  study  of  the  marketing  of  peanuts  have  comprised  the  larger  part  of  the 
research  work  done  since  the  war  began#  '  ' 

There  are  many  phases  of  the  marketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables  that 
should  be  studied,  not  only  to  determine  the  basis  of  success  of  methods  that 
are  proving  efficient  and  make  this  information  available,  but  also  to 
determina  the  caus.es  for  unsatisfactory  results  from  other  methods.    A  more 
intimate  knowledge  of  marketing  organizations,  their  methods  and  practices , 
is  especially  desirable. 

This  research  work  is  being  developed  by  Admer  D.  Miller',  who  will' 
.  be  the  leader  of  the  research  yroject. 

Following  a  preliminary  survey  in  December  of  the  Fruit  auctions  in 
the  cities  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  a  broader  study  of  auction  companies, 
their  methods  and  practices  is  now  being  conducted. 

Technical  men'  in  any  part  of  the  Division  may  be  called  upon  from 
time  to. time  to  obtain  information  needed  by  this  project.      Much  of  this 
research  work  will  be  done  in  the  terminal  markets,  and  those  in  charge  , 
.locally  should  furnish  whatever  assistance  they  can  to  the  men  of  this  project.

3b,      CARLOT  SHIPMENTS  OF  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  DURING -1921. 

Unfortunately,  one  of  the  headlines ,  on  page  6"~of  the  first  issue  of 
Weather,  Crops  and  Markets  (dateijanuary  7)  gives  the  impression  that  the 
total  carlot  shipments  of  fruits  and  vegetables  during  the  year  1921  amounted 
to  only  299,847  cars.    The  first  paragraph  of  the  article,  however,  explains 
that:  that  figure  represents  only  the  seasonal  total  of  9  leading  lines, -the' 
9  fruits  and  vegetables  included  in  the  Weekly  Summary  of  Carlot  Shipments. 
Although  the  shipment  reports  for  1921  are  still  subject  to  correction,  the 
grand  total  movement  of  all  commodities  included  in  the  Market  News  Service 
exceeded  606,000  cars,  as  shown  in  the  table  below;

It  is  noted  that  the  offices  sending  commercial  wires  to  the 
Florida  State  Marketing  Bureau,  Jacksonville,  Florida,  c/o  Metropolis, 
are  including  frequently  such  terms  as  "prices  unchanged,"  "no  change," 
etc.      In  response  to  correspondence  with  the  Florida  State  Marketing 
Bureau,  we  are  advised  that  there  will  be  no  confusion  by  the  continued  use 
of  such  terms  when  advisable  and,  in  fact,  they  approve  of  this  practice 
since  it  saves  some  commercial  wire  expense.      The  only  proviso  made  is 
that  such  terms  be  not  used  more  than  three  consecutive  times.  Hereafter 
if  the  term  "prices  unchanged"  is  used  for.  three"  consecutive  times,  the 
complete  quotations  must  be  given  on  the  fourth  day,  regardless  of  whether 
there  is-  a  change  in  price  or  market  conditions  or  not.

lc,     LOOK  OUT  FOB  FROST  DAMAGE  IN  CALIFORNIA  ^ROPUCTS . 

In  a  letter  written  January  21,  the  day  after  the  second  night 
of  freeing  weather  in  southern  California,  Mr.  Brown,  of  the  LosAngeles 
office,  states  that  the  extent  of  the  damage  cannot  be  estimated  for  some 
time  but  that  there  has  been  severe  injury  to  lettuce,  spinach  and  rhubarb 
in  the  Los  Angeles  territory  and  some  injury  to  0aulif loira'S.     A  temperature 
of  20°  was  recorded  in  the  Imperial  Valley  on  the  night  of  the  20th.  It 
is  estimated  that  9C^  of  the  tomatoes,  ^eas  and  squash  in  the  Valley  were 
killed.      Serious  damge  to  vegetables  is  also  reported  from  other  portions 
of  the  State* 

Citrus  fruits  suffered  severely,  a  recent  wire  estimating  50$ 
damage  to  navel  oranges,  v    The  State  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
prohibited  the  picking  of  oranges  until  February  6,  at  which  time  the 
extent  of  the  damage  will  be  shown  definitely  by  the  condition  of  the  fruit, 
Orders  have  been  given  out  from  the  state  Department  that  all  cars  of 
citrus  fruit  shipped  must  be  passed  by  the  county  Horticultural 
Commissioners,    who  work  in  cooperation  with  the  State  inspection  Service. 

Be  on  the  lookout  for  frost-damaged  products  but  dc  not  let  your 
imagination  influence  you  to  attribute  everything  to  frost  damage,  as  is 
frequently  the  case  with  the  receivers  when  it  is  known  that  there  has 
been  serious  freezing  injury  in  any  section*

Upon  tne  return  of  Mr.  Samson  early  next  week,  he  and 
Messrs.  Truax,  Stillwell  and  Bier  will  work  for  an  extended  period  on  the 
tentative  grades  for  various  products,  with  a  view  to  promulgating  U.  S, 
official  grades  for  these  additional  lines  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 

According  to  Mr.  Truax,  all  lettuce  shippers  in  southern  California  are 
now  using  tne  tentative  grades  for  tnat  commodity,  and  2$%  of  tne  lettuce 
snipments  from  tne  Imperial  Valley  are  being  inspected  on  the  basis  of  these 
U.  S.  grades. 

Kr.  Samson  returned  to  Washington  on  Monday  morning,  but  on  Monday 
evening  started  on  another  trip  in  the  interest  of  tne  work  of  this  Division* 
He  has  gone  to  Texas  to  confer  with  State  marketing  officials  regarding  grades 
and  standards  for  products  grown  in  tnat  State.    At  Fort  Worth,  he  will  attend 
tne  convention  of  tne  Western  Fruit  Jobbers'  Association,  in  session  January 
19-21.    Before  returning  to  Washington,  Mr,  Samson  will  visit  tne  annual 
gathering  of  tne  American  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Snippers'  Association,  to  be 
held  in  Chicago  tne  early  part  of  next  week. 

Mr,  Jay  W.  Raplee,  Food  Products  Inspector  temporarily  assigned  to 
duty  in  Philadelphia,  will ' be  stationed  in  that  city  at  least  until  the  return 
of  Mr.  F.  E.  Parsons,  wno  is  at  present  handling  tne  inspection  work  in 
New  Orleans.

On  his  recent  middlewestem  trip,  Mr.  E.W.  Stillwell,  who  returned  to 
Washington  yesterday,  visited  in  Chicago  Mr.  C.  E.  Durst,  head  of  the  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Division  of  the  Illinois  Agricultural  Association.    He  discussed  with 
Mr.  Durst  the  whole  matter  of  fruit  packing-house  cons  tract  ion.    Definite  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  by  one  of  the  cooperative  associations  in  southern 
Illinois  for  the  erection  of  three  o£  four  packing  houses  for  apples  and  peaches.

lb.  .    SEGREGATE  CABBAGE  QUOTATIONS  INTO  OLD  AND  NEW  STOCK 

Southern  cabbage  is  n®w  moving  in  some  volume  and  several  cities  are 
reporting  on  Florida  stock.    As  soon  as  shipments  of  Southern  goods  reach 
your  market,  each, station  is  requested  to  segregate  its  cabbage  quotations 
into  old  stock  and  new  stock,  using  the  code  words  "KOBUJ"  and  "KOBUK". 
Where  a  difference  is  noted  between  the  market  "conditions  of  the  two  types, 
give  separate  demand,  movement  and  market  code  words  for  each;  otherwise,  it 
is  satisfactory  for  "KOBUJ"  and  "KOBUK"  to  follow  the  market  condition  phrases 
in  your  wire,  giving  distinct  quality  and  condition  phrases  and  prices  for 
each,  •■ 

2b.      "..jARIIET"  PHRASES  ON  NON-DAILY  TELEGRAx'BIC  REPORTS 

When  the  market  is  fluctuating,  reporters  are  often  uncertain  whether 
the  market  phrase  used  for  a  commodity  which  is  reported  semi-weekly  (like 
sweet  potatoes  and  onions)  should  refer  to  the  preceding  telegraphic  report 
or  to  the  preceding  day's  mail  report.    Apparently  no  uniformity  exists  in 
the  practice  of  market  station  reporters  in  this  respect.    Readers    of  the 
reports  are  also  uncertain  what  day  is  referred  to  by  a  comparative  term  such 
as  "market  weaker"  or  "market  stronger," 

It  is  requested  that  the  entire  period  since  the  preceding  tele- 
graphic report  be  suitably  covered  by    market  phrases.    This  may  necessitate 
the  use  of  phrases  in  English  where  present  code  terms  will  not  adequately 
describe  the  market  trend  for  the  period.    Suppose  that,  following  Monday's 
telegraphic  report,  the  onion  market  advances  750  a  crate  on  both  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  but  on  Thursday  it  steadies.    The  phrase  "market  steady"  used  on 
Thursday  showing  an  advance  of  perhaps  25$  to  3C$  over  the  quotation  of  the 
preceding  telegraphic  report,  would  seem  unreasonable  and  would  legitimately 
subject  the  phrase  to  a    "service"  from  Washington.    This  situation  could  be 
covered  by  saying  "Prices  advanced  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  now  HOJAB."  The 
reporter  should  have  before  him  both  the  last  telegraphic  report  and 
succeeding  mail  reports  when  preparing  his  telegram  on  a  semi-weekly  commodity 
or  on  one  reported  three  times  a  week.      If  the  market  is  consistently  steady., 
firm,  or  weak,  of  course  one  market  phrase  will  be  sufficient. 

The. same  procedure  holds  for  peanuts,  except  that,  as  market  station 
'representatives • reporting  on  peanuts  have  been  requested  to  use  English 
exclusively  in  their  reports,  they  will  not  be  hampered  in  any  respect  by  the 
limitations  of  the  code*       The  phrases  in  the  weekly  peanut  wire,  de- 
scribing market  conditions,  should  cover  the  entire  preceding  week.    At  times 
a  peanut  market  will  advance  or  decline  for  several  days  and  then  will  re- 
verse its  trend  or  become  steady.    In  such  an  event,  expressions  similar  to 
the  following  can  be  used;  "Market  on  cleaned  goods  declined  during  later 
part  of  week,  now  firm  at  present  prices.    Shelled  goods  market  steady  ex- 
cept extra  large  Virginias  which  are  weaker."    Fluctuations  in.  the  honey  re- 
port should  be  handled  in  the  Same  way. 

It  is  believed  that  reports  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  above 
suggestions  will  be  more  exact  in  their ■  indication  of  the  market  trend  than 
those  now  being  submitted,  and  therefore  more  valuable  when  used  in  the 
settlement  of  railroad  or  other  claims.     Further,  a  considerable  amount  of 
"servicing"  by  the  Washington  office  will  be  eliminated  if  these  suggestions 
are  followed. 
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3b .    CHANGING  "OP"  TO  "OQ"  ON  "JX -JU"  PAGE  OF  CODE. 

A  few  market  and  field  station  reporters  apparently  overlooked  Par.  lb 
in  the  Division  Letter  for  December  S,  1921,  cnanging  "OP11  to  n0Q"  on  the 
"JI-JU"  page  of  the  code.    It  is  tnerefore  repeated,  tne  cnange  to  be  effective 
at  ojnce.:  - 

In  tne  telegraphic  code  only  one  dot  distinguishes  "H"  from  "P". 
Errors  are  likely  to  occur  occasionally  in  sending  or  receiving  words  containing 
tnese  letters.    Such  errors  are  especially  unfortunate  if  they  happen  in 
.  connection  witn  tne  size  pnrases  cn  tne  "JI-JU"  page  of  tne  code.    It  there- 
fore seems  advisable  to  cnange  tne  code  to  avoid  furtner  trouble. 

Effective  December  15s  cross  out  the  meaning  "Oversize"  for  JOQOQ,  and 
bring  down  "Large"  from  tne  symbol  above,  to  insert  in  its  place.    We  will 
tnen  have  JOPOP  witn  no  meaning  assigned,  and 

JOQ     Large  OQ, 

Similarly,  JUYOP  (Very  large  sizes)  snould  be  changed  to  JUYOQ. 

^b-    NEW  METHODS  OR  IMPROVED  PLANS  OF  WORK  IN  BRANCH  OFFICES. 

In  response  to  tne  recent  inquiry  for  suggestions  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Division  Letter,  one  of  tne  brancn  offices  submitted  tne  following: 
HI  believe  tnat  tne  Division  Letter  would  be  improved  with 
frequent  articles  giving  sometning  of  tne  activities  of  the  various 
offices,-  tnat  is,  sometning  of  tne  work  tney  are  doing.    We  are 
apt  to  drop  into  a  rut  unless  a  little  stimulation  is  added  occa-  • 
sionally,  and  1  am  sure  tnat  we  often  overlook  work  of  importance 
unless  we  are  in  some  manner  reminded  of  it.    For  instance,  we  have 
just  made  a  complete  circular! zat ion  of  our  entire  active  mailing 
list,  except  the  Weekly  Review  whicn  was  circularized  some  months 
ago.   We  also  recently  overhauled  our  entire  filing  system.  We 
might  sooner  nave  realized  the  necessity  for  this  work  had  we  read 
tnat  some  other  office  was  doing  tnis  .   Any  improvements  that  are 
made  in  office  management  or  in  turning  out  work  should  be 
circulated  through  tne  Division  Letter." 

In  line  with  this  suggestion,  tne  men  in  charge  of  market  or  fis&d 
stations  are  requested  to  submit  timely  articles  for  publication,  articles 
telling  of  improvements  or  of  new  plans  adopted  in  their  respective  offices. 
Eacn  man  has  ideas  of  his  own.    No  one  nas  a  monopoly  on  efficiency  or  brains. 
If  particularly  pleased  witn  some  scneme  put  into  operation  in  his  own  office, 
it  is  tne  duty  of  tne  man  in  charge  to  pass  tne  good  plan  along,  so  tnat  all 
offices  may  benefit  by  tne  idea.    Mentally  ask  yourself  frequently:  nI  wonder 
wnether  any  otner  office  is  doing  tnis?"  or  "Why  would't  tnis  plan  be  worth 
adopting  in  otner  offices?"    If  your  answers  suggest  tne  advisability  of 
passing  tne  news  along,  please  do  so  promptly.    Mark  all  such  letters 
"For  tne  Division  Letter."

lc.     THE  CHICAGO  AND  MEMPHIS  CONFERENCES.

2c.    MEMORANDUM  COVERING  CONFERENCES . 

A  memorandum  will  be  issued  in  a  short  time  covering  the  various  points 
considered  at  tne  conferences  recently • held  in  Pittsburgh,  New  York,  Chicago 
and  Memphis.    This  will  refresh  your  minds  on  all  points  considered  and 
connect  these  points  with  instructions  already  issued  in  the  handbook-

3c.    FEE  BILLS  ON  TEST  SHIPMENTS. 

When  cnecking  up  the  unpaid  fees,  a  number  of  the  certificates  (on  which 
our  records  snow  fees  have  not  been  paid)  were  found  to  have  been  issued  on 
test  shipments  or  the  fees  were  cancelled  for  some  other  reason. 

In  the  future,  when  for  any  reason  certificates  are  issued  on  which  no 
fees  are  charged,  the  Washington  copy  should  be  accompanied  by  a  blue  fee- 
slip  made  out  in  the  usual  way  but  marked  "No  fee."    This  will  enable  us  to 
keep  tne  Washington  records  straight  on  such  certificates  and  assist  us 
materially  in  checking  up  unpaid  bills. 

kc.    USE  CARE  IN  PREPARING  TELEGRAMS . 

The  attention  of  each  Inspector  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that 
telegraphic  reports  sent  to  a  shipper  or  other  interested  party  should  be 
carefully  prepared  and  examined  before  leading  the  office.    A  few  cases  have 
come  to  our  attention  lately  where  tne  telegraphic  report  sent  by  the 
Inspector  did  not  show  the  same  grade  statement  or  decay  which  the  certificate 
showed  when  received  by  mail  a  few  days  later.    Please  use  more  care  when 
preparing  your  telegrams.    A  copy  of  the  telegram  should  always  be  before  the 
Inspector  when  his  certificate  is  written. 

5c     CORRECTIONS  OF  MONTHLY  INSPECTION  REPORT. 

Delayed  or  corrected  reports  make  it  necessary  to  change  the  monthly 
table  of  inspections  (for  December,  1921),  published  in  the  last  issue  of  the 
Division  Letter.

la.     CROP  NOTES  FROM  LOS  ANGELES  SECTION. 

Of  particular  interest  to  Inspectors  will  be  the  following  letter 
from  Mr.  C.  L.  Brown,  of  Los  Angeles,  dated  January  23-    This  information 
is  supplementary  to  tne  Los  Angeles  letter  which  was  publisned  last  week, 
and  relates  in  greater  detail  tne  effects  of  the  recent  cold  weather  in 
California: 

"It  seems  practically  certain  that  the  damage  to  oranges 
ana  lemons  will  be  at  least  25  to  ^0%  of  the  crop.    The  lowest 
temperatures  were  encountered  .along  the  Foothills  Boulevard  at 
Redlo-nds,  San  Dimas  and  Pomona,  and  the  least  damage  occurred  at 
Corona  and  Riverside. 

"Growers  and  shippers  neld  a  meeting  Saturday  afternoon, 
January  21,  and  agreed  not  to  pick,  pack  or  ship  any  oranges  from 
Los  Angeles  County  until  February  o.    other  counties  took  similar 
action,  but  I  understand  tnat  a  few  cars  were  shipped  out  of 
Riverside  wnicn  were  picked  since  tne  frost;  so  the  Inspectors  will 
do  well  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  frost  injury  in  California  oranges. 

"Local  lettuce  has  been  very  poor  for  some  time  past,  and 
tne  frost  about  finished  it.    There  will  be  very  little  lettuce 
from  the  Los  Angeles  section  for  several  weeks.    Snipments  from  the 
Imperial  Valley  will  also  be  lignter,  ^nd  nc  doubt  a  certain 
amount  of  frost-damaged  lettuce  will  be  snipped. 

"Spinacn  both  around  Los  Angeles  ^nd  in  tne  Imperial  Valley 
is  badly  injured;  likewise  early  plantings  of  tomatoes,  peas, squash 
and  cantaloupes  in  the  Imperial  Valley.    Everyone  h»s  agreed  that 
all  the  cantaloupes  which  were  above  ground  and  not  covered  with 
paper  caps  were  killed.    Some  also  express  the  opinion  that  the 
cantaloupes  which  were  covered  with  paper  caps  are  killed. 

"Shippers  tell  me  tnat  northern  celery  (Sacramento  Section) 
is  severely  injured,  and  not  very  many  future  snipments  will  come 
from  there.    Damage  around  here  is  estimated  by  some  at  5Cfo,  but  that 
is  only  guesswork.    An  we  know  for  sure  is  that  there  has  been 
considerable  damage. 

"Cabbage  and  cauliflower  suffered  less  tnan  anything  else, 
but  the  cauliflower  deal  is  drawing  to  a  close  and  the  snipments 
will  be  light  so  long  as  the  weatner  is  cool  and  retards  tne  growth. 
Just  what  effect  the  freeze  will  have  on  the  carrying  quality  of 
cauliflower    is  not  known,  but  most  of  tne  snippers  here  are  very 
optimistic."

la,    THE  WATERMELON  DISTRIBUTORS1  ASSOCIATION  MEET  INC- . 

On  account  of  the  hearings  on  the'  Agr i cul tura  1  Appropriation  Bill, 
Mr.  Snerman  was  unable  to  attend  tne  annual  meeting  of  tne  Watermelon 
Distributors1  Association  i*t  Moultrie,  Georgia,  where  he  was  to  give  an 
address  on  "Tne  Scope  and  Limitations  cf  tne  Inspection  Service."    Mr.  Robb 
appeared  on  tne  pre  gran,  in  nis  place  and  discussed  this  important  subject 
witn  tne  Watermelon  distributers. 

This  meeting  was  also  largely  attended  by  growers,  and  Mr.  Robb  met 
with  tne  directors  of  t*.e  Southeastern  Georgia  Watermelon  Growers1 
Association  and  tne  Central  Georgia  Watermelon  Growers'  Association  on 
Saturday  afternoon  end  discussed  with  them  methods  of  improving  the  loading 
and  inspection  of  watermelons*    Tne  interesting  fact  brou~.it  cut  in  this 
meeting  was  that  the  Association  had  Government  inspections  on  Ilk  cars  out 
of  7^7  snipped  last  year;  75  of  tnese  showed  weights  unaer  those  reported 
by  Inspectors  at  shipping  points.    Most  of  tnese  cars  snowed  only  one  or 
two  pounds  less  weight,  with  an  occasional  car  showing  as  much  as  three  pounds. 

The  Associations  expect^  to  nandle  a  very  mucn  larger  percentage  of 
the  crop  during  tne  coming  season  and  are  already  beginning  to  arrange  for 
tne  inspection  and  supervision  of  loading  for  tne  different  lccals  which 
m^ke  up  tne  Associations.    Tney  nave  requested  Mr.  Robb  to  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  season  and  -jive  instructions  to  their  inspectors.    Tney  also 
expect  to  use  tne  same  make  of  scales  now  used  by  our  Inspection  Service 
and  desire  to  cooperate  in  every  way  witn  the  Federal  service,  so  tnat  re- 
ceiving and  snipping -point  weights  will  correspond. 

NEWS  ITEMS. 

After  7i  years  of  most  effective  service  with  this  Bureau,  Mr.  A.  D. 
Gail,  Jr.,  Supervising  Inspector  in  New  York  City,  has  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion and  .vill  close  his  work  about  February  15.    Mr.  Gail  was  one  of  tne 
early  appointees  in  the  Market  Surveys,  Methods  and  Costs  project,    -after  the 
inauguration  of  tne  Market  News  Service,  he  was  connected  with  tnat  phase  of 
tne  work  for  about  h  years.    Since  July,1919,  he  has  been  associated  with 
the  Inspection  Service  on  Fruits  and  Vegetables.     It  will  be  seen,  therefore, 
tnat  Mr-  Gail  began  his  labors  in  September,  191^,  under  Mr.  Sherman*  s 
direction  and  that  he  has  been  almost  continuously  associated  with  Mr » Sherman 
during  his  entire  service  in  this  Bureau.    First  investigating  marketing 
metnods  and  price  cnanges  in  St.  Louis,  Louisville  and  Cincinnati,  Mr,  Gail 
subsequently  made  a  tour  of  southern  towns,  encouraging  the  diversification 
of  crops  and  studying  freignt  rates  and  the  grain  elevator  situation.  In 
conjunction  with  Mr.  0.  W,  Scnleussner,  ne  introduced  the  Market  News  Service 
to  strawberry  producers  in  southern    States,  assisting  in  tne  operation  of 
the  first  field  station  at  Hamracnd,  La.     Similar  work  was  later  done  in 
tomato  growing  areas.    Dept.  Bulletin  No.  3^5 »  °n  "Cantaloupe  Marketing  in 
the  Larger  Cities,  with  Carlot  Supply  in  191*+, "  appeared  in  October,  1915; 
of  this  bulletin,  Mr,  Gail  was  principal  author.    About  that  time,  also,  he 
establisned  the  branch  office  of  the  News  Service  in  New  York  City,  a  little 
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later  opening  tne  office  in  Philadelphia.    Per  some  months,  Mr,  Gail  was 
in  permanent  charge  of  the  New  York  office.    During  the  later  part  of  1917, 
he  traveled  in  the  South,  opening  "branch  offices  of  tne  Market  News  Service 
in  Atlanta,  Birmingham,  Memphis,  New  Orleans,  Fort  ~orth  and  Jacksonville . 
Early  in  1918,  he  spent  a  month  or  more  in  the  Chicago  office.    Mr.  Gail 
made  numerous  investigations,  including  a  study  of  the  Adoressograph  system 
as  applied  to  the  mailing  lists  of  the  News  Service;  the  question  of 
linotype  composition  and  printing  presses  for  tne  publication  of  market 
reports;  motor  truck  routes  for  tne  handling  of  freight,  and  the  possibility 
of  establishing  a  market  news  service  on  tobacco.    He  introduced  many  of 
tne  efficiency  methods  wnicn  are  still  being  used  in  Various  offices, 
spending  considerable  time  in  tne  "washing ten  office  in  connection  with  this 
work.     In  1919 »  he  was  appointed  Supervising  Inspector  in  tne  Chicago 
district,  and  about  November  of  that  year  was  given  his  present  assignment 
as  Supervising  Inspector  of  eastern  offices  of  tne  Inspection  Service,  with 
headquarters  in  New  York  City.    kr.  Gail's  departure  will  le~ve  a  serious 
vacancy  in  the  staff  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division;  his  going  is 
regretted  by  all  with  whom  he  h-s  worked.     It  is  understood  that  he  will  be 
associated  with  P.  S.  Khowles,  a  prominent  produce  broker  with  offices  in 
his  present  building,  the  Fruit  Trade  Building,  New  York.    Our  best  wishes 
go  with  Mr.  Gail  in  his  new  sphere  of  service. 

After  assisting  in  drafting  in  final  form  tne  proposed  grades  for 
several  additional  fruits  and  vegetables,  Mr.  H.  E.  Truax  left  Washington 
a  few  diiys  ago  and  is  now  on  his  return  trip  to  Los  Angeles,         regret  to 
report  that  Mr.  Truax,  also,  expects  to  leave  tne  staff  of  the  Fruit,  and 
Vegetable  Division,  his  resignation  being  effective  at  the  end  of  February. 
He  contemplates  opening  an  office  in  Los  Angeles,  »s  a  broker  in  fruits  and 
vegetables,  and  may  serve  as  purchasing  agent  for  much  of  the  produce 
handled  by  the  firm  in  New  York  with  wnicn  Mr.  Gail  will  be  connected. 
Mr.  Truax  became  a  member  of  tne  staff  of  the  Grades  and  Standards  project 
in  October,  1915  •  a^d    therefore  nas  been  in  tne  service  of  this  Bureau 
only  one  year  less  than  Mr.  Gail.    His  work  of  greatest  importance  has  been 
in  tne  development  of  definite  grades  for  numerous  lines  of  produce.  This 
has  involved  a  great  deal  of  investigational  work  and  many  field  trips.  As 
a  result  of  these  studies,  Mr.  Truax'  name  appears  as  joint  autnor  with 
Mr.  C.  T.  More  on  Farmers'  Bulletin  979,  tne  "Preparation  of  Strawberries 
for  Market."    Tnis  publication  was  issued  in  May,  191S.     Mr.  Truax  also  is 
author  of  four  Department  Circulars  (Nos.  95,  96,  97  and  99),  specifying 
the  Ug  S.  standard  grades  for  northern-grown  onions,  white  potatoes,  Bermuda 
onions  and  sweet  potatoes,  respectively.    From  September,  191S,  until  April, 
1919,  he  was  on  furlough  for  military  service,  acting  as  one  of  tne  pruchas- 
ing  officials  in  tne  Quarterm-ster  Corps.     It  was  about  tne  middle  of  1920 
t»hat  Mr.  Truax  was  assigned  to  his  present  position  on  tne  Pacific  Coast, 
with  headquarters  in  Los  Angeles.    For  tne  past  IS  months,  he  nas  cooperated 
most  effectively  with  California  Dept.  of  Agriculture  officials,  net  only 
in  developing  this  present  system  of  grades  and  standards  but  also  in  estab- 
lishing that  State's  elaborate  snipping -point  inspection  service  on  fruits 
and  vegetables.    His  investigations  on  tne  Pacific  Coast  have  been  of  great 
value  also  in  tne  preparation  of  tne  U.  S.  official  grades  which  will 
doubtless  be  recommended  in  the  near  future.     In  expressing  sincere  regret 
at  Mr.  Truax'  withdrawal  from  the  teennical  staff  of  this  Division,  where 
he  has  labored  so  faithfully,  we  Can  but  wish  him  success  in  his  business 
venture  in  Los  Angeles.

Mr.  a.  E.  Mercker,  Asst.  Supervising  Inspector  in  New  York  City,  is 
spending  one  day  of  this  week  in  Scranton  and  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  conferring  wit 
cooperative  Inspectors  Mills  and  Steinbauer,  of  the  Pennsylvania  staff.

2b.    THE  CITY  MARKET  ARTICLES. 

Descriptive  articles  on  tne  great  fruit  and  vegetable  markets  have 
been  received  from  tne  stations  at  Boston,  New  York,  Pniladelphia,  Pittsburgh, 
Chicago,  St.  Louis,  and  Kansas  City.    All  of  tnem  are  exceptionally  good 
write-ups  and  the  authors  are  to  be  congratulated  oh  tne  newsy,  highlfc-- 
readable  style  in  which  tney  have  covered  the  subject.    A  few  other  prominent 
markets  are  still  to  be  heard  from.    The  New  York  write-up  appeared  in  The 
Market  Reporter  of  December  31  and  others  are  in  preparation  for  Weatner. 
Crops  and  Markets. 

3b.     THE  TERM  "CHOICE"  NOT  TO  BE  USED  WITH  APPLES.  (Change  in  Code) 

The  following  item  appeared  in  tne  Project  Letter  of  February  5,  1920: 
"On  January  29 1  a  wire  was  sent  over  all  circuits,  requesting  tne  immediate 
discontinuance  of  the  use  of  tne  word  'Choice'  in  connection  with  boxed  apple 
grades,  even  though  the  term  may  be  commonly  used  by  tne  trade.  Northwestern 
grading  rules  provide  for  *C  grade,  not  'Cnoice.'.  This  latter  term  is 
undesirable  in  the  Northwest." 

Lately  a  few  market  stations  nave  fallen  back  into  tne  practice  of 
using  the  word  "Choice"  in  their  local  apple  reports.    "Cnoice"  is  not  a 
recognized  grade  term  in  any  State  for  either  boxed  or  barreled  apples,  and 
there  is  therefore  no  necessity  for  retaining  the  term  on  tne  apple  page  of 
the  code.

Each  market  station  securing  news  reports  on  eitner  honey  or  peanuts  is 
requested  to  submit  promptly  a  full  list  of  tnose  members  of  tne  trade  wno 
are  called  on  for  information  eitner  regularly  or  occasionally,  segregating 
them  by  types  of  dealers  or  classes  of  trade*    We  will  add  all  tnese  names  to 
our  mailing  list  and  serve  tnem  directly  from  tnis  office-*    In  this  way  a 
closer  contact  can  be  established  between  txie  market  reporters  and  those 
furnishing  market  prices  and  conditions.    Tne  latter  will  also  see  that  tne 
information  is  not  asked  idly  but  for  incorporation  in  our  published  market* 
news  reports.  Send  in  a  full  list,  not  omitting  tnose  concerns  who  may  now  be 
receiving  tne  reports  from  Washington. 

b.    SPECIAL  SERVICE  TO  NEWSPAPERS, 

All  of  tne  semi-annual  reports  of  local  activities  have  been  received 
from  market  stations  and  nave  been  carefully  read.    Tne  various  offices  are  to 
be  commended  for  tne  excellent  manner  in  wnich  these  reports  nave  been  rendered. 
In  the  Minneapolis  report  is  tne  following  statement  of  special  service  given 
the  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  newspapers,  wnich  may  be  possible  of  duplication 
(in  a  modified  form)  in  otner  brancn  office  cities: 

"One  special  service,  wnicn  we  are  continuing  to  give  the  trade, 
pertains  to  tne  Cnicago  potato  market.    As  soon  as  tnis  information 
arriveSon  tne  wire,  it  is  placed  on  a  stencil  along  witn  carlot  no ve- 
nae nt  and  the  Minneapolis  market  on  potatoes.    Copies  of  tnis  report 
are  delivered  promptly  to  tne  Minneapolis  newspapers  and  most  of  tne 
larger  potato  dealers.    Tne  other  dealers,  who  are  not  located  in  the 
regular  wholesale  section,  receive  tnis  information  by  telephone. 
Copies  for  the  St.  Paul  newspapers  are  placed  in  special -deli very 
envelopes  and  mailed  on  a  St.  Paul  street  car,  wnicn  enables  tne  news- 
papers to  receive  tnese  quotations  in  time  to  publisn  in  tneir  after- 
noon editions.    Our  own  messenger  is  making-  tne  above  deliveries. 
This  service  is  appreciated  by  tne  trade  and,  altnougn-it  takes  con- 
siderable of  our  time,  I  believe  it  is  well  justified.    The  trade  is 
learning  to  depend  more  and  more  upon  Government  reports,  because 
tney  are  finding  tnem  the  most  reliable  and  unbiased  information 
available"

lc„      INSPECTION  FOR  OTHER  FEDERAL  ORGANIZATIONS. 

While  in  Atlanta  on  Monday,  last  Mr,  Curry  and  I  visited  the  Federal 
prison'  and  discussed  with  Mr.  Frick,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  purchase  of 
supplies  for  the  prison,  the  natter  of  securing  Federal  inspection  on  potatoes 
and  onions.    Arrangement  was  nade  witl}  Mr.  Frick  by  which  he  would  include 
in  his  contracts  requirement  that  loads  of  xootatoes  'should  be  accompanied 
by  Federal  certificates,  showing  that  they  are  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  . 
contract.    Tnese  potatoes  are  purchased  from  dealers  in  Atlanta  and  this 
arrangement  will  place  on  the  contractor  the  burden  of  requesting  the 
inspection*    Mr.  Frick  is  very  much  pleased  with  this  idea  and  will  handle 
all  carlot  purchases  in  this  way  in  the  future * 

It  is  believed  that  other  Federal  agencies  may  be  served  in  a  similar  • 
manner,  and  I  am  therefore  suggesting  that  the  Inspector  in  charge  at  each 
office  find  out  whether  there  are  such  agencies  in  his  vicinity  which  may 
be  served  in  this  way.    If  so,  this  matter  should  be  presented  to  them 
with  the  suggestion  that  thev  incorporate  such  requirements  in  their  contracts 
in  all  cases  where  it  will  be  possible  for  the  Federal  Inspector  to  pass  upon 
the  products  in  question. 

2c.       CABBAGE  IN  THE  LOWER  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY. 

The . following  letter  from  Mr,  F.  5,  ICinsey,  written  at  San  Benito, 
Texas,  on  January  31,  is  of  importance  to  all  Inspectors- 

"So  far  as  I  know,  no  cabbage  is  being  sold  out  of 
'  the  Lower  Rio  Grande,  Valley  as  No.  1.    Inf act ,  not  as  No.  2  either, 
•  ■   but  just  as,  cabbage.    Mr...  W.  W.  \7hitted,  who  is  looking'  after  ' 
the  inspectors,  in  this  town,  tells  me  that  there  is  not.  over  20$ 
variation  in  the  various  carloads  going  out.    They  all  contain  from 
kO  to  Sc%-  of  cabbage  that  meets  the  requirements  of  NO.  1.  The 
sorters  are  keeping  out  aost  of  the  very  soft  heads  and  most  of  the 
heads  weighing  less  than  1-1 /2  pounds. 

"rphe  heads  that  go  No.  2,  are  heads  somewhat  soft  or  else 
damaged  by  worms  or  aphis,    gome  entire  wagonloads  go  N°«  2 
on  account  of  worirs  and  aphis,-  but  on  an  average  there  are  enough 
good  loads  (showing  50  to  1%  No.  l)  to  bring  the  average  of  the 
car  within  the  percentages  mentioned.    .-The  sorters  mentioned  above  are 
t ho -men  who  catch  the  heads  as  they  are  being  thrown  from  the  wagon 
into  the  car.      Most  of  these  men  are  Mexicans, 

"  A  large  amount  of  seed  was  distributed  around  this  town 
that  is  producing  a  large  percentage  of  undersized  heads;'  oc- 
casionally a  load  comes  in  of  which  half  is  rejected  .    The  inspectors 
h^ve  no  autnority  to  reject  tnis-but  are  using  a  bluff.  Naturally 
this  is  easy  as  the  inspector  is  an  employee  of .the  shipper  and 
the  shipper  refuses  to  accept  it,  '  • 

"Up  the  valley- —  from  Mercedes,  Alamo,  Weslaco,  Mission  ■  and 

S'harr,  the  cabbage  is  showing  a  little  larger  percentage  of  No.l 

grade  than  stock  from  San  Benito,  Harlin-gen,  Rio. Hondo  and  Olnito." 
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3c.     DECAY  IN  FLORIDA  HEAD  LETTUCE .  (Reply) 
One  of  our  offices  has  recently  sent  us  the  percentages  of  decay  of 
six  carloads  of  Florida  nead  lettuce*    We  are  showing  tnese  percentages  be- 
low and  ask  eacn  Inspector  to  let  us  know  tne  form  of  decay  statement  he  would 
use.    Please  follow  tne  numbers in  tne  order  stated  below.    Offices  wnich  have

Uc.     FIELD  NOTESFFSOM  FLORIDA., 

Under  date  of  February       tne  following  report  of  conditions  in  Florida 
was  released  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Marks,  Truck  Crop  Specialist.    These  notes  are  of 
special  interest  to  Inspectors,  altnough  they  will  be  of  value  also  to  Market 
News  men: 

Cabbage 

While  the  cabbage  acreage  at  Moore  Haven  was  cut  somewnat  by  frost  in 
January,    the  loss  was  in  the  later  plantings.    Tne  largest  part  of  tne  crop 
will  move  during  February  and  tnis  is  generally  of  good  quality.    Crops  so 
far  harvested  are  yielding  well.    Up  to  January  1,  Uo  cars  had  moved  from  a 
planted  acreage  of  800. 

At  Kissimmeef  cabbage  movement  is  ready  to  begin  but  most  of  tne  80 
acres  will  n;ove  between  February  15  and  March  1. 

In  Flagler  County,  100  acres  at  Bumell  will  move  during  February  and 
Marcn,  witn  cutting  beginning  soon. 

Potatoes 

During  tne  period  from  January  20  to  February  5i  there  has  been  con- 
siderable rainfall  over  Clay,  ?'2atnara  and  St.  Johns  Counties  but  tne  percentag 
of  injury  from  tnis  cause  to  date  appears  to  be  small.    In  Clay  county  at 
Green  Cove  Springs,  Doctors  Inlet  and  other  points,  planting  is  still  under 
way  on  an  acreage  more  than  double  tnat  of  last  year.    Some  seed  decay  is 
reported  in  a  few  poorly -drained  fields  but  in  &ost  cases  seed  in  tne  ground 
is  in  good  condition  with  no  sign  of  decay.     In  tne  Hastings  section  in  St. 
Jonns  and  Putnam  Counties,  most  of  tne  seed  na&  sprouted  before  tne  rain 
began.    Growth  is  progressing  well  and  injury  to  tne  crop  to  date  appears  to 
be  very  slignt.    While  plantings  are  not  completed  in  Clay  County,  present 
indications  snow  a  probable  total  acreage  for  Clay,  Putnam,  St.  John  and 
Flagler  Counties  of  between  20,000  and  21,000  acres* 

Strawberries 

Cold  weather  has  caused  a  temporary  decrease  in  shipments  of  strawberri 
from  Plant  City *    Bloom  was  injured  on  uncovered  plants,  representing  from 
one-tnird  to  one-fourth  tne  total  acreage,  and  February  shipments  will  be 
lignter  from  tnis  cause.    Up  to  February  1,  ^5&,^]>1  quarts  had  moved,  from 
wnich  tne  estimated  return  to  tne  growers  was  $181,^98.87. 
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5c.      STORIES  DESIRED  OF  DAILY  WORK  OR  NEW  DEVELOPMENTS. 

Sou.e  time  ago,  suggestions  were  requested  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Division  Letter,      Among  the  ideas  presented  are  the  following: 

"Let  the  section  devoted  to  the  Food  Products  Inspection 
Service  cover  a  more  extensive  field*     It  might  include  informa- 
I  tion  relative  to  the  various  important  decays  that  are  being 

found  in  the  markets ,  affecting  the  more  important  commodities. " 

"The  only  thing  I  can  suggest  for  its  improvement  would  be 
the  addition,  under  the  section  for  Food  Products  Inspection  Ser- 
vice, of  more  news  of  what  the  Inspectors  are  doing  in  the  princi- 
pal markets,  i.e.,  what  products  are  being  inspected  and  whether 
the  fruits  or  vegetables  are  up  to  grade,  showing  decay,  freezing 
injuiry,  or  whcit  diseases  are  being  found.     For  example,-  in  June, 
I  inspected  several  cars  ox"  potatoes  from  Monroe  Qovnty,  Alabama, 
all  of  which  showed  Sclerotium  Rot,  which  was  practically  a  new 
disease  to  me„      I  wondered  many  times  whether  other  Inspectors 
were  encountering  this  same  rot;  whether  they  found  as  high  per- 
centages of  decay  as  I  did,  and  how  the  decay  was  being  described," 

"Publish  more  articles  that  will  assist  Inspectors  in  doing 
better  work,  more  suggestions  that  will  help  them  in  the  daily  round." 

I  have  read  all  of  the  letters  from  Inspectors  and  was  impressed 
with  the  value  of  the  suggestions  which  have  been  inserted  above.    I  am 
anxious  that  all  members  of  the  Inspection  staff  give  these  matters 
careful  attention,  and  that  frequent  reports  be  submitted  by  each  office, 
conveying  information  such  as  that  indicated  by  the  three  letters  quoted. 
The  reports  may  be  written  in  letter  form  and  should  be  made  as  interest- 
ing and  heljoful  as  possible.     Indicate  at  top  of  each  letter  of  this 
kind  that  it  is  "For  the  Division  Letter,"    but  mark  the  communications: 
"Attention  of  Mr.  Robb,"    Let  us  hear  from  each  office  whenever  there 
is  valuable  news  .vhicn  should  ce  s&ared*     Don't  keep  your  good  things  to 
yourself.

FURTHER  REPORT  OF  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  CONDITIONS . 

The  following  additional  information  was  received  from  Mr, C.L.Brown, 
under  date  of  February  6: 

"The  frosts  have  cleaned  up  the  lettuce  in  the  £os  Angeles  section 
to  the  extent  that  there  is  scarcely  eno\igh  lettuce  for  the  local  market, 
and  tins  is  of  very  poor  quality.      Imperial  Valley  lettuce  was  undoubtedly 
injured,  to  "quite  an  extent,  and  I  am  informed  that  the  quality  of  the  stock 
now  being  shipped  is  generally  poor,  end  the  sizes  ran.  small,  ranging  from 
four  dozen  to  seven  dozen  per  crate,  the  majority  of  the  stock  around  five 
dozen.     Most  ox  the  lar^e  conservative  operators  are  not  trying  to  do  much 
and  the  smaller  operators  and  speculators  are  shipping  everything  that  is 
fit  and  much  that  isn!t,  in  hopes  of  a  high  market.    The  cauliflower  move- 
ment last  week  was  moderate,  averaging  about  12  cars  per  day  for  the  week, 
but  it  is  expected  that  shipments  will  be  much  lighter  this  week.    The  best 
estimates  I  can  get  place  the  amount  to  be  shipped  at  IJ5O  to  250  cars. 
Neitner  cauliflower  nor  cabbage  were  very  much  injured  by  the  frost,  but  the, 
quality  is  only  fair  and  the  sizes  run  medium  to  small,  lastly /SE^ch&if lower. 
Inquiry  for  local  cabbage  is  very  light  and  the  market  is  dull  at  present  and 
shipments  limited,      Celery  has  been  injured  locally  and  very  few  shipments 
are  being  made,  peas  are  practically  cleaned  up  both  in  the  Imperial  Valley  and 
in  the  Carlsbad  Section."

Invest igatioxis ,  has  gone  on  a  short  trip  to  Cleveland,  where  they  will  consult 
market  and  eold  storage  officials  as  to  the  methods  of  operating  their  markets 
and  storage  plants,      Mr,  Kitchen  expects  to  proceed  tc  Detroit  to  make  similar 
investigations  in' that  city.

supplies  are  ordered  primarily  to  utilize  balances  on  funds.     In  order  to 
avoid  this  wrong  impression,  tfhicn  actually  has  resulted  in  the  past  in  some 
offices  of  the  Government,  we  desire  to  oraer  mimeograph  paper  and  envelopes 
as  e^rly  as  practicable  in  anticipation  of  our  needs. 

It  is  requested,  tnerefore,  tnat  every  branch  office  immediately  advise 
the  Washington  office  the  estimated  quantity  of  mimeograpn  paper,  envelopes, 
stencils  and  ink  wnich  will  be  required  between  February  15  and  September  30, 
and  place  an  order  for  as  large  a  supply  as  can  be  stored  witnout  incurring 
storcge  cnarges. 

Please .report  also  your  facilities  for  storing  supplies,  as  to  place 
and  quantity,  and  if  storage  must  be  obtained  from  loco-l  concerns  give  tne 
storage  rates.    As  stencils  and  mimeograpn  ink  can  be  delivered  ratner 
promptly  after  tne  orders  are  placed,  the  importance  of  providing  an  ample 
supply  (several  months  in  advance  of  tueir  need)  applies  particularly  to 
paper  and  envelopes.    Tnis  matter  should  receive  your  immediate  attention. 

In  joint  offices,  tne  needs  of  other  Divisions  and  tne  condition  of 
the  joint  accounts  must  be  taken  into  consideration.    Tne  above  instructions, 
tnerefore,  apply  only  in  the  event  tnat  purchases  of  mimeograph  supplies, 
chargeable  against  the  funds  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  are 
contemplated, 

2b .    FILE  OF  MONTHLY  CROP  REPORTER . 

Requests  for  information  are  frequently  received  from  market  stations, 
covering  data  which  has  been  published  in  tne  Monthly  Crop  Reporter.  Each 
market  station  should  maintain  a  file  of  these  publications  for  reference 
purposes.    Please  advise  what  copies  are  necessary  to  bring  your  file  up  to 
date.    As  soon  as  tnis  information  is  received  the  missing  copies  vail  be  sent 
you. 

It  is  equally  important  now  tnat  a  file  be  maintained  of  Weatner, 
Crops  and  Markets ,  as  well  as  tne  Bureau  News  and  the  Division  Letter . 

3b,     STANDARD  APPLE  QUOTATIONS. 

Market  reporters  are  requested  to  include  in  their  daily  wires  covering 
tne  boxed  apple  situation  quotations  on  standard  pack  Extra  Fancy  Jonatnans 
and  Wine  saps .  medium  to  large  sizes,  whenever  possible.    For  statistical 
purposes,  no  other  varieties  can  be  used  as  satisfactorily  as  Jonatnans  and 
Winesaps,  because  tnese  are  tne  varieties  which  occur  most  frequently  in  boxed 
apple  reports  and  t^ey  are  also  tne  ones  whicn  appear  in  our  previous 
tabulations  of  market  prices  and  conditions.    From  trie  quotations  now  being 
given,  it  is  often  hard  to  determine  the  trend  and  condition  of  the  market. 
Tnis  makes  it  difficult  to  prepare  satisfactory  material  for  Weatner ,  Crops 
and  Marke t s  or  for  tne  Weekly  Review.    Several  otner  varieties,  besides 
Winesaps  and  Jonatnans,  should  be  included  in  each  of  the  daily  apple  reports.

lot      CALIFORNIA'S.  METHOD  OF  INSPECTING  ORANGES  FOR  FREEZING  INJURY. 

■    In  a  letter  of  February  3,  Mr.  F.  W,  Read.,  of  Sacramento,  gives  the 
-following  description  of  California^  method  of  inspecting  oranges  for 
freezing  injury.    This  is  of  importance  to  all  Inspectors; 

"In  the  actual  inspection  of  oranges  damaged,  by  frost, 
the  fruit  shows  no  appearance  of  drying  out  or  evaporation  up  to 
the  present  time  except  to  a  limited  degree  in  certain  districts 
of  the  State  where  weather  conditions  have  been  favorable.  In 
our  inspection  worn,  we  are  relying  for  evidence  of  frost  injury 
(up  to  the  time  when  drying  out  will  be  actually  apparent)  upon 
the  characteristic  water-soaked  appearance  of  the    segment  walls 
and  "-the  presence  of  crystals  or  crystaline  deposit  between  the 
segment**        v;e  have  held  that,  if  the  fruit  shows  these  character- 
istic evidences  of  frost  injury  in  two  or  more    segments,  such  an 
orange  is  unfit  for  shipment.    If  V-j  per  cent  or  more  of  the. 
fruit  in  any  one  lot  or  shipment  consists  of  oranges  of  this 
character,  we  do  not  permit  it  to  move,    as  a  matter  of  practical 
inspection,  the  men  select  fruit  from  the  bins  in  the  houses 
as  the  car  is  being  packed,  taking  a  cross  section  of  the 
various  sizes,    We  then  cut  a  minimum  of  100  samples.     If  the 
fruit  is  running  close  to  the  line,  we  will  take  a  second  or 
possibly  a  third  hundred,  but  usually  100  samples  is  enougn 
to  cut.    Our  percentage  of  damage  is  based  upon  the  amount  of 
fruit  in  tne  sample  showing  characteristic  frost  injury.  As 
soon  as  drying  out  actually  occurs,  which  will  probably  be  on 
tne  average  about  three  to  four  weeks  after  the  freeze  (which 
occurred  on  the  nights  of  January  18th  and  19th),  we  will  fall 
back  on  the  terms  of  the  Statute  of  191^3 1      This  is  identical 
in  language  to  F.I.D.  Ilj0,  utilized  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry, 
and  which  says  'it  is  unlawful  for  any  person  ****  to  ship**** 
citrus  fruxts  in  boxes  or  in  bull;  if  the  contents  of  any  package 
or  if  tne  fruit  in  bulii  contains  15  per  cent  or  more  of  citrus 
fruits  which,  on  a  transverse  section  through  the  center,  show 
a  marmed  drying  in  20  per  cent  or  more  of  the  exposed  pulp.1 
You  understand,  of  course,  that  .the  standards  upon  which  we  are 
basing  inspection  at  the  present  time,  and  on  which  we  will 
continue  to  base  our  inspection  until  this  drying-out  stage  is 
actually  evident,  are  those  outlined  in  our  regulations  of  the 
24-th  of  January  and  particularly  those  concerning  the  water- 
soaked  appearance  of  the  segment  walls  and  the  crystaline  deposit. 
I  have  four  State  men  constantly  circulating  among  the  various 
counties,  keeping  the  wortc  uf  the  County  inspectors  on  a  uniform 
basis.    Mr.  Warner  is  in  charge  of  the  entire  program."

2b,      CROP  NOTES » 

The  following  crop  notes  are  from  recent  reports  of  the  Agricultural 
Statisticians  in  various  States. 

ARIZONA*  A  preliminary  estimate  of  commerical  cantaloupe  acreage  places 
the  figure  for  Arizona  at  4,500;  acres,  compared  with  3,265  last  year, 

ARKANSAS:    The  cantaloupe  acreage  in  Arkansas  probably  will  not  be  much 
decreased,  but  the  watermelon  acreage  will  be  decidedly  cut,    With  respect 
to  strawberries,  there  probably  will  be  a  marked  extension  of  acreage  into 
new  districts,    Poinsett,  Cross,  Crittenden  and  Lee  counties  are  among  those 
in  the  cotton  section(just  west  of  Memphis,  Term,),  proposing  some  commercial 
acreage  of  strawberries  this  season, 

GEORGIA:      Indications  are  that  a  record  crop  of  watermelons  is  being 
planted  this  season.

lc,     CARDS  TO  ACCOMPANY  DISEASED  SPECIMENS, 

A  new  supply  of  cards  has  been  printed  for  use  in  transmitting  diseased 
specimens.    After  this  order  was  received,  arrangement  was  made  to  furnish  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  with  some  additional  information  regarding  such  ship- 
ments.    It  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  add  a  heading  for  the  mane  of  the 
shipper;  this  has  been  done  by  rubber  stamp  on  all  the  new  cards • 

It  is  highly  important  that  tnese  cards  accompany  every  lot  of  specimens 
sent  in  and  that  all  blanks  on  the  card  be  filled  out,  if  possible*    Do  not 
fail  to  state  whether  wire  report  is  desired.    The  card  will  always  be  returnee 
to  you  when  diagnosis  is  obtained  from  Plant  Industry*    Record  will  also  be 
kept  in  this  office* 

It  has  been  very  interesting  to  note  in  the  past  the  extensive  use  made 
of  this  service  by  some  of  our  Inspectors  and  the  small  use  made  of  it  by 
others.    Frequent  use  of  tne  pathologists  in  connection  with  questionable 
specimens  indicates  a  live  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Inspector' and  a  desire 
for  accuracy  which  is  commendable, i 

2c.    BROCCOLI 'FROM  WESTERN  OREGON. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  from  Mr»  V,  G,  Gibson,  of  the 
Spokane  office  of  the  Market  News  Service,  is  of  interest  to  all  Inspectors: 
"The  Western  Oregon  broccoli  deal,  which  should  have  started 
with  carload  shipments  about  Feb  4  25,  has  been  delayed  about  ten  days 
to  two  weeks  by  the  recent  cold  weather.    Whsre  the  original  estimates 
were  for  150  to  200  cars  for  this  season,  they  now  stand  about  75  to 
125  cars.    Most  of  the  lowland  stuff  was  killed  or  that  which  was  not 
•    entirely  killed  was  rendered  unsuitable  for  shipment,  but  the  stuff  on 
the  higher  ground  is  heading  nicely  and  is  of  good  quality.     In  view 
of  past  experiences,  the  shippers  of  this  commodity  are  rather  antici- 
pating some  trouble  with  the  'yellowing  of  the  leaves'.'    One  of  the 
proposed  measures  to  obviate  this  shipping  trouble  this  season  is  to 
turn  the  crates  bottom  side  up  in  the  cars  and,  after  the  cars  are 
loaded,  cover  the  top  layer  of  crates  with  cracked  ice,  allowing  this 
ice  to  melt  and  run  down  through  the  crates.     The  theory  is  that  this 
will  aid  in  the  refrigeration  and  at  the  same  time  keep  the  heads  well 
enough  watered  so  that  the  leaves  will  remain  green  and  fresh  in 
appearance,  while,  on  account  of  the  crates  being  bottoms  up,  the  'curds* 
will  be  protected  from  the  water.     It  might  be  well  for  the  Inspectors  • 
to  be  on  the  watch  for  such  shipments,  and  note  the  general  effects  of 
this  proposed  practise.,"

lb .     OVUT  VARIETAL  NAME  OF  CELERY  IN  MARKET  QUOTATIONS . 

Responses  to  tne  inquiry  in  the  Division  Letter  of  January  26  indicate 
that  tne  correct  name  of  California  celery  is  "Golden  Self  -blanching, "  but  in 
general  it  is  referred  to,  both  in  California  and  in  consuming  markets,  as 
"Gclaen  Heart."    Little  importance,  however,  is  attached  by  the  trade  to  the 
variety  names  cf  celery.     It  will  not  be  necessary,  tnerefore,  to  include  in 
celery  market  reports  either  of  tne  terms  "Golden  Self -blancing"  or"Gclaen 
Heart."    When  sales  are  mode  on  Green  Tops,  however,  this  -type  name  should  be 
given- 
Effective  upon  receipt  of  this  Division  Letter,  those  stations  publish- 
ing celery  reports  covering  several  markets  should  insert  the  following 
statement  in  the  heading: 

"Quotations  are  on  Golden  Self -blanching  (often  called  Golden  Heart) 
variety  unless  otherwise  stated."

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4b.     SOUTH  AFRICAN  FRUIT  .ARRIVING  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY. 

The  following  letters  have  just  been  received  from  Mr.  w. H.  Stan- 
ton, of  the  New  York  office: 

"A  shipment  of  fruit  from  Chile,  south  America,  arrived  on  this 
market  early  in  the  week.     It  consisted  of  approximately  13,500  boxes 
of  peaches,  180  boxes  of  Santa  Glaus  melons,  and  a  very  small  lot  of 
onions  and  garlic. 

"The  peaches  arrived  generally  in  good  condition,  although  a 
little  d^cay  was  in  evidence  here  and  there  due  probably  to  the  fact 
that  they  we  -e  not  packed  well  and  the  staying  of  tne  ship  caused  bruis- 
ing ana  skinning  of  the  surface.     The  peaches  were  in  different  types 
of  containers,  the  majority  of  them  being  in  flat  lug  boxes  containing 
_    32  peaches...     These  sold  in  a  private  way  at  a  range  of  $1.25-2.00,  prin- 
cipally $1.25-1.50,  per  box,  but  the  demand  was  very  limited.  Several 
lots  were  placed  on  auction  and  these  sold  at  a  range  of  $1. -65-2.60, 
mostly  $1.75-2.15,  per  box,  containing  about  60-70  peaches.  ■  I  under- 
stand that  another  small  lot  was  placed  on  auction  today  and  the  prices 
realized  were  considerably  higher. 

"The  EDBloas  were  packeft  in  slat  crates  containing  from  2-6,  prin- 
cipally 3,  melons  and  sold  slowly  at  $4.50-5.00,  with  a  few  crates* high, 
as  $6.00* 

"Apparently  there  was  little  variation  in  the  temperatures  main- 
tained during  this  shipment,  and  the  fruit  on  arrival  indicated  that 
considerable  care  was  taken  to  see  that  no  needless    injury  was  done." 

The  other  letter  of  Mr.  Stanton's  has  been  temporarily  mislaid, 
but  what  is  almost  an  exact  copy  of  it  was  made  for  publication  in  an 
early  issue  of  Weather.  Crops  and  Markets.     In  order  that  the  market 
station  representatives  may  nave  this  information  more  promptly  than  it 
will  reach  them  through  that  publication,  the  copy  is  inserted  below. 
Tiiis  will  enable  all  men  connected  with  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division 
to  answer  the  questions  wnicn  are  arising  in  various  Quarters  concerning 
this  fruit: 

"Toward  the  ena  of  February  a  small  shipment  consisting  of 
about  300  packages  of  fruit  arrived  in  New  York  City  from  Argentina, 
South  America,.     The  lot  comprised  peaches,  plums  and  grapes  and 
met  with  a  fairly  goo  a  demand  from  tne  jobbing  trade  which  purcnased  - 
them  in  small  lots  at  ratner  hign  prices.    The  peacnes  were  in 
small  boxes  containing  from  70-30  ana-  tne  Quality  was  only  fair, 
the  fruit  snowing  very  little  color.     Tney  sold  from  $2-50- ^5>  ac- 
cording to  size  and  Quality.    The  grapes  were  tne  Muscat  variety, 
four  boxes  of  uniform  size  being  strapped  together.    The  net  weight 
of  tne  contents  was  about  3^  lbs.  and  tney  sold  within  a  range  of 
$7-'8.    Tne  plums,  a  red  variety,  sold  best,  at  a  range  of 
$^+.  50-  ;5«  50,  mostly  $5,  dnd  were  packed  in  the  same  size  boxes 
as  the  peaches.    A  small  lot  of  each  fruit  was  placed  on  auction 
as  a  trial,  but  they  did  not  command  prices  quite  so  hign  as  the 
private  sales."

lc,      INSPECTIONS  OF  BOAT  SHIPMENTS  IN  NSV-'  YORK  CITY. 

In  connection  with  the  South  American  fruit  and  western  apples  which 
recently  arrived  in  New  Y^rk  City  by  boat,  Mr.  A.  E.  Mercker,  Acting 
Supervising  Inspector,  has  written  the  following  interesting  account  of 
inspections : 

"Among  our  inspections  this  week,  we  had  a  lot  of  approximately 
6,000  boxes  of  Chilean  peaches.    The  peaches  are  a  white  cling-stone 
variety,  round  in  form,  somewhat  resemlbing  a  Carman,  "but  the  flesh 
adheres  much  more  tightly  to  the  pit  than  does  the  Carman.     They  are 
of  good  size,  ranging  from  about  2-1/2  to  2~3A  inches  in  diameter. 
The  package  greatly  resembles  tne  California  peach  box  but  is  not 
4.uite  so  deep.      Boxes  contain  from  50  to  J>6t  mostly  32,  peaches;  pack- 
age and  contents  weigh  12-1/2  to  13  pounds.    The  package  is  rather  slack; 
about  4-  to  6  more  peaches  could  have  been  packed  in  the  boxes.  The 
peaches  are  wrapped  in  paper  similar  to  that  in  which  California 
peaches  are  wrapped.      From  1  to  -  12,  mostly  3,  peaches  to  the  box 
snowed  decay.    They  were  in  a  firm  to  ripe,  mostly  ripe,  condition. 
Tne  color  was  fairly  good.    They  were  loaded  on  the  S/S  Esouibo.  Some 
of  the  stock  was  on  board  20  days  and  another  lot  2.8  daj^s.  The 
refrigeration  engineer  told  me  that  they  held  these  peaches  at  a 
temperature  of  38°  Fahrenheit,  but  he  evidently  is  wrong  in  his  state- 
ment as  we  found  some  frozen  stock  in  the  lot.    There  were  different 
types  of  containers,  the  4-  basket  crate  and  another  flat  crate  with 
divisions  resembling  those  in  which  eggs  are  packed.    The  latter  were 
in  a  particularly  poor  condition,  showing  a  high  percentage  of  decay* 

"Last  Saturday  we  inspected  three  cars  of  apples  on  the  S/S 
Neponsit,  shipped  from  the  West,  and  found  them  to  be  in  good  condition, 
comparing  favorably  with  the  same  brand  shipped  all  rail.    In  an- 
other lot,  for  which  no  inspection  .-ad  been  requested,  we  found  in 
some  boxes  5  to  10p  of  a  black  rot  centering  around  the  blossom  end 
of  the  fruit."

lb.  CONDITIONS  IN  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Brown,  of  Los  Angeles,  wrote  the  following  on  February  24;~ 
"Below  are  some  notes  on  Calif ornia  crop  conditions,  which  uay  be  of 
enough  general  interest  to  put  in  the  Division  Letter.      The  crop  notes  of 
conditions  in  other  sections  and  letters  from  car  field  station  men  have  been 
of  great  assistance  to  me  in  answering  questions  here  by  members  of  the  trade. 
It  seems  to  -n®  that  the  idea  of  putting  crop  notes  in  the  Division  Letter  is 
very  good  and  we.  ougnt  to  do  more  of  it.      Also,  it  >;\/ould  be  very  good  if  the 
marmot  s t at  1 0 n  men  could  occasionally  give  us  a  write-up  concerning  market 
conditions  in  tneir  cities  on  crops  for  which  we  are  running  field  stations. 
This  would  amplify  our  daily  report  and  neep  us  in  better  touch  with  the 
situation. 

"Lettuce  shipments  from  the  Imperial  Valley  are  increasing  and  will 
undoubtedly  run  heavy  for  some  time.    Sizes  are  becommg  larger  ag^in  and 
the  quality  better,  although  it  is  not  yet  up  to  the  standard  of  previous 
seasons,    a  few  cars  of  Loa  Angeles  section  lettuce  will  soon  begin  to  move, 
but  so  far  I  know  of  only  two  straight  cars;  they  were  packed  yesterday  and  the 
lettuce  was  of  poor  quality.    Cauliflower  season  is  nearing  an  end;  favorable 
weather  brought  the  cauliflower  on  rabidly  the  last  few  days  and  shipments  have 
been  heavy,  but  lighter  shipments  are  expected  from  here  and  heavier  ones,  from 
the  North,      I  understand  that  Arizona  will  begin  shipping  considerable  lettuce 
about  the  middle  of  M~rch,  and  according  to  estimates  given  me  by  interested 
growers  there  are  approximately  80  cars  to  be  shipped  from  the  section  around 
Mesa,  about  300  from  around  Eloy  and  Toltec,  and  at  least  150  cars  from  around 
Phoenix.      Rhubarb  has  greatly  recovered  from  the  recent  frost  and,  according 
to  the  California  Rhubarb  Exchange,  they  wull  ship  their  first  car  from  southern 
California  in  about  10  days  (  or  about  March  6)«" 

2b.  CROP  NOTES, 

From  the  semi-monthly  reports  of  Agricultural  Statisticians  of  the 
various  States,  dated  March  1,  the  following  items  have  been  gleaned.  These 
notes  will  be  of  special  interest  to  field  men  of  the  Market  News  Service: 

ARKANSAS:    An  extension  of  the  White  County  field  into  Jackson  County 
in  tne  strawberry  business  is  promised  by  the  planting  of  100  acres  at  Tuckercnan 
north  of  Newport,  where  acreage  is  also  being  planted  for  the  first  time.  New 
plantings  are  also  reported  from  Houston  in  perry  County,  at  Yellville  in  Marion 
County  and  Dardanelle  in  Yell  County. 

FLORIDA:  The  condition  of  Irish  potatoes  is  generally  excellent. 
General  plating  of  watermelons  has  started. 

GCORGI A :  Evidence  accumulates  that  the  watermelon  acreage  will  be 
very  large. 

LOUISIANA:    The  strawberry  crop  in  Tangipahoa  Parish  promises  to  be 
fully  as  good  as  last  year,  but  prices  are  expected  to  be  lower.  (Mr. F.E. Parsons 
who  has  just  com  from  New  Orleans,  states  that  there  have  been  a  few  small 
express  shipments  of  berries  from  Louisiana,  but  the  recent  frost  will  delay 
the  crop  somewhat  and  it  is  probable  that  carlot  shipments  will  not  start  before 
April  1.) 

SOUTH  CAROLINA;    Truck  growers  have  been  shipping  cabbages  from 
Charleston  ana  Beaufort  counties  fro  several  days  (i.o.,  the  later  part  of 
February),  and  prices  have  been  fairly  satisfactory.  Lettuce  has  made  unusual 
growth  and  development  and,  with  continued  favorable  weather  conditions,  will 
go  on  the  market  from  a  week  to  two  weeks  earlier  than  usual.  -

2c.  cold  leather  in  lover  rio  grande  valley.' 

The  following  report  from  Mr.'  Kinsey,-  reg^xding  the  freezing'  injury 
of  Rio  Grande  Valley  cabbage,  was  written  on  March  4  and  should  be  noted  care- 
fully by  all  Inspectors;. 

nj_he  past  two  nights  there  was  freezing  temperature  in  the  Lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley,  the  lowest  that  I  have  heard  reported. being  20°,      resides  doing 
serious  damage  to  young  crops,  the  cabbage  wnich  is  being  harvested  was  frozen 
to  a  depth  of  several  layers  of  leaves,  while  some  of  the  heads  which  had  been 
cut  and  remained  in  the  field  over  night  showed  freezing  to  the  heart  to  a  slight 
degree.    Except  for  a  possible  yellowing  of  the  leaves  over  the  crown,  this 
freezing  probably  would  have  done  no  damage  to  zhe  heads  if  they  had  not  been 
handiecLuhile  in  a  frozen  condition.      However,  much  of  the  cabbage  was  handled 
while  still  frozen  or  while  still  showing  some  glassy  appearance  and,  while 
some  loads  were' closely  culled  on  this  account,  from  what  I  have  seen  there 
must  have  been  a  considerable  amount  of  the  damaged  cabbage  loaded.    There  is 
some  discussion  here  as  to  how  this  cabbage  will  show  up  at  the  other  end  aside 
from  the  bruised  freezing-injured  tissue  turning  black.    The  Food  Products 
Inspectors  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  daimage  that  might  be  caused  by  this 
freezing  and  too-hasty  handling  of  the  heads.    Nearly  100  cars  went  out  of  the

SUF.FACE  TOT  OF  S  'EET  POTATOES 


According  to  1/.  L,  ilarter  and  J.  L.  Y.'eimer,  wno  nave  made  a  tnorough 
study  of  this  rot,  it  occurs  wnerever  tne  crop  is  grown.    The  loss  varies 
in  different  years.    In  son.e  nouses  wnere  conditions  are  favorable  for  the 
disease  the  loss  might  run  as  nigh  a,s  25%.    Varieties  vary  in  susceptibility; 
both  Big  Stem  Jersey  and  Little  Stem  Jersey  are  readily  attacked  by  tne 
di  sease , 

Surface  rot  is  characterized  by  nearly  circular,  brownish,  sligntly- 
sunken  sgots  ffnicn  attain  tne  maximum  diameter  of  about  tnree-four ths  of  ^n 
inch.    Trie  spots  are  shallow  but  tne  unsigntly  appearance  of  tne  affected 
stock  lowers  tne  market  value.    According  to  ilarter  and  Weiraer  "there  are 
turee  well-marked  stages  in  tne  development  of  tne  disease,  tne  first  of 
which  consists  in  tne  formation  of  spots  of  varying  sizes  on  the  potato  witn 
no  other  apparent  injury  (figs.  A  and  B) .    In  tne  second,  tnere  is  some 
shrinkage  of  tne  potato,  especially  at  tne  margin  of  spots  and  between  them 
if  they  are  close  togetner  (fir  .  C) .    Tne  final  sta»e  is  characterized  by 
a  dry  in -up  of  tne  potato,  rendering  it  useless  for  food  (fig.  D)  .    The  third 
stage  is  naturally  most  pronounced  at  tue  latter  part  of  tne  storage  period. 

"Surface  rot  nas  characteristics  in  common  witn  black  rot,  c&tised  by 
Sphaeronema  f inbriatum.  and  witn  certain  types  of  wounds,  but  it  is  sufficiently 
distinct  to  be  distin.uisned  readily  from  botn.     In  general  tne  spots  are 
smaller  than  those  caused  by  the  black  rot  fundus  and  usually  do  not  exceed 
tnree -four ths  of  an  inch  in  diameter.    Black  rot  lesions,  on  tne  other  hand, 
may  be  two  incnes  or  more  in  diameter  or  may  even  involve  tne  entire  potato. 
The  surface  rut  spots  are  grayish  brown  to  brown  in  color,  wnile  tnose  of 
black  rot  are  darker.    After  once  becoming  familiar  witn  surface  rot,  it  is 
not  likely  to  be  confused  with  spots  caused  by  bruises,  wnicn  are  irregular 
in  snape  and  size,  wnile  tne  surface  rot  spots  are  usually  circular  or 
nearly  so  .    Tney  differ  also  in  tne  fungi  tnat  can  foe  isolated  from  tnem. 
Many  different  organisms  .were  isolated  from  bruised  spots,  no  one  of  wnicn 
predominated,  wnile  one  species  of  Eusarium  prevails  in  the  surface  rot 
spots .» 

Infection  takes  place  at  di.,,  in*   time  or  a  little  before  it,  or 
early  in  tne  storage  period,  although  tae  disease  is  not  conspicuous  until 
two  weeks  to  six  months  after  tue  potatoes  nave  been  in  storage.  Tne 
disease  is-  caused  by  tue  organism  Fusariuu-  cxysporum. 

hen  possi  hie  tne  ^potatoes,  snould  be  harvested  during  dry  *.'eatuer 
.Jid  allowed  to  dry  in  the  sun  for  a  few  hours  before  going  into  the  storage 
house.    Furthermore,  the  storage  house  should  be  dry  and  warm  when  tne 
potatoes -are  put  in,  »o  tnat  curing  nvill  b  eg  in  promptly*    This  is  especially 
desirable  if  tne  potatoes  are  aug  frouj  a  wet  soil  durin    cloudy  weatner,  wnen 
tnere  would    be  very  iittie  opportunity  for  drying  in  tne  field.

"Cauliflower  locally  is  getting  very  scarce,  and  the  supply  is 
not  equal  to  the  de...and.     per  instance,  today  I  know  of  only  one  really 
good  car  of  cauliflower  to  be  shipped,  and  there  will  be  two  or  three 
cars  of  only  fair  quality.    This  best  car  sola  for  §1.75  oash  track. 
Shipments  will  no  doubt  run  around  five  cars  per  day  unless  we  have  wan-, 
weather  and  rain.      There  is  an  SO-acre  ^atch  of  cauliflower  located  at 
Montolvo,  which  is  about  75  -ales  north  of  Los  Angeles,  and  this  is  the 
Dcst  field  of  cauliflower  I  have  been  in  CalifQrnia*  There  are  still 
about  30  cars  of  cauliflower  to  move  fro...  liontalvo,  and  it  is  of  very 
fine  quality.     The  jackets  are  green  and  the  flowers  hard  and  white,  and 
average  10-12ls  in  size.     On  ctccount  of  lack  of  icing  facilities,,  it  is 
being  loaded  fro..,  there  without  any  ice  on  top  ,  and  the  crates  .are  loaded 
right  faide  up  instead  of  botto...  side  up,-  aS  is  the  custom  here  this  season. 
If  any  of  our  inspectors  have  a  chance  to  inspect  this  cauliflower,  I 
shall  be  Interested  to  see  how  it  carries. 

"Cauliflower  shipments  from  the  N^rth  are  be-c  eking  heavier  every 
day,  and  will  undoubtedly  be coke  still  heavier  for  the  next  two  weeks. 
The  quality  uv  there  is  only  fair,  and  information  I  received  today  fro.... 
readable  sources  states  that  the  sizes  run  mostly  12>s  and  15 's. 

"Imperial  Valley  lettuce  is  running;  smaller  again,  the  sizes 
at  'present  being  generally  from  5-6-g    dozen.    There  have  Been  only  two 
or  three  cars  of  large  size    stock  out  lately,  and  these  have  sold  for  , 
around  £4.00  cash.     Cars  running  heavy  of  5*s  have  been  selling  ar.ouni 
05.50,  with  a.  few  at  $3»75,  and  smaller  than  that  as  lew  as  $3.00. 'They 
have  received  remarkably  high  price's  throughout  -  The  season*  According  to 
present  indications,  shipments  will  not  run  any  heavier  than  at  •, resent 
this  season,  unless  weather  conditions  of  course  are  such  as  to  force  a 
more  -  rapid  growth .  '         ,  '*  •.

16.  COPIES  OF  CERTIFICATES  SENT  TO  WASHINGTON. 

The  Washington  office  is  frequently  called  upon  to  furnish  certified 
copies  of  inspection  certificates.    Each- office  should  make  sure  that  legible 
copies  are  forwarded  to  Washington,  as  we  have  recently  experienced  difficulty 
in  reading  the  information  on  the  copy  of  a  certificate  in-  our  file.  Fresh 
carbons  should  be  used  as  often  as  necessary  to' make  copies  which  can  be  easily 
a?ead*     Care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  certificates  are  as  neat  as  possible. 
Copies  which  we  receive  from  most  of  our  -offices  -  are  neat  and  entirely  satis- 
factory in  appearance,     a  ^ew  offices  could  improve  upon  the  neatness  of  the 
typewriting  in  tneir  certificates. 

2c ,  AGREEMENT  CONCERNING  ORANGE  SHIPMENTS  FROM  CALIFORNIA. 

Mr, -  II.  H.  Warner,  Supervising  Inspector  of  the  Los  Angeles  territory 
of'  tne  California  State  Inspection  Service,  has  spent  severani  days  in 
Washington  this  week  in' tne  interests  of  California  orange'  shippers,  Mr, Warner 
has  reached  an  agreement  with  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  under  which  that  Bureau 
will  recognize-  the  California  shipplng-point  certificates  as  evidence  that  the 
oranges  so.' certified  are  free  from  freezing  injury  within  the  meaning  of  th'e 
Food  arm.  Drug  law.      This  is  how  possible'  because  it  is  felt  by  all  concerned 
that  the  drying-out  ^recess  has  been  practically  completed  and  that  the  condi- 
tion of  the  oranges  at  receiving  market  is  practically  the  same  as  at  shipping- 
i^oint, 

This  agreement  will  vastly  increase  the  number  of  State  inspections 
called  for,  it  being  felt  that  a  large  majority  of  the  shippers  will  ask  for 
State  certificates  as  a  guaranty  against  having  their  shipments  held. up  for 
examination  <xt  receiving  markets.    This" will  enable  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
men  to  devote  tneir  attention  to  shipments  wnich  have  hot  been  inspected  in 
California* 

The '  agreement  is  a  tribute  to  tne. excellent  spirit  of  cooperation 
wnicn  now  exists  between  the  Federal' Bureau  of  15arkets  and  Crop  Estimates  and 
the  St  =ite  Department  of  California.     It  is  also  a  high  tribute  to_  the  efficiency 
of  tne  State  Shipping-point  Inspection  Service.' 

3o.  CARE  IN  RECORDING  IPS' IN  BUIuMERS. 

The  following'  quotation  from  a  letter  from  Mr,  J.J.  Gardner  covers  a 
.  matter  of  very  great  importance. -  Unless. the  reading  of  the  ice  is  made  at  the 
time  the  Inspector  reaches  the  car,  tne  re  is  great  danger  that  it  will'  "be;  for- 
gotten or  that  a  guess  will  be  made  later.    The  'railroads  are  Very  particular 
about  this  matter,  as  the  amount  of  ice  present  is  of  great  importance  in 
securing  just  settlements  of  claims  against  the  carriers. 

"There  have  been  several  cases  brought  to  my  attention  recently,  by 
the  railroad  in  which  certificates  have  been  issued  and  the  statement  in 
•regard  to  the  "amount  '  of  ice  in  the  bunkers  at  the  time  of  inspection  was 
absolutely  opposed  to  icing  records  and  inspection  Which  the  railroad  had 
on  tnese  cars.     In  one 'case','  a  car  of  peaches'  Was '  reported  with  no  ice 
in  tne  bunkers  but.  a  . temperature  of  42*  and  yet  the  railroad  records  show 
tne- bunkers  to  be  7/0  full.     It  is  evident  tnat  the  Inspector  either  failed 
to  look  into  tne  bunkers  througn  the  plug  holes  or  else  failed  to  properly 
cneck  over  tne  certificate  before  signing  it." 
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:_v    FREEZING  INJURY  OF  TOMATOES  . 

Upon  request,  Dr.  Link  nas  brougiit  up  to  date  and  summarized  in  tue 
following  article  our  previous  infom .it ion  on  the  freezing  injury  of  tomatoes: 

T.'aen  tue  re  has  been  real'  freezin;:  injury,  i.e.  'wuen  ice  formation  has 
taken  place,  frozen  tomatoe  tissues'  collapse  and  become  Watery  immediately  ■ 
upon,  thawing.    According  to  Dr.  Ga'rrick,  tde  tissues  of  green  tomatoes  freeze 
at  31  °F-  and  '  tu  e  juice  of  ripe  tomatoes  freezes  at  30-5°F.    In  case  tomato 
fruits  are  exposed  to  lo  "r  temperatures  waicu  are  not  lo1"'  enough  to  cause  freezin 
i.e.  temperatures  ranging  from  310T?.  to  an  upper  limit  vvaicn  was  not  accurately 
determined  but  tyuica  probably  lies  around  3^°F.  ,  a  change  is  brought  about  in 
tue  fruits  Wnicn  may  be  called  chilling.    Practically  nothing  is  known  .about 
tue  real  nature  of  chilling.    It  is  Dr.  Carrick' s  contention  that  tue  normal 
ripening  processes  are  sieved  up  or  entirely  stopped  so  that  mature  green  fruits 
wni.cn  v/ere  exposed  to  low  temperatures  ripen  more  slo-'ly  than  tomatoes  not 
exposed  to  sucn  temperatures,  or  will  not  ripen  at  all.    It  also  was  nis  conten- 
tiontnat  chilled  tomatoes  rot  .more  re  .dily  than  n6n- chilled  ones. 

It  was  also  pointed  out  thai 'wrinkling  is  not  a  sign  of  freezing  or 
Chilling  but  ratner  a  sign  of  water-lo^s  or  transpiration.  Finally,  it  was 
stated  tuat  tue  browning  of  tue,  vascular  str.nds  noted  in  tomatoes  might  pos- 
sibly be  associated  witn    chilling  and  tuat.  if " tuis  were  tue  case,  tue  symptdr. 
would  be  tne  only  means  of  detecting  low'  temperature  injury  in  tomatoes  without 
noting  their  subsequent  benavior.    So  much  of  memorandum  No  .  *+0. 

Tnere  were  many  complaints  this  season  about  freezing  and  chilling  of 
tomatoes,   and  a  great  deal  of  directly  or  indirectly  expressed  dissatisfaction 
with  our  policy  relative  to  freezing  arid 'cnilling  of  tomatoes.    During  tue  past 
montns  tests  wgre  made  with  tomatoes  wuicn  tue  tr^de  contended  were  frozen  or 
chilled.    Many  of  them  were  taken  from  cars  in  wnica  frozen  ton  •■•.toes  were  found. 
These  tests  were  not  as  thorough  as  they' ought " 60  be  (to  be'  conclusive) ,  but 
they  convince  us  that,   so  far  as  present  data  go,!  there  is  absolutely  no  reason 
for  changing  our  policy,  Wnicn  is  adequately  outlined  in  pj. '„  925-927  and  965  in 
tue  Inspector's  Handbook. 

y'e  nave  noted  tuat  t^e,  trade  frequently  contends  tuat  puffiness,  or 
tue  wrinkling  noted  in  puffy  fruit,  is  a  sign  of  freezing.    This  is  not  the 
case.  I. H.B.  pp. 928-930  and  957.    The  trade  also  asserts  that  excessive 
wrinkling  or  shrivelling  are  signs  of  freezing  or  chilling.    This  notion  «&so  is 
erroneous.    v'rinkling  is  a  result  of  water  loss  and  frequently  occurs  in  pre- 
maturely picked  fruit,  in  tuin-walled  fruit,  or  in  fruit  exposed  to  very  dry 
conditions.     I.H.B.  pp.  931-932. 

It  was  demonstrated  time  and  again,  with  fruit  wnicn  came  from  alongside 
frozen  stock  or  which  tue  trade  contended  was  chilled,  tuat  normal  ripening  will 
take  place  in  mature  green  tomatoes  even  when  tuey  have  been  exposed  to  low 
temperatures.    The  rate  and  manner  in  wuicu  ripening  proceeds  depends  upon  tue 
conditions  to  which  the  fruit  is  subjected.    Tue  most  normal  ripening  took  place 
m  a  laboratory  where  tue  humidity  is  fairly  nigh.    In  tuis  atmosphere,  at 
temperatures  ranging  from  50-75°F,  some  fruit  ripened  normally  in  two  to  ten 
days  wituout  abnormal  wrinkling.    Other  fruits  of  tue  same  lot  did  not  ripen 
at  all ,  probably  because  tuey  were  immature  green  wuen  picked.    Fruit  of  tue 
same  lots  kept  in  a  drier  atmosphere  behaved  similarly  but  wrinkled  much  more. 
In  tiie  commercial  ripening  rooms,  some  fruit  of  tuese  lots  did  not  turn  at  all 
and  did  not  decay,  while  most  of  it  rotted  before  it  had  a  cuance  to  turn,  or 
rotted  as  it  ripened.    Tue  uign  temperature  and  humidity  in  ripening  rooms 
provides  ideal  conditions  for  bacteria  and  fungi,  so  that  a  mature  green  fruit 
Whicn  would  ripen  in  four  to  ten  days  in  a  drier  atmosphere  is  likely  to  become 
infected  before  it  can  ripen*

We  feel  that  tne  real  cause  of  trouble  frequently  is  that  an  attempt  is 
being  made  to  force  ripening  in  fruit  which  was  picked  altogether  too  green. 
Some  of  it  never  would  ripen  normally  under  any  circumstances;  while  some  of  it 
probably  would  ripen  in  the  ripening  room  in  time  to  beat  the  parasites,  pro- 
vided it  had  hid  hign  enough  temperatures  during  tne  four  or  five  days  of 
transit  to  permit  a  normal  progress  of  ripening  processes  in  transit,  or  pro- 
vided it  were  ripened  under  conditions  unfavorable  for  the  development  of 
bacteria  and  fungi. 

5c.  SEND  DISEASED  SPECIMENS  TO  V'ASHINGTON  OFETCS  DIRECT. 

Different  representatives  from,  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  nave  phoned 
us  a  number  of  times  in  tne  last  few  weeks  regarding  txie  receipt  of  diseased 
specimens  from  some  of  o\ur  Inspectors.     It  is  rather  embarrassing  for  us  to 
have  to  say  tnat  we  know  nothing  about  tne  cases  in  Question.    Since  all 
pathological  reports  are  returned  to  the  Inspectors  through  this  office,  it  is 
necessary  for  us  to  have  information  regarding  tne  specimens  in  question.  All 
such  specimens  snould  be  mailed  to  tne  Washington  office.    Record  is  made  here 
and  the  specimens  are  then  sent  to  the  proper  person  in  Plant  Industry,  and  the 
progress  of  the  diagnosis  is  followed  from  time  tc  time  until  tne  final  report 
is  received. 

In  the  future,  tnerefore,  Inspectors  are  asked  to  send  sucii  material 
directly  to  the  Washington  office,  marked-  "Attention  of  Mr.  Yaden."    He  will 
follow  them  up  and  make  report  to  tne  Inspectors.

Mr.  Kinsey  nas  forwarded  to  tne  Washington  office  a  few  pieces  of  cab- 
c  '.bage  leaves  wnicn  are  affected  witn  brown  spots  of  a  splctsny  appearance  wnicn,  - 
he  reports,  are  apparently  due  .to.  apnis  infestation,  asthe  trouble  usually  is  * 
present  wnere  the  remains  of  aphis  are  found.    Mr.  Kinsey  also  reports  that  a 
considerable  amount- of  tnis  injury  on  tne  outer  leaves,  also  discolorations 
"  from  other  causes  and  drying  out  of  leaves  over  tne  crown  of  the  head,  are 
finding  their  Way  into  the  cars  being  snipped  from  tne  San  Benito  section.  Tne 
drying  or  browning  is  due  to  tne  recent  freezing.    Tnis  should  be  carefully 
.   observed  in  all  inspections  of  Texas  cabbage.

He  estimated  that  about 
30?o.  of  the  production  of  Bermuda  onions  cones  into  the  United  States  each 
year.  . .   When  1  asked  him  what  effect '  the  Emergency  Tariff  has  had  on  pro- 
duct  ion  in  the.  Islands,  he  informed  me  that  the  kO?  duty  made  shipment  to 
this  country  almost  prohibitive.    He  also  indicated  tlafet  as  a  result  of  the 
Emergency  Tariff  the  area  will  be  considerably  curtailed  in  future  years  as 
it  has  been  this  past  year,  and  declared  that  formerly  it  was  not  at  all 
unusual  to  raise  from  200,000  to  300,000  crates  a  season,"

As  announced  in  a  recent  Division  Letter,  tnis  Division  now  has  Mr. 
:  Patton  assigned  to  it  for  nandling  transportation  work  in  connection  with 
fruits  and  vegetables.    We  have  now  combined  under  one  direction: 

.  (a)    Transportation,  -i.e.,  arrangements  and  relations 
.■  with  carrier  companies  concerning  reports  of  tne 
movement  of  fruits  and  vegetables  and  the  securing 
and  checking  of  sucn  reports;  adjustment  of  dis- 
'  crepancies;  failures  to  report,  etc. 

(b)  Mail- Statistics,  -i.e.,  monthly  .mail  reports  of 
snipments  by  local ■ freight  agents. 

(c)  Telegraph  Statistics , -i.e. ,  aaily  wire  reports 
•  .of-  snipments  by  division  superintendents. 

We  expect  to  be  able  within  a  few  months  to  greatly  reduce  delays  in  . 
securing  reports  and  to  increase  tneir  volume  and  accuracy,  and  by  the  con- 
solidation of  the  two  offices  formerly  receiving  and  tabulating  the  mail  and 
telegraph  figures  to  expedite  their  comparison  and  secure  their  agreement 
within  approximately  sixty  days  of  the  end  of  any  specii  ic  period.  Heretofore, 
the  results  of  such  checks  have  not  been  available  in  less  than  six  months 
and  in  many  instances  net  so  soon  as  that.- 

It  will  be  a  part  of  the  duty  of  our  market  station  and  field  men  and 
others  to  assist  in  this  work  in  specific  instances  when  called' upon  to  do-  so, 
generally  as  follows:  "  . 

Market  station  ten  are  requested  to  compare  carefully  each  day  tne 
commodities  snown  on  arrival  reports  witn  commodities  reported  as  moving  by 
Washington.    Where  arrivals  ^re  noted  and  no  snipments  reported  as  moving  by 
Washington,  a  telegram , snould  at  once  be  sent  to  Washington  covering  the  dis- 
crepancy, giving  the  point  at  wnich  and  the  railroad  on  which  the  shipment 
originated. 

Field  station  men  and.  others  in  travel  status  are  requested  to  take 
every  opportuntiy  to  note  movements  of  every  commodity  on  wnich  we  publish  re- 
ports and  to  compare  such  movement  with  our  daily  bulletins  when  possible,  and 
to  promptly  advise  Washington  of  any  discrepancies  noted. 

jj       Tney  are  also  requested  to  call  upon  freight  and  express  agents  in  pro- 
ducing districts  whenever  time  and  opportunity  permit.    Tney  should  maks. 
themselves  acquainted  and  ask  whetner  Form  Tr>5  (Monthly  Mail  Report)  is  being 
sent  to  this  Bureau,  and  if  it  is  being  filled  in  by  daily  entriesi  as  re- 
quested-   Ascertain  also  whetner  sUcn  entries  are  being  used  as  a  memorandum 
upon  wnicn  to  give  advices  to.  their  superintendents,  for  tne  superintendent's 
■ telegrapn  report.     Impress  upon  them  tnat  a  faitnful  performance  of  this  work 
will  save  botn  them  and  tneir  superintendents  much  needless  work  in  adjusting 
discrepancies.

In  particular,  call  agents'   attention  to  trie  fact  that,  if  Form  Tr.9 
is  filled  in  daily,  it  will  be  complete  on  tne  last  day  of  trie  month  and  that  it 
should  be  promptly  mailed,  as  it  is  desired  in  Washington  not  later  than  the 
5tu  to  10tu  of  tne  following  month,  according  to  tne  time  required  for  mail  to 
reach. Washington,    Agents  located  in  California,  Arizona  and  Nevada  are  required  S 
to  send  their  montiily  reports  to  our  Los  Angeles  Office,  where  a  preliminary 
tabulation  is  made  of  them.    Agents  in  Washington,  Oregon,  Idaho  and  Montana 
send  t^eir  reports  to  our  Spokane  office. 

Always  bear  in  mind  in  handling  transportation  matters  that  all  reports 
secured  by  us  nave  been  arr.nged  for  with  higher  officials  of  the  carrier 
companies,  and  officials  and  employees  making  such  reports  are  not  answerable 
to  us  directly  for  failures  to  render  tne  reports  but  to  their  superior  officers 
from  whom  they  have  received  their  instructions.    Under  no  circumstances  ,  there- 
fore, should  an  attempt  be  made  to   call  to  account  any  official  or  employee  for 
failing  or  refusing  to  render  these  reports.    Before  reaching  such  a  point  you 
should  advise  Washington  of  tne   circumstances,  so  that  such  matters  may  be  nandlai 
through  proper  channels. 

Please  handle  all  matters  mentioned  above  by  letter  or  telegram  marked 
for  the  attention  of  Mr  .  F.  M.  Patton,  under  wnose  direction  this  work  is  being 
conducted. 

We  believe  that  we  will  be  able  to  greatly  improve  this  service  and, 
with  that  end  in  view,  all  members  of  our  Division  are  urged  to  lend  their  best 
efforts  along  the  lines  indicated  herein  and  in  any  other  way  that  may  come  to 
hand.

Cars  of  onion  sets  should  not  be  included  in  onion  arrivals  reported 
by  market  stations*    When  securing  arrival  figures  from  the  railroads  in  the 
morning,  if  cars  of  onions  are  reported  as  coring  from  Illinois  or  some'  other 
States  noted  as  shipping  onion  sets,  obtain  the  name  of  the  receiver  and  in- 
quire from  him,  before  filing  the  Washington  report,  whether  theTconsists  of 
onion  sets,  «■  .  ' 

2  b.  WEIGHT  OF  CABBAGE  PACKED  IN  BARREL  CRATES  IN  SOUTH. 

In  the  cabbage  reports  filed  by  some  market  stations,  the  container  for 
new  southern  cabbage  is  given  as  "KOJ"  (crates,  approximately  100  lbs,  net)* 
Otxier  market  reporters  use  "IlOm"  (crates,  approximately  120  lbs.  net)  for  what 
is  presumably  the  Scaae  size  crate,    as  cabbage  crates  have  no  legal  specifica- 
tions, the  Capacity  of  crates  put  out  by  different  manufacturers  will  differ 
somewhat  ,■  but  it  is  believed  that  practically  none  of  these  southern  barrel 
crates  will  hold  more  than  100  lbs,  of  new  cabbage*     "KOJ"  should  be  used  to 
indicate  practically  all  crates  in  which  new  cabbage  is  being  shipped  from 
the  South*    jf,  after  talking  with  a  receiver  or  dealer,  you  believe  that  a 
crate  holds  ^ore  than  100  lbs*  net,  endeavor  to  weigh  the  contents'  of  a  sample- 
crate,  -and  send  us  the  inside  dimensions  of  the  crate.    The  name  of  the  station 
from  which  the  crate  was  shipped  should  also  be  obtained,  if  possible* 

3b,  WEEKLY  SLWiARY  OP  CARLOT  SHIPMENTS  SUBJECT  TO  CHANGE* 

A  number    of  complaints  have  been  received  recently  regarding  the  changes 
from  time  to  time  in  the  totals  in  the  weekly  Summary  of  carlot  Shipments,, 
Corrections  of  shipment  reports  are  continually  being  received  Which  necessi- 
tate changes  in  totals  and,  for  this  reason,  running  totals  compiled  from  the 
doily  reports  will  never  agree  for  any  length  of  time  with  the  totals  carried 
in  the  Summary.    Please  bear  this  in  ^nd  in  the  future,  when  publishing  carlot 
shipment  figures* 

4b.     I/iEXICAN  ONIONS  IN  CHICAGO. 

A  letter  dated  March  2J,  fro ^  Mr.  W*H«  Hall  of  the  Chicago  office, 
contains  the  following  information  regarding  Mexican  onions ; 

"Chicago  operators  are  reported  to  have,  acquired  about  40  carloads 
of  Mexican  onions,  consisting  mainly  of  yellow  Bermudas,    with  a  few  cars 
of  crystal  white  wax*    Mexican  onions  are  an  unusual  sight  on  this  market 
and,  notwithstanding  the  good  quality  of  the  stock  that  has  been  offered 
here,  it  can  hardly  be  said  that  it  has  met  the  demand  that  might  be  ex- 
pected with  the  existing  shortage  of  onions.    This  is  undoubtedly  attribut- 
able in  no  small  measure  to  the  fact  that  the  trade  is  unacquainted  with 
Mexican  onions  and  also  to  tne  odd  size  of  the  container,       28-pound  lug 
box.    Thus  far,  some  twenty  Cars  have  arrived,  coming  via  Laredo,  .aid  the 
first- few  cars  that  arrived  were  thought  by  many  members  of  the  trade  to  be 
Texas  Bermudas.  The  section  in  Mexico  producing  this  stock  is  Said 
to  be  situated  about  1,000  miles  from  Laredo,  Tex^s.  The  price  paid  to  the 
Mexican  growers  is  understood  to  have  been  ab.ut  2.<p  per  pound." 
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■■  |b .  CROP  NOTES  FROM  FLORIDA.: 

Portions  of  tne  weekly  report  or?  Mr.  H.  A.  Marks,  Truck  Crop  Specialist 
in  Florida,  are  reprinted  for  tne  information  of  field  men  particularly.  Tne 
report  is  dated  Marcn  25:- 

Cabbage :     Cabbage  is  still  noving  from  txie  Gainesville  section,  witn 
possibly  ko  or  $0  cars  still  to  be  snipped.    Total  movement  for  txie  season 
will  be  around  kOO  cars  out  of  a  probablb  1,200  cars  wnicft  would  have  been 
snipped  under  favorable  market  conditions.    Otner  sections,  including  Leesburp 
and  Coleman,  are  still  snipping,   but  tne  greater  portion  of  tne  crop  nas  beet 
abandoned.  / 

Lettuce Lettuce  in  tne  Gainesville  section  nas  not  been  yielding  well. 
Sizes  nave  been  running  smaller  tnan  usual  and  some  of  tne  stock  nas  not  been 
well  neaded.    Carrying  quality  nas  been  good,  nowever,  and  unusually  good 
prices  nave  been  received.    About  185  cars  nave  moved  to  date  and  tne  remaining 
kO  cars  will  move    for  this  crop  and  tnese  later  snipments  snould  snow  good 
size  and  quality. 

Tomatoes :  Tomato  plantings  tuis  season  are  unusually  neavy  in  Alacnua, 
Marion  and  Sumter  counties.    Over  3.500  acres  are  reported  from  Busnnell  to 
Antnony  alone,  and  large  increases  are  snown  at  Trenton,  Alacnua  and  otner 
points.    Plants  are  in  generally  good  condition,    Movements  snould  be  under 
way  soutn  of  Ocala  by  May  1 ,  snould  start  at  tna't  point  by  May  5  and  at  Gaines 
ville  and  Trenton  by  May  15- 

Strawberr ies:     Cool  weatner  nas  retarded  tne  ripening  of  strawberries 
at  Starke  and  Lawtey.    Combined  movement  by  freignt  and  expres-s  has  been  close 
to  5  cars  daily  for  tne  section*    Movement  will  become  lighter  after  Aoril  10. 
Prices  from  Marcn  20  to  25  nave  varied  from  $8  to  $9  per  32-quart  crate. 

Watermelons;!,    Txie  watermelon  crop  is  receiving  unusually  good  care  this 
season  and  plants  are  mostly  in  fine  condition.    Cars  soon  after  May  1  are 
expected  from  Auburndale,  Lady  Lake  and  otuer  points,  and  cars  snould.be 
moving  from  points  as  far  nortxi  as  Trenton  by  June  5.

la.     SPACE  ASSIGNMENTS  IN  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  DIVISION. 

In  view  of  tne  consolidation  of  the  lines  of  work  in  the  Fruit  & 
Vegetable  Division  pertaining  to  mail  reports  of  shipments,  telegraphic  report 
of  shipment  and  transportation  arrangements';  as  previously  announced,  some 
changes  have  been  made  in.  the  space  assignments  within  the  Division  in  the 
Washington  office  and  those  sections  involved  are  now  located  as  follows: 

Mr.  Pat ton  and  his  force,  handling  shipment  arrangements  and  statistics 
occupy  a  large  room  with  entrance  at  door  marked  "527">  formerly  consisting  of 
four  rooms,  ^,nd  also  occupy  a  portion  of  room  ^2k, 

Mr.  Clay's  force  handling  the  Market  News  work  occupies  the  same 
quarters  as  previously,  with  the  exception  that  he  ha$  relinquisned  one-third 
of  the  large  stencil  cutting  room,  and  the  mailing  list  work  has  been  trans- 
ferred from  roor-i  506  to  room  513  • 

The  Domestic  Wool  Section  has  moved  into  rooms  525  ^nd  5^6. 

Temporarily,  room  523  will  be  occupied  by  Dr.  A.  C.  C^nce,  and  room

All  reporters  are  therefore  asked  to  advise  Washington  the 
following  facts  for  each  size  of  cabbage  crate  on  their  markets:  1.  State  from 
waich  shipped;  2.     Inside  dimensions;    3*  Approximate  weignt  of  cabbage  container 
(to  be  secured  if  possible  by  actually  reigning  tne  contents);  k.  Name  by  wnich 
crate  called  on  your  market.    Any  suggestions  for  improving  our  method  of  report- 
ing cabbage  containers  will  "be  welcome.

4b.  DISSEMINATION  OF  MARKET  NEWS  BY  RADIO 

Development  of  market  news  programs  in  connection  with  tne  work  of  tne 
brancn  offices  of  tne  fruit  and  vegetable  division  is  extending  tne  work  of  taes? 
brancn  offices  very  materially  and  increasing  tne  range  of  their  services. 

Tne  first  market  station  to  develop  "•'ork  of  this  kind  was  the  Minneapolis 
office  in  cooperation  with  tne  University  of  Minnesota.    At  tjjie  present  time  the 
Kansas  City  office  is  functioning  as  the  clearinghouse  for  all  information  in 
Kansas  City,  and  is  rot  only  furnishing  it  direct^  to  broadcasting  stations 
in  Kansas  City,  but  is  sending  material  as  far  south  as  Austin,  Texas  for  broad- 
casting at  that  point.      Tne  St. Louis  office  is  also  acting  as  a  clearinghouse 
of  information  for  St, Louis,  and  is  furnishing  it  to  tne  St. Louis  University 
for  broadcasting,  and  will  send  the  information  to  Memphis,  as  soon  as  the 
Memphis  broadcasting  station  is  set  into  operation.     The  Chicago  office  is 
collecting  tne  information  from  various  sources  and  supplying  it  to  tne 
Westingnouse  station  for  dissemination,     Tue  Cincinnati  office  at  one  time 
cooperated  wit  x  tne  Air  Mail  Radio  Station  of  tne  Post  Office  Department,  and 
at  present  is  working  out  a  program  witxi  two  private  radio  concerns  in  Cin- 
cinnati.   At  Columbus,  tne  State  Bureau  of  Markets,  and  Federal  Bureau  of  Market, 
work  is  being  handled  cooperatively  by  Mr.  Barnes  and  reports  are  to  be  furois-e 
to  tne  University  of  Ohio  when  t.iis  station  is  install od.      In  Pittsburgh  Mr. 
Boyd  nas  been  furnishing  reports  to  tue  Westingnouse  station  at  East  Pittsburgh 
for  a  considerable  length  of  time.      In  New  York  txie  information  is  made  availatj 
to  tne  New  York  City  office  of  tne  State  Division  of  Farms  and  Markets  and  \ 
through  them  is  sent  to  tne  Westingnouse  station  in  New  Jersey.    At  Boston,  a 
cooperative  arrangement  nas  recently  been  effected  wnicn  will  take  into  consider- 
ation the  marketing  agencies  of  all  tne  New  England  states,  together  with  tne 
Crop  Statistician  for  New  England  and  a  radio  concern  located  at  Medford  Hills  id 
one  of  tne  suburbs  of  Boston.    At  Omana,  Mr.  Westgate  is  assisting  tne  State 
Bureau  of  Markets  of  Nebraska  in  tne  collection  of  information  and  provides  some 
information  to  tne  two  Nebraska  broadcasting  stations  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska.

lc.    RECENT  GRADES. 

Copies  of  grades  recently  forwarded  to  inspectors  by  Mr.  Samson  are 
called  tentative  grades.     It  is  expected,  nowever,  that  these  grades  will  be 
recommended  in  the  near  future  and  should  be  considered  from  this  standpoint. 

Particular  attention  is  directed  to  tne  excellent  definitions  of  terms 
which  accompany  these  grades.    These  terms  snould  be  used  by  the  inspectors 
in  certificate  writing  and  every  opportunity  should  be  used  to  familiarize  the 
trade  with  their  meaning. 

2c.     CUCUMBER  GROWING  AT  "AUCHULA. 

Mr.  Bier  reports  that  the  marking  of  the  minimum  length  required  by  the 
cucumber  grades  has  not  been  enforced  because  there  is.  still  some  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  the  better  dealers  as  to  the  proper  minimum  length  for  U.S.  No.  1  and 
U.  S.  Fancy  No.  1.    He  reports  that  thus  far  h  1/2  inches  seems  to  meet  general 
approval  for  Fancy  and  about  h  inches  for  No.  1. 

Since  length  is  not  a  grade  requirement  no  lot  should  be  thrown  out  of 
grade  because  of  failure  to  meet  any  specified  length  unless  such  is  marked  on 
the  crates.    The  minimum  length  should,  however,  always  be  given  under  SIZE. 

3c.     MEMORANDUM  NO.  52. 

Memorandum  No,  52  and  Blue  crayon  for  use  in  marking  cars  which  have 
been  inspected,  are  being  mailed  to  all  offices.  In  case  these  are  not  re- 
ceived after  a  reasonable  time,  notify  the  Washington  office.

2c.    STRAWBERRY1  PRODUCTS  CIRCULAR: 

Ti.e  Strawberry  Products  Circular  is  now  in  tne  nands  of  tne  duplicating 
section  and  will  be  out  in  a  few  days.     in  order,  however,  that  the  inspectors 
may  nave  tne  benefit  of  tne  most  Important  cnanges  wnich  will  appear  in  this 
circular  tne  portions  of  tne  circular  on  Size;  Maturity,  Color;  and  Decay;  are 
given  below  and  should  be  followed  in  writing  strawberry  certificates  in  the 
future. 

SIZE 

A  statement  as  to  whether  berries  are  small,  medium  or  large  is 
necessary  on  the  certificate  to  give  a  clear  picture  of  tne  size  of  the  stock. 
As  applied  to  Strawberries,  tne  terms  nsmall!l,  "medium"  and  "large"  will  have 
the  following  meaning: 

"Small"  --  less  tnan  3A  incn  in  diameter. 

"Medium"  -  }/k  to  J/8  incn  in  diameter.' 

"Large"  -  over  j/S  incn.  in  diameter." 

Inmost  instances,  a  range  of  tne  sizes,  using  tne  terms  given  above, 
together  wifcn  a  ^mostly",  will  oe  sufficient ;  as  "small  to  large,  mostly  me  dim 
to  large",  or  "mostly  medium  size,  a  few  large1'. 

When  inspection  is  specifically  requested  for  size  exact  diameters 
snould  be  given  instead  of  using  tne  general  terms  small,  medium  and  large. 

Example:    From  1/2  inca  to  1         incn,  mostly  3  A  incn  to  1  incn. 
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MATURITY:  COLOR 

The  most  appropriate  terms  for  describing  the  maturity  of  strawberries 
are  "Immature,"  "Ripe  and  Firm,"  "Ripe  and  Soft". 

As  maturity  will  often  vary  greatly  in  different  layers  of  the  load, 
it  is  generally  necessary  to  describe  tne  condition  of  maturity  by  layers. 

"Immature"  means  nard  green,  or  in  some  instcjices  partially 
colored-    Too  green  for  market  purposes  and  practically  unfit 
for  food. 

"Ripe  ana  firm". means  mature  enough,  for  immediate  or  e»rly 

consumption  ana  yet  sufficiently  firm  to  permit  of  nandling 
tnrougn  tne  usual  tr~de  cnannels.    Sucn  berries  ordinarily 
will  shDW  almost  full  red  color  but  with  some  varieties  the 
tips  and  even  one  si.ae  of  tne  berries  may  show,  small  amount 
of  white.    If  tne  fruit  snows  as  much  as  two-thirds  or  three-  . 
fourt.is  red  color,  it  should  be  considered  ripe. 

"Ripe  and  soft"  means  fully  colored,  soft-  to  the  touch  and 
the  last  stage  before  decay  is  noticeable.    Sucn  berries- are 
desirable  only  for  immediate  consumption. 

Co  lag  :  ,  • 

In  most  Co-ses  tne  color  of  tne  let  as  a  wnole  can  be  described  in  one 
general  statement  following  tne  maturity  statement.    Tne  general  appearance 
of  the  lot  and  not  tnat  of  individual  specimens  is'  tne  basis  upon  which  the 
color  determination  snould  be  made.    If  tne  snipment  consists  of  different 
varieties  or  lots  showing  a  noticeable  variation  in  amount  or  brigntness  of 
color,  sucn  varieties  or  lots  should  be  reported  separately. 

The  following  terms  snould  be  used  to  describe  tne  color  of  strawberries 

(l)    "Poorly  colored"  me^ns  tnat  tne  stock  snows. dull,  unattractive 
  •  color. 

'(2)     "Fairly  well  colored"  means  tn<*t  tne  stock  snows  only  fair  color 
for  tne  variety. . 

(3)    "Well  colored"  means  tnat  tne  stock  snows  good  brignt  color  for 
tne  variety. 
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In  top  or  l+tii  layer  approximately  l/k  of  the  berries  ripe 
and  soft,  leaking;  remainder  of  stock  ripe  and  slightly 
soft  but  not  leaking;  3rd  layer,  ripe  and  slightly  soft. 
Bottom  2  layers,  ripe  and  generally  firm,  few  slightly 
soft;  all  stock  highly  colored*

Berries  in  all  layers  ripe  and  firm,  well  colored. 


(3) 


Stock  firm;  approximately  10  to  l^fo  of  berries  in  all 
layers  green,  immature;  remainder  poorly  colored.

In  top  layer  some  stock  ripe  and  soft  but  not  leaking, 
remainder  soft  and  leaking.  In  remaining  layers  stock 
ripe  and  firm;  fairly  well  colored. 


DECAY . 


An  arbitrary  division  between  ripe  and  soft  berries  and  decayed  berries 
is.nard  to  make,  but,  when  a  specimen  is  brownisn  in  color  or  noticeably  moldy, 
it  should  be  classed  as  decayed.    Tne  two  principal  fungus  rots  found  in  ship- 
ments of  strawberries  are  Rnizopus  Rot  (sometimes  known  as  leak)  and  Gray  Mold 
Rot.    Tnese  can  be  identified  by  inspectors,  from  trie  descriptions  given  in 
trie  Fruit  Disease  Handbook,  p.  33 >  9^>  a^  wnen  identified  they  should  be  so 
recorded*    The  percentage  of  fruit  affected  as  well  as  the  degree  or  stage  of 
decay  should  be  stated  in  so  far  as  may  be  possible  or  practicable.     It  is  not 
usually  practicable  to  describe  the  degree  of  decay  in  strawberries  but  in  the 
case  cf  Rhizopus  Rot  it  is  important  to  state  whether  accompanied  by  a  heavy 
or  light  growth  of  mold.     Gray  Mold  Rot  may  be  reported  without  making  any 
mention  of  tne  amount  of  mold. 

As  it  is  difficult  to  separate  decayed  from  soft  and  leaking  stock, when 
boti.  are  present  the  exact  percentage  of  decay  is  unimportant.     It  would  not 
seem  practicable  to  report  25  or  30^  of  soft,  leaking  berries  under  MATURITY 
followed  by  the  statement  under  DECAY  that  a  similar  quantity  showed  decay. 
Tne  important  item  is  to  determine  tne  amount  of  soft  and  leaking  stock  includ- 
ing tne  decayed  berries. 


Example :

(l)    Stock  ripe  and  generally  firm;  2^  to  30^  soft  and  leaking. 


If  part  of  the  soft  and  leaking  stock  snows  decay  the  condition  should 
be  reported  under  DECAY  as  follows: 


(l)  About  1/2  of  soft  stock  noted  above  snows  Rnizopus  Rot,  accompanied 
by  heavy  growth  of  mold,

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la.     GRADING  OF  CUCUMBERS - 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  numerous  inquiries  regarding  the  grad- 
ing cf  cucumbers  nave  come  to  the  Grades  and  Standards  project  from  Alabama, 
Florida,  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina. 

The  South  Carolina  Produce  Exchange  of  Meggets,  South  Carolina  is 
building  a  large  central  packing  house  where  all  cucumbers  are  to  be  packed 
according  to  Federal  Grades.    Mr.  C.  W,  Hauck  will  assist  in  supervision  of 
packing  when  this  plant  starts  operation  June  1. 

Tne  Wilmington  Truck  Growers'  Association  is  building  a  warehouse 
7S  x  100  feet  and  installing  a  grading  machine  for  packing  cucumbers.  All 
cucumbers  grown  by  members  of  this  organization  are  to  be  packed  through 
this  central  house  under  Federal  grades  and  Federal  supervision,    Mr-  Bier 
will  supervise  the  packing  at  tnis  point.

Tnese 
articles  are  used  in  V/Qatner,  Crops  and  Markets,  and  are  one  of  our  chief 
means  of  general  publicity  wnlcn  should  on  no  account  be  neglected  by  field 
station  representatives.    Tney  should  be  timed  to  arrive  not  later  in  the 
week  tnma  Monday-  and  sx^oula  b<s  in  duplicate  and  double  spacea. 

2b.    UNUSUAL  FEATURES  OF  MARKET  NFX'S  SERVICE.  . 

'■:e  frequently  receive  requests  for  information  regarding  peculiar 
phases  of  the  Market  News  .Service  and  unusual  features  wnich  are  encountered 
by  our  field  men  from  time  to  time.     It  is  requested  that  each  field  man, 
•especially  tnose  operating  temporary  field  stations,  keep  this  fact  in  mind 
and  write  us  whenever  they  encounter  an  unusual  or  peculiar  situation.

1 c .     TEXAS  BERMUDA  ONION  SITUATION . 

The  following  information  has  "been  received  from  Mr.  Mosier  relative 
to  the  Bermuda  onion  situation  in  Texas,  which  should  he  carefully  noted  by 
all  inspectors: 

"The  growers  tell  me  that  before  the  freeze  this  spring  and  the 
heavy  rains  'the  first  part  of  April,  the  prospect  was  the  best  in  many 
years  for  heavy  yield  and  high  quality  stock,  but  the  freeze  and  rains 
together  increased  the  seed  stems,  bottle  necks,  splits  and  doubles  to 
such  an  extent  that  both  yield  and  quality  were  materially  impaired. 
Tne  most  conservative  growers  estimate  tne  average  yield  per  acre  for 
the  district  at  between  175         ^00  crates  per  acre  of  tne  so  called 
commercial  pack. 

Tne  quality  of  tne  stock  shipped  to  date  has  been  fair  to  poor, 
in  f iCt  tne  first  car  out  of  Crystal  was  so  poor  the  railroad  company 
made  tne  shipper  prepay  tne  freight  cnarges.    It  might  be  well  to  warn 
our  inspectors  of  the  quality  of  tne  stock  being  shipped  and  the 
method  of  grading  and  packing.    Everything  of  reasonable  size  is 
shipped  under  the  name  of  commercial  pack,  although  very  few  cars 
snipped  to  date  will  meet  that  grade.    The  price  has  been  very  good 
for  anything  that  could  be  called  onions,  and  the  dealers,  in  order  to 
get  as  much  tonnage  as  possible  nave  been  accepting  most  anything, 
while  tne  State  inspectors  working  on  the  theory  that  the  growers 
deserved  all  tney  could  get  were  equally  lenient  in  passing  the  cars. 
However  as  tne  price  declines  and  the  earlier  and  poorer  fields  are 
moved  out  of  the  way  tne  quality  of  tne  stock  shipped  will  gradually 
improve  ^nd  tne  dealers  will  be  more  particular  about  tne  grade  and 
pack  they  receive. 

Harvesting  is  going  forward  rapidly,  all  parties  interested 
trying  to  get  as  much  stock  on  tne  market  as  possible  while  prices 
are  fairly  good.    Tne  bulk  of  tne  crop  will  be  moved  from  the  section 
by  tne  fiftn  of  May  at  least,  and  the  season  will  be  practically  over 
by  the  tenth  or  fifteenth."

It  is  noped  that  all  product  circulars  will  be  revised  at  an  early 
date  to  correspond  with  tne  paragrapning  of  the  revision  of  Part  One. 
Until  the  new  Part  One  is  received,  references  may  be  located  by  giving 
careful  attention  to  the  following  comparisons  of  new  and  old  paragraph 
numbers.

At  tne  recent  conference  held  in  Wasnington  it  was  decided  to  follow 
the  policy  in  reporting  decay  of  citrus  fruits  of  stating  a  definite  average 
wnen  tne  range  does  not  exceed  15^,  to  report  an  average  between  certain 
limits  wnen  tne  range  is  15  to  25$,  and  to  report  tne  amount  in  most  boxes 
if  tne  range  in  individual  boxes  is  over  25$>.     In  all  cases  tne  extreme . 
range  saould  be  given.    Hereafter  inspectors  snould  be  governed  accordingly,

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la.  ADOPTION  OF  FEDERAL  GRADES- 

Mr.  Samson  has  "been  informed  by  Berkmans  Brothers  who  rank  among  the 
most  prominent  peach  shippers  in  Georgia,  that  they  are  arranging  to  pack 
their  stock  on  basis  of  U.  S,  grades. 

A  detail  of  similar  interest  is  the  announcement  that  the  Illinois  Fruit 
Exchange  has  adopted  the  U,  S,  Asparagus  Grades, 

2a.  CENTRAL  PACING  CELERY 

Celery  growers  have  looked  with  a  great  deal  of  suspicion  upon  the 
practicability  of  packing  celery  through  a  large  central  house.      The  opinion 
of  most  growers  would  indicate  that  such  practice  would  be  unsuccessful.  The 
Sanford  Farmers  Exchange  packed  the  entire  celery  crops  of  the  different 
members  through  a  central  house  and  not  only  found  it  very  practical  but  also 
profitable. 

Where  celery  is  packed  on  the  -farm  the  customary  method  of  operation, 
after  the  removal  of  the  papers  that  have  been  used  for  blanching,  is  somewhat 
as  follows.      A  wheel  hoe  implement  provided  with  a  cutter  bar  is  used  for 
cutting  the  root.      This  bar  is  so  regulated  as  to  leave  the  root  an  inch  to 
two  inches  long.    As  soon  as  celery  has  been  cut  negro  women  follow  and  strip 
stalks;  removing  all  branches  or  outer  stems  that  in  any  way  detract  from 
appearance  of  stalk.    Sorters  next  place  these  stalks  into  various  sizes  as 
3's,  U's,  6's,  S's  and  10 7s,    These  are  dozen  designations.    Packers  place 
these  stalks  in  crates;  each  size  having  a  definite  number  of  stalks  in  each 
layer  and  a  specified  number  of  layers. 

The  following  table  shows  size  with  diameter  requirements  and  the 
number  to  a  layer  with  number  of  layers  to  a  crate.    The  crate  used  measures 
(inside)  10"  x  22"  x  20",

The  grower  packing  through  the  central  house  only  strips  the  celery  and 
throws  out  decayed  or  defective  stalks.    The  celery  is  placed  in  field  crates 
and  then  hauled  to  the  packing  house.    Here  it  is  assigned  to  one  of  the  ten 
packing  bins  or  sections;  each  grower's  lot  in  this  way  being  packed  separate. 
The  only  difference  between  the  field  packing  and  central  house  packing  is  that 
the  central  house  washes  or  rather  dips  the  stalks  in  a  large  tank.  The 
central  house  supervises  the  jack  a  whole  lot  more  closely  than  the  individual 
grower  with  the  result  that  where  the  celery  is  fairly  uniform  as  to  quality 
the  central  packing  house  obtains  a  uniform  pack  for  the  entire  output,

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2a.     CENTRAL  PACKING  CELERY  (Continued).' 

The  Sanford  Farmers  Exchange  in  addition  to  the  careful  supervision 
of  grading,  under  Federal  3  tandards, ,  precool  every  crate  tnat  is  packed. 
Wnen  a  crate  leaves  the  packing  section  it  is  carried  by  a  conveyor  to  a  pre- 
cooling  chamber.    Here  16  conveyors  about  25  feet  long  receive  the  crates. 
Two  streams  of  water  cooled  to  a  temperature  of  35  degrees  pour  into  the  top 
of  crates.    Wnen  it  reaches  the  otner  end  2g  minutes  later  the  celery  has 
been  cooled  to  around  35  degrees.    A  conveyor  takes  the  crate  and  carrys  it 
to  a  car  previously  cooled  to  about^^ame  temperature  as  the  crate  of  c<j»leryf 
It  requires  about  one  and  one-half/ to  precool  a  car  of  celery.    Under  the 
old  metnod  of  placing  in  a  cool  room  it  required  12  hours  or  more. 

One  icing  will  carry  tiie  car  of  celery  to  any  terminal  market  that  is 
not  over  a  7  to  10-day  haul*    Field  packed  celery  requires  an  additional  icing 
early  in  the  season  and  later  two  or  more  reicings.    Comments  of  the  receivers 
upon  the  condition  of  arrival  of  precooled  celery  have  been  on  the  wnole  very 
favorable.

lc»     IDAHO  INSPECTIONS. 

Mr*  Kinsey  in  a  recent  letter  quotes  tne  following  figures  from  The 
Packer:     La^no  inspected  from  July  1,  1921  to  March  1,  1922,  a  total  of  13,l6l 
cars,    These  consist  of  8,539'  cars  of  potatoes,  3,055  of  apples,  1,1+75  of 
prunes,  2  of  pears,  23  of  pe acnes,  11  of  cherries >  3  of  onions  and  53  of  nay. 

2c.     COMMERCI  AL  GRADE  OF  TEXAS  BERMUDA  ONIONS  . 

0-ar  attention  has  recently  been  called  to  tne  conflicting  statements 
made  in  paragraph  757  of  the  Handbook  dealing  with  Bermuda  onions  and  paragraph 
1-c  Division  Letter  No.  12  which  conflict  with  the  Texas  commercial  grade  as 
published  by  the  Texas  State  Department  of  Agriculture*    Paragraph  757  of  the 
Handbook  was  written  at  a  time  when  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Bureau  to 
recommend  a  C  ombination  No.  1  and  No-  2  grade.,     It  was  later  decided  not  to 
recommend  tnis  combination  grade  which  accounts  for  the  conflicting  statements 
existing..     Therefore  disregard  paragraph  757  of  the  Handbook. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  mention  is  made  of  a  tolerance  in  the  printed 
Texas  Commercial  Grade.    As  stated  in  Division  Letter  No,  12,  in  the  absence 
of  anytning  to  the  contrary  a  10$  tolerance  nad  been  decided  upon.     This  10$ 
tolerance  is  in  addition  to  tne  \Jp  noticeably  pink  wnich  is  mentioned  in  this 
grade. 

The  following  wire  just  received  from  tne  Texas  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  more  clearly  defines  their  Commercial  Grade:     "Tolerance  allowed 
in  Commercial  Grade  is  10$  for  total  of  all  prohibited  defects  but  not  over 
5$  for  any  one  defect.    Not  over  50$  of  tne  onions  may  be  over  3  l/2  inches 
in  diameter.    Not  over  15$  may  be  noticeably  pink*. 
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3c,    T.FTTUCF  CONDITIONS  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

We  have  received  a  letter  from  Los  Angeles,  California,  under  date 
of  April  26,  from  Mr.  ^insey,  which  gives       some  information  which  will  be 
of  value  to  the  inspectors.    In  part  Mr.  Kinsey  states: 

"The  inspectors  are  now  inspecting  in  Los  Angeles  about  five  cars 
of  lettuce  a  day,  the  crates  narked  ''McCaslin's  Cream  of  Californina.  ' 
These  cars  have  a  sticker  pasted  on  the  inside  of  the  door  reading  in 
part  ^CONTENTS  OF  THIS  CAR  INSPECTED  BY  CALIFORNIA  SHIPPING  POINT 
INSPECTION  SERVICE1.      At  the  bottom  of  this  label,  which  is  five  inches 
square,  it  states  that  a  copy  of  the  certificate  is  obtainable  from 
the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  Sacramento,  by  referring  to  the 
car  number,  date  and  commodity*    These  stickers  were  printed  for  use 
in  the  oranges  cars  that  are  being  inspected  for  frost  damage,  in  which 
cars  they  are  being  used,    McCaslin  wished  to  have  them  used  in  his 
lettuce  cars. 

The  lettuce  in  these  cars  is  running  very  good  as  to  firmness, 
75  toEOf  of  the  heads  in  most  cars  being  hard,      5  to  10$  will  run 
somewhat  soft,  the  rest  fairly  firm.     (The  terms  firm,  fairly  firm, 
and  soft  are  used  on  the  California  certificates)*    These  cars  are 
being  reported  as  meeting  tentaive  U.  S.  Grade  No.  1,    I  am  advised  that 
a  few  stickers  are  being  pasted  in  some  other  cars  of  lettuce  where 
the  grade  is  not  U,  S.  No.  1. 

Many  of  the  heads  show  some  wind  damage  to  the  outer  leaves, 
most  of  which  is  trimmed  off,  some  of  the  leaves  being  'chicken  picked,  ' 
that  is,  having  the  edges  picked  off.    The  solidity  of  the  heads  is 
so  attractive  that  the  inspectors  do  hot  feel  justified  in  throwing 
this  lettuce  from  grade  because  of  the  dried  areas  of  outer  leaves 
that  may  remain  after  the  trimming.    There  is  a  possibility  of  course 
that  under  the  right  conditions  some  of  this  lettuce  nay  slime,.,  It 
might  be  well  for  the  Food  Products  Inspectors  to  know  that  lettuce 
in  the  McCaslin  cars  is  graded  Number  One." 

kc,    DFCAY  OF  STRAWBERRIES  IN  JUDSONIA ,  ARKANSAS ,  DISTRICT: 

The  following  information  has  been  received  from  Dr.  D,  H,  Rose 
dated,  Judsonia,  Ark.,  May  2nd,  and  will  be  of  interest  to  inspectors 
called  upon  to  inspect  Judsonia  strawberries.    Dr.  Rose  suggests  the 
information  b©  treated  as  confidential  for  the  present: 

"Suggest  inspectors  be  advised  important  to  distinguish  between 
Rhizopus  Rot  or  Gray  Mold  Rot  and  Brown  Rot  now  going  out  in  seme  shipments 
from  here.    Rot  is  fairly  firm  and  is  not  leaky.    Berries  cut  lengthwise 
show  browning  in  lines  that  mark  the  core,  also  frequently  just  below  calyx. 
Likely  to  decrease  with  drier  weather. a

Mr,  C,  W.  Hauck  reports  that  the  Southern  Produce  Company  of  Norfolk 
hag  •  adopted  the  Federal  cabbage  grades  and  expects  to  mark  each  crate  meeting 
requirements,      Mr.  Hauck  is  spending  this  week  .with. ,  the  inspector's  of  the 
association  taking  up  with  them  the  specific  requirements  of  Federal  grades, 

2a,    CUCUMBER  GRADES . 

Federal  cucumber  grades  are  being  adopted  by  growers'  organizations 
throughout  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina,    In  both  states  there  is  a  large 
increase  in  acr&agp  over  last  vear..    Shipments  are  expected  to  begin  from  South 
Carolina  about  May  15,  while  North  Carolina  will  probably  not  start  until 
June  1, 

In  .the  cucumber  grades  the  question  of  maturity  vail  probably  be  a  little 
■  puzzling  to  inspectors.    The  tendency  in  most  producing  centers  is  to  pick  too 
immature,    This  is  indicated  by  pronounced  spine  bumps  and  decided  wrinkling 
or  withering  of  cucumbers  upon  arrival.      These  cucumbers  upon  cutting  at 
points  of  wrinkling  show  the  interior  dry,    The  better  growers  realize  the  loss 
in  yield  when  such  stock  is  harvested.      Very  often  packing  of  this  stock  is 
due  to  the  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  shippers  as  to  degrees  of  maturity 
desirable  in, the  trade  or  due  to  carelessness  of  help  employed  by  the  grower. 
It  is  objectionable  in  the  U,  S,  Fancy  No,  1  and  U,  S.'No,  1  grades, 

•    The  opposite  extreme  in  slicing  cucumbers  is  the  overmature  cucumber, 
Overmaturity  is  ordinarily  indicated  by  yellowing,  by  fullness  of  the  seeds 
and  entire  disappearance  of  spine  bumps  so  pronounced  in  immature  stock, 
Ordinarily  oversized  cucumbers  are  thrown  out  by  the  grower.    This  year  Florida 
cucumbers  show  a.  tinge  of  yellow  on  cucmbers,    even  before  overmature,  due  to 
a  .lack  of  foliage  for  covering  caused  by  dry  weather.    This  stock  however

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3b.     WEATHER  CONDITIONS  EFFECTING  TEXAS  ONION  SECTIONS. 

(1)  Crystal  Springs i 

Mr.  W,  H.  Mosier  in  a  letter  to  the  Washington  Office  dated 
May  1,  makes  the  following  statement • 

"The  onion  movement  from  Crystal  City  for  the  last  three  days 
has  been  very  light  owing  to  a  heavy  rain  last  Wednesday  night,  The 
only  stock  moved  was  a  few  cars  loaded  from  sheds  as  it  was  impossible 
to  dig  or  haul  anything  from  the  fields,    The  growers  had  planned  on 
starting  to  dig  again  this  morning  but  it  started  raining  again  yester- 
day morning  and  is  still  raining  at  this  writing.     The  fields  are  so 
wet  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  dig  anything  before  Thursday  should 
the  rain  stop  immediately.     According  to  reports  the  rain  is  general 
thru  this  part  of  the  country  and  digging  has  been  stopped  thru  all  of 
the  upper  counties. 

Have  been  talking  to  some  of  the  growers  and  dealers  and  the 
general  opinion  is  that  there  is  between  thirty  and  forty  per  cent  of 
the  crop  yet  to  be  moved.     Had  it  not  been  for  the.  rain  the  season 
would  have  been  practically  over  by  the  tenth  of  May,  but  as  it  is  the 
stock  cannot  be  moved  now  before  the  fifteenth  or  twentieth* 

(2)  Laredo: 

Mr.  C,  L.  Brown  writes  as  follows: 
"Heavy  rains  in  South  Texas  during  the  last  few  days  of  April 
gave  the  onion  movement  a  severe  setback.    The  past  week's  loadings 
were  cut  down  almost  half  as  a  result  of  these  rains.    Probably  half 
of  the  loadings  during  this  week  were  from  stock  held  in  sheds.  This 
stock  was  dug  before  the  rains  and  was  of  course  not  affected  in 
quality.     Stock  dug  since  the  rain  is  quite  likely  to  be  injured  and 
much  more  subject  to  decay  according  to  operators.     Buyers  seem  to 
feel  that  it  is  unsafe  to  handle  this  rain  damaged  stock  and  there 
has  been  a  great  exodus  of  buyers  since  the  effects  of  the  rains  are 
becoming  apparent.     I  have  taken  some  fifteen  buyers  off  my  mailing 
lists  during  the  past  three  days  which  shows  their  opinion  of  it. 
Most  of  the  distributors  are  trying  to  place  fresh  dug  stock  in  near- 
by markets  so  that  it  will  not  decay  in  transit. 

Present  opinion  is  that  there  are  about  a  hundred  cars  of  onions 
left  in  the  Laredo  section  and  about  eight  or  nine  hundred  in  the 
Upper  counties.     If  weather  is  favorable  there  will  be  a  moderate  move- 
ment for  the  next  two  weeks  and  then  the  deal  will  be  over,"

lc,  REVISION  OF  STRAWBERRY  PRODUCTS  CIRCULAR.'  ■ 

Under  date  of  May  9  Mr,  Rood  writes  from  Milwaukee ,  Wi sconsin ,  ■ stating 
that  after  seeing  a  number  of  strawberry  inspections  in  Cleveland,  Detroit, 
and  Milwaukee  be  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  last  three  pages  of  the 
Strawberry  Products  Circular  should  be  revised,      He  desires  to  consult  Dr« 
D,  H.  Rose  before  this  is  done  but  furnishes  the  following  information  for  the 
benefit  of  inspectors  at  the  present  time: 

"Rain  Injury  of  Strawberries:  Many  strawberries  from  Tennessee 
and  Arkansas  are  showing  the  sunken,  discolored  spots  described  in  Par,  12fk 
but  do  not  show  Rhizopus  Rot,    When  this  condition  is  found  it  should  be 
described  under  OTHER  BLEMISHES  AND  DEFECTS.    Example  :    Many  berries  show 
sunken,  discolored  spots  apparently  due  to  previous  wet  conditions  of  the 
berries, 

If  there  is  much  decay  associated  with  this  defect  the  whole  condition 
may  be  covered 'under  DECAY, 

Example:  DECAY;    Approximately  10$  of  berries  show  Rhizopus  Rot  associated 
with  sunken,  discolored  spots  which  are  apparently  due  to  previous  wet 
condition  of  berries. 

There  is  an  urgent  demand  from  the  trade  and  carriers  to  definitely 
state  that  the  berries  show  "rain  damage11,    It  is  not  thought  best  to 
make  such  statement  until  further  information  has  been  received  on  this 
point,    As  soon  as  Dr,  Rose  returns,  it  is  likely  that  the  last  three  pages 
of  the  . strawberry  circular  will  be  revised,  but  until  further  notice  the 
above  mentioned  policy  should  be  followed," 

2c,  ICE  ON  TOP  OF  PACKAGES:  ' 

Some  of  the  inspectors  have  requested  information  as  to  whether  or  not 
inspections  should  be  made  'on  cars  of  cauliflower  and  lettuce  where  there  is 
such  a  quantity  of  ice  on  top.  Of it  he.  load-  that  it  is  .impossible  to  get  back 
over  the  load  without  moving  a  large  quantity  of  ice  and  becoming  thoroughly 
wet  in  so  doing.    Regarding  this  matter,  the  following  procedure  should  be  ■ 
followed:    An  inspector  is  justified  in-  refusing  to  inspect  or  is  justified 
in  making/anrl>stricted  inspection  of  a  car  of  cauliflower  or  similar  product 
in  which  the  packages  are  covered  with  so  much  ice  that  complete  inspection 
can  be  made  only  by  removing  the  ice  and  crawling,  back  over  the  wet  packages 
A  restricted  inspection  on  such  cars  is  suggested,

La.    WIDESPREAD  INTEREST  IN  FEDERAL  Gfo-\DES. 

Tne  following  report  emphasizes  rcore  tnan  ever  tne  great  interest  which 
is  being  taken  in  the  Federal  grades  recornitended  for  v°^ious  fruits  and  vege- 
tables! 

Mr.  Conklin  and  Mr.  Stiliwell  have  just  returned  from  a  trip  into 
the  Southeastern  part  of  the  United  States,  where  arrangements  were  made 
for  assisting  a  number  of  sections  in  using  the  U.S.  grades.    Unless  condi- 
tions change  very  greatly,  all  of  the  principal  snippers  at  Crystal  Springs, 
Miss.,  and  at  Humboldt,  Tenn. ,  will  use  our  tomato  grades  this  year.    At  "both 
places  tnere  now  exists  a  more  or  less  efficient  inspection  service,  conducted 
by  tne  shippers.    They  have  agreed  to  place  these  inspectors  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Conklin,  who  will  be  at  tnese  shipping  points  during  the  greater  part 
of  tne  season.    The  chief  difference  in  the  two  sections  is  that  at  Humboldt 
all  tomatoes  are  packed  through  packing  houses  operated  by  the  shippers,  while 
at  Crystal  Springs  each  grower  packs  his  own    tomatoes  wnich  are  inspected  be- 
fore being  loaded  into  the  cars* 

The  Gulf  Coast  Produce  Exchange  of  Mobile  has  adopted  tne  U.S.  potato 
and  .'cucumber  grades  and  expects  to  use  them  this  season*    Shippers  handling 
cucumbers  in  Baldwin  County  are  interested  in  our  cucumber  grades  and  most 
of  the  stock  observed  easily  met  the  requirements  of  our  No.  1  grade.    If  a 
man  were  available  to  send  into  that  County  to  further  explain  the  grades,  it 
is  probable  that  most  of  tne  cucumbers  would  go  out  labeled    "U.S.  No.  1"  or 
"U.S.  Fancy  No.  1"  this  year,  but  shippers  are  a  trifle  wary  of  stamping  these 
grades  upon  a  pack  which  might  not  meet  the  requirements. 

Associations  in  Southern  Illinois,  operating  under  the  control  of  the 
Illinois  Fruit  Exchange  with  headquarters  at  Central ia,  were  shipping  out  a 
very  good  pack  and  grade  of  asparagus,  packed  under  U.S.  grades.    They  will 
.    market  their  entire  output  of  peaches  through  the  American  Fruit  Growers  and 
will  pack  the  crop  upon  the  basis  of  U.S.  peach  grades,  which  they  have  adopted 
as  their  official  standard. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  Messers.  A.D.  Williams,  J.H.  Baird,  J.H. 
Allen,  J.D.  Duke  and  Berckmans  Brothers  in  Georgia  to  pack  and  ship  their 
peaches- under  our  grades  and  it  is  probaole  that  similar  arrangements  will  be 
made  with  a  few  additional  growers  or  snippers  in  that  State.     The  Sandhill 
Fruit  Growers  Association    at  Aberdeen,  N. C. ,  witn  an  estimated  output  of  1,000 
to  1,200  cars,  will  again  use  our  No.  1  grade  as  a  basis  for  tneir  pack.  They 
are  planning  to  spend  about  $10,000  on  inspection  to  insure  that  all  fruit  going 
out  under  their  "Redskin"  br^nd  will  meet  the  requirements  of  this  gr^de.

Recognizing  the  foregoing  need  as  well  ds  tne  vaue  of  the  confidence 
created  for  them  in  the  use  of      federal  standards,  the  Southern  Produce 
Company  of  Norfolk,  Va.  ,  an  organization  of  bCO  growers,  and  the  Empire 
State  Potato  Growers  Cooperative  Association  of  Rochester,  N.Y» ,  a  selling 
agency  of  <£0  local  associations  of  cabbage  and  potato  growers,  have  adopted 
tne  United  States  cubage  grades. 

Two  grades  are  recommended,  a  U.S.  No.  1  and  U.S.  No.  2,    The  bulk  of 
cabbage  shipped  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  first  grade.     The  U.S.  No.  1 
grade  specifies  that  tne  heads  shall  be  fairly  f irm«     Too  often  cabbage  from 
southern  sections  is  cut  while  still  very  immature,     Txiis   is  readily  indicated 
by  the  sponginess  or  softness  of  the  head.     Sucn  cabbage  is  usually  leafy  and 
does  not  withstand  the  ordinary  commercial  handling  like  a  head  that  is  firm 
or  even  fairly  firm. 

Another  common  defect  of  southern  cabbage,  especially  of  Domestic  Type, 
is  tne  puffy  (so-called  balloon)  head.    These  heads,  although  seemingly  firm 
to  the  touch,  have  large  interstices  or  cavities  next  to  the  stem  between  the 
various  leaves  that  make  up  the  head.    When  exposed  to  the  not  sun  for  a  short 
period,  the  head  becomes  soft  and  spongy;   but  when  fresh,  the  heads  feel  rea- 
sonably hard.     The  se  heads  are  large  and  have  the  appearance  of  we  ighing  5  or 
6  pounds,  but  in  reality  only  weigh  3  °r      pounds.    Neither  the  spongy  or  puffy 
head  is  allowable  in  a  U.S.  No.  1  grade* 

Worm-eaten  heads,  stock  showing  seed  stalks  or  decay,  and  heads  that 
have  been  injured  by  careless  harvesting  are  not  admissible  to  the  No.  1  grade, 
Careless  and  rough  handling  leads  to  serious  cuts  and  bruises,  both  types  of 
injuries  forming  good  entry  points  for  soft  rot,     Cuts  and  bruises  at  shipping 
point  may  not  appear  serious  to  tne  shipper  but,  when  tne  lot  is  inspected  five 
days  later  in  the  market,  tna  cabbage  may  be  almost  unrecognizable,  due  to  de- 
cay that  has  gained  entry  through  tne  se  injur  ie  s. 

In  addition  to  tne  foregoing  requirements  as  to  quality,  a  paragraph  on 
size  ha-s  been  given.    The  U.S.  No.  1  specifies  the  factors  of  quality  as  firm- 
ness, degree  of  trimming  and  freedom  from  defects  or  injuries*    The  question  of 
size  is  left  to  the  individual  snipper  or  buyer.    The  reason  underlying  this 
policy  of  separation  is  that  a  load  may  have  small  or  large-size  heals  of  cab- 
bage meeting  all  quality  specifications  outlined  for  grade  No,  lj  although  dis- 
counted by  certain  markets  because  of  the  small  or  large-size  heads  in  the  lot, 
such  a  lot  might  be  satisfactory  to  other  buyers.    The  southern  m^ricets  desire 
a  small  head  of  cabbage,  while  the  kraut  factories  prefer  the  large  stock.  The 
southern  market  would  desire  the  small  lot  to  meet  the  quality  requirements  of 
U.S.  No.  i,  while  the  better  kraut  factories  would  be  just  as  critical  in  their 
purchases  of  the  large  stock.     To  take  c»re  of  these  market  requirements  as  to 
size,   it  is  believed  that  the  buyer  should  specify  the  grade  and  in  addition  the 
size  that  he  desires..  Naturally  he  should  know  better  what  his  trade  will  buy 
than  the  producer  who  is  a  thousand  miles  away.

2b.     CONDITIONS  AT  JUDSONIA.  ARK. 

Under  date  of  May  1*+,  Mr.  John  D.  Snow,  in  charge  of  the  field  station 
at  Judsonia,  Ark. ,  sent,  tne  following  information: 

"Since  my  letter  of  the  ^th,  the  situation  has  changed  rapidly 
here<    The  many  days  of  rain  during  the  first  part  of  the  month  caused 
the  small  green  berries  and  bloom  to  rot  and  blight*     It  is  now  evident 
that  the  Klondikes  were  hard  hit  and  the  late  berries  of  the  Klondike 
crop  never  ripened.    Several  stations  have  already  stopped  shippic^ 
Klondikes,  when  they  normally  would  ship  one  week  more.    Only  those 
patches  of  Klondikes  that  are  on  higher  land  which  allowed  the  water 
to  drain  off  will  be  picked  this  coming  week.    The  crop  of  Aromas  may 
be  cut  for  the  same  reason  (rainy  weather),  but  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  know  definitely  until  the  later  part  of  this  week. 

"The  heavy  crop  in  other  sections,  combined  with  the  falling 
market,  has  caused  this  deal  to  just  about  'blow  up1.    There  has  been 
absolutely  no  cooperation  between  association  managers  in  the  district, 
one  cutting  the  price  of  tne  other,  and  as  a  result  practically  all 
shipments  have  been  consigned. 

"Buyers  located  here  are  now  buying  berries  out  of  Springdale 
in  the  Northwest  district  and,  unless  the  Aromas  here  show  good  quality 
and  condition  this  coming  week,  the  deal  will  be  about  over  in  ten 
days .

3a *'      DEFINITION  OF  RAlLROftD  TERMS, 1 

Mr,  F#  M.  Patton  has  submitted  the  following  important  memorandum  of 
interest  to  Market  News  men  and  Inspectors  * 

The  following  definitions  or  explanations  of  technical  terms  used  in  the 
transportation  of  fruits  and  vegetables  are  furnished  at  the  request  of  members 
of  tiie  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,    They  have  been  made  as  concise  as  possible, 
consistent  with  clarity.    In  the  next  Division  Letter,  diversions  will  be 
discussed  in  detail,  as  that  is  a  matter  with  which  we  are  having  more  or  lesft 
constant  trouble,  because  of  duplications  resulting  apparently  from  misunder- 
standings in  our  field  force  of  methods  of  handling  diversions. 

BBCOjjS  XGNMSM'S 

(a)  This  term/  is  used  in  a  general  way  to  indicate  a  diversion  or  re- 
shipment,  or  any  change  in  the  original  shipping  contract  whereby  a    change  is 
made  in  consignee,  consignor,  destination  or  routing,1 

yb)  Strictly  confining  the  meaning  to  a  specific  performance,  it  covers 
cases  where  shipments  are    billed  to  an  intermediate  point  and  reconsigned  and 
refor^arded  by  a  reconsigning  or  forwarding  agent,'    This  privilge  cannot  be 
taken  advantage  of  where  the  sum  of  the  local  rates  in  less  than  the  through 
rates  on  specific  and  intact  shipments., 

^SHIPMENTS 

A  reshipment  differs"  from  a  diversion  in  that  it  is  an  entirely 
separate  and  new  transportation  transaction  and  requires  the  surrender  of  the 
old  and  the  issuance  of  a  new  bill  of  lading,    The  original  seals  mist  be  intact 
unless  inspection  is  allowed  and  car  resealed  in  order  to  use  through  rate 
from  point  of  origin    to  final  destination,    A  reshipment  is  practically  a 
diversion,  the  difference  being  in  detail  of  handling  waybilling  and  charges, 

DIVERSION  PEF05TS 

A  list  of  cars  arriving  at  a  junction  point  billed  to  certain  des- 
tinations and  departing  for  other  destinations,  changes  in  destinations  being 
made  at  the  junction  at  the  request  of  the  owners  of  the  shipment,  who  may..- be 
either  the  consignees  or  consignors.    Usually, for  the  purpose  of  this  Bureau> 
a  report  showing  the  number  of  cars  of  each  commodity  segregated  as  to  new 
destinations  and  showing  the  original  Points  of  destination  and  origin  is 
sufficient  , 

passing  reports 

A  list  of  cars  Passing  a  junction  point.    It  should  always  be  under- 
stood whether  or  not  reshipment s  and  diversions  going  forward  are  included  in 
this  report,  in  cases  where  diversionsreports  are  also  being  received  at  the 
same  point,  to  prevent  duplication,  because  in  a  way  diversions  and  reshipments 
are  also  Passings,

2b.     QUOTE  JOBBING  BASIS  FIRST  WHEN  CARLOT  SALES  ALSO  INCLUDED. 

When  including  both  sales  to  jobbers  and  carlot  sales  in  the  same 
telegraphic  report,  the  sales  to  jobbers  should  come  first.     This  standard 
form  is  requested  in  order  that  the  arrangement  may  be  uniform  on  all  pub-, 
lished  reports.

Daily  market  reports  on  peaches  were,  started  today.    The  semi -weekly- 
bulletins  on  sweet  potatoes  will  be  discontinued  this  Friday. 

Ub.     PEACHES  ARRIVING  IN  CITY  MARKETS. 

On  May  17,  Mr.  Stanton,  of  the  New  York  office,  advised  that  the  first 
car  of  Georgia  peaches  had  arrived  and  was  sold  on  the  market  that ' morning,  ■ 
His  letter  in  part  reads  as  follows*. 

"The  first  car  was  consigned  to  four  or  five -dealers.  It' 
was  not  a  'full  car  of  peaches  for  it  contained  a  number  of  crates 
of  plums.     The  peaches-  showed- good  condition  .and,  ; although  slightly 
immature,  the  quality  was  fair,     The  variety,  of  course,  was  the 
Mayflower  and  the  fruit  sold  rather  rapidly  in' a  range  of  $5-5.50, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  crates  in  poor  condition  .which  sold  as 
low  as  $1.-25.    -The  plums  were  of  the  small  red  variety  and  sold  at 
the  same  range  as  the  peaches  but  were  not  taken  quite  so  rapidly.  " 

Other  markets  have  since  reported  arrivals  of  peaches,  and  sales  seem 
to  be  at  about  the  same  prices  as  those  obtained  in  New  York, 

5b.     POTATO  SITUATION  IN  CHARLESTON.  S.  C. .SECTION. 

An  interesting  letter  concerning  the  potato  situation  in  South 
Carolina  was  received  from  Mr,  A,  D.  Miller  a  few  days  ago.     It  contained  so 
much  material  of  general  interest  that  a  copy  has  been  sent  to  "Weather, 
Crops  and  Markets."    The  account  probably  will  appear  in  the  issue  of  May  27; 
if  not  in  that  issue,  watch  the  paper  of  the  following  week. 
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6 o.     HOMEGROWN  STRAWBERRIES  ON  THE  ST,  LOUIS  MARKET, 

Mr,  V,  G,  Gibson,  in  charge  of  the  Market  News  Service  in  St.  Louis, 
sent  the  following  interesting  letter  on  May  20: 

"The  acreage  of  strawberries  within  a  distance  of  20  to  25 
miles  of  St.  Louis  in  Jefferson  and  St.  Louis  counties  is  on  the 
increase  and  the  yield  such  as  to  be  quite  a  factor  in  this  market, 
It  is  generally  estimated  by  the  members  of  the  trade  that  the 
strawberry  area  in  each  of  these  counties  approximates  S00  or  900 
acres,  in  small  plantings  ranging  from  1  to  5  acres  in  extent* 

"Many  varieties  are  grown  but  Senator  Dunlap  and  Bubach  seem 
to  predominate.     These  varieties  seem  to  sell  very  well  here  and, 
when  they  begin  coming  in  quantities,-  they  practically  shut  out  the 
stock  from  the  Judsonia,  Western  Arkansas,  Southwestern  Missouri, 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky  districts* 

"The  usual  time  for  first  receipts  of  these  homegrown  berries 
is  about  the  first  week  in  May,  reaching  the  height  of  their  season 
three  weeks  later,     This  year  the  first  homegrowns  did  not  appear  on 
the  market  until  about  May  10  and  the  cool  weather  has  retarded  the 
ripening  so  that  the  peak  movement  is  not  expected  until  about  May  3O. 

"The  berries  are  sold  in  quart  cups  shaped  somewhat  like  the 
ordinary  lard  cup. except  that  they  are  more  nearly  square,  with  slant- 
ing sides,     These. cups  are  placed  in  trays  just  a  trifle  deeper  than 
the  cup,  so  that  they  may  be  stacked  one  upon  the  other.    There  are 
12  quarts  per  tray,     By  this  method  of  handling,  the  berries  come  to 
the  market  in  very  good  condition,  there  being. only  a  small  percentage 
bruised.    Each  morning  as  the  fresh  stock  is  brought  in,  the  empty 
trays  of  the  preceding  day's  haulings  are  exchanged  for  those  holding 
the  berries  and  taken  back  to  the  farms,  thus  saving  the  farmers  the 
expense  of  the  usual  shipping  crates. 

"To  see  these  berries  to  the  best  advantage,  one  must  be  on 
the  market .around  3  °r  k  o'clock  in  the  morning.  At  that  time  the 
supplies  have  just  begun  to  move  and,  because  of  the  large  surface 
exposure  of  the  berries  in  the  trays,  they  make  a  very  pretty  sight. 

"The  supplies  this  morning  numbered  between  3>000  and  3»500 
trays  and,  while  more  or  less  green  because  of  the  cool  weather,  they 
found  a  ready  sale  at  from  $l»50-$2.00  per  tray,  mostly  $1. S0-$1.  85.  "

lc.     CALIFORNIA  LETTUCE  AND  ONIONS. 

The  following  has  "been  received  from  Mr*  F,  S.  Kinsey,  relative  to 
California  lettuce  and  onions.    The  letter  was  written  from  Coachella  on  May 
"As  to  McCaslin's  lettuce,  it  began  to  show  a  considerable 
amount  of  mildew  on  the  leaves  and  began  to  arrive  into  the  packing-house 
already  'slimed  up,1  so  the  inspectors  refused  to  issue  certificate 
showing  No,  1  grade4 and  inspection  was  discontinued  at  this  packing- 
house.   That  was  about  May  2. 

"Perhaps  35  to  50  cars  of  onions  have  already  left  this  Valley 
and  tomorrow  "they  will  begin  with  a  rush.    There  will  likely  be  1,000 
to  1,200  cars,    The  equality  this  season  is  not  so  good  as  last*  Some 
fields  are  running  5°  to  75$  seed  stems.    There  is  an  inclination  to 
ship  field  run,  although  just  how  far  this  idea  will  spread  is  doubtful 
at  present.    A  considerable  number  of  cars  have  been  sold  as  U,  S,  No* 
1.    In  some  of  the  worst  fields  they  are  putting  up  a  good  grade  with 
careful  sorting,    Solid  cars  of  seed<»stem  onions  are  being  shipped.  So 
far,  there  have  also  been  several  cars  of  mixtures,  of  some  firsts, 
soma  'threes'  of  various  degrees  of  'three-ness.  '    These  are  distinct 
lots  as  they  are  delivered  to  the  car,  but  have  no  distinguishing  maxfcg 
and  will  surely  be  a  puzzle  to  the  inspectors  at  the  other  end  in  case 
of  requests  for  inspection.    (This  State  has  no  laws  governing  the 
marking  of  vegetable  packages,  -as  yet.  ) 

"California  inspectors  are  not  stating  on  their  certificates 
covering  No.  3  Grade  that  the  lot  grades  No.  3,  simply  giving  the  de- 
scription of  the  lot.    When  they  adopted  the  U.  S.  Grades  here  this 
season,  they  did  not  expect  to  have  many  'threes,1  so  did  not  pay  much 
attention  as  to  what  "Grade  No.  3M  might  look  like  on  paper.  However, 
of  course,  No,  3  doesn't  mean  anything  and  there  is  really  no  need  for 
using  the  name  along  with  the  description.    If  there  is  any  appreciable 
amount  of  the  stock  in  these  cars  of  field  run  or  No.  3's  that  meets 
the  requirements  of  U.  S,  No,  1,  the  certificate  so  states. 

"It  is  quite  likely  that  most  of  the  cars  going  out  of  the 
Valley  will  be  inspected,  as  it  is  understood  that  all  the  cars  must 
pay  fees  where  field  inspection  is  carried  on,  in  order  to  pay  the  cost 
of  the  field  work. 

"As  to  the  manner  of  loading  onions  from  this  Valleyi  If  the 
inspectors  at  the  other  end  are  not  careful,  they  may  overlook  a  point 
in  describing  the  loading  after  being  used  to  seeing  the  Texas  load. 
All  crates  here  are  loaded  on  their  sides.    Most  cars  have  either  one 
or  three  stacks  at  one  end  of  car,  with  crates  crosswise,  four  wide. 
The  rest  of  the  load  is  likely  to  be  seven  rows  wide  in  the  bottom 
three  layers  and  eight  wide  in  the  top  layer,  except  that,  when  there 
is  only  one  stack  with  crates  crosswise,  there  will  be  two  staoks  with 
also  a  third  layer  S-wide,  and  when  there  are  three  stacks  with  crates 
crosswise  there  will  be  one  stack  with  also  a  third  layer  S-wide.  The 
descriptions  used  by  the  inspectors  are  something  like  the  following:- 
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CALIFORNIA  LETTUCE  AND  ONIONS  (Continued) 

" "'Loaded  full  length  of  car  4  layers  high,  3  stacks  4  rows  wide 
(crates  crosswise),  17  stacks  7  arid  3  rows  wide.'    This  may  have  added  to 
it;   'the  17  stacks  top  layer  o-wide,  with  1  stack  also  next  layer  o-wide. 1 

'"Loaded  full  length  of  car  4  layers  high,  1  stack'  4  crates  wide 
(crates  crosswise),  lb  stacks  7  and  6  rows  wide,  1 

"These  loads  are  arranged  to  accomodate  5^  crates* 

"Considerable  trouble  is  experienced  in  making  the  Boiler  Grade,  the 
Mexican  sorters  being  inclined  to  include"  onions  too  large  for  the  grade* 
Such  lots  are  given  no  grade  upon  the  certificate  (provided  the  lot  is  not 
resorted),  but  a  description  is  given  of  the  lot. 

"Experience  here  has  shown  that,  if  a  lot  does  not  grade  No.  1,  it 
usually  will  fall  to  No,  3.     There  is  rarely  a  car  of '  No.  2  Grade,  because 
practically  such  a  lot  would  be  one  that  would  meet  the  requirements  of  No, 
1,  with  the  exception  of  its  not  being" mature  or  bright,  or-  showing  ifo  to 
undergrade  stock,  " 

2c.     AMENDMENT  TO  HANDBOOK: 

Paragraph  157  of  the  Handbook  will  be  amended  in  the  new  revision  by 
the  addition  of  the  following  statement > 

Exception:  lfo  of  Slimy  Soft  Rot  or  similar  soft  decays  frequently  has 
a  considerable  effect  upon  the  commercial  value  of  the  product,  and 
the  term  "practically  none"  is  not  correct  in  the  sense  in  which  it 
is  used  for  other  defects.     When  the  commercial  value  is  affected  by 
such  decays,  even  though  not  in  excess  of  lfo}  the  statement  "approxi-  .  - 
mately  lfo"  should  be  used,  reserving  the  term  "practically  none"  for 
cases  where  the  decay  is  so  slight  as  not  to  be  of  commercial  importance. 

3c.     FORM  TO  BE  USED  IN  STATING  POSITION  OF  POOPS  OF  VENTILATED  BOX  CARS: 

The  expression  as  contained  in  Par.   68  of  the  Handbook,   "Screen  doors 
in  position, "is  open  to  different  interpretations.     In  the  revised 
Handbook,  the  method  of  reporting  doors  of  ventilated  box  cars  will  be 
changed  to  read:   "Screen  (or  slatted)  doors  closed  over  doorways,"  or 
"Solid  doors  closed  over  doorways,"  or  "One  slat  door  closed  over  doorway 
other  doorway  closed  half  by  solid,  door,  half  by  slat  door." 

Inspectors  should  hereafter  use  the  above  terms,  which  will  be  more 
clearly  understood  by  all,  when  stating  the  position  of  doors  of  ventilated 
box  cars.

.   the  different  -grades. 

There  is  a  wide  variation  between  the  Illinois  pack  and  that  of  the  other 
sections  as  to  type  of  container  used  and  size  of  bunch  made.     The  following 
table  indicates  these  variations:

In  order  to  save  time  when  listing  the  inspections  covered  by  checks 
sent  in  to  Washington,  it  ha^  been  suggested  that,  when  some  numbers  run 
consecutively,  as  from  13^5  to  I3H9*  it  be  written  "131*5  through  , 
instead  of  listing  all  the  intervening  numbers.    This  has  special  reference 
to  the  large  checks  from  the  railroads,  which  sometimes  require  more  than  a 
Page  for  listing.

most  of  the  watermelons  in  Alabama  this  season  will  oe  marketed  by 
the  A^bama  Farm  Bureau  Watermelon  Association,  with  headquarters  at 
Montgomery,    A  recent  letter  fro:.,  the  Secretary  of  that  organization  con- 
tains the  following  statement: 

"Our  records  show  that  the  total  acreage  of  the  Farm  Bureau 
watermelon  contracts  is  a  little  more  than  o,000.    The  watermelon 
growers  at  Graceville ,  Florida,  many  of  whom  are  on  the  edge  of 
Alabama,  have  recently  affiliated  with  our  Association.    Oar  estimates 
are  that  each  acre  will  produce  an  average  of  one-third  of  a  car 
or  more,  which,  means  that  we  will  handle  at  least  2,000  cars." 

2b  ,        SOUTHERN'  PEACHES  MAY  BE  SOLD  AT  AUCTION  IN  NEYJ  YORK, 

Following  is  a  letter  from  Mr*  Stanton  regarding  the  probable  sale 
of  Georgia  peaches  by  auction  in  New  York,  This  is  an  interestirg  development 
in  the  marketing  of  southern  peaches*      V/hile  California  fruit  has  been  sold 
at  auction,,  southern  peaches  have  never  been  handled  in  this  manner  in  any 
appreciaole  voLume. 

"You  may  have  not  iced  in  the  trade  papers  recently  that  the  Fruit 
Auction  Company  of  this  city  ejects  to  sell  so._e  Georgia  peaches  here 
this  season*    Apparently  this  is  the  result  of  considerable  effort  on 
the  part  of  this  particular  company  to  influence  growers  of  various 
commodities  not  already  being  sold  under  the  hammer  to  try  the  auction 
method.    They  have  apparently  persuaded  the  Georgia  Fruit  Exchange  that 
it  is-'  worth    a  trial  and,  while  they  have  not  as  yet  received  notice 
of  any  cars  having  been  shipped  to  them,  they  are  expecting  such  notice 
daily*      The  Exchange  of  course  has  other  representatives  here  to  when, 
it  ships,-  namely,  R.T*  Cochran  &  Company,  John  Nix  &  Company,  and 
Smith  and  Holden.      Just  how  many  cars  of  Georgia  fruit  they  expect 
to  handle  cannot  oe  determined  now  and  probably  will  depend  on  the 
results  obtained  from  the  cars  first  received* 

"Mr,  Cleary  of  the  Fruit  Auction  Company  has  advised  me  that  they, 
expect  to  receive  shipments  of  peaches  this  season  not  only  from  Georgia 
but  from  Virginia,  North  Carolina.,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  as  well. 
Most  of  the  peaches  from  southern  points  come  by  way  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railraod  and  are  sold  on  piers  28  and  29*    The  railroad  is  going  to 
assign  space  to  the  auction  company  for  the  display  and  sale  of  the 
fruit  and  it  is  expected  they  will  ce  sold  around  2  or  3  0*0 lock  in 
the  morning,  which  is  about  the  time'  the  .regular  jobbing  sales  on  this 
commodity  are  effected*    Most  of  the^  dealers  who  have  handled  peaches 
in  the  regular  way  on  this  market  ino;  the  past  are  ridiculing  the 
possibility  of  selling  peaches  on  auction.    They  claim  the  fruit  is 
simply  not  an  auction  commodity  but  frankly  they  do  not  state  any 
really  logical  reasons  why  the  auction  method  must  fail.    The  Fruit 
Auction  Company,  on  the  other  hand,  isrwet  optimistic  concerning  the 
possibilities  and  is  eagerly  anticipating  first  arrivals  to  justify 
their  contentions  that  the  auction  is  the  best  and  most  logical  method 
of  disposing  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables*" 
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P*  FORECAST  OF  COMMERCIAL  ACREAGE  OF  LATE  ONIONS,  CANTALOUPES  AND  WATERMELONS: 

Under  date  of  May  27,  the  acreage  forecasts  listed  below  were  prepared  by 
the  Division  of  Crop  Estimates,  Truck  Crop  Section. 

The  commercial  acreage  of  late  onions  shows  a  slight '.  increase  in  nearly 
I     all  States,  a  larger  increase  having  been  prevented  by  unfavorable  weather  con- 
ditions at  planting  time. 

The  acreage  of  cantaloupes  in  lo  of  the  late  producing  States  shows  an  in- 
crease of  23$.     Colorado  has  the  largest  acreage,-  16,000  acres  compared  with 
8,200  in  1921. 

Unlike  the  early  watermelon  States,  the  late  producing  States  show  only  a 


slight  increase  in  commercial  acreage  of  melons 

for  this  year.

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4b.     TEXAS  CANTALOUPES  IN  NEW  YORK. 

•  The  following  Letter,  of  May  25,  from  Mr*  W.  U.  Stanton, .  tells  of.  the 
arrival  of  the  first  c«r  of  Texas  cantaloupes* 

:'The  first  car.  of  Texas  cantaloupes  arrived-  here  this  morning 
and  created  no  small  amount  of  excitement.     The  car  arrived  in  fine 
condition,  wrapped  in  pink  paper,  and  was  of  very  good  quality.  Most 
of  the  car  consisted  of  flats  ranging  in  size  from  9-14  melons  and 
they  were  taken  rapidly  at  $6.00  per  crate.    The  "balance  of  the  car 
was  standard  crates  and  they  sold  at  $i6*CG. 

"Miller-Cummings  Company  received  the  car  and  Mr. .  Cummings  in-  w. 
formed  me  that  they  have  their  own  representative  in  Mission,.  Texas,,  •.- 
where  this  car  .originated,  who.  is  supervising  the  handling  and  packing. 
The "  car  certainly  had  all  the  ear-marks  of  California  stock,  "being 
'labeled .with  the  Crown  Lion  trade  mark.  This  company  expects  to  re-  .' 
Ceive  five  or  six  more  cars  from  the  same  section  of  Texas  and  they 
expect  prices  as  high  as  those  realized  today. " 

5b.     FLORIDA  WATERMELONS. 

Under  date  of  May  24,  Mr.  J»        Perk  wrote  the  following  from  Ocala, 

Florida: 

• "I  arrived  in  Ocala  on  the  evening  of  May  19  and  found  the 
watermelon  movement  getting  underway,  especially  from  the  section  South 
of  here.    Possibly  from  10;6  to  15$  of  the  Florida  crop  has  moved.     The  • 
acreage,  as  you  know,  is  probably  9^'$  greater  than  the  harvested  acreage 
last  year,  being  around  ^,000  for  the  State,  according  to  local  reports. 

"The  dry  weather  which  prevailed  during  April  cut  down  the  yield 
in  the.  southern  section,  but  rains  during  the  past  two  weeks  have  been 
beneficial,  especially  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district.    The  quality 
and  condition  of  the  melons . have  been  generally  good,  although  there  are 
some  reports  of  anthracnose.    More  than  usual  care  will  be  taken  this 
year  to  have  the  stock  loaded  in  good  condition.     The  loading. rules  of 
the  Melon  Distributors  Association,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  provide 
that  the  stem-end  rot  treatment  be  applied  to  all  shipments;  that  the 
cars  be  properly  bedded  and  papered,  and  that  only  good  fresh-clipped 
stock  be  loaded.    Melons  over  22  lb*   average,  according  to  tnese  rules, 
will  be  loaded  only  4  tier's  deep,     I  understand  that  only  a  small  part 
of  the  Florida  melon  crop  is  under  contract."

la.     REVISED  POTATO  GRADES. 

Revised  potato  grades,  effective  July  1,  will  be  announced  through  the 
press  within  a  few  days,    These  grades  are  the  same  as . the  proposals  sub- 
mitted to  the  trade  several  months  ago.     The  only  changes  made  over  the  present 
grades  are  the  addition  of  a  U.  S.  No.  1  small  grade,  and  the  elimination  of 
badly  misshapen  stock  and  that  affected  by  hollow  heart  from  the  No,  1  grade 
and  of  stock  affected  by  hollow  heart  from  the  No.  1  Fancy  grade.     A  limited 
supply  of  the  new  potato  grades  is  being  mimeographed  and  a  few  copies  will  be 
sent  to  each  branch  office  within  a  week.    A  new  Department  Circular,  to  super- 
sede Department  Circular  56,  is  being  prepared  and  it  is  hoped  this  will  be 
available  for  distribution  not  later  than  August  1. 

2a*     FORMS  FOR  REPORTING  DISPOSITION  OF  PROPERTY « 

Form  25  which  is  required  to  be  submitted  to  cover  articles  of  property 
which  have  been  lost,  destroyed,  or  worn  out,  should  be  submitted  in  TRIPLICATE. 
This  matter  has  been  mentioned  previously,  but  these  forms  are  frequently  sub- 
mitted only  in  DUPLICATE,  in  view  of  the  word  "duplicate"  in  the  upper  left- 
hand  corner  of  the  form.     It  is  suggested  that  the  word  "triplicate"  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  word  "duplicate"  on  all  copies  of  Form  25  now  on  hand,  as  a  re- 
minder, of  the  number  of  copies  required. 

Rather  frequently  these  forms  fail  to  show  that  the  loss  of  the  article 
was  not  due  to  the  fault  of  the  employee,  as  i&  required  by  Section  3i 
Paragraph  8,  of  the  Property  Regulations,  provided  the  employee  desires  to  be 
relieved  from  making  payment  of  the  value  of  the  article  lost.    Please  bear 
this  in  mind. 

When  property  is  transferred  from  one  person  to  another  in  the  same 
office,  the  preliminary  copy  of  Form  F&V-l ,  as  required  by  the  instructions  on 
the  back,  as  well  as  the  receipted  copy  of  such  form,  should  be  forwarded  to 
Washington  to  complete  the  files  of  both  parties  concerned. 

The  use  of  Form  F&V-l  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  only  occasionally 
does  someone  neglect  to  use  the  form  when  required.     The  general  rule  to  bear 
in  mind  is  that  this  Form  F&V-l  must  be  used  to  cover  every  transfer  of  re- 
sponsibility for  public  property  from  one  person  to  another  either  -between 
different  points  or  within  the  same  office.

Id.     HEAVY  CANTALOUPE  SHIPMENTS  EXPECTED  FROM  IMPERIAL  VALLEY. 

A  report  from  Mr.  0.  D.  Miller,  received  on  June  5,  indicates  that 
there  is  a  possibility  of  the  shipment  of  14,000  cars  of  cantaloupes  f rom 
the  Imperial  Valley  this  season,  compared  with  10,700  last  year  and  9,000  cars 
in  1920.     The  comparative  acreages  are  as  follows:  14,000  acres  in  19193 
21,000  acres  in  1920;  23,000  acres  in  1921,  and  about  30,000  acres  this  season. 
First  shipment  was  made  on  May  31,  about  ten  days  later  than  usual  because  of 
unseasonable  weather . during  the  growing  period.     Frosts  in  January  and  high 
winds  in  March  and  April  caused  considerable  damage.     The  peak  of  the  movement 
is  expected  about  June  20,  by  which  time  as  many  as  U5O  carloads  per  day  may 
be  ready  for  shipment.     Some  shortage  of  railroad  equipment  is  likely  to  occur 
at  that  period, 

Mr.  Miller  states  that  all  but  about  2,500  acres,  handled  by  independent 
growers,  is  being  grown  under  contract  with  U6  distributing  companies  who  have 
advanced  money  for  growing  and  packing  the  cantaloupes  and  who  will  market  the 
crop  for  the  growers1  account.  It  is  expected  that  the  distributors  will  give 
close  attention  to  quality  and  pack  this  year  and  to  careful  distribution  of 
the  large  crop.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  prevent  the  shipment  of  immature 
melons. 

2b.     FLORIDA  WATERMELON  MOVEMENT  ACTIVE. 

Recent  advice  from  Mr.  J.  W.  Park,  at  Ocala,  Fla,  ,  indicates  that  some 
unsprayed  watermelons  show  the  effects  of  heavy  rains  which  occurred  about  ten 
days  ago.    The  railroads  not  only  require  that  all  melons  be  treated  for' stem- 
end  rot  but  that  the  shippers  take  out  bonds,  guaranteeing  payment  of  freight. 
Shipments  to  June  3  were  4,13b"  cars,  compared  with  1,473  cars  to  same  date 
last  year.    Prices  at  shipping  points  are  about  $250  less  than  last  season. 

3b.     CLASSIFICATION  OF  SERVICES  OVER  LEASED  WIRE 'DURING  MAY. 

During  the  month  of  May,  IO5  questions  were  settled  over  the  leased 
wire  and  are  classified  in  the  following  table.     This  is  a  decrease  of  24  from 
the  record  of  April."

The  following  letter  fro;.:  Mr,  S.E,  Conklin,  Jr.,  dated  at  Crystal 
Sr.rings,  Miss.,  lay  30,  will  be  of  interest  and  value  to  Inspectors  in 
•handling  Mississippi .tomatoe^ : 

"It  is  estimated  that  approximately  500  cars,  cut  of  the  2,500  to  3,000 
which  v.'ill  be  shipped  from  the  entire  state  of  Mississippi,  will  be  packed 
as  and  marked  U».  S.  Grade  No.  1  or  2.     The  acreage  this  year  is  consider- 
ably larger  than  last  season. 

"The  Mc  .  l«s  should  ...eet  our  specifications  and,  in  addition,  will 
generally  be  packed  not  -0  ver  72  count  per  crate;  the  No.  2's  will  be 
ordinarily  between  72  and  56  count  per  crate  and  will  include  tomatoes 
showing  slight  defects  not  allowed  in  No.  1, 

"These  sizes_will  hold  for  practically  all  tomatoes  shipped  frott 
the  State  ,  i.e.,  n3.  1  or  Fancy,  not  over  72  count;  No.  2  or  Choice,  not 
over  96,     Both  sets-of  grade  terms  will  be  used,  and  some  quotations  will 
be_ma.de  on  basis  of  U.S.  lie.'  1  and  U.  S.  No.  2,  but  probably  not  \ery  many. 

"Practically  all  shipments  will  be  green,  wrapped,  in  h  basket  flat 
crates,  in  dry  refrigerator  cars,    The  common  load  is  7  rows  wide,  9  cr 
10  (mostly  3)  layers  high,  no  stripping;  center  bracing  between  doors. 

"Inspectors  should  realize  that  practically  all  crates  are  farm  packed 
and  a  uniformity  can  not  be  expected  like  that  of  Florida,  Furthermore, 
it  usually  takes  10  to  15  farmers  to  load- a  car,  so  an  inspection  of  one 
portion  cf  the  car  is  no  indication  of  the  quality    of  the  whole.  . 

"The  growing. season  has  been  generally  good,    and  tomatoes  should 
be  of  as  good  quality  as  normal.      In  fact,  _orc  potash  has  been  usei  this 
season  than  at  any  time  since  the  war,  and  many  expect  better _carryimg  q 
-quality  than  usual..    However,  the  worms  are  4uite  bad,  probably  worse  than 
"usual.    Packers  try  to  throw  out  jail  wormy  stock,  but  I  find  considerable 
being  shipped  in  many  cars. 

"Last  week  a  heavyj  hail  storm  wiped  out  a  few  large  fields  and  injured 
a  few  others,  but  the  injury  to  the  entire  crop  is  cf  no  account.  Stock 
from  the  injured  section  is  being  shipped  as  No,  2  and  contains  tomatoes 
showing  small,  hard,  white  or  yellowish  spots  scattered  over  one-quarter 
of  surface.    Tomatoes  showing  a  few  of  these  spots  slip  into  some  of  the 
No,  1  »s  and  I  have  noted  a  few  cars  go  out  containing  deep  hail  pecks 
appearing  like  cuts  or  scars.      However,  some  very  similar  scars  caused 
by  cuts  from  nails  on  baskets  are  coming  in  from  sections  not  touched_by 
the  hail  storms,  30  it  should  not  be  taken  for  graxtod  that  all  sports  are 
the  result  of  hail, 

"In  practically  all  cars  out  of  here  and  Hazlehurst  (tire  two  heaviest 
points),  No.  1  and  No,  2  stock  is  being  loaded  in_separate  cars.    I  under- 
stand that  sometimes  wire  orders  for  NO,  1  are  filled  with  No,  2  cars. 
This  is  easy,  because  crates  ordinarily  have  noxiark  except  an  'X'  ,  which 
means  Kb .  2 . 

"Tne  chief  complaint  against  the  stock  leaded' to  date  has  been  its  .stage 
of  ^maturity. I.luch  immature  stock  has  gone  out  in  practically  ail  cars,  and 
this  is  still  so,  but  less  of  it  is  being_shipped  than    last  week,. 

"Today  I  have  noted  considerable  puffy  stock.    This  is  ordinarily 
shipped  in  the  No.  2  or  "Choice  grade,  but  some  is  slipping  by  in  No.  1. 

"I  would  be  interested  to  hear  from  any  Inspector  who  is  called  upon  to 
look  at  any  cars  stamped  with  our  grades,"  (Mr.  Conklin  can  be  reached  at 
Crystal  Spings  dur  ing  the  h  eavy  shipping  season.)

GEORGIA  WATERMELON  AMD  CANTALOUPE  SITUATION.  Food  Products  Inspector. 

Mr.  Robb  wired  from  Thomasville,  Ga.  ,  on  June  S,  as  follows! 

"VERY  FEW  WATERMELONS  FROM  SOUTH  GEORGIA  BEFORE  JULY  ONE,  CROP  NOT 
OVER  HALF  EARLY  ESTIMATES  ACCOUNT  POOR  SETTING  OF  MELONS  DUE  TO  DRY  WEATHER, 
FOLLOWED  BY  TWO  WEEKS  RAIN,     ANTHRACNOSE  LIKELY  TO  BE  BAD.  CANTALOUPES 
BADLY  AFFECTED  BY  MICROSPORIUM  BLIGHT.     SOME  FIELDS  RUINED,    MANY  IMMATURE 
CANTALOUPES  BEING  SHIPPED.     ALL  INSPECTORS  SHOULD  USE  SPECIAL  CARE  IN 
WEIGHING  LABELED  WATERMELONS.     TEN  PER  CENT  EACH  CAR  WEIGHED  HERE,  INSPECTOR 
SWEARING  TO  WEIGHTS  BEFORE  NOTARY,  "  (This  estimate  of  crop  is  confidential) 
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la.    WIDER  BROADCASTING  BY  RADIO  TELEGRAPH. 

Beginning  today,  June  15,  the  Naval  radio  station  at  Arlington,  Va,  , 
with  a  broadcasting  radius  of  1,000  miles,  will  publish  daily  reports  of  the 
fruit  and  vegetable  markets  as  follows:  11:05  -  11:25  A.M.,  carlot  shipments 
and  f.o.b,  reports  from  producing  sections;  1:1+0  -  2:25  P.  M. ,  reports  of 
conditions  and  prices  in  several  leading  markets.     At  present  the  commodities 
to  be  included  in  this  program  are  cabbage,  cantaloupes,  peaches,  potatoes, 
tomatoes  and  watermelons.     The  primary  distribution  from  Arlington  will  be  by 
radio  telegraph.     Further  broadcasting  will  be  done  in  smaller  areas  by 
central  stations  at  which  the  code  messages  will  be  translated  into  English 
and  sent  out  by  radiophone.     In  this  manner,  every  person  in  the  eastern  half 
of  the  United  States  and  even  those  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean  who  have  receiving 
radiophones  can  obtain  current  official  information  concerning  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  movement  and  markets.     This  is  only  a  part  of  the  extensive  broad- 
casting system  instituted  by  this  Department  today;  similar  reports  will  be 
distributed  on  other  leading  commodities. 

Within  a  few  days,  Mr.  W.  H.  Hall  and  other  division  leaders  in  Chicago 
will  confer  with  representatives  from  Washington  regarding  the  program  which 
is  being  handled  through  the  Naval  radio  station  at-  Great  Lakes.     From  that 
point,  the  messages  are  flashed  to  the  western  States,  thus  making  this  service 
available  at  all  points  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

2a     HEARING  OF  EXCESS  WOOL  PROFITS  CASES. 

Because  the  work  of  the  Domestic  Wool  Section  is  under  Mr.  Sherman's 
supervision,  the  following  statement  will  be  of  interest  to  all  employees  in 
this  Division: 

Two  of  the  largest  excess  wool  profits  cases,  involving  more  than 
$325,000,  were  heard  on  demurrer  in  the  United  States  District  Court  at  Boston, 
before  Judge  Morton,  on  Tuesday,  June  13.     They  were  the  cases  against  R.  E. 
Smith  and  against  Brown  and  Adams,  who  were  represented  by  the  law  firm  of 
Sherman  L.  Whipple.     The  Government's  argument  was  presented  by  Hon.  C.  J, 
Curtis,  Jr.,  special  Assistant  District  Attorney.     This  Department  was  repre- 
sented by  J.  S,  Bohannon,  of  the  Solicitor's  Office;  L.  S.  Hulbert  of  this 
Bureau  (but  formerly  with  the  Solicitor's  Office),  and  W.  L.  Evans  of  the 
Domestic  Wool  Section.     An  opinion  was  not  rendered  immediately,  but  the  Judge 
took  the  case  under  advisement. 

A  similar  case  was  heard  early  in  June  before  the  U.  S.  District  Court 
for  the  Southern  District  of  Illinois,  with  the  result  that  the  Judge  over- 
ruled the  defendant's  demurrer.     I  his  was  the  second  ruling  in  favor  of  the 
Government.     In  fact,  all  cases  which  have  thus  far  been  reached  for  hearing 
have  been  decided  favorable  to  the  Government,  meaning  that  this  Bureau  has  a 
right  to  recover  excess  wool  profits  under  the  regulations  of  191S.     A  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  are  set  for  hearing  in  September  and  October. 

In  round  numbers,  all  excess  profits  on  the  191S  wool  clip  aggregate 
$1,245,000,  of  which  $620,000  has  been  collected  from  dealers  and  $315,000  has 
been  distributed  to  the  growers.     Of  the  balance  on  hand,  nearly  $100,000  has 
been  paid  under  protest,  $100,000  cannot  be  distributed  because  of  inability 
to  ascertain  the  names  and  addresses  of  growers,  and  $100,000  either  awaits 
final  payments  on  accounts  or  is  in  process  of  distribution.     An  appropriation 
of  $15,000  has  been  made  by  Congress  for  continuing  this  work  another  year.

Agent  and  reported  for  auty  in  New  York  on  June  12.    He  will  visit  the  early 
morning  markets  in  New  York  City  and  Newark,  N,  J.,  for.  the  purpose  of  collect- 
ing prices  and  reports  of  market  conditions  on  New  Jersey  fruits  and  vegetaoles, 
the  cooperative  agreement  being  between  the  New  Jersey  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the 
Federal  Bureau.

Let  each 
Inspector  ask  himself  the  following  questions:    Have  I  counted  the  rows  on  every 
car  I  have  inspected?    Have  I  assumed  that  all  cars  of  onions  were  loaded  like 
the  cars  from  Texas?    Have  I  put  down  on  the  certificate  something  which  I  did 
not  see?

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lb.     EARLY  MORNING  MARKET  REPORTS  FOR  NEW  JERSEY. 

A  recent  letter  from  Mr.   Stanton,  of  the  New  York  office,  explains  in 
an  interesting  manner  the  new  work  which  will  be  undertaken  by  Mr.  R.  L. 
Sutton,  starting  next  Monday,     Both  he  and  Mr.   Sutton  had  a  conference  with 
Mr.  B.  W.  Sherburne,  Market  Reporter  for  the  New  Jersey  Bureau  of  Markets, 
and  Mr.  Hershel  Jones,  of  the  New  York  Dept.  of  Farms  and  Markets,  and  the 
following  arrangement  was  effected: 

"Mr.  Sutton  is  to  secure  quotations,  particularly  on  New  Jersey 
commodities,  between  the  hours  of  U  and  6  A.M.. 

"He  is  to  make  two  copies  of  his  quotations,  one  for  telegraphic 
transmission  over  our  wire  to  Trenton;  the  otner  copy  he  is  to  bring  with  him;; 
to  Newark. 

"He  is  to  report  the  Newark  market  somewhere  between  7         %  A«  M,  and 
tnen  is  to  report  at  the  Westinghouse  Radiophone  Station  in  Newark. 

"There  he  will  get  in  touch  by  telephone  with  Mr.  Sherburne,  who  will 
make  any  suggestions  or  criticisms  necessary  in  regard  to  the  New  York  market 
which  has  been  transmitted  over  our  leased  wire,  and  he  will  also  give  the 
Philadelphia  market  to  Mr.  Sutton. 

"Mr.  Sutton  is  then  to  arrange  in  presentable  form  the  New  York, 
Philadelphia  and  Newark  market  report s preparatory  %Q  transmission  some  time 
between  9  and  9:30  A.  M.  ,;from  the  Radiophone  Station  at  Newark." 

"Upon  completion  of  his  work  in  Newark,  Mr.  Sutton  will  report  to  me 
for  whatever  services  he  may  be  able  to  render  until  about  noon.  " 

2b,     CROP  NOTES  FROM  JACKSONVILLE.  TEXAS.  (Confidential ) . 

Mr.  W.  H.  Mosier  wrote  the  following  on  Tuesday,  June  6:- 

"At  the  present  writing  The  East  Texas  Tomato  deal  looks  very  promis- 
ing from  both  the  growers'  and  the  dealers'  standpoint  and  the  only  apparent 
danger  is  that  there  will  be  too  much  rainfall  for  the  good  of  the  crop.  The 
rainfall  has  been  rather  heavy  the  last  few  days,  and? although  the  stock  is 
not  hurt  as  yet,  it  cannot  stand  much  more  rain  without  some  damage.  The 
acreage  in  this  district  is  estimated  locally  at  about  $,000  acres  (official 
estimates  ~{ tQ00  acres)  with  a  probable  yield  of  from  I5OO  to  2000  cars,  the 
area  being  distributed  over •  Cherokee ,  Smith  and  Anderson  Counties.     The  fields 
examined  look  very  good,  with  the  fruit  well  set  and  the  vines  practically  free 
from  blight  and  other  diseases,  although  some  stem-end  rot  was  apparent.  A 
great  deal  of  the  acreage  is  grown  to  stakes  this  year,  especially  the  pink 
stock,  the  tendency  being  to  allow  3  or  k  clusters  to  set,  then  top  the  plant 
in  order  to  secure  the  maximum  size  and  quality. 

"The  deal  started  off  slow  this  year  on  account  of  the  crop  being  some- 
what late,  the  first  car  of  green  wrapped  6-basket  carriers  being  shipped  May 
31st  and  sold  at  $3«50  per  crate  for  fancy  count  and  $3.00  for  choice.  The 
first  car  of  pink  flats  sold  for  $2.35 »  both  sales  being  made  on  practically  a 
cash  track  basis.     The  deal  will  probably  extend  over  a  considerable  period 
owing  to  much  late  planting  and  some  replanting  due  to  the  early  spring  freeze. 
There  is  some  indication  that  the  growers  are  pulling  the  green  stock  slightly 
immature  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  high  prices  being  offered  at  present. 
About  75$  °f  the  shipments  will  go  forward  as  green  wrapped  and  the  remainder 
as  pink  stock, 

"The  East  Texas  Tomato  Growers'  Exchange  will  handle  slightly  more  than 
50$  of  the  output  this  season,  Mr.  C.  D.  Jarratt ,  of  the  C.  D,  Jarratt  Co., 
being  sales  manager  of  this  organization.     The  remainder  of  the  crop  will  be 
largely  handled  by  Shoemaker  &  Dublin  and  the  R.  H.  Holland  Produce  Co." 
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Through  tentative  agreement  just  effected  with  Mr.  W,  P.  Hartmj.j2^ 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Markets,  Michigan  Dept.  of  Agriculture, 
market  news  reports  will  he  issued  from  Benton  Harbor,  Mich.  ,  during  the 
approximate  period  August  20  to  October  1.     The  crops  to  be  covered  will  be 
apples,  peaches  and  grapes.     It  has  been  four  years  since  this  (Federal) 
Bureau  has  been  able  to  operate  a  news  service  in  the  Benton  Harbor  Section, 
and  it  is  fortunate  that  the  market  reports  can  be  resumed  as  a. result  of  the 
financial  aid  to  be  rendered  by  the  Michigan  agricultural  authorities.  The 
field  man  who  will  operate  the  Benton  Harbor  station 'will  later  proceed  to 
Grand  Eapids,  Mich.,  to  issue  the  usual  reports  on  potatoes  throughout  the  fall 
and  winter.     There  is  a  possibility  that  reports  will  also  be  issued  on  celery 
during  November  and  December,    Arrangements  may  be  made  in  July  to  furnish  the 
Michigan  Bureau  with  reports  on  cherries  from  a  few  leading  markets,  together 
with  special  shipment  reports  on  cherries.     No  cherry  bulletins,  however,  will 
be  issued  at  Washington. 

^     FURTHER  REPORTS  OF  ONION, , CANTALOUPE  AND  POTATO  ACREAGES. 

On  page  I59  of  the  Division  Letter  of  June  I,  the  late  onion  acreage  in 
■Massachusetts  was  forecast  at  U,900  acres.     A  later  report,  issued  Jure  7, 
gives  the  Connecticut  .  Valley  onion  area  as  ^,555  acres. 

•A  release  of  June  9  gives  the  commercial  area  of  Georgia  cantaloupes 
this  year  as  7,500  acres,  compared  with  1,500  acres  harvested  in  1921.  The 
yield  this  season  probably  will  be  lower  than  last  year,  and  the  total  jproduc* 
tion  is  forecast  at  3,729  cars  of  35O  standard  crates  each;  last  year  6U0  cars 
were  shipped. 

On  the  back  of  the  last  page  of  the  Weekly  Summary  of  Carlot  Shipments, 
dated  June  13 ,  is  a  statement  of  the  acreage  and  production  of  early  potatoes 
in  the  intermediate  States  of  Arkansas,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Maryland,  Missouri, 
New  Jersey,  Oklahoma.     Total  area  is  given  as  100,300  acres,  an  increase  of 
7o600  acres  over  1921,  and  total  production  is  forecast  at  20,672  cars,  an  in- 
crease of  1,700  cars. 

The  forecast  of  apples,  peaches  and  pears,  based  on  June  1  condition, 
was  released  on  Thursday,  June  8.     All  of  these  reports  will  appear  in  an  early 
issue  of  Weather,  Crops  and  Markets.

It  is  not  felt  necessary  to  equip  the  3°-lb.  balances  with  this 
special  handle,  but  tney  can  be  equipped  if  the  Inspector  so  desires  and  will 
forward  them  to  this  office. 
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3c  .    TEXAS  TOMATO  CONDITION!,  - 

In  addition  to  tne  crop  notes  fro.fi  Texas,  appearing  on  another  page 
of  this  D.  L.,  the  following  more-recent  information  will  oe  oi  interest  to 
ail  Inspectors,    This  report  from  Mr,  W.  H»  Mosier,  at  Jacksonville,  is 
dated  June  10: 

"For  the  past  few  days,  the  weather  has  been  very  Dai  for  the  best ^ 
development  of  the  tomato  crop  ,    Through  most  of  the  East  Texas  section  it  has 
rained  alnost  daily.    The  temperature  is  usually  high  and  the  atmosphere  id  camp 
and  humid,    So.ue  of  the  tomatoes  being  pacxced  at  present  show  some  cracks  about, 
the  stem-end  and  some  decay  has  developed,  known  locally  as  'black  rot  -  ■  Re- 
ports from  certain  markets  indicate  that  the  Texas  stock  hao  been  very  wasty. 
It  the  rain  does  not  coase  shortly  and  the  weather  clear  up,  the  crops  will  be 
very  seriously  damaged." 

^c .    WATERMELON  AND  CANTALOUPE  SITUATION  IN  GEORGIA,  ALABAMA  AND  LQUISJANA . 

In  addition  to  the  information  given  in  my  wire  of  June  S,  quoted  in 
last  week's  Division  Letter,  I  wish  to  add  that  I  found  similar  conditions  in 
the  Bogalusa  section  of  Louisiana,  where  I  spent  Monday  in  conference  with 
shippers  and  inspectors.    The  setting  of  large  melons  is  generally  better  than 
I  found  in  southern  Georgia;  but  the  weather  has  been  unfavorable  and  Anthrac- 
nose  is  affecting  the  foliage  and  melons  in  *ti«JS*erf of  3f ie&s  visited.  The 
quality  of  melons  as  well  a,3  the  yield  will  depend  to  a  very  considerable  ex- 
tent upon  the  weather  conditions  from  now  on,    If  the  weather  continues  wet, 
there  will  be  great  injury  to  the  foliage  by  Anthracnose  and  many  of  the  small 
melons  will  not  mature. 

More  care  than  ever  before  is  going  to  oe  taken  in  Georgia,  Alabama  and 
Louisa*anato  secure  accurate  weights*    It  is  very  important,  therefore,  that 
all  of  our  Inspectors  use  gre^-t  care  in  obtaining  averages  on  cars,  particularly 
on  labeled  melons  where  the  range  of  weight  is  small,    The  SOWEGA  and  MIDGA 
labels  of  Georgia,  the  SWEETHEART  lab  fed  of  Alabama,  and  the  OZOW  label  of 
Louisiana  will  be  used  by  associations  which  are  operating  under  rules  which 
limit  the  range  of  weight  to  four  pounds.    It  is  posoible  that  some  exceptions 
may  be  made  to  this,  but  the  policy  is  going  to  be  followed  as  a  general  thing, 
Weights  will  oe  taken  of  one-tenth  of  the  melons  in  a  car  and,  if  this  is  done 
accurately,  should  give  aid  approximately  correct  average,    I  feel,  therefore, 
that  Inspectors  should  use  a  little  extra  care  in  examining  these  labeled 
melons,  so  that  there  may  oe  no  errors  on  our  part. 

The  cantaloupes  shipped  from  Valdosta,  Georgia,  during  my  short  visit 
there  were  quite  immature  and  I  think  that  many  others  of  the  sane  kind  will  be 
shipped  frcid  that  and  othor  points  in  the  South, 

I  am  very  anxious  fro  get  detailed  reports  on  the  maturity  and  flavor  of 
all  such  melons  which  are  expected  in  receiving  markets,    I,  therefore,  request 
each  Inspector  who  issues  certificates  on  cars  frcm  those  sections  to  write  me 
more  detailed  information  on  these  points  ana  endeavor  also  to  obtain  prices 
received  for  such  stock  in  contrast  with  prices  received  for  properly  matured 
cantaloupes  from  California  or  other  places,

3  a.     COOPERATION  WITH  CROP  REPORTING  SERVICE. 

Recently  a  number  of  reports  relative  to  the  production  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  have  been  published  in  our  Market  News  bulletins,  which  have  been 
in  conflict  with  estimates  issued  by  the'  Crop  andLive    Stock  Reporting 
Division  of  this  Bureau.     The  publication  of  such  conflicting  statements  tends 
to  discredit  the  value  of  all  crop  figures  released  by  any  agency  in  the 
Bureau.     This  matter  was  discussed  at  a  conference  between  Mr.  Estabrook  and 
myself  and  it  was  agreed  to  take  certain  definite  steps  to  insure  a  closer 
cooperation  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Bureau. 

It  is  planned  to  furnish  the  Agricultural  Statisticians  in  States  in 
which  we  operate  field  stations  with  a  list  of  such  stations,  in  order  that 
they  may  communicate  with  our  men  regarding  items  of  mutual  interest  and  be 
kept  acquainted  with  the  field  work  of  this  project.     A  list  of  market  stations- 
also  will  be  furnished  them. 

There  is  enclosed  with  this  Division  Letter  a  list  of  all  of  the 
Agricultural  Statisticians  now  located  in  various  States  throughout  the  Union. 
Mr.  Estabrook  has  prepared  a  memorandum  to  these  Statisticians,  outlining  in 
so  clear  a  manner  the  way  in  which  they  and  the  men  in  this  project  can 
cooperate  and  the  benefit  which  each  will  receive  from  such  cooperation,  that 
!  I  am  having  a  copy  forwarded  to  each  technical  man  as  soon  as  it  is  released. 

Each  technical  employee  is  requested  to  re'ad  this  memorandum  carefully 
and  to  consider  it  as  being  directed  to  him  as  well  as  to  the  Agricultural 
Statisticians.  Those  men  operating  field  stations  will  naturally  be  the  ones 
most  likely  to  come  in  contact  with  the  Statisticians  and  I  urge  them  to  make 
a  personal  call  upon  these  men  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so  in  connection 
with  other  of ficial ■ business.  It, should  be' remembered  that  we  are  employees 
of  the  same  Bureau, 

Any  information  or  criticisms  received  by  the  men  in  this  project 
relative' to  estimates  released  by  the  Bureau  should  be  communicated  to  this 
office  or  to  the  Statistician  in  the  State  involved.     No  interpretations  .'. 
of  estimates  may  oe  published  in  any  of  our  reports  without  specific  permission 
from  this  office  or  from  the  nearest  State  Statistician.     The-  full  cooperation 
of  every  man  in  the  project  is  expected  in  this  matter.

On  June  17,  :Mr.  W.  H,  Mosier,  cf  the  Jacksonville,  Texas,  office 
wrote  as  follows: 

"Since  writing  the  last  tine  regarding  the  condition  of  the  tomato 
crop  in  the  vicinity  of  Jacksonville,  the  weather  has  turned  hot  and  dry, 
which  is  very  good  for  the  development  cf  tomatoes,      The  stock  now  being 
shipped  is  in  excellent  condition  but  the  movement  is  comparatively  slow 
for  this  time  of  the  year.      In  fact,  the  weeks  beginning  June  IS  a^d  2o 
will  probably  be  the  heaviest  weeks  of  the  season,  with  shipments  continuing 
in  some  volume  until  the  middle  of  July,  providing  weather  conditions  and 
the  markets  are  satisfactory.'"  ' 

4b,         CANTALOUPE  SITUATION  IN  GEORGIA. 

In  a.  latter  of  June  IB,  Mr,  J,  ri.  Park,  stationed  at  Thomas ville, 
Ga,  ,  refers  to  a  visit  made  to  the  Georgia  Cantaloupe  Exchange  at  Pelham. 
Ee  states  that  the  Exchange  is  not  a  cooperative  organization.  Majority 
of  crop  they  handle  has  been  contracted,  although  they  will  handle  cars  fro:, 
independent  growers  on  a  commission  basis.     They  claim  to  have  control  of 
3,000  to  4,000  acres  and  had  expected  to  ship  1,000  cars,  until  recent  rains 
damaged  the  crop.    The  outlook  now  is  for  considerably  less  thun  1,000  cars 
through  this  one  organization.  Official  estimates  of  cantaloupe  acreage  in 
Georgia  are  7,500  acres,  compared  with  1,500  harvested  last  year;  so  the 
season's  shipments  may  amount  to  1,500-2,000  cars,. 

Mr,  Park  says  it  is  believed  that  the  watermelon  movement  from 
Georgia  will  be  a  little  less  than  last  season's  record  crop  of  l6,000  cars, 
notwithstanding  the  increased  acreage.

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1  c .     CALIFORNIA  CANTALOUPE  SITUATION. 

The  following  has  been  received  from  Mr.  F.  S.  Kinsey,  at  Los  Angeles, 
relative  to  the  California  cantaloupe  situation.     It  was  dated  June  lU. 

"Cantaloupes  are  about  two  weeks  late  this  year  in  the  Imperial 
Valley.    This  is  increasing  the  shipments  per  day  somewhat  over  ship- 
ments last  year.    Realizing  that  immature  melons  thrown  on  the  market 
under  these  conditions  would  tend  to  curtail  the  consumption  necessary 
to  dispose  of  the  crop  at  a  profit,  the  county  inspectors  have  been  un- 
usually active  this  season.     If  immature  melons  are  found  on  the  trucks  ■ 
the  grower  is  fined,  if  on  the  loading  platform  the  shipper  is  fined. 
About  twenty  fines  had  been  imposed  up  to  this  week,  ranging  from  $75 
to  $500,    The  quality  of  cantaloupes  going  out  from  the  Valley  this 
season  is  reported  to  be  unusually  good.    The  California  State  Inspectors 
are  issuing  certificates  only  on  the  output  of  Jack  Bros,  and  McBurney 
(one  firm),  although  there  may  later  be  scattering  cars  for  other  shippers. 

'ff*     CERTIFICATE  FORMS  FOR  THE  COMING  FISCAL  YEAR. 

It  is  expected  that  new  certificate  forms  will  be  received  and  mailed 
out  for  use  .beginning  July  1.     In  case  there  snouid  be  delay,  rubber  stamps 
will  be  mailed  to  e^cn  office  to  be  used  in  changing  the  Public  Number  and 
date  of  approval  on  tne  present  forms.    There  will  be  no  change  in  the  form 
of  the  certificates  used  in  receiving  markets- 
Changes  in  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  coming  year  with  reference  to 
receiving  market  inspections  will  deal  principally  witn  reinspections. 

3c.     INSPECTION  MARKETS  AFTER  JULY  1. 

It  should  be  remembered  that,  after  July  1,  all.  markets  conveniently 
reached  from  designated  markets  are  inspection  points.     For  the  present,  this 
will  be  any  market  in  the  vicinity  of  a  designated  market  to  the  extent  per- 
mitted by  the  time  of  the  Inspector  and  tne  willingness  of  the"  applicant  to 
pay  expenses.

la .    TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS  VOID  AFTER  JUNE  30. 

As  all , Transportation  Requests  issued  during  the  present  fiscal  year 
become  void  on  June  30 ,  all  unused  Requests  in  the  possession  of  either  market 
stations  or  individuals  in  a  travel  status  should  be  returned  to  Washington 
promptly  after  June  30,  marked  for  the  attention  of  Mrs.  Mills .    New  Letters 
of  Authorization,  effective  July  1,  authorizing  continuance  of  travel  and 
providing  for  station  expenses  at  market  stations  have  been  drawn  and  copies 
furnished.    New  Transportation  Requests  have  been  mailed  for  use  after  June 
30.    Scrip  on  hand  may  be  used  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

As  all  expenditures  during  a  fiscal  year  must  be  paid  from  funds 
appropriated  by  Congress  for  that  year,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  all 
accounts  be  checked  up  carefully  immediately  after  June  30  and  vouchers  for- 
warded to  cover  all  amounts  due.

2a .     PROPER  GRADING  BRINGS  BIGGER  RETURNS  TO  GROWERS  . 

During  almost  the  entire  month. of  June,  Mr.  Robert  Bier  cooperated  with 
the  Wilmington  Truckers  Association,  Inc.,  at  Wilmington,  N.  C,  assisting  in 
the  proper  grading  and  packing  of  cucumbers  under  the  recommended  Uv  S.  grades 
for  that  commodity.    Through  the  Association's  central  packing  house,  about 
65  carloads  of  cucumbers  were  distributed  to  eastern  markets  during  the  'past 
few  weeks.    Four  or  five  crews  were  kept  busy  grading  the  cucumbers  over  the 
machines  and  packing  them  in  accordance  with  Government  standards.  The 
package  used  was  the  bushel  hamper,  and  all  except  No.  2's  or  culls  were 
marked  with  an  attractive  label  as  U.  S.  No.  1  or  U.  S.  Fancy  No.  1.  These 
superior  packs  were  designated  as  the  Cape  Fear  Brand,  the  illustrated  label 
having  been  designed  by  Mr.  Bier.    If  heavy  rains  had  not  damaged  the  crop  so 
seriously,  the  output  this  season  would  probably  have  been  125  cars.  Returns 
to  the  growers  were  at  least  twice  as  high  as  in  previous  years  when  the 
cucumbers  were  not  graded,-  the  f.o.b.  price  this  June  having  gone  to  $700  per 
carload  of  k^O  hampers.    In  order  to  utilize  the  packing  plant  as  extensively 
as  possible,  Mr,  Bier  has  encouraged  the  production  of 'peppers  and  sweet 
potatoes,  following  the  cucumber  crop  in  that  section.

3a.    MANGOES . 

The  agricultural  agent  of  one  of  the  railroads  recently  asked  for 
market  information  concerning  "mangoes,"  and  a  letter  was  sent  to  several  of 
the  market  stations  requesting  such  data  as  might  be  available.     (It  developed 
later  that  what  was  really  desired  by  the  railroad  man  was  information  regard- 
ing "mango  peppers."    Mango  pepper  is  a  synonym  for  what  is  generally  called 
the  Mammoth  Golden  Queen  pepper.) 

The  dictionary  describes  the  mango  as  follows:  A  well-known  tropical 
fruit  of  which  there  are  many  varieties  in  cultivation  throughout  the  East  and 
West  Indies.    It  is  of  oblong  (tapering)  shape,  yellow  or  yellowish  green  in 
color,  with  a  thick  rind  often  having  a  pronounced  flavor  of  turpentine,  a 
fibrous  agreeably  sub-acid  juicy  pulp,  and  a  hard  central  stone. 

Mangoes  are  new  grown  to  some  extent  in  Florida,  as  is  indicated  by  the 
market  quotations  received  from  cur  men:-  (See  next  page)

New  York    reports:    "fae  supply  of  mangoes  during  rhe  first  half  of 
June  has  been  comparatively  light  but  sufficient  for  the  somewhat  limited  demand, 
and  prices  have  been  well  maintained  on  a  rather  high  level.    The  first  arrivals 
seem  to  have  come  on  June  6  and  sold  at  $1.50  per  dozen.      The  price  was  main- 
tained until  the  12th  of  the  month,  when  the  market  improved  to  a  range  of  $1.50- 
$2.50,  which  has  been  held  until  the  present  time.    A  few  Cuban  mangoes  arrived 
during  rhe  last  few  days  in  small  crates  and  have  sold  at  $2.50.    This  stock,  of 
course,  does  not  compare  with  the  Florida  stock."  >\ 
Pittsburgh  says:      "Very  little  of  this  commodity  has  been  offered  on 
the  Pittsburgh  market'  during  the  first  half  of  June.     Some  Florida  stock  was 
off  ered  during,  4he  early  part'  of  the  month,  packed  70  to  the  box,  and  brought 
$15  per  box.    None  are  on  the  market  at  the  present  time," 

,  Chicago  writes;     "Mangoes  appear  on  the  Chicago  market  in  very  limited 
quantities.    The  entire  supply  on  South  Water  Street  today  (June  12)  consists^ 
of  three  6-basket  Florida  tomato  crates.    This  stock  is  of  very  inferior  quality,  . 
slightly  irmature  condition,  just  starting  to  turn  black,    This  let  was  being 
offered  at  $3  per  crate,  the  stock  being  wrapped  and  packed  similar  to  tomatoes, 
I  am  informed  that  the  more  domesticated  varieties  are  shipped  in  crates  ^packed 
in  layers,  with  packing  of  shavings  to.  prevent  crushing.    The  range  on  this 
fancy  stock  is  $5-$l0  per  crate.    All  mangoes  are  sold  in  crate    lots  and  usually 
at  catch  prices,  the  fancys  at  $5- $10,  while  the"  ordinary  stock  as  noted  today 
ranges  $2.50-$5  per  crate.      All  the  stock  seen  was  from  Florida."

A  revised  Market  Station  Address  List,  dated  July  1,  is  being  dis- 
tributed with  tms  Division  Letter.     All  previous  lists  snould  be  destroyed. 

Please  search  for  old  lists  in  the  desks  in  your  office,  under  the 
glass  tops  on  any  desks,  or  on  the  w.<al.ls ,  and  see  that  all  old  lists  are 
discarded.     It  frequently  happens  that  obsolete  address  lists  are  allowed  to 
accumulate  and,  when  some  employee  desires  a  branch  office  address  in  a 
hurry,  the  incorrect  list  is  used. 

Keep  the  new  list  handy  for  purposes  of  reference.     Additional  copies 
wxll  he  furnished  any  office  on  request.     If  you  discover  errors  or  omissions 
in  the  revised  sheet,  kindly  report  them  to  Washington  at  an  early  date. 

2b.     IMPERIAL  VALLEY  CANTALOUPE  REPORT. 

Market  stations  and  field  men  have  no  doubt  noticed  that  Imperial 
Valley  originations  are  generally  reported  24  hours  late,  and  it  mignt  be 
well  to  explain  that,  when  the  movement  is  heavy,  loading  is  not  completed 
until  from  3  to  6  o'clock  m  the  mornxng.     As  reporters  are  not  able  to  send 
us  information  until  loading  is  completed,  we  generally  receive  the  wire  too 
late  to  be  included  in  the  day's  forwarding s  and  therefore  have  to  throw  it 
in  the  "unreported."    Hereafter,  this  information  will  be  sent  each  day  to 
market  stations  as  soon  as  it  is  received,  and  it  can  be  included  in  the 
day's  bulletin  if  received  in  time. 

On  Tuesday,  June  27,  there  were  629  cars  of  cantaloupes  reported  out 
of  the  Valley.     That  day's  shipments  aggregated  approximately  9 »500 .OOOcanta- 
loupes,  figuring  on  the  basis  of  335  standard  crates  per  car.     If  all  the 
trains  on  that  particular  day  had  been  combined  into  one,  the  engine  would 
have  been  almost  '5  miles  ahead  of  the  caboose. 

3b.     RECORD  OF  CONTRIBUTIONS  FOR  FIELD  STATIONS  DESIRED. 

For  the  past  two  years  we  have  been  keeping  a  record  of  the  total  cost 
of  operating  each  field  station.     This  cost  includes  the  salary  of  the  man 
in  charge  and  his  assistants,  if  any,  and  the  amount  of  money  spent  for 
supplies,  telephone,  telegraph,  express  or  freight,  travel,  etc.    Many  of  the 
field  stations  have  been  run  under  a  cooperative  agreement  with  local  factors 
and  with  State  agencies.     In  all  such  arrangements,  the  cooperating  party  or 
parties  have  pledged  a  maximum  amount  of  money  to  be  used  for  certain  expenses 
We  have  a  record  of  the  amount  of  money  pledged  by  such  cooperating  agencies, 
but  we  have  not  been  furnished  by  the  field  men  with  any  statement  indicating 
whether  or  not  the  total  amount  of  money  pledged  was  actually  expended. 

Effective  irruxediately ,  each  man  working  under  such  a  cooperative  agree- 
ment should  show  on  Form  MS-6  the  actual  amount  of  money  contributed  from 
other  sources  and  the  expenses  or  salaries  paid  with  such  money.     In  addition, 
each  technical  man  who  has  operated  a  field  station  upon  a  cooperative  basis 
since  July  1,  1921 ,  is  requested  to  submit  a  statement  covering  the  approximat 
amount  of  money  actually  expended  by  cooperating  agencies  upon  such  field 
deals.     It  is  recognized  that  estimates  will  have  to  be  made  for  previous  deal 
but  it  is  desired  to  secure  as  correct  information  in  this  respect  as  possible 
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kb .    RAILROAD  REPORTS  FOR  FIELD  STATIONS  « 

Effective  at  once,  a  change,  will  be  made  in  previous  arrangements 
whereby  each  man  in  charge  of  a  field  station  wired  daily  with  his  f  ,o,b. 
information  a  record  of  the  number  of  cars  reported  to  him  by  each  railroad 
division  superintendent.    From  now  on,  each  man  upon  opening  a  field  station 
will  follow  the  present  procedure  for  the'  first  few  days,  possibly  a  week,  in 
order  that  we  may  check  up  on  superintendents  not  reporting  and  obtain  satis- 
factory service    at  the  earliest  possible  moment.    As  soon  as  the  information 
furnished  the  field  man  and  Washington  checks,  he  will  "be  notified  by 
Washington  to  discontinue  wiring  the  number  of  cars  shipped  by  each  division 
superintendent  and  to  wire  only  the  total  number  of  cars  reported  by  all 
superintendents. 

Beginning  with  the  first  date  on  which  only  total  shipments  are  wired  to 
Washington,  each  field  man  will  send  to  Washington,  by  mail,  a  record  of  the' 
shipments  reported  to  him  by  each  division  superintendent.    This  method  of 
prodecure  will  cut  down  the  telegraphic  expense  now  involved  and  should,  at 
the  same  time,  insure  efficient  service  for  all  field  stations.    PLEASE  READ 
THIS  CAREFULLY. 

5^ ♦    SPECIAL  SERVICE  ON  CHERRIES  AND  APPLES . 

Beginning  about  July  6  a  number  cf  the  markets  will  be  asked  to 
obtain  quotations  on  sour  and  red  'sweet  cherries.    Railroad  superintendents 
reporting  shipments  of  cherries  from  Michigan  will  send  daily  wires  to  Chicago, 
showing  the  destinations  of  such  shipments,  and  superintendents  in  other 
States  will  wire  to  Washington  the  total  shipments  of  cherries  originating 
on  their,  divisions.    The  Chicago  office  also  will  assemble  -this  railroad 
information  and  will  wire  these  figures  and  the  market  quotations  daily  to 
the  Michigan  Department  cf  Agriculture,  Lansing.  Michigan.    From  that  point 
the  information  will  be  distributed  by  telephone  and  other  methods  to  the 
producing  sections  in.  Northern  Michigan.'    This  service  probably  will  last 
about  a  month.    No  bulletins  will  be  issued  by  this  Bureau. 

A  special  service  on  early  apples,  for  the  benefit  of  Delaware  growers, 
also  is  being  inauguarated .    Markets  on  the  eastern  leased  wire  circuit  and 
Pittsburgh  and  Chicago  will  be  asked  to  furnish  quotations*    These  will  be 
assembled  at  Philadelphia  and  will  be  telephoned  to  the  Delaware  Division  of 
Markets  for  dissemination  by  them.    Bulletins  will  be  issued  from  7/ashington. 

6b •    CORRECTION  OF  MISSISSIPPI  TOMATO  ACREAGE . 

On  June  8  there  Was  released  an  official  statement,  estimating  the 
commercial  area  of  tomatoes  in  Mississippi  at  g}000  acres,  compared  with 
7,^00  acres  harvested  in  1921.    The  indicated  yield  was  reported  about  the 
same  as  last  season  and'  total  production  was  forecast  at  2,321  cars. 

It  now  develops  that  the  figures  quoted  above  pertain  to  Copiah  County 
only,  and  not  to  the  entire  State  of  Mississippi.    Total  acreage  for  the 
State  has  increased  considerably  more  than  600  acres,  and  carlgt  shipments 
to  June  2h  inclusive  were  3,379  cars,  compared  with  1 ,961  cars  during  all  of 
last  season.

?b'     COLORADO  LETTUCE. 

A  special  crop  correspondent  of  this  Bureau  reports  as  follows  concern- 
ing the  lettuce  acreage  in  Colorado: 

"The  lettuce  acreage  for  the  State  at  present  totals  about 
6,500  acres.     About  3>000  acres  of  this  are  being  grown  on  the 
Western  Slope  and  the  balance  on  the  Eastern  Slope.     The  Eastern 
Slope  lettuce  is  scattered  in  four  or  five  different  districts 
about  as  follows: 


Divide  District,  300  acres 
San  Luis  Valley,  ^00  acres 


Buena  Vista  District  ,1500  acres 

Westcliff,  300  acres 

Hardscrabble  District,  400  acres 

"It  is  thought  that  a  few  straight  cars  of  lettuce  will  roll 
soon  after  the  middle  of  July.     Heavy  shipments  are  not  expected 
before  August  1.     These  shipments  will  probably  continue  until  the 
lettuce  is  injured  by  heavy  freezing.     The  heavy  shipping  points 
of  mountain  head  lettuce  in  the  "eastern  half  of  the  State  will  be: 
Buena  Vista,  Westcliff,  Salida,  and  Divide." 
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la.     REVIEW  OF  THE  1921-22  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET,. 

There  has  just  been  issued  by  the  Foreign  Section  of  the  Division  of 
Statistical  and  Historical  Research  a  most  interesting  and  valuable  report 
of  the  British  apple  market,  including  a  detailed  description  of  the 'auctions  1 
The  original  report  was  submitted  by  E.  A.  Foley,  Agricultural  Commissioner, 
U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture,  London,  England. 

This  review  really  makes  fascinating  reading,  containing  (as  it  does) 
_^so  much  of  the'1  English  atmosphere  and  numerous  local  terms  which  sound  odd  to 
the  reader  in  this  country,  e.  g,  -  "railroad  wagon,"  "motor  lorry,"  "quay," 
"private  treaty"  (for  "private  sale"),  etc. 
----  The  description  of  the  Co  vent  Garden  and  Pudding  Lane  markets  in  London 

is  especially  interesting.    Covent  Garden  is  an  ancient  market  place  and  is 
the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  who  has  exclusive  marketing  privileges  in 
that  section  of.  Jjondon,    The  auction  sales  are  held  in  Electric  Hall,  which 
was  formerly  a  ball  room  adjoining  Covent  Garden  Theater. 

The  last  table  in  the  Review,  showing  the  market  seasons  for  fruits 
from  the  respective  foreign  countries,  is  also  of  much  interest*     It  reveals 
the  fact  that  the- British  Isles  draw  upon  nearly  every  quarter  of  the  globe 
for  food  supplies.    A  few  products  are  listed  which  one  rarely  hears 
mentioned  in  the  United  States,  e.  g.  "Grenadillas . "

lb ,     PACKAGES  USED  FOR  FOREIGN  GRAPES  . 

In  rajoly  to  a  recent  inquiry,  Mr.  Stanton,  of  the  New  York  of f ice  , 
prepared  the  following  valuable  statement  concerning  the  containers  used  for 
foreign  grapes: 

"Spain  and  Fortugal  are  the  only  countries  that  use  barrels  lor 
shipping  grapes  and  the  only  variety  they  ship  to  this  country  is  the 
Malaga*    The  barrels  are  small  and  well-made  ( and  contain  approximately 
ko-k^  pounds,  packed  in  cork  dust.    The  scbock  from  Belgium  apparently 
is  entirely  from  hothouses  and  special  care  is  taken  in  the  packing  and 
transporting  of  this  fruit.    Small  wooden  boxes  are  used,  two  of  which 
are  strapped  together,  each  one  containing  4  to  6  bunches  and  weighing 
7-8  pounds*    The  individual  bunches  are  wrapped  in  cotton  and  surrounded 
in  the  boxes  by  fine  excelsior.    The  principal  variety  is  the  Black 
Hamburg,  and  other  varieties  are  the  Muscat,  Morocco  and  Coleman.  In 
Chil«j  and  Argentine  there  seems  to  be  no  standardization  insofar  as 
packages  are  concerned.    They  ship  grapes  in  all  types  and  styles  from 
lugs  or  boxes  somewhat  similar  to  California  packages  and  weighing  IS 
pounds,  22  pounds,  24  pounds,  28  pounds,  respectively,  to  comparatively 
large  crates  containing  about  45  pounds.    They  also  use  wicker  baskets 
containing  about  22-24  pounds.    'The  principal  varieties  from  these  South 
American  countries  are  the  Muscat,  Malaga,  Morocco  and  a  brown-colored 
grape  similar  to  our  Tokay.    The  flavor  of  most  of  these  South  American 
grapes  is  net  very  good.    Grapes  from  Canada  are  similar  to  our  Eastern 
stock,  the  principal  varieties  being  the  Concord,  Niagara,  and  Delaware. 
I  understand  that  in  Canada  they  use  the  8-pound  Climax  basket  principally 
and  most  of  them  are  purchased  in  the  United  States."

Mr.  Conklin  left  Humboldt,  Tenn.  ,  on  Sunday,  after  having  supervised  the 
grading  and  packing  of  tomatoes  for  a  number  of  the  snippers  in  that  section 
during  the  past  three  weeks.    He  was  enabled  to  make  very  satisfactory  tests 
of  the  recommended  Federal  grades  for  tomatoes.

"The  demand  by  wire  improved  this  past  week  but  prices  remained 
about  the  same.     On  July  8  tne  local  market  was  as  follows:  Loading 
light  account  rain;  demand  moderate ;  market  slightly  stronger;  green  uaa- 
wrapped,  4' s  fiats,  carloads  f.  0.0.  cash  track  oQ-65^. 

"All  cars  snipped  from  Humboiat,  Fruitland  and  Gibson  nave  been 
graded  on  basis  of  U.  S.  No.  I  grade  and  have  been  so  marked..  After 
one  dealer  started  this  work,  ti      all  became  enthusiastic  about  it  and 
cooperated  heartily,     some  ce        Jf  course,  went  out  below  grade  but 
on  the  whole  the  stock  was  3       <y  w.ll  up  to  grade  and  the  shippers  were 
well  satisfied  to  have  our  nelp  and  are  anxious  to  have  something  of 
the  same  kind  next  season.    They  agree  that  less  culls  have  been  shipped 
txian  ever  before  and  tney  nave  nad  less  trouble  from  rejections  tnan 
usual,  even  witn  tne  continuously  poor  market."

On  the  other  hand, 
those  receiving  the  coded  messages  are  not  asfamiliar  with  local  conditions 
and  peculiarities  as  those  writing  the  reports,  and  a  statement  which  may 
seem  entirely  clear  to  the  one  preparing  the -report  may  not  appear  so  to  the 
reader,  at  this  end,  who  is  often  familiar  with  the  market  in  question  in  a  .■ 
general  way  only.  ■  ■  • 

During  the  next  month,  a  special  effort  will  be  made  to  eliminate 
'  all  unnecessary,  services,  and  the  -  cooperation  of  all  market  and  field  station 
men,  particularly  market  station  men,  is  requested  f  especially  in  the  ,  ... 
exercise  of  care  in  the  preparation  of  their  wires.  Be  sure  that .  eayji^rgport 
is  carefully  prepared  and  reviewed  and  all  information  necessary/before  send- 
ing, sot  that  "voluntary  corrections"  will  not  need  to  be  sent  later*  "Repeat- 
ing" prices  or  other  phrases  that  are  unusual  or  not  clear,  will  often 
obviate  services. 

We  wish  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  question  of  servicing  during 
this  period  since  the  results  secured  may  form  the  basis  for  procedure  in 
the  future.

When  inspections  are  made  at  the  request  of  carriers  and  delay  is  experienced 
in  obtaining  the  name  of  the  shipper,  the  certificate  should  be  written  up  promptly 
and  a  notification  card  sent  the  receiver,     In  case  it  is  impossible  to  have  the 
certificate  immediately  typed,   the  card  should  be  sent  out  anyway,  keeping  a  record 
of  the  time  the  card  was  mailed.     Some  receivers  have  complained  that  they  did  not

7c     PROCEDURE  WHEN  INSPECTION  IS  REQUESTED  ON  CARS  PREVIOUSLY  INSPECTED  AT  SHIPPING 
POINT, 

When  any  Inspector  is  called  on  to  make  inspection,  of  a  car  which  has 
been  previously  inspected  at  shipping-point,  unless  thenappiicant  specifically 
requests  re-inspection,  the  Inspector  should  examine  for  condition  only,  so 
stating  under  "Remarks.  "    It  should  also  be  stated  that  the  car  was  previously 
inspected  for  quality  or  grade  at  shipping -point  and  that  the  certificate 
covering  such  inspections  can  be  obtained  from  the  State  in  question.  If 
applicant  specifically  requests  reinspection,  the  matter  should  be  first 
promptly  reported  witn  full  particulars  to  tne  Supervising  Inspector  or  to  ths- 
Washington  office  before  reinspection  is  made.     It  will  be  the  policy  to  have 
such  reinspections ,  when  permitted,  made  by  two  Inspectors  designated  for 
this  purpose,  working  jointly*     The  original  inspection  will  be  revised  only 
on  agreement  of  the  two  Inspectors,     such  reinspections  shall  cover  double 
the  usual  number  of  samples  and  will  be  made  only  when  the  lot  is  made 
accessible  so  that  complete  inspection  can  be  made.     There  will  be  no  re- 
stricted certificates  on  reinspections.

On  account  of  the  development  of  shipping-point  inspection  work,  new  in- 
structions will  "be  issued  from  time  to  time  in  the  Division  Letter  covering 
such  matters  as  reinspections ,  forms  of  certificates,  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
receiving-point  Inspectors,  etc.     It  is  of  highest  importance  that  these  regula- 
tions "be  read  and  followed  with  as  much  care  as  any  instructions  which  are  con- 
tained in  the  Handbook..    I  have  "been  infcrmed  that  some  Inspectors  give  but 
little  attention  to  directions  contained  in  the  Division  Letter.    Any  Inspector 
who  neglects  to  read  carefully  and  follow  conscientiously  instructions  given  in 
the  Division  Letter  is  likely  to  seriously  embarrass  the  Inspection  Service 
"because  of  his  failure  to  follow  directions.    We  can  excuse  an  error  in  judgment 
on  the  part  of  an  Inspector  but  there  can  be  no  excuse  for  failure  to  read  care- 
fully and  follow  consistently  directions  which  are  of '.vital  importance  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  service. 

The  Inspection  Service  is  entering  a  new  field  which  is  one  of  the  most^ 
promising  that  has  ever  been  opened  to  the  Bureau.     Success  in  the  new  work  will 
be  possible  only  if  there  is  the  fullest  cooperation  between  all  parties  con- 
cerned.

lb.     SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  POTATO  SITUATION. 

On  July  S,  Mr.  Harris,  in  charge  of  the  Market  News  work  in  Los  Angeles, 
wrote  as  follows  regarding  southern  California  potatoes; 

"I  have  spent  some  time  lately  in  the  potato  producing  districts 
around  Los  Angeles,  particularly  in  the  san  Fernando  Valley,  and  have 
gathered  a  few  facts  that  will  probably  oe  of  interest. 

"Approximately  one-fourth  of  tne  potatoes  from  the  san  Fernando 
Valley  have  been  shipped  out  to  date ,  and  the  total  movement  is  expected 
to  run  around  1,200  cars.    The  acreage  in  the  san  Fernando  valley  is 
consideraoly  heavier  than  last  year,  and  it  is  estimated  at  7i500~S,000 
acres,    yields  have  been  more  or  less  disappointing,  running  25-90  sacks 
per  acre,  and  with  an  average  of  probably  not  far  from  50  sacks.  The 
heavy  rains  at  planting  time,  together  with  the  heavy  soil  on  which  most 
of  the  potatoes  are  grown,  gave  them  a  poor  start,  and  partly  explains 
the  low  yield.    I  'found  that  a  percentage  of  the  potatoes  was  beginning 
to  show  neat  necrosis  or  internal  browning,  many  fields  and  cars  running 
from  lo  to  20  per  cent.    Tuber  Moth  is  also  making  headway  in  this  dis- 
trict, nearly  all  fields  showing  a  slignt  infestation,     inspectors  will 
undoubtedly  find  more  or  less  of  these  two  defects  in  all  cars  shipped 
from  now  on. 

tiThe  other  principal  soutnern  California  potato  district  centers 
around  Delano,  which  is  near  Bakersfield,  and  is  considered  by  the  trade 
as  being  in  southern  California,  although  our  railroad  reports  of  ship- 
ments class  it  as  Northern  California.     From  the  best  information  I  can 
get,  digging  in  the  Delano  section  is  nearly  over,  and  will  be  completed 
within  a  week.     The  acreage  tnere  was  also  greatly  increased  over  last 
year,  being  estimated  variously  at  2,500-^,000  acres- 

"The  third  potato  district  in  southern  California  is  widely 
scattered  around  San  Bernardino,  and  from  the  best  information  I  can 
get  it  does  not  exceed  1,000  acres,  all  told,     you  will  understand  that 
these  figures  of  acreage  are  only  approximate,  as  Mr".  Kauffman,  the  State 
Statistician,  has  not  made  any  estimates  of  acreage  in  southern  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  trade  nas  widely  varying  opinions  on  what  has  been  planted 
in  lae  different  sections,    with  many  of  the  southern  California  growers, 
potatoes  are  largely  a  side  issue,  although  in  the  Delano  section  and  in 
the  San  Fernando  valley  tnere  are  a  number  of  commercial  growers  with 
acreages  running  from  100  to  200-     The  fact  that  many  of  tne  growers, 
however,  have  only  small  acreages  and  are  widely  scattered  geographically 
makes  it  difficult  to  get  any  correct  line  on  the  situation.  » 

2b,     PEACH  SITUATION  AT  ABERDEEN,  N.C. 

First-hand  information  from  the  Sandhill  district  of  North  Carolina 
indicates  that  225-250  cars  of  peaches  probably  will  be  shipped  from  that 
territory  this  week;  more  than  300  cars  next  week,  and  a  few  cars  after  that 
time.    The  deal  will  probably  be  over  by  August  5.    Last  year  about  51°  °ars 
of  peaches  moved  from  North  Carolina.    The  crop  is  in  fine  condition  this 
season  and  is  being  shipped  under  strict  inspection  by  the  Sandhill  Fruit 
Growers  '  Association,  which  controls  about  $0?o  of  the  production.  Approxi- 
mately kO<p  of  the  crop  is  sold  at  a  flat  cash  price  cr  at'  the  prevailing 
market  price,  so  much  per  car  to  be  delivered  at  a  specified  time. 
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3o.     POTATO  SITUATION  LN  NEW  JERSEY. 

Mr.  Biddle,  of  the  Philadelphia  office,  submitted  the  following  infor- 
mation in  a  letter  dated  July  13: 

"On  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  (July  11  and  12),  I  was  able  to  make  short 
trips  into  the  potato  shipping  districts  of  New  Jersey  to  arrange  for  shipping- 
point  information. 

"I  find  that  everywhere,  both  in  the.  northern  and  southern  sections  of 
the  State,  growers  and  dealers  are  rather  opt  Mis  tic  as  to  the  outcome  of  the 
coming  season  from  the  crop  standpoint.     They  have  had  rather  ideal  growing 
weather  and  prospects  are  for  the  best  crop,  both  in  respect  to  quality  and 
quantity,  they  have  had  in  several  years.     This  opinion  seems  to  be  true  in  re- 
gard to  all  varieties,  especially  the. Irish  Cobblers  and  the  Giants. 

"At  the  present  time  the  vines  in  most  fields  are  very  green,  and  in  only 
a  few  cases  are  even  the  Cobblers  showing  signs  of  ripening.    While  some  fields, 
especially  in  North  Jersey  (Burlington,  Mercer  and  Monmouth  counties),  show 
signs  of  Late  Blight,  this  disease  does  not  appear  nearly  so  prevalent  as 
during  the  past  few  years.     In  South  Jersey  (Salem  and  Cumberland  counties), 
very  little  of  this  disease  has  shown  up  to  the  present.     The  stock  which  is 
being  shipped  at  present  is  very  immature,  and  feathers  with  the  slightest 
handling.    Notwithstanding  this,  several  cars  have  been  loaded  in  various  parts 
of  the  State.    On  account  of  the  very  hot  weather  during  the  past  few  days, 
the  South  Jersey  Farmers  Exchange  at  Woods  town  stopped  all  their  farmers 
digging,  because  they  did  not  want  to  take  a  chance  shipping  at  present, 

"A  remarkable  feature  of  the  deal  this  season  is  that  all  sections  of 
the  State  are  going  to  get  underway  at  approximately  the  same  time.    In  fact, 
from  the  appearance  of  the  fields,  I  personally  believe  that  the  northern 
section  should  be  able  to  ship  more  freely  than  the  southern  section.  Another 
feature  of  the  deal  is  the  increasing  quantities  which  are  moving  by  truck  to 
New  York,  Jersey  City,  Newark  and  especially  the  seashore  cities.    Many  trucks 
are  also  operating  into  the  cities  of  Pennsylvania.  .  This  is  particularly  true 
of  the  movement  at  the  present  time,  and  I  believe  will  affect  the  total 
carlot  shipments  by  several  hundred  cars, 

"The  deal  will  open  properly  next  Monday  (July  17)  as  practically  all 
factors  expect  to  begin  operations  at  that  time.    The  immature  condition  of  the 
stock  and  the  fact  that  the  markets  are  all  being  fully  supplied  by  Eastern 
Shore  stock  will  probably  hold  them  up  slightly,  but  I  am  afraid  there  will  be 
a  further  slump  in  prices.     The  first  few  cars  shipped  from  Woods  town  were  sold 
at  $3.^0  per  150-lb.  sack,  with  the  market  weakening  to  $2.30  per  sack 
yesterday  (July  12). 

"From  various  sources  I  have  ascertained  that  the  crop  is  yielding  from 
60  to  80,  mostly  around  70,  barrels  per  acre.     This  seems  to  be  a  very  good 
average  for.  so  early  in  the  season. 

"So  far  as  I  could  find'out  in  the  limited  time  I  had  to  visit  each 
place,  very  little  stock  has  been  contracted.    The  general  opinion  as  to  price, 
where  a  man  would  venture  an  idea,  was  a  range  of  $1.50-2.50  per  11-peck  ( 
barrel  to  the  grower,  with  the  average  being  about  $1.75-2.00  per  barrel.  The 
dealers  in  North  Jersey  figure  on  this  basis  to  the  grower  and  then  try  to  sell 
at  an  advance  over  this  price  per  150-lb.  sack.    They  claim  that  the  difference 
of  the  one  peck  pays  a  slight  profit  over  grading,  s aching,  loading  and  selling 
expenses .. 

"I  believe  there  is  going  to  be  very  keen  competition,  especially  in 
North  Jersey,  because  of  there  being  three  or  four  Exchanges  besides  several 
large  individual  dealers  interested  in  the  deal.     In  the  southern  district 
there  is  only  the  one  Exchange,  but  there  are  several  large  influential  hipped 
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MACON,   GEORGIA,  WATERMELON  SITUATION, 

tfhe  following  information  was  received  from  Mr.  Park  under  date  of 
July  12 t 

"Shipments  of  watermelons  from  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Macon 
have  not  yet  begun  to  move  but  are  expected  to  start  about  July  17* 
Some  of  the  crop  will  be  rather. late  and  it  is  likely  that  the 
movement  will  continue  quite  heavily  until  about  August  10- 

"The  large'  buyers  here  have  .their  agents  at  loading  stations 
throughout  Georgia  and  even  .in  South  Carolina  and  Alabama,  m 
my  f,o,b,  quotations  from  Macon,  I  am  attempting  to  limit  the  . 
area  covered  to  the  Central  Georgia  section.    Due  to  variation  in 
freight  rates  and  condition  of  the  crop  in  various  sections,  there 
is  always  a  very  considerable  range  in  prices  paid  for  any  certain 
size  of  melons  on  any  day.    South  Carolina  stock  has  been  fringing 
somewhat  more  than  the  Central  Georgia  melons,  and  the  prices 
being  paid  in  Central  Georgia  are  considerably  more  than  in  the  . 
southern  part  of  the  State  where  the  late  shipments  are  generally' 
of  rather  poor  quality  and  condition."

6b.        DISTRIBUTION  OF  CANTALOUPES  FROM  ARIZONA, 

In  a  letter  of  July  13,  C.E.  Schultz  had  the  following  to  say 
regarding  the  distribution  of  cantaloupes  from  the  Salt  River  Valley  this 
season.     Mr,  Schultz  was  in  charge  of  the " field- station  at  phoenix? 

"All  interested  distributors  are  cooperating  as  much  as  they 
possibly  can  in  the  distribution  plan  being  worked  at  this  station. 
Attendance  at  the  daily  meetings  has  been  very  .good  and  has  included 
representatives  of  the  five  distributing  companies,  as  well  as  the 
Japanese  Association.'' 

"We  are  using  the  same  schedule  for  the  different  markets  as  was 
worked'  out  by  the  distributors  at  Brawley,  Calif.      It  is  on  the  basis 
of  a  daily  movement  of  300  cars,     Quotas  each  day  are  adjusted  accord- 
ing to  the  prospective  movement.    For  example,  if  1^0  cars  are  estimated 
to  be  shipped,  as  it  happened  today • (July Ijl) »  one-half  the  quota  is 
understood  to  be  enough  for  the  daysjfe  allotment,    previous  day's 
shipments  are  often  taken  into  consideration  in  making  adjustments* 
If  a  one-car-a-day  market  received  no  shipment  the  day  before  and  two 
cars  are  listed  today,  such  distribution  is  considered  satisfactoryy 
considering  the  previous  day's  undersupply.    New  York  has  been 
receiving  slightly  more  than  its  scheduled  allotment  each  day,  but  it 
is  believed  that  many  of  these  cars  will  be  diverted  to  some  of  the 
adjacent  towns  before  reaching  New  York,         The  distribution  in  other 
markets  has  been  almost  perfect 'and  has  been  highly  satisfactory  to 
the  operators , 

"After  the  Arizona  crop  began  to  move  in  volume,   the  Imperial 
Valley  cantaloupes  had  deteriorated  very  materially  and  it  was  the 
opinion  of  the  distributors  that  there  would  be  little  competition  from 
the  California  cantaloupes  on  various  markets, "  - E.W«  Stillwell »

lc.  INVESTIGATION  OF  BACTERIAL  SOFT  ROTS  OF  POTATOES. 

Below  is  quoted  in  full  a  letter  received  on  July  15  from  Br,  W.  A, 
Orton,  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.    This  should  receive  careful  attention 
of  all  Inspection  offices: 

"The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  has  started  an  intensive  investigation 
of  the  bacterial  soft  rots  of  potatoes  under  an  appropriation  made  to  the 
Laboratory  of  Plant  Pathology.    This  project  has  been  placed  in  charge  of 
Dr.  Frederick  V.  Pand,  one  of  the  staff^of  Dr.  Irwin  F.  Smith.    Dr.  Rand 
has  no  connection  with  our  office  but  we- have  arranged  for  close  cooperation 
and  support  in  this  potato  soft  rot  study  ani  solicit  your  interest  and  the 
cooperation  of  the  Food  Products  Inspectors  in  the  various  cities,  to  the 
end  that  Dr,  Rand  may  not  miss  any  important  material, 

"Iwould  particularly  like  to  have  you  inform  your  Inspectors  in  the 
eastern  markets  -  Baltimore,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  New  York,  and  Pittsburgh  - 
that  this  investigation  is  under  way  and  ask  them  to  assist  Dr.  Rand  in  . 
case  he  visits  their  markets.    Then,  in  addition,  if  there  are  notable 
developments  of  slimy  soft  rot  at  any  time,  we  should  like  to  have  a  tele- 
graphic report,  which  can  be  sent  through  your  office  and  relayed  to  this. 
We  will  arrange  to  know  where  Dr.  Rand  is  each  day,  so  that  if,  for  example, 
the  New  York  market  is  at  any  time  receiving  an  extraordinary  lot  of  slimy 
soft  rot  potatoes,  Dr.  Rand  can  be  reached  by  wire  and  given  an  opportunity 
to  hurry  to  New  York  and  study  the  trouble. 

"Later  on,  if  he  gets  out  into  the  central  and  western  territory,  we 
will  raise  the  question  of  securing  similar  cooperation  from  your  men  in 
those  markets."  .

7c,     LONG  COBBLERS  IN  U.S.  GRADE. 

The  question  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  long  Cobblers  should  be 
thrown  out  of  U.S.  No.  1  grade  on  account  of  not  being  true  to  varietal  charac- 
teristics.   Only  in  extreme  cases  should  any  lot  be  put  out  of  grade  on  this 
account . 

This  office  will  prepare  pictures  of  long  Cobblers,  showing  ones  to  be 
passed  as  up  to  grade  and  those  to  be  excluded  fron  the  grade.    Any  office  now 
inspecting  Cobblers  which  are  long  should  forward  some  good  specimens  for  photo- 
graphic purposes. 

Sc.     SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTION  ON  ONIONS  FROM  WALLA  WALLA . 

Beginning  July  IS,  joint  Federal  and  State  shipping-point  inspection 
Certificates  will  be  issued  on  onions  from  the- Walla  Walla  section  of  Washing- 
ton.   As  to  variets*-  and  brand's  shipped,  -Mr.  Kinsey  wires  as  follows: 

"Large  variety  developed  locally.    Originally .  Spanish  seed.  We 
call  'Walla  Walla  Globe'  and  occasionally  'Prizetaker.'    All  cars  of  the 
following- brands  will  be  inspected:     'Blalock, '  'R.B.,'  'Trutoform,  ' 
and  some  'Gloria.'" 

When  inspecting  Walla  Walla  onions  shipped  under  the  above  brands, 
Inspectors  in  receiving  markets  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  cars  were  inspect- 
ed at  shipping-point  for  quality  or  grade  and  condition.     Inspections  will  be 
made  on  the  b as %s    of  U.S.  No.  1.

"The  present  indications  are,  from  my  conversation  with 
shippers,   that  the  number  of  inspections  this  season  will  be  double 
the  number  made-  last  season.    This  means  no  solicitation  for  business, 
but"  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  shippers  over  the  cooperative 
work  in  the  Valley  as  it  existed  last  season  and  the  fact  that  the 
certificate  this  year'  will  be  a  Federal  one  as  well  as  State. 

■  "Local  estimates'  for  the  cropfthi's  year  are  12,000  cars  of 
apples;1  7,000  cars  of  potatoes;  1,  500  cars  peaches,  and  about  1,700 
cars  cf  pears,  although  a  large  part  of  the  last  will  go  to  canneries. 
These  figures  include  the  three  counties  in  the  Valley."  (These  estimates 
are  for  the  information  of  Inspectors  only.)

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la.     VOLIME  OF  WORK  IN  DISBURSING-  OFFICE. 

Probably  few  of  our  field  men  realize  the  volume  of  -work  handled  by 
the  Disbursing  Office  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.     It  is  understood 
that  the  Disbursing  Office  draws  an  average  of  more  than  30,000  checks  per 
month  throughout  the  year,  these  "checks  cove  ring  salaries ,  reimbursements , 
purchases,  etc.    In  fact,  32,500  checks  were  drawn  from  July  1  to  July  22. 
The  drawing  of  checks  is  only  a  part  of  the  work  connected  with  the  disburse- 
ment of  funds.    Since  the  first  of  Jxily,  the  Disbursing  Office  force  has 
been  working  often  until  6  or  7  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  on  Saturday  after- 
noons to  catch  up  with  the  issuance  of  checks'.     It  appears  to  us,  therefore, 
that  Mr.  Zappone  is  doing  remarkably  well  to  make  all  payments  as  promptly 
as  they. have  been  made  and  that  we  will  all  feel  inclined  to  be  a  little  more 
patient  if  an  expected  check  does  not  arrive  as  early  as  anticipated. 

2a.     LETTUCE  GRADES  BEING-  USED  AT  WILLIAMSON.  NEW  YORK. 

The  Williamson  Cooperative  Vegetable  Association,  of  Williamson,  N.Y., 
adopted  the  Federal  grades  for  lettuce  last  fall/    This  organization  has  been 
using  these  grades  on  its  Fancy  and  No.  1  stock,  but  all  No.  2  stock  has 
been  marked  "X,"  the  members  of  the  Association  giving  as  a  reason  the  fact 
that,   in  such  markets  as  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  a  No.  2  lettuce  is  con- 
sidered to  be  stock  of  very  poor  quality,  while  the  No.  2  they  are  packing  is 
salable  and  fairly  good. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Hauck  has  been  stationed  at  Williamson  since  July  5,  condtict- 
ing  actual  demonstrations  in  the  growers  1  fields  upon  the  grade  requirements. 
He  is  also  issuing  certificates  when  desired  by  the  shipper.    Until  the  early 
part  of  this  week,  Mr.  Bier  was  assisting  Mr.  Hauck  with  this  demonstration 
work. 

To  date,  very  few  certificates  have  been  issued  and  these  only  on  cars 
that  have  passed  the  Fancy  or  No.  1  grades.  Shippers  did  not  desire  certifi- 
cates issued  upon  cars  that  were  loaded  with  No.  2  stock.  Heavy  rains  at  the 
time  the  first  lettuce  crop  was  maturing  destroyed  a  considerable  acreage  and 
made  of  a  great  deal  of  the  remainder  a  second  and  third  grade.

A  general  principle  in  coding  f.  o.b.  and  market  station  wires  is  that 
Engl  is n  is  to  be  used  wnen  no  words  are  saved  or  no  clearness  gained  by 
employing  code  pnrases.     For  example  (to  quote  tares  cases  whj.cn  nave  oeen 
noticed  recently),  use  "clear"  instead  of  "BIBAB" >  "homegrowns"  instead  of 
"PABUY"  and  "ripe"  instead  of  "JABIB".     Straight  dollar  prices,  such  as  $2.00 
and  $4,00  snouid,  nowever,  be  written  TUKIX  and  VEXIX,  wnen  tnere  is  any 
possibility  of  mistaking  the  "TWO"  ana  "FOUR"  for  something  otner  than  prices. 

2h      OMISSION  OF  "JAFAF"  AND  "J AG AG"  FROM  MARKET  AND  FIELD  WIRES. 

It  seems  necessary  again  to  call  attention  to  tne  fact  that  only  such 
qualifying  "quality  and  condition"  pnrases  need  be  included  in  wire  reports  on 
bulletins  as  are  not  covered  by  tne  heading:     "UNLESS  OTHERWISE  STATED  ALL 

QUOTATIONS  ARE  ON  STOCK  OF  GOOD  MERCHANTABLE  QUALITY  AMD  C0MH"tT0N.  " 
"JAFAF"  or  "JAGAG"  need" not  be  given  m  wires  except  wnen  several  quotations 
.  are  being  contrasted,  as  "JAFAF  VAQOH  JEKIF  WASTY  TOSOH. " 

3d.     ANSWER  ALL  SERVICES  >  EVEN  IF  LATE. 

Occasionally  no  reply  is  received  to  a  service  message  to  a  market 
station.     The  failure  to  reply  is  prooably  due,  inmost  cases,  to  tne  fact 
tnat  tne  man  in  cnarge  is  out  of  tne  office  and  eitner  tne  service  is  not 
handed  to  him  on  his  return  or  he  feels  a  reply  would  be  too  late  to  be  of 
value.     However,  all  services  snould  be"  answered,  wne tne r  .promptly  or  late. 

to •     WATERMELON  SITUATION  IN  SULPHUR  SPRINGS  SECTION  OF  TEXAS . 

Under  date  of  July  21,  Mr.  prince  wrote  in  part  as  follows  concerning 
the  watermelon  deal  in  tne  S^pnur  springs  district; 

"After  visiting  Dallas  and  weatnerford,  I  finally  decided  on 
locating  tne  office  at  this  point  (sulpnur  Springs).     I  found  tnat 
the  crop  was  about  two  weeks  late  in  this  section  and  nearly  tnree 
weeks  late  in  tne  weatnerford  district.     Tne  weather  ford  movement 
will  not  reach  its  peak  "until  about  tne  time  our  office  is  scheduled 
to  close, 

"Tne  acreage  in  tne  Omana-Sulphur  Springs  district  is  about 
the  same  as  last  season,  .but  due  to  rains  during  the  growing  period 
tne  yield  will  not  be  as  large  as  last  season,     probably  1,000  cars 
will  move  this  season,  but  tnis  aepenas  entirely  upon  tne  weather 
and  market  condition$f rom  now  on.     Tne  acreage  around  Weatnerford  is 
almost  double  tnat  of  last  season,  but  tne  rains  nave  cut  tne  yield 
and  it  is  estimated  that  tney  will  nave  around  900  cars  to  snip, 
with  favorable  weatner  and  market  conditions. 

"SO  far  most  of  tne  movement  nas  Oeen  from  outlying  points  - 
Athens,  Jacksonville  and  Mineola  -  and  tne  movement  from  North  Texas 
proper  is  just  beginning.     It  is  predicted  that,  witn  so  many  of  the 
fields  replanted,  tne  movement  will  not  be  neavy  at  any  time  but  will 
be  strung  out  over  a  long  period.     Next  week  (July  23-29)  will 
probably  be  tne  heaviest  week  for  this  section,  and  the  movement  from 
around  Mineola  and  Atnens  will  probably  be  over  next 'week.     The  suip- 
ments  from  this  section  will  practically  be  ov^r  tne  week  ending  August 
5  and  may  not  last  that  long  if  tne  movement  is  heavy  from  States 
farther  north. »

lc,  ONIONS  IN  WALLA.  WALLA  SECTION  OF  WASHINGTON, 

Inspectors  should  read  carefully  the  following  letter  from  Mr,  Kinsey, 
written  from  Walla  Walla,  Wash..,  on  July  19: 

"Onions  grown  in  the  Walla  Walla  section  are  stated  by  persons 
here  to  have  been  developed  from  Spanish  seed,    Locally  they  are  called 
•French'  onions,  or  'Washington  Yellow  Globe,'  but  this  immediate  section 
is  the  only  one  raising  this  kind,  so  we  are  calling  them  on  our  certif- 
icates Walla  Walla  Yellow  Globe.  1    Yakima  is  also  raising  some  onions 
of  Spanish  type,  but  they, are  planted  in  the  spring  and  are  winter  onions. 
The  Walla  Fa 11a  onions  are  planted  in  the  fall  and  thinned  out  in  spring 
for  green  onions*    Occasionally  'Prizetakers 1  are  also  grown  in  this 
section,  but  tney,  too?could  be  described  as  yellow  globe  onions,  so  the 
name   'Walla  Walla  Yellow  Globe'  applied  to  any  onion  grown  here  would  not 
be  amiss, 

"The  Walla  Walla  crop  will  amount  to  about  600  cars,  according  to 
Mr,  Wiley,  District  Horticultural  Inspector,  the  crop  having  been  about  cut 
in  half  by  thrips  and  Fusarium  decay,  the  latter  being  bad  in  some  fields, 
Onions  are  customarily  pulled  in  this  section  while  the  tops  are  still  green 
and  sacked  without  curing,  roots  intact,  although  they  are  allowed  to  remain 
in  the  field  in  the  sacks  for  a  few  $iours  for  the  cut  neck  to  dry  over. 
The  onions  now  are  generally  very  firm,    I  have  heard  complaint  here  that 
the  variety  sheds  its  dry  scales  easily  and  leaves  the  onion  'naked'.  The 
Inspectors  probably  have  noticed  in  past  seasons  that  this  leaves  the  stock 
rather  chaffy,    About  half  of  the  onions  that  I  have  seen  are  bright,  the 
remainder  fairly  bright,  or  occasionally  somewhat  dirty,  but  this  condition, 
which  is  discoloration  of  the  parts  of  dry  scale  intact  or  dust,  rather 
than  caked  .dirt,  is  not  regarded  here  as  affecting  grade.    The  Inspector 
nay  note  that  these  onions  are  not  of  particularly  attractive  shape  as  a 
class,  but  this  is  not  regarded  as  affecting  grade,  either,  these  being 
northern- grown  onions, 

"So  far,  the  total  of  defects  in  most  of  the  cars  inspected  has  run 
less  than  one  percent.    The  grades  used  are  the  U.S.  Grades  No,  1  and  No,  1 
Large,  and  Washington  large.    The  latter  is  being  put  out  by  the  Walla  Walla 
Gardeners'  ASSOCiation.    This  Association  (Gloria  Brand)  and  the  Walla  Walla 
Fruit  Growers,  Inc.   (True- to-Form  Brand)  ,  both  of  which  sell  through  the 
North  American  Fruit  Exchange,  take  certificates  only  when  they  are  requested 
by  the  receiver,    Robinson  Brothers  (E-B  Brand)  and  Blalock  Fruit  and  Pro- 
duce Co,  (Blalock  mark)  take  certificates  on  all  cars  sent  out.    These  four 
ship  the  bulk  of  the  product, 

"Walla  Walla  inspectors,  as  all  Washington  inspectors  will  do  this 
season,  are  placing  car  cards  in  cars  bearing  certificates,  the  cards  show- 
ing the  Car  Initials  and  Number,  Date,  Product,  Grade,  and  address  where 
copy  of  certificate  nay  be  obtained,    The  inspectors  are  also  marking  with 
blue  crayon  the  date  of  inspection  and  State  initial  at  the  right-hand  side 
of  one  of  the  doors.    Thus:   (W-7-19)  means  that  the  load  was  inspected  in 
the  State  of  Washington  on  July  19," 
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2c.  HEW  JER SSY_PO_TATO  AND  PEACH  INSPECTIONS. 

With  further  reference  to  Par.  Be  in  Division  Letter  No.  27  dated 
July  13,  Mr.  Dilts,  of  the  Now  Jersey  Department  of  Agriculture,  advises 
more  fully  with  reference  to  brands  under  which  New  Jersey  potatoes  and 
peaches  will  be  shipped;* 

Monmouth  County  Farmers'  Cooperative  Association,  Freehold-  "Molly 
Pitcher "brand.    Garden  State' Cooperative  Potato  Association,"  Trenton  - 
"Garden  State  "brand .    New  Jersey  Fruit  Growers'  Cooperative  Association  - 
"Blue  J  "brand. 

The  following  lettering  is  to  be  used  by  the  Burlington  County  Supply 
and  Produce  Company  on  sacks  shipped  from  their  houses  at  Mount  Holly  and 
Vincentown:     "150  lbs.  net  when  packed,  No.  i  potatoes,  packed  by  Burlington 
Co.  Supply  and  Produce  Company,  Mt.  Holly,  N.J,"    This  wording  is  stamped  in 
red  letters- on  one  side  of" sack. 

With  reference  "to  joint  Federal  and  State  inspections  on  poaches, 
Mr.  Dilts  advises: 

"We  will  inspect  all  peaches  shipped  by    the  New  Jersey  Fruit  Growers' 
Association  under  the'  Blue  J<  brand  for  Fancy  No.  1  and  No.  1,  and'  Domestic 
Brand* for  No.  2  stock.    These  goods  will  be  shipped  from  packing  houses  of 
the  Association  at  Burlington,  Moorestown,  Mt.  Holly,  Camden,  Piverton  and 
Vineland.    We  will  also  inspect, al}  peaches  shipped  by  the  Cooperative 
Growers'  Association  at  Beverly.     These  will  be  stamped  with' the  name  of  the 
Association,  and  also  have'  N.J. , U.S.  Fancy  No.  l'and'No.  l' 'stamped  on  them'.' 

3c.  HISTORICAL  BEVIM  OF  INSPECTION  SERVICE. 

One  full  page  in  "Weather,  'Crops  and  Markets"  for  July  29  will  be 
devoted  to  a  historical  review  of  the  Food  Products  Inspection  Service.

+0.  DESCRIPTIONS  OF  STANDARD  VARIETIES /FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES ■ 

A  number  of  inquiries  have  been  received  recently  for  descriptions 
of  common  varieties  of  various  fruits  and  vegetables.     I  suggest  in  this 
connection  that  considerable  assistance  may  be  obtained  from  seed  catalogues 
which  usually  contain  fairly  accurate    general  descriptions.    Each  office 
should  have  several  such  catalogues' which  may  be  obtained,  upon  request, 
from  any  standard  seed  house*

Mr.  Kinsey.   reports  that  several  cars  of  walla  walla  Onions,  which  were 
shipped  before  inspection  was  started,  have  "been  turned  down,  on  account  of 
k       an  excess  of  scullions  or  bottle-necks. 

From  samples  submitted  by  Mr,  Kinsey,  it  is  evident  that  onions  from 
this  section  sometimes  develop  somewhat  spindle-shaped  forms,  which  are  off- 
type  but  are  really  not  bottle-necks,   the  necks  being  small  and  firm,  while 
a  bottle-neck  is  large  and    more  or  less  spongy. 

Mr.  Kinsey  states  that  the  Washington  Inspectors  are  keeping  out 
extremely  irregular  shapes.     Great  care  should  therefore'  be  taken  at  receiving 
point,   if  inspections  are  called  for  on  onions  from  this  section.    U.S.  Grade 
No.  1  does  not  exclude  onions  of  this  peculiar  shape,  and  no  cars  should  be 
certified  below  grade  on  this  account.

2a.     RSI'AR?:S  RECENTLY  MADE  IN  THE  SENATE. 

The  Congressional  Record  for  Thursday,  July  27,  1922,  prints  the  follow- 
ing remark's  made  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  by  the  Hon,  Ellison  D,  Smith,  of 
South  Carolina,    Addressing  the  presiding  officer,  Mr,  Smith  spoke  in  part  as 
follows :  - 

"I  have  formerly  taken  occasion  here  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
it  is-  practically  impossible  for  the  farmer  to  receive  certain  benefits  which 
you  are  trying  to  secure  to  the  American  farmer;  that  dt  is  impossible  for  the 
farmer,  situated  as  he  is,   to  receive  anything  like  his  share  of  such  benefits 
under  the  proposed,  tariff, 

"We  have  on  the  statute  books  a  law  which  empowers  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  to  fix  such  rates,  fares,  and  charges  on  the  railroads  as 
shall  approximately  yield  a  return  of  6  per  cent  for  the  capital  invested  by 
tne  railroads  for -the  public  use,     That  commission  doubtless  has  endeavored  to 
do  that,  and  that  is  illustrated  in  the  letter  which  I  am  going  to  read, 

There  are  organized  commission  men  who  have  a  fixed  charge;  there  are 
organized  fertilizer  men  who  nave  a  fixed  charge.     Now,  I  wish  the  Senate  to 
listen  to  this  letter,  which  is  written  to  me  and  which  incloses  some  New  York 
commission  nouse  accounts  of  sale  of  the  article  in  question,  showing  what  part 
of  tne  proceeds  were  received  by  the  farmer  who  in  the  heat  and  cold  went  out 
and  caused  to  be  produced  in  his  fields  edibles  for  the  people  in  the  city  to 
which  they  were  shipped.     I  am  going  to  read  the  letter.     It  indicates  that, 
while  we  are  busy  passing  laws  of  which,  because  of  the  nature  of  their 
organization,  the  manufacturers  and  the  financiers  can  avail  themselves,  we 
have  utterly  neglected  to  provide  means  by  which  the  agricultural  interests  of 
the^ countzy  can  capitalize  their  work  in  such  manner  as  to  force  a  just 
division  of  the  proceeds  from  the  wealth  which  they  produce.     The  letter  is 
written  to  me  by  a  man  who  lives  in  the  heart  of  the  truck-producing  section 
of  my  State.     He  says: 

(Page  235) 
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REMARKS  RECENTLY  MADE  IN  THE  SENATE.  (CONTINUED) 

'Dear  Sir:  I  am  just  wondering  if  I'm  doing  the  right  thing 
in  talcing  a  minute  of  your  valuable  ti;.:e  to  listen  to  a  complaint  that  is 
general  in  this  section  this  year.    The  inclosed  sales  of  r-ielons  will 
explain  in  a  glance  what  I  mean,     I  shipped  these  melons  to  New  York, 
and  they  sold  for  less  than  the  freight  and  commission.     In  other  words, 
the  railroad  company  charged  me  from  $132.50  to  $150.3^  on  the  same 
cars'  melons,  the  commission  man  got  his  conmission,  and,  under  my  guar- 
anty, I  will  have  to  send  my  check  for  $63-45  to  square  accounts,  having 
already  lost  the  melons.     In  other 'words,  I  paid  $63.  4S  for  the  privilege 
of  giving  New  York  three  cars  of  good  melons.     The  railroad  got  theirs, 
the  conmission  man  his,  and.  me  and  my  hands  sweated  over  these  for  several 
months  and  then  was  called  on  to  pay  $63. 4o,  in  addition  to  losing 
fertilizer,  seed,  and  all  the  work  done.     Can  this  be  remedied?    Seems  to 
me,  that  it's  so  unfair  for  the  farmer  to  lose  all,  that  the  railroad 
should  be  made  to  refund  at  least  $50  a  car  on  this  year's  shipments,  and 
that  rates  should  be  fi;;ed  for  another  season  so  that  the  farmer  could  at 
least  live.     I  don't  know  what  you  can  do,  perhaps  nothing,  but  if  any- 
thing can  be  done  I'm  sure  'that  you  with  the  help  of  the  others  can  do  it.  1

"Mr,  SMITH.    As  will  be  noted,  the  figures  indicate  a  total  deficit  which 
had  to  be  met  by  the  grower  and  shipper  of  the  melons  of  $63. 45  on  the  three 
cars  of  melons, 

"Mr,  President,  some  of  us  who  patronize  restaurants  give  20  cents  for 
one-eigath  of  a  watermelon,  representing  a  retail  price  of  $1.60  for  the  melon. 
The  writer  of  the  letter  which  I  have  read  gives  all  his  time,  his  l_\nd  rent, 
and  the  labor  of  himself  and  his  employees,  and  then  pays  $63. 4o  for  the 
privilege  of  shipping  the  melons  produced  by  hira  to  the  city.     The  main  point 
is  that  the  railroads,  for  melons  shipped  on  an  open  car,  which  is  very  often 
a  cattle  car,  received  $150  for  one  car  from  Ehrnar&t,  S.  C,  ,  to  New  York, 
while  the  producer  of  the  melons,  at  the  mercy  of  a-  combination  in  the  sale  of 
his  product,  has  to  pay  from  $12  to  $15  a  car  for  the  privilege  of  sending 
his  melons  to  New  York," 
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3  a .    PEACH  DEAL  AT  BERLIN,  MARYLAND . 

The  following  paragraphs  have  been  abstracted  from  a  letter  written 
.by  E.  E.  Conklin,  Jr.,  on  July  27  at  Berlin,  Md. ,  where  he  is  supervising  the 
.  grading  of  peaches  in  cooperation  with  the  Maryland  Extension  Service: 

.   "There  are  two  packing  houses  here  in  which  we  are  particularly 
interested, -a  large  one  at  Berlin  proper  and  another  at  Newark,  about 
seven  miles  distant.    The  latter  is  used  to  pack  the  fruit  from  one 
orchard,  which  produces  almost  exclusively  Georgia  Belles,  Rays  and 
Elbe'rtas .    The  peaches  at  that  point  will  not  be  ready  to  . pick  before 
Monday,  July  31.     The  house  at  Newark  will  pack  about  30  cars,  20  of 
them  being  Belles.     I  will  supervise  the  grading  and  packing  and  the  JO 
cars  or  so  will  be  packed  as  U.  S.  No.  1,  so  marked,  and  the  pack  and 
number  of  'laj'ers  also  will  be  stamped  on  crates.    The  fru.it.  is  running 
small  and  a  great  deal  shows  bad  scab  spots,  some  of  which  it  will  be 
•impossible  to  keep  out. 

"At  Berlin  proper  they  have  been  packing  Carmans  and  Slappeys. 
•The  Carmans  have  run  so  poor  that  1  should  hate  to  see  them  stamped 
U.'  S.  No.  I.    They  are  very  small,  3°/^  packing  3-2  6  layer-.    Many  soft 
ones  are  being  packed  and  many  very  scabby  and  considerable,  with  large 
growth  cracks.    They  have  100  young  girls  here,  mostly  new  at  packing. 
They  use  long  packing  bins,  pack  on  each  side  and  pour  fruit  into  the 
bins,    The  girls  would  throw  out  some  of  the  soft  peaches  and  pack  the 
rest.    One  man  was  supervising" 'all  the  girls  and  the  loading.     I  spent 
a  couple  of  days  just  teaching  the  crew  how  to  pack.     The  Belles  which 
will  start  next  week  will  be  better  size  and  not  so  very  bad  quality, 
so  I  may  be  able  to  do  better  work  at  that  time.    Altogether  about  35 
cars' have  been  shipped  of  a  total  estimated  crop  of  300  cars,  Six- 
basket  crates  are  being  used  entirely."

It.     CLASSIFICATION  OF  SERVICES  OVER  LEASED  WIRE  DURING  JULY, 

During  July,  l*+2  questions  relating  to  market  wires  were  settled  over 
the  leased  wire.  They  are  classified  in  the  table  "below.  Services  to  which 
no  reply  was  received  were  classed  as  well  as  was  possible  from  this  end  alone, 

Although  65  fewer  questions  were  handled  than  during  June,  the  total 
for  July  was  37  more  than  in  fey.     "Unclassified  Services,"  totaling  25,  could 
largely. have  been  rendered  unnecessary  by  a  more  free  use  by  the  market 
reporter  of  the  word  "repeat"  when  a  price,  container,  variety,  or  market 
situation  was  distinctly  unusual.     Services  under  the  heading  "Insufficient 
Information"  were  usually  caused  by  reporters  leaving  out  the  State  of  origin, 
or  failing  to  qualify  quotations  by  .appropriate  descriptive  phrases.  For 
example,  -recently  a  reporter  quoted  a  price  one-third  below  the  quotation  of 
the  day  before  on  the  same  container  and  variety.    The  supplies  and  market  con- 
ditions were  unchanged.     A  service  brought  the  reply  that  stock  was  unusually 
good  one  day  and  of  only  fair  condition  the  next,     This  explanation  could  not 
have  been  known  by  readers  of  the  report  unless  included  in  the  message. 

The  35  voluntary  corrections  by  market  stations  show  that  some  reporters 
are  evidently  looking  over  the  messages  after  they  have  been  sent  by  the 
telegrapher,  rather  than  before.

Ever  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Iferket  News  Service,  our  aim  in 
market  reporting  has  been  to  secure  prices  as  close  as  possible  to  those 
obtained  by  the  shippers.      In  conformity  with  this,  sales  to  retailers 
have  not  been  obtained  when  sales  to  jobbers  were  available;  and  market 
representatives  have  been  asked  to  secure  reports  of  carlot  transactions 
when  possible. 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  some  reporters  are  not  making  an 
eff  ort  to  get  all  carlot  sales,  even  by  regular  carlot  receivers.    And  most 
reporters  have  made  little  effort  to  obtain  a  record  of  carlot  sales  by 
brokers.      Upon  receipt  of  this  Division  Letter,  all  market  station  men  are 
requested  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  obtaining  brokers1  sales,  either 
in  straight  or  pooled  carlots,  in  their  cities,"      To  the  shipper  it  makes 
no  difference  whether  the  carlot  sales  are  to  local  dealers  or  for  outside 
shipment;  the  city  in  question  is  the  market  for  the  stock  so  far  as  he  is 
concerned.      After  looking  into  the  matter,  please  reply  to  the  following 
questions : 

1.  Can  carlot  sales  by  either  brokers  or  carlot  receivers  be  se- 
cured regularly  on  any  commodities  not  now  being  reported  in  carlots? 
(Unless  fairly  regular  carlot  prices  are 'available,  jobbing  prices  should 
not  be  discontinued, '  as  a  continuous  record  for  statistical  purposes  would 
thus  be  lost.  ) 

2.  Are  carlot  sales  by  brokers  made  at  the  same  prices  as  those  by 
regular  carlot  receivers?      Is  it  necessary  to  quote  brokers 'carlot  sales 
separately  from  those  by  other  receivers? 

3.  That  difference  in  price  is  made  between  brokers'  straight  carlot 
sales  and  pooled  carlot  sales?      Should  the  latter  basis  be  quoted  separ- 

a  eiy.  y.<     jn  case  carx0^  sales  are  available  only  occasionally,  do  you 
believe  the  trade  would  object  to  your  quoting  on  these  days  both  the  car- 
lot  and  jobbing  price  for  the  same  container  and  variety,  thus  revealing 
the  spread  between  the  two  bases  of  sale?

lc.     CALIFORNIA  APPLE  INSPECTIONS. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  letter  from  Mr.  Read  relative  to  apple 
inspections  in. California: 

"This  will  advise  that  the  Sevastopol  Gravenstein  apple  deal 
is  now  "beginning  and,  although  our  inspectors  will  mark  cars  examined 
as  per  your  advice,  I  think  it  would  "be  a  good  thing  to  lot  the" 
destination  inspectors  know  that  every  car  of  apples  leaving  California 
is  inspected  "by  this  Department. 

"It  appears  that  there  will  "be  a  very  large  crop  of  apples  in 
California  this  year.     It  is  estimated  there  will  "be  between  S00  and 
1,000  cars  of  Gravensteins  shipped  from  the  Sebastopol  district,  all 
of  which  will  probably  move  out  during  the  next  four  or  five  weeks. 
Our  inspectors  have  just  been  instructed  that  Gravenstein  apples  show- 
ing characteristic  russet ing  in  the  basin  of  the  apple  and  not  extend- 
ing over  the  shoulder  will  be  permitted  in  California  Fancy.    Of  course, 
we  do  not  permit  any  russet ing  where  the  skin  is  broken." 

The  important  thing  to  be  remembered  in  this  connection  is  that  all 
California^  apples  are  inspected  and  must  conform  to  grade  as  marl's d.    Apple  in- 
.   spection  is,   in  a  certain  sense,  compulsory  in  California.    This  is  not  true 
of  any  other  product. 

2 c .    NEW  CERTIFICATE  FORMS  . 

A  supply  of  new  certificate  forms  is  being  mailed  to  all  offices.  This 
.   form  is  exactly  like  the  form  now  in  use  except  for  a  slight  change  in  the 
wording  of  the  certification  statement  at  the  beginning  of  the  certificate. 
This  has  been  changed  to  make  possible  the  inspection  at  markets  which  have 
not  been  designated  by  the  Secretary  but  which  are  conveniently  reached  from 
markets  which  are  so  designated. 

These  certificates  should  be  used  only  for  inspections  at  markets  which 
are  not  designated  but  are  conveniently  reached,  until  the  p re-sent  supply  of 
forms  now  in  use  has  been  exhausted.    The  new  form  will  be  good  at  designated 
or  non-designated  markets,  but  we  desire  to  use  the  present  form  for  designated 
markets  as  long  as  the  supply  lasts. 

3c.     READ  NEW  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS . 

A  wire  from  Mr.  Sherman  states  that  many  Inspectors  visited  have  not 
read  the  new  Rules  and  Regulations.     This  is  a  startling  condition  of  affairs. 
There  are  many  changes  which,  if  not  properly  followed,  will  embarrass  the 
service.    Study  these  with  care.    Note  particularly  changes  in  Regulation  3,' 
Regulation  5,  Section  2,  and  Section  3,   (d) ;  Regulation  S,  Sections  k,  and  6; 
Regulation  9,  Section  1,  paragraphs  6  and  7;  and  Regulation  10.    There  is  an 
error  in  Regulation  10;  the  comma  after  the  word  "willful"  should  have  been 
omitted. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  application  will  in  all  cases  state  the 
financial  interest  of  the  applicant.    This  requirement  has  been  inserted  so 
that  there  may  be  definite  authority  for  requesting  such  information,  if  the 
Inspector  doubts  the  right  of  the  applicant  to  request  inspection. 
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lc.     DIFFERENCE  IN  NEW  JERSEY  AND  U,  S.  GRADES  ON  POTATOES  AND  PEACHES. 

Potatoes  -  There  is  no  difference  in  the  New  Jersey  and  U.  S.  Grades  on 
Potatoes,  except  the  New  Jersey  tolerance  for  Soft  Rot  at  Shipping  Point 
is  tfo.     The  New  Jersey  tolerance  of  zfo  would  apply  at  receiving  markets. 

Peaches  -  Color  requirements  are  the  principal  change  in  the  New  Jersey 
and  U.  S.  Peach  Grades:

New  Jersey  U.  S.  Fancy  No.  1,  New  Jersey  U.  S.  No.  1,  and  New  Jersey 
U.  S.  No.  2  grades  on  peaches  have  the  same  tolerance  as  the  U.  S.  Grades, 
except  New  Jersey  adds  the  following  to  the  end  of  the  tolerance  of  the  U.  S. 
Grades:  "except  for  Brown  Rot  where  only       tolerance  shall  be  allowed." 

"Serious  Damage"  under  the  Definition  of  Terms  has  the  following  added 
definition  regarding  scab  which  does  not  appear  in  the  U.  S.  Grades 
definition:-  "'Serious  Damage41  means  any  deformity  so  serious  as  to  cause  a 
loss  of  over  20^  in  the  ordinary  process  of  preparation  for  use,  except  in  the 
case  of  scab  where  not  over  2O70  of  the  surface  of  the  fruit  in  the  aggregate 
may  be  covered  v/ith  scab.bruises  affecting  more  than  10fo"  (and  from  here  on 
the  same). 


5c.     COLORADO  GRADES .  - 

Booklets  giving  Colorado  grades  and  inspection  regulations  are  being 
mailed  to  all  Inspectors.    Study  this  booklet  carefully  so  as  to  be  thoroughly 
familiar  with  all  products  coming  from  that  State.    It  is  likely  that  there 
will  be  30,000  joint  certificates  issued  in  Colorado  this  year.,  Many  of  these 
cars  may  be  reinspected  for  condition  and-possibly  for  grade.    Become  thorough- 
ly familiar  with  the  grades  and  regulations  under  which  joint  certificates  are 
being  issued. 
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Sc.     THINGS  TO  BE  REMEMBERED  ABOUT  EE  INSPECT IONS. 

1.  Always  look  carefully  for  marks,  car  cards  or  certificates  which  may 
be  on  car,  bracing  or  packages.     Be  sure  that  date  shown  by.  marks  indicates 
inspection  of  the  lot  in  question  and  not  the  previous  inspection  of  this  car, 
Such  indications  of  a  previous  inspection  may  save  you  from  making  a  reinspec- 
tion without  knowing  it. 

2.  If  you  find  such  indication  of  a  previous  inspection  and  the  request 
has  been  for  "inspection"  instead  of  "reinspection",  inform  applicant  that 

the  lot  nas  already  been  inspected  for  "grade"  and  4;hat  you  will  make  inspec- 
tion for  "condition"  only.     "Condition"  will  apply  to  factors  which  may  nave 
changed  in  storage  or  transit  and  will  include  the  following  points:  Decay; 
heating  or  freezing  injury;  bruising  when  it  nas  resulted  from  rough  nandling 
or  crushing  of  package;  and  maturity.     Maturity  from  the  standpoint  of  rein- 
spect ion  will  include ri  penes s,  withering,  wilting,  yellowing,  sprouting  and 
similar  changes  which  may  have  occurrad  in  storage  or  transit. 

If  the  applicant  insists  that  he  did  not  knew  of  previous  inspection, 
advise  him  that  your  certificate  will  cover  only  "condition"  and  that  he  can 
obtain  "grade"  statement  from  the  shipping-point  service.  It  may  oe  that  the 
car  was  inspected  and  found  below  grade  and  the  shipper  has  tried  to  sell  it 
above  the  grade  certified.  The  receiver  may  not  know  this  and  may  be  acting 
in  good  faith.  The  shipping -point  grade  statement  will  be  more  valuable  to 
him  under  such  conditions  than  a  receiving-point  errade  statement. 

If  it  is  found  that  the  applicant  knew  of  previous  inspection  but  did 
not  so  inform  the  Inspector,  reinspection  should  be  refused  because  of  failure 
to  comply  with  Regulation  g,  Section  1,  and  because  of  "deceptive  practice" 
under  Regulation  10, 

If  tne  applicant  requests  reinspection  and  complies  with  the  terms  of 
Regulation  g,  Section  1,  the  only  question  remaining  is  whetner  or  not  tne 
reasons  given  are  sufficient  to  justify  reinspection.     The  facts  given  in 
connection  with  the  request  should  be  reported  by  wire  to  the  Supervising 
Inspector,  who  will  advise  how  to  proceed.     In  general,  if  the  receiver  is 
believed  to  be  acting  in  good  faith  and  reports  great  irregularity  in  quality 
or  pack,  or  can  present  such  evidence  as  different  brands  or  grades  than  are 
shown  on  invoice  by  previous  inspection  and  is  willing  to  back  up  the  request 
by  his  check  for  $12,00  for  the  reinspection  fee,,  given  tne  Inspector  in  ad- 
vance, reinspection  should  be  made.     If  the  result  of  reinspection  confirms 
tne  first  inspection,  a  reinspection  certificate  should  be  issued  at  once.  If 
the  result  does  not  confirm  tne  first  inspection,  a  reinspection  certificate 
should  not  be  issued  or  any  report  made  to  applicant  until  the  Supervising 
Inspector  has  been  informed,  by  wire,  of  the  results  of  this  inspection.  Tne 
Supervising  Inspector,  will,  if  possible,  designate  another  Inspector  to  make 
a  joint  inspection  with  the  Inspector  who  made  tne  reinspection,     If  these 
two  agree,  they  shall  issue  a  reinspection  certificate,  signed  by  both,  re- 
versing the  original  certificate.     If  this  is  done,  the  check  for  reinspection 
fee  snail  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 

3.  Reinspection  should  not  be  restricted  to  a  limited  portion  of  the 
lot,     It  is  the  business  of  tne  applicant  to  make  the  lot  available  for 
thorough  reinspection,     SEE  REGULATION  S,  Section  k, 

k,     Reinspection  should  not  be  restricted  to  a  single  factor  of  quality. 
The  lot  either  is  or  is  not  as  it  was  first  certified.    A  restricted  certifi- 
cate will  not  show  this. 

5.     At  least  double  the  usual  quantity  of  samples  should  be  examined  in 
making  a  reinspection,

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6.  Use  every  opportunity  to  inform  users  of  tne  Inspection  Service  as  to 
how  reinspections  are  handled.    Explain  that  under  this  system  of  reinspection 
.the  final  verdict  will  be  confirmed  "by  two  Inspectors,  either  tne  two  making 
the  joint  inspection,  which  reverses  the  original,  or  by  a  receiving-point  In- 
spector agreeing  with  the  Inspector  at  shipping«.pointe     It  will  n6t  be  the 
opinion  of  one  Inspector  against  that  of  another, 

7.  The  $12.00  fee  is  to  be  charged  only  when  tne  application  is  for  a 
reinspection  on  grade  in  which  the  appl icant »pro tests  the  original  finding,  A 
request  for  a  second  inspection  on  condition  is  really  a  request  for  a  new  in- 

..  spection,  if  condition  has  had  time  to  change,  as  is  almost  always  the  case. 
The  usual  charge  of  $k, 00  should  be  made  for  such  a  reinspection, 

7c.     HOLLOW  HEART: 

Present  indications  are  that  hollow  heart  will  be  serious  in  New  Jersey 
Cobblers.     Existing  regulations  covering  this  point  should  be  followed,  In- 
spectors should  not  raise  the  issue  on  hollow  heart,  if  the  applicant  makes  no 
mention  of  it  in  his  application.     If  requested,  however,  it  must  be  considered 
from  the  same  standpoint  as  any  other  defects. 

Potatoes  showing  small  cavaties  which  will  not  cause  "appreciable  waste" 
should  not  be  thrown  out  of  grade. 

Sc.     USE  OF  PLATES  FROM  VEGETABLE  DISEASE  HANDBOOK: 

A  request  has  been  received  from  the  American  Railway  Express  Company 
for  permission  to  copy  certain  plates  from  the  Vegetable  -Disease  Handbook, 

It  is  contrary  to  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  permit  sucn  use  of 
plates  of.  this  character  until  the  plates  have  been  issued  in  a  publication  of 
the  Department.      These  plates  have  not  been  so  issued,  and  all  requests  by 
outside  parties  for  permission  to  use  them. 'should  be  refused.    Requests  received 
from  colleges,  libraries  and  State  marketing  organizations  should  be  referred  to 
this  office.    We  will  take  the  matter  up  with  Plant  Industry  and  advise  the 
interested  parties  as  to  the  Department's  policies,

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9c.  LETTUCE  IN  WILLIAMSON  SECTION  OF  NEW  YORK: 

"Shipments  of  Big  Boston  head  lettuce  from  western  New  York  are  relatively- 
light  at  the  present  time,  a  condition  that  will  prevail  until  about  the  second 
week  in  August.    At  that  time  cutting  of  the  later  plantings  will  begin  in  volume. 
Early  shipments  are  materially  behind  this  date  a  year  ago  owing  to  the  wide- 
spread damage  done "to  the  first  plantings  by  grubworms  and  excessive  rainfall, 

"Without  access  to  actual  shipping  figures,  the  loadings  from  western  New 
York  appear  to  range  from  25  to  35  cars  per  day.      About  the  middle  of  August 
loadings  should  increase  rather  rapidly  to  a  range  of  [}C  to  SO  cars  per  day  and 
will  probably  maintain  a  high  average  until  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  September 
when' they  will  gradually  fall  off  until  the  season  is  closed  by  frost. 

"In  addition  to  the  Williamson  district  I  have  visited  within  the  past  ten 
dayg  Elba,  Oswego,  Furniss  and  Fulton  and  find  the  conditions  indicated  above  to 
be  fairly  uniform  for  this  section  of  the  State,     In  many  fields  the  early  lettuce 
shows  considerable  tip-burn  and  is  not  headed  well  but  it  is  hoped  that,  since 
weather  conditions  are  much  improved,  the  later  plantings  will  produce  stock  of 
better  quality, 

"Prices  received  by  the  growers  nave  been  fairly  satisfactory  to 'date,  con- 
sidering the  quality,  but  with  the  heavier  movement  in  August  and  September  com- 
ing into  competition  with  heavy  supplies  of  Mountain  Iceberg  lettuce  from  Colo- 
rado lowered  returns  seem  unavoidable.     This  feature  is  being  given  wide  publicity 
in  the  Williamson  district  in  an  effort  to  convince  the  growers  of  the  advisabil- 
ity of  careful  grading. 

"The  Williamson  Cooperative  Vegetable  Association  has  adopted  the  Federal 
grades,  as  you  know.    No  supervision  is  exercised  by  the  Association,  however, 
each  grower  packing  his  own  crop  as  he  cuts  it  and  marking  the  grades  on  the 
crates  as  he  sees,  fit,    As  might  be  expected,  much  stock  is  being  delivered  to  the 
storages  improperly,  graded  and  marked.     There  is  a  widespread  tendency  to  cut  .the 
crop  a  little  too  soon  and  as  a  result  a  considerable  quantity  of  soft  neads  shows 
up  in  the  crates  that  would  undoubtedly  have  made  firm  lettuce  if  left  in  the 
fields  a  few  days  longer, 

"Nevertheless,  several  growers  are  conscientiously  applying' the  grades  and 
an  effort  is  being  made  constantly  to  add  to  their  number.  Returns  for  the  stock 
packed  by  these  growers  are  being  compared  with  those  received  by  otners  for  un- 
graded or  poorly  graded  lettuce.     Three  cars  were  sent  out  recently  to  as  many 
markets.     These  carlots  were  graded  strictly  by  Federal  standards  and  were  certi- 
fied as  such.     In  each  case  the  lettuce  sold  for  the  top  of  the  market,  none 
bringing  less  than  $1,75  and  the  shipment  to  New  York  City  bringing  12|-25£  more 
per  package  than  any  other  shipment  from  western  New  York  on  that  same  day, 

"A  few  cars  of  well- graded  stock  have  been  certified.     In  each  instance  the 
Inspector  in  the  receiving  market  has  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  certifi- 
cate and  this  plan  will  be  followed  throughout  the  season  so  far  as  possible, 
that  is,  when  the  destination  of  the  car  is  known  at  time  of  loading. 

"Aside  from  the  Association  the  firm  of  Engleson,  Starks  and  Freeman,  who 
are  independent  operators  here,  are  using  the  Federal  grades  as  the  basis  for 
their  'Engleson'  and  'Evergreen'  brands  and  will  begin  in  a  few  days  (as  soon  as 
the  stamps  are  received)  to  stamp  'U,  S,  No.l'  and  'U.S.  No,  2'  respectively  on  the 
heads  of  the  crates.     Their  lettuce  is  bought  in  bulk  and  delivered  in  bushel 
field  crates  to  their  packing  house  where  it  is  graded  and  packed,    Taese  people 
have  been  experimenting  in  a  small  way  with  a  system  of  precooling  by  immersing 
tne  lettuce  in  ice-water  for  20  to  30  minutes  before  packing,  but  have  abandoned  it 
as  impracticable.     They  received  reports  from  the  markets  that  the  lettuce  so 
handled  was  arriving  slimy,  which  was  not  unexpected. 

"The  New  York  State  Department  of  Farms  and  Markets  is  maintaining  a  rep- 
resentative here  part  of  the  time  to  assist  in  the  improvement  of  the  grading  and 
marketing  of  the  lettuce  crop.    We  are  cooperating  fully  in  this  work.     The  State 
hopes  to  be  able  to  qualify  this  man  as  an  inspector  later  on,  with  authority  to 
issue  joint  State  and  Federal  certificates,"    -  C,  W,  Hauck. 
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Word  received  from  Mr.  .Sherman  yesterday  indicated  that  he  was  in 
Minneapolis  and  planned  to  start  for  Bismarck,  N.'  Dak.,  where  he  will  confer 
with  State  officials  and  members  of  the  trade  regarding  the  possibility  of  con- 
ducting shipping-point  inspection  service  on  potatoes  in  that  section.    For  the 
present,  any  mail  for  Mr.  Sherman  can  be  addressed  to  our  Minneapolis  Office. 
On  this  trip  he  has  made  agreements  with  State  authorities  for  cooperative  ship- 
ping-point inspection  of  Massachusetts  onions,  New  York  potatoes  (and  possibly 
cabbage  and  onions)  ,  and  Ohio  peaches  (and  possibly  apples) 

A  telephone  message  f  rem  Mr.  Conklin,  at  Berlin,  Md. ,  reports  considerable 
damage  to  peaches  frcm  a  recent  hail-storm  in  that  section.    It  now  looks  as  if 
not  many  of  the  peaches  will  grade  as  U.S.'  No.  1,  and  the  demonstration  of  the  . 
Federal  grades  may  be  discontinued  earlier  than  was  anticipated. 

Robert  Bier,  of  the  Grades  and  Standards  section,  has  gone  to  Berlin,  Md. , 
where  he  will  carry  on  the  pee ch- grading  work  started  by  Mr,  Conklin. 

Under  a  cooperative  agreement '  with  the  State  of  Utah,  E.  E.  Conklin,  Jr., 
expects,  to  proceed  in  the  near  future  to  Salt  Lake  City,  where  he  will  assist 
in  the  organization  of  joint  shipping-point  inspection  service  in  that  State. 
Mr.  Conklin  may  return  to  Washington  at  the  end  of  this  week  and  will  then  take 
a  few  days*  leave  before'  he  goes  to  Utah,    He  will  have  headquarters  with  the 
State  Dept.  of  Agriculture  at  Salt  Sake  City -during 'the  next  few  months, 

J.  William  Park  returned  to  .Washington  this  morning,  following  the  clos- 
ing of  the  field  station  at- Macon, ,  Ga.-  He -has  been  absent  on  field  duty  in  the 
South  since  the  early  part  of  April*  and  w  13.1,"  now  tkips  a  week's  leave, 

H.  S,  Stiles  is  assisting  in  the  Market  News  section  in  Washington,  since 
the  closing  of  the  temporary  .'field  station  on  peaches  at  Aberdeen,  N,  C„  .

Several  years  ago,  when  the  trade  tended  increasingly  towards  quoting 
potatoes  by  the  hundredweight,  market  station  and  field  representatives  issuing 
potato    reports  were  instructed  to  include  in  the  "bulletin  headings,  unless 
di stinctly  inappropriate "UNLESS  OTHERWISE  STATED .  ALL  QUOTATIONS  ARE  ON  100-13. 
MSIS;'  At  the  present  time  the  tendency,  especlalxy  in  the  East,  seems  turned 
in  the  other  direction. 

Western  offices  and  field  stations  can  continue  the  above  heading  if  they 
desire.    Eastern  offices  should  discontinue  it  and  add  'per  cwt, "  after  all 
prices  in  the  potato    report  which  are  on  that  oasis.     In  fact,  so  many  Ipssos 
.of  sale  appear  in  the  potato    report  that,  for  the  sake  of  absolute  clearaessj 
it  is  well  to  add  the  container  or  basis  to  all  quotations.    We  have  "been  follow- 
ing this  method  in  the  Washing  tori-  off  ice  for  some  time.    For  example;  "East 
Shore  Virginia,  cloth-top  stave  barrels,  Irish  Cobblers  No  .1,  $2.50-2*75  per  bbl. 
New  Jerseys,  Irish  Cobblers,  U.S. Ho.  1,  150--lb.  sacks,  $2.25-2.^0  per  sack, 
"hulk    $1.!40-1.50  per  cwt.    Kansas,  sacked  Early  Chios,  partly  graded  $1.10-1.20 
per  cwt .  " 

2b.  BEADING  WIRES  PROM  FIELD  STATIONS: 

After  the"  teleg::aphic~address  "STILLWELL  MARKETS  AGRICULTURE  WASHINGTON  J' 
the  daily  telegrams  from  field  men  should  normally  start  immediately  with  the 
message,  such  as  "BISiK"  or  "HOT  CLEAR".     It  is  unnecessary  to  include  the  name 
of  the  station  or  commodity;   the  former  is  indicated  on  the  wire  anyway,  and 
the  Washington  force  handling  the  wire  knows  the  commodity. 

A  few  exceptions  should  be  noted    to  this  general  rule.    When  a  man  is 
reporting  for  several  sections,  such  as  Omaha  and  Weatherford,  Texas,  he  should 
head  the  segregated  parts  of  the  wire  by  the  names  of  the  towns  to  which  they 
refer.  When  his  report  is  published  under  the  name  of  a  section  rather  than 
"under  the  town  name,  such  as  "Sandhill  Section"  instead  of  Aberdeen  (NIC.), 
he  should    include  this  sectional,  name.    A  reporter  covering  several  commodities, 
such  as  will  occur  at  Benton  Harbor  and  Rochester,  should  give  the  commodity 
name  before    each  new  section  of  the  wire,  as  this  will  enable  Washington 
telegraphers  to  write  each  commodity  on  a  separate  sheet  and  thus  speed  up 
transmission,  of  the  report.    A  field  man  whose  wire  takes  in  an  area  greater  than 
the  town  from  which 'he  reports  should  start  his  telegrams,  after  the  address, 
with  "GODOT.  " 

3b.  QUOTING  "PRICES  UNCHANGED. » 

Last  fall,  when  several  field  stations  issued  bulletins  thrice  weekly 
only,  market  reporters  were  requested  to  quote  'prices  unchanged, fl  whr.n  local 
conditions  permitted,  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays  only,  in  order  to 
decrease  relay  work    on  the  days  precede     When  field  stations  again  commence 
issuing  bulletins  on  the  thrice-weekly  basis  we  may  then  follow  last  reason's  t 
plan.    For  the  present f  however,  instructions  in  HB  121  should  be  followed: 
"Always  give  complete  prices  at  least  every  Monday  and  Thursday  and  follctfiEg 
a  holiday.  "

1  c .    MISBRANDING  NEW  JERSEY  POTATOES'. 

Our  attention  has  teen  called  to  tiie  practice  of  some  shippers  of  New 
Jersey  potatoes  who  are  shipping  field-run  potatoes  in  sacks  marked  "U,  S. 
No.  1."    Since  we  are  now  engaged  in  shipping-point  inspection  under  which 
properly-graded  stock  is  being  certified,   it  becomes  important  that  some  steps 
be  taken  to  prevent  this  misbranding  practice  which  has  become  common  in 
certain  sections.    A  plan  has  been  worked  out  with  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
under  which  it  is  hoped  that  this  practice  will  be  discouraged.    Briefly,  the 
plan  is  as  follows : 

If  our  Inspectors  find  lots  of  potatoes,  which  have  moved  in  interstate 
commerce  and  which  are  clearly  below  grade,  the  nearest  representative  of  the 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  should  be  notified  and  a  copy  of  the  certificate  on  such 
lots  should  be  promptly  forwarded  to  him.     Re  will  then  handle  the  case  in  the 
usual  way  under  the  misbranding  regulations  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Act.  It 
is  possible  that  the  inspector  who  issued  the  certificate  may  be  called  upon 
later  to  testify  in  court.     If  this  is  necessary,   instructions  will  be 
furnished  from  Washington  as  to  the  proper  procedure. 

Such  cases  should  be  reported  to  representatives  of  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistry  only  when  the  product  is  clearly  below  the  grade  marked.     It  is 
suggested  in  this  connection  that  no  lot  should  be  so  reported  unless  it  shows 
at  least  15  per  cent  of  serious  defects. 

It  will  be  more  convenient  if  such  cases  are  handled  in  cities  in  which 
both  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Pood  Products  Inspection  representatives  are 
located.     These  cities  are  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Buffalo, 
Cincinnati,  Chicago,  St,  Louis,  St,  Paul  and  Kansas  City.     The  Inspectors  in 
these  offices  will,   therefore,  proceed  as  directed  above  if  they  find  lots  of 
potatoes  which  are  so  much  below  the  '  requirements  of  the  grade  marked  that  it 
is  apparent  that  no  effort  has  been  made  to  grade  stock  according  to  the 
parkings  on  the  sacks. 

Press  notice  has  been  released  by  the  Department  to  the  effect  that 
action  will  be  brought  by  the  B\ireau  of  Chemistry  for  misbranding,  such  as  has 
been  practiced  by  some  of  the  New  Jersey  potato  growers,

2c,     NEW  JERSEY  SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTION. 

Mr.  Hackleman  has  called  attention  to  the  similarity  between  the  no-Ties 
of  the  Monmouth  County  Farmers'  Cooperative  Association  of  Freehold,.  New  Jersey 
for  whom  we  make  inspection  on  practically  all  cars  of  potatoes  shipped  out  of 
Monmouth  County,  and  the  Monmouth  County  Farmers'  Exchange,  Freehold,  for  whom 
wa  make  no  inspections  at  shipping-point.     This  similarity  of  names  may  be  con- 
fining to  some  Inspectors  in  the  receiving  markets  and  the  names  should  be 
kept  in  mind  when  making  inspections. 

3c.     DISTRIBUTION  OF  FEE  PALS. 

Our  printing  order  of  the  new  fee  pads  was  received  the  first  part  of 
this  week  and  each  Inspection  office  has  been  forwarded  a  liberal  supply.  It 
is  requested  that  each  office  acknowledge  receipt  of  these  fee  pads,  and  also 
of  the  new  certificates  which  ware  recently  forwarded.

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a.     LETTUCE  CONDITIONS  IN  WESTERN  NEW  YORK. 

On  August  lU,  C,  W.  Hauck  wrote  as  follows  concerning  conditions  in  the 
lettuce-producing  sections  of  western  New  York: 

"Since  I  wrote  you  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  there  has  been  a  decided  : 
awakening  of  interest  in  the  grading  of  lettuce.    We  are  now  sending  out 
an  occasional  car  of  straight  U.  S,  No.  1  under  the  Association  brand,  and 
in  each  case  these  cars  have  brought  the  top  of  the  market.    Almost  every 
day  I  have  requests  from  one  or  more  new  growers  who  want  to  get  started 
properly  in  the  use  of  the  grades,  so  I  am  hopeful  that  by  the  end  of  the 
season  we  will  have  made  some  progress* 

"All  of  the  lettuce  grown  by  the  members  of  the  Association  here  at 
Williamson  is  packed  in  crates  bearing  the  Association  brand,  regardless 
of  the  quality  of  the  stock,     Unquestionably  this  is  a  mistake,  and  I 
have  been  urging  the  growers  to  reserve  these  crates  for  the  U.  S,  No,  1 
and  the  U,  S,  Fancy  No,  1  grades,  packing  the  poorer  grades  in  plain  crates 
or  at  least  in  crates  not  stamped  with  the  Association  brand.     There  should 
be  some  readily- distinguishable  marking    on  the  package  that  will 
differentiate  at  a  glance  between  the  good  quality  and  the  poor* 

"OnAugust  7,  all  of  the  lettuce-growing  districts  of  western  New 
York  were  hit  by  a  severe  storm.  There  was  an  extremely  heavy  rainfall 
accompanied  by  a  high  wind  and  in  some  localities  by  some  hail,  and  the 
result  is  going  to  be  reflected  in  decreased  shipments,  Just  how  much 
damage  was  done  I  am  unable  to  say  but  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  was 
not  so  extensive  as  at  first  appeared.  At  any  rate  Elba  and  Fulton  are 
still  shipping  12  to  15  cars  a  day ,  although  I  have  been  told  that  much 
oftheir  stock  is  very  poor,  The  Association  here  is  shipping  about  one 
car  a  day,  "

If 
possible  to  arrange  brief  explanatory  notes,  these  will  be  released  with  future 
forecasts,  so.a's  to  interpret  the.,  figures  to  the  growers  and  dealers,  thereby 
endeavoring  to  prevent  misunderstandings  of  estimates.

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lb.    USE  OF  QUALIFYING  ADVERB  WITH  CODE  WORDS. 

At  times  it  becomes  necessary,  in  order  to  properly  represent  conditions, 
to  use  qualifying  adverbs  with  certain  code  phrases,  especially  those  found  on 
the  "H"  page.    The  following  paragraphs,  which  first  appeared  in  the  Project 
Letter  of  May  2,  19IS  are  still  in  effect: 

"In  the  past  there  has  been  doubt  as  to  whether  the  qualify- 
ing adverb  modified  only  the  syllable  of  the  code  word  to  which  it 
was  immediately  adjacent  or  whether  the  adverb  modified  the  entire 
code  word  immediately  following  it.    Thus,    'VERY  HAFAG*  might  be 
translated  'demand  very  slow,  movement  very  draggy,  1  or  'demand 
very  slow,  movement  draggy.  '    It  will  be  seen  that  confusion  may  re- 
sult from  such  indefinite  use  of  the  qualifying  adverb. 

"In  the  future  the  rule  will  be  that  a  qualifying  adverb 
modifies  the  entire  word  immediately  following  it.    Thus,  'demand 
slow,  movement  very  light,  »  should  be  coded  'HAFAB  VERY  HABAK.  * 
Never  use  qualifying  terms  except  where  the  code  expressions  are  in- 
adequate." 

2b.    NEW  JERSEY  POTATOES  ON  PHILADELPHIA  MARKET. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  other  marlret  reporters  to  read  how  New  Jersey 
potatoes  are  sold  in  Philadelphia.    The  following  letter  was  recently  received 
from  Mr.  Biddle,  of  that  city: 

"Practically  all  of  the  New  Jersey  Cobblers  on  the  marlret 
which  are  moving  through  the  regular  channels  <5f  trade  are  those 
hauled  to  market,  and  they  are  sold  in  the  regular  5/S-bushel  basket. 
None  of  this  stock  is  sold  in  the  150-lb.  sack  or  by  the  hundred- 
weight.   While  our  carlo t  receipts  are  relatively  liberal,  they  are 
practically  all  the  property  of  the  American  Stores  Grocery  Co. 
B  ecause  of  the  fact  that  this  stock  is  bought  f.o.b.,  there  are  no 
sales  available  and  therefore  I  have  not  been  quoting  Philadelphia 
prices  of  Jersey  Cobblers.    There  is  practically  no  demand  by  the 
general  trade  for  this  sacked  stock.    Because  of  this  poor  demand 
for  sacked  Jersey  potatoes,  no  purchases  are  made  f.o.b.  by  the  trade 
here,  nor  will  the  country  shipper  risk  losing  money  by  consigning 
stock  to  Philadelphia."  ...

In  the  last  order  of  certificates  which  were  mailed  recently  to  all 
Inspection  offices,  it  has  been  discovered  that  a  portion  of  the  "copies" 
have  the  phrase  "an  important  central  market,  designated  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture"  included  while  the  remaining  "copies"  have  this  phrase  omitted. 
The  order  called  for  the  omission  of  this  phrase  and,  through  a  mixup  of 
plates  in  the  Printing  Office,  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  "copies"  were 
printed  with  the  phrase  included.    The  error  was  not  detected  until  after  the 
certificates  had  "been  mailed  to  the  branch  offices.    Each  office  should 
examine  at  once  the  certificates  recently  received  to  see  if  both  forms  are 
alike.     The  ones  which  have  the  phrase  "an  important  central  market,  desig- 
nated by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture"  included  should  be  used  at  points 
which  have  actually  been:  designated  and  not  when  making  inspections  "at  points 
conveniently  reached  therefrom."    Any  office  not  receiving  in  its  order  at 
least  some  certificates  with  the  phrase  omitted,  should  advise  us  at  once  and 
a  supply  will  be  furnished  from  this  office.     The  mistake  in  printing  has  been 
noticed  so  far  only  on  the  "copy"  forms  and  not  the  "originals".    It  is 
requested  that  each  office  advise  us  promptly  the  number  received  which  has 
the  phrase  included.

"Hereafter,  all  claims  for  damage  suffered  "by  the  United  States 
as  a  result  of  negligent  or  erroneous  transmission  of  telegrams,  the 
charges  on  which  are  paid,  at  Government  rates,  will  "be  forwarded 
directly  to  the  Secretary's  office  for  consideration  and  such  action 
as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  in  the  premises,"

A  REMINDER:  Monday,  Sept.  U,  is  Labor  Day  and  therefore  a  holiday  in 
Washington  and  at  all  branch  offices. 

Effective  Tuesday,  Sept.  5,  the  regular'  office  hours  will  be  resumed 
in  Washington.     Offices  will  again  open  at  9  A,M.  and  close  at  U.3O  P.M.  Ever 
since  May  15,  Washington  employees  have  had  to  report  for  duty  at  S  A.M.,  but 
there  has  been  considerable  dissatisfaction  in  the  various  Government  Depart- 
ments because  true  "daylight  saving"  was  not,  effected  by  the  turning  forward 
of  the  clocks. 

Mr,  Sherman  returned  to  his  desk  on  Monday,  after  a  three  weeks1-  trip 
to  northern  States  in  the  interest  of  shipping-point  inspection  work.  In

In  our  market  reporting  service,  an  effort  has  always  been  made  to  have 
commodities  quoted  by  grade  whenever  grade  terms  were  in  general  use  for  the^ 
commodity,  and  to  use  such  descriptive  phrases  from  ihe "Quality  or  Condition 
and  "Grade,  Size,  and  Pack"  pages  of  the  code  as  might  be  necessary  for  stoeir 
not  covered  by  the  general  heading:  "UNLESS  OTHERWISE  STATED,  ALL_Q DO T A 1 1 0 lo_ 
ARE  OH  STOCK  OP  GOOD  ITERCH  ANT  ABLE  Q.UALITY  MP  CONDITION." 

It  has  been  realized  that  some  grade  terms,  such  as  "No.  1"  for  potatoe 
3nd  onions,  are  vague  in  meaning  and  are  loosely  used,     "No . ■ 1"  with  potatoes 
may  be,  and  often  is,  as  strict  as  «U.  S.  No.  1,"  but  at  tiroes  will  cover  any- 
thing from  1-|  inches  up  and  as  poorly  graded  as  the  buyers  will  take,  further,, 
in  the  minds. of  many  shippers  and  members  of  the  trade  "graded"  means  only 
"sized"  or  "sorted."    And  at  times  sacks  are  branded  nU,  S,  No.  1"  when  the 
stock  is  far  below  grade  specifications. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  important  that  market  reporters  use  grade  terms 
whenever  possible  in  both  the  daily  wires  and  the  mail  reports.    Quotations  net 
properly  qualified  by  grade  or  descriptive  phrases  are  of  little  value  to  any 
one  using  the  reports. 

It  is  even  more  important  that  grade  terms  be  used  carefully,^  We  nave 
recently  been  criticized  by  the  Chief  of  the  Marketing  Bureau  in  a  State  whose 
State  grades  for  potatoes  are  phrased  the  same  as  the  Federal  grades,  for 
using  "partly  graded"  to  describe  potatoes  from  that  State.    He  contended  thav, 
as  potatoes  cannot  be  shipped  from  the  State  unless  their  grades  are  certified 
to  by  a  State  inspector,  all  shipments  are  fully  graded.    As  a  matter  of  fact, 
"partly  graded,"  although  intended  in  our  reports  to  indicate  a  grade  slightly 
better  than  "poorly  graded,"  does  imply  that  the  reporter  has  made  practically 
a.. full  inspection  of  the  stock  quoted. 

Before  formulating  any  definite  instructions  for  the  use  of  grade  terms, 
we  desire  to  get  the  opinions  of  marls t  reporters  in  the  matter,    Ihe  man  in 
charge  of  each  station  reporting  to  Washington  is  asked  to  reply  to  the 
following  questions: 

1.    To  what  extent  are  grade  terms  used  by  the  trade  in  your  city  m 
their  transactions? 

2.  How  do  you  secure  the  grade  for  potatoes  and  other  commodit  ies ,  - 
by  inquiring  of  each  man  from  whem  you  obtain  quotations,  by  personal  observa- 
tion, or  in  some  other  way? 

3.  Do  members  of  the  trade  seem  satisfied  with  the  grade  terms  used 
at  present  in  our  reports?    That  is  their  reaction  towards  "partly  graded'  . 

k,    VJould  the  trade  offer  any  objections  to  using  State  or  Federal 
grades  in  our  reports  for  stock  arriving  in  unlabeled  sacks  and  sold  without 
grade? 

5.     Any  suggestions  that  will  tend  towards  improving  our  grade  terms 
and  their  use  in  the  market  reports,  will  be  welcome. 
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2b.     KANSAS  CITY  POTATO  MARKET. 

1   In  response  to  a  request  from  an  official  of  the  Union  Pacific  System, 
R.  S . •  Lumbard  wro te  the  following  letter  under  date  of  Aug,  19:- 

"At  the  present  time  the  Kansas  City  market,  is  almost  wholly 
supplied  by  homegrown  stock.     There  are  . some  few  cars  of  Kaw  Valley, 
Kansas,  potatoes  being  unloaded,  and  "the  market  is  beginning  to  take 
on  a  few  cars  of  western  stock.    There  are  probably  5^0  cars  of 
potatoes  still  to  be  shipped  out  of  the  Kaw  Valley;  the  next  two  weeks 
will  undoubtedly  see  the  greater  portion  of  this  stock  out  of  the  way. 
Until  that  time,  there  will  probably  be  very  little  active  demand  for 
Idaho  potatoes.    Today,  Kaw  Valley  Cobblers  are  selling  in  Kansas  City 
in  jobbing  lots  at  $1.15-1.25  per  hundredweight,  sacked.    The  supplies, 
especially  on  homegrowns,  are  liberal. 

"I  do  not  believe  homegrown  stock  has  influenced  the  prices  "on 
the  Kansas  City  market  any  more  this  year  than  it  did  last.    One  of 
the  greatest  factors  influencing  the  market  this  year  has  been  the 
knowledge  of  a  good  crop  of  potatoes  in  practically  all  sections.  This 
has  influenced  the  dealers  to  refrain  from  buying  for  future  needs, because 
there  is  a  feeling  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  trend  of  the  market.  As 
you  know,  last  year  practically  all  dealers  lost  money  on  potatoes, 
This  makes  them  more  cautious  in  buying  this  season. 

"I  cannot  see  how  there  can  be  any  great  decline  from  present 
prices  within  the  next  few  weeks.    In  fact,   it  seems ^ as  if  the  bottom 
had  about  been  reached.    One  of  the  greatest  helps  to  growers  would  be 
compiling  a  chart  'showing  the  arrivals  and  cars  on  track  each  day  in 
consuming  markets.    This  chart  should  be  started  at  the  beginning  of 
the  movement  and  each  day's  arrivals  added.    If  this  information  could 
be  put  before  the  growers  with  any  kind  of  regularity,  I  believe  it 
would  help  them  in  distributing  their  cars  and  prevent  glutting  any 
marke  t . "

1  a.       IMPORTANT  DECISION  IN  EXCESS  WOOL  PROFITS  CASES . 

The  Domestic  ":Tool  Section  secured  quite  a  victory  in  Boston,  according 
to  a  telegram  received  from  the  District  Attorney's  office  early  this  week. 
Judge  Morton,  of  the  United  States  District  Court  in  that  city,  has  rendered 
a  decision  favorable  to  the  Government  in  the  hearings  (on  June  13)  of  the 
demurrers  filed  by  Brown  and  Adams  and  R,  E*  Smith,  wool  dealers,  questioning 
the  validity  of  the  1913  wool  regulations  under  which  many  dealers  made  excess 
profits.    Judge  Morton  overruled  the  demurrers  and  thereby  added  the  weight 
of  his  opinion  to  that  of  other  district  judges  in  establishing  the  validity 
of  the  191S  regulations. 

These    two  cases  in  Boston  -involve  excess  profits  amounting  to 
$295,000  and  $32,000  respectively.    It  may  yet  he  necessary  to  sue  the 
defendants  in  order  to  prove  and  to  collect  the  amounts  involved. 

This  decision  is  especially  important  in  view  of  the  fact  that  several 
other  dealers,  against  whom  claims  have  been  filed  for  the  payment  of  excess 
profits,  have  been  awaiting  the  results  of  these  cases  to  determine  their 
action.

It  is  requested 
that  each  representative  in  charge  of  a  market  or  field  station  advise  at  his 
earliest  convenience  whether  or  not  he  knows  of  an  instance  of  this  kind, 

2b ,     PROPOSED  CHANGE  IN  "TOTAL  SHIPMENTS  TO  DATE," 

As  a  result  of  changes  which  have  been  made  in  the  method  of  handling 
carlot  shipment  information  and  preparation  of  the  Carlot  Summary,  it  appears 
expedient  to  make  the  "Total  shipments  to  date  this  season  and  last,"  as 
released  each  Tuesday  morning  cover  shipments  up  to  the  preced ing  Saturday 
night.      Will  this  be  satisfactory  to  the  trade  and  others  in  your  district? 
If  so,  it  will  enable  us  to  save  a  good  portion  of  the  time  of  one  clerk. 

Under  this  proposed  arrangement,  the  "totals  to  date"  which  will  be 
wired  each  Tuesday,  would  be  the  same  as  the  totals  published  in  the  Carlot 
Summary,    They  would  end  with  the  calendar  week  instead  of  with  Monday  and  the 
new  heading,  instead  of  reading  "Total  shipments  to  date,"  would  be  "Total 
shipments  to  Sept.  2"  (for  example).

J° .     SPECIAL  RADIOPHONE  REPORTS  IN  PHILADELPHIA  .

"For  some  time  we  have  been  preparing  a  report  of  the  Philadelphia 
market  to  be  broadcast  by  radio  pnone  from  Bridgeport,  Pa,     In  compliance 
with  the  desires  of  the  New  Jersey  Bureau  of  Markets,  arrangements  have  been 
completed  with  Strawbridge  and  Clothier  Company  here  to  broadcast  a  special 
report,  covering  the  Philadelphia,  New  York  and  Newark  markets  on  nearby- 
grown  produce  as  early  as  9  A.M,  standard  time,  and  another  fuller  report  of 
the  Philadelphia  market  during  the  middle  of  the  afternoon.     In  addition  to 
this,  we  have  arranged  with  a  regular  commercial  radiophone  company  to  broad- 
cast three  separate  reports  during  the  day,  -  a  report  of  local  produce  on 
the  Philadelphia  market  during  the  morning,  a  special  potato  market  report 
early  in  the  afternoon,  and  then  a  full  fruit  and  vegetable  report  in  the 
early  evening.    We  have  now  been  requested  by  Gimbel  Brothers  for  reports 
to  be  broadcast  during  the  evening  from  a  new  plant  which  they  are  installing 
and    which  they  claim  to  be  one  of  the  most  powerful  east  of  Pittsburgh,"

2c«       STATEMENT  UNDER  REMARKS  YE  EN  INSPECTION  IS  HAPS  FOE  CONDITION  ONLY, 

When  inspection  is  made  at  receiving  market  for  condition  on  a  car 
inspected  at  shipping  point,  a  statement  similar  to  the  following  should  be 
made  under  REMARKS: 

"This  certificate  covers  condition  only,  inspection  for  grade  having 
been  made  at  shipping  point  on  (date  if  known)  and  reported  on  joint  Federal 

and  New  Jersey  Certificate  No.  ,  copy  of  which  may  be  obtained 

from  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  Trenton,  N.J." 

3c.       INSPECTION  OF  VIRGINIA  APPLES. 

In  a  letter  of  Aug,  28,  Mr-.  F,E,  Parsons,  Standardization  and  Inspec- 
tion Specialist  for  the  State  of  Virginia,  writes  as  follows  concerning  the 
inspection  of  apples: 

-  "It  might  he  well  to  advise  the  Inspectors  that  in  the  past  it  has  ■ 
been  the  custom  throughout  Virginia  to  pack  approximately  a  standard  'A.' 
grade,  and  where  the  minimum  size  was  2  3/4"  or  larger,  the  barrels  would 
be  marked  "  ' Standard  A,  Fancy,'2     Ha  ere  the  minimum  size  was  2^"  and 
larger,  the  barrels  would  be  marked  'Standard  A,  No.  I,'-.  Where  the 
minimum  size  was'  2"."  or  2",  the  barrels  would  be  marked  'Standard  A,  No. 2' 
or  just  'No,  2, 5      Those  divisions  related  entirely  to  differences  in  the 
minimum  size  ,    In  many  parts  of  the  State  these  arrangements  undoubtedly  w 
will  he  continued  for  ssveral  seasons'.      Therefore,  Inspectors  should  not 
judge  a  barrel  marked  'Standard  A,  Fancy,  '  on  the.  has  is  of  the  Virginia 
Fancy  grade,  but  instead  should,  consider  such  fruit  on  the  basis  of 
Virginia  No  ,  1  Grade,  2  3/4"  minimum  diameter, 

"Throughout  the  State  we  hope  that  there  will  be  very  little  fruit 
packed  under  the  Virginia  Fancy  requirements,  .as  v/e  feel  such  are  too 
strict  for  the  greater  part  of  Virginia  growers,  particularly  where  there  j 
is  no  central  packinghouse  or  machinery  in  use.     Considering  the  general 
market  conditions  this  year,  I  likewise  do  not  believe  that  there  will 
be  any  great  quantity  of  apples  marketed  under  the  Virginia  Family  Grade,  J 
which  really  is  a  ffl.  2  proposition.     Therefore,  for  this  season  at  least, 
Inspectors  in  the  market  will  need  only  consider  Virginia  fruit  as  packed 
according  to  the  Virginia  Kb  ,1  specifications,  though  in  most  instances 
such  lots  will  be  marked  as  in  former  years, 

"In  cooperation  with  the  Extension  Division,  we  are  holding  numerous- 
demonstrations  of  these  grades  in  various  counties  throughout  the  apple 
section.    So  far  these  meetings  hare  beeiLverj  well  attended  and  consider- 
able interest  has  been  shown  in  the  discussions.    My  present  plan  is  to 
begin  training  about  two  cooperative  inspectors  about  the  middle  of 
September ," 
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1+0  •     SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTION  IN  IDAHO , 

/  letter  of  peg .  21.  from  L  G«  SChultz,  Supervising  inspector  in  Idaho, 
tells  in  an  interesting  manner  of  shipping-point  conditions  in  that  State ♦ 

"I  have  just  returned  from  a-  trip  through  the  potato  district  in  this 
portion  of  the'  state  and  'ohe  lettuce  growing  section  of  the  Long  Valley,  part 
of  the  trip  was  made  in  company  with' Mr,  Thomas  ana  part  with  Mr,  Sabin  and, 
as  each  inspector  was  visited , thorough  instructions  were  given  regarding  the 
new  certificate  form  and  methods  of  making  the  'inspections*    The  inspectors  as 
a  whole  appear  to  be  quite  capable  and  efficient  though,  of  course,  some  are 
much  better' than  others.     I  fomd  that  the  work  was  being  carefully  done  and 
the  grading. most  satisfactorily.    Every    effort  will  be  made  to  keep    in  ciose 
touch' with  all  inspectors,  especially  until  they  become  accustomed  to  writing 
the  new'  certificates.  " 

;  "The '  quality  of  the  potatoes  as  a  whole  is  very  good,  although  in  some 
fields  tHere" is  serious  damage  from  Fusarium  Wilt.     There  is  also  some  Wire 
Form  injury  in  some  sections  and  in  the  sandy  soils  H^at  Necrosis  has  appeared, 

"The ' principal  brands  being,  shipped  from  this  section  are  'Idaho 
potatoes,'   ,'parmaho  Brand*  and  'Big  E  Brand.1'    practically  all  of  the  first 
named. and' most  of  the  second  are  being  inspected,  but  only  a  small  portion  of 
*.  the   'Big  E.  Brand,''  Many  cars  of  unbranded  stock  are  being  shipped,  of  course, 
the  quality  of  which  is  equally  as  good  incest  cases  as . the  branded  stock. 

"The  lettuce        V-.:,  in  the  pong  Valley  is  a  very  interesting  deal, 
this  being  the  first  attempt  to  grow  it  on  a  commercial  scale,  Approximately 
630  acres  were  planted  and  a  total  production  of  30O  cars -Was  estimated,  On 
account  of  the  unprecedented  hot  weather,  for  that  locality,  this  estimate  has 
been" cut  to  2oo'cars«    A  total  of  about  2o.cars  has  been  shipped  to  date,  but 
it  is  expected  that  shipments  will  soon  greatly  increase.     The  quality  is 
generally  good,  although  the  per  cent  of  No*  1  stock  has. been  greatly  re- 
duced on  account  of  weather  conditions,    Most  of  the  first  cars  shipped  con- 
tained' some crates  of  No.  2  stock,  but  on  account  of  the  market  conditions  it 
is  the  intention  to  ship  only  No.  1  lettuce  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 
The  lettuce  is  packed  in  accordance  with  California  methods  in  standard  crates, 
branded   'Long  Valley  Head  Lettuce,1'     Sizes  generally  range  from  2\  to  k  dozen 
to  the  crate.    The  large,  .sizes  are  due  chiefly  to  an  excess  amount  of  loose 
wrapper  leaves  and  the  appearance  of  the  stock  would  be  greatly  improved  by 
heavier  trimming." 

This  information  was  followed  by  a  telegram  dated  Aug,  28,  in  which 
Mr.  Schultz  advises  as  follows: 

"Extremely  hot  weather  causing  large  amount  Heat  Necrosis  some 
districts,     inspection  not  being  requested  on  many  cars  especially 
from  Nyssa,  Oregon,  district  account  not  grading  U.S.  No.  1  due  to 
this  condition.    Otherwise,  stock  of  fine  appearance  and  quality." 


State  officials,  cooperative  inspectors,  or 
other  persons  who  send  to  Washington  copies  of 

grading  or  packing  rules  (such  as  the  Circle  "W" 
Apple  Grades  and  Virginia  Apple  Grades  mentioned 
in  this  Division  Letter)  should  serd.  about  100 
copies,  if  they  desire  every  Inspector  to  have  one. 
There  are  now  about  80  technical  employees  in  the 
Federal  Inspection  Service  and  the  roll  is  increas- 
ing.    It  has  been  customary  in  the  past  to  send 
Washington  only  50  or  75  copies  for  distribution 
to  Inspectors,  but  that  is  not  a  sufficient  supply. 
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5C»     BEINSPECTIONS  AT  RECEIVING  POIMTS: 

A  question  lias  been  raised  by  one  of  our  offices  about  reinspection  at 
receiving  points,  requested  because  the  first  certificate  was  restricted  on 
account  of  heavy  loading. 

'  This  should  not  be  considered  a  reinspection.  It  is  a  second  inspection 
for' which  the  usual  fee  should  be  charged,  it  was  the  fault  of  the  applicant  r 
that  he  did  not  make  the  product  available  at  the  time  of  the  first  inspection.- 

According  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  a  reinspection  is  a  second  in- 
spection made  because  the  applicant ~is  dissatisfied  with  the  finding  of  the 
first  certificate.     It  is  also  stated  that  reinspection  shall  be  declined  if 
there  has  been -a;  change  in  quality  or  condition  since  the  first  inspection  was 
made,    it  follows,  therefore,  that  reinspections  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  are  made  only  when  there  is  dissatisfaction  on  the  pbrt 
of  the  receiver  with  the  finding  of  the  first  inspection  on  those  factors 
which  have  not  changed  in  transit.    These  are  the  common  factors  of  quality  in 
-Contrast  to  those  of  condition.    If  the  first  inspection  is  sustained,  the 
■applicant -pays -$12,00 •    If  the  first  inspection  is  reversed,  there  is  no  charge 
"    If  the  Inspector  has  any  doubt  as  to  the  willingness  of  the  applicant  for  re- 
■  •  '  inspection  to  pay  the  $12t00  in  case  the  first  inspection  is  sustained,  he 
should  demand  the  fee  in  advance.

In  a  letter  dated  August  24,  Mr.  Charles  W.  Hauck  makes  the  follow- 
ing statement : 

"The  later  plantings  of  lettuce  are  beginning  to  come  on  now 
and  if  the  storms  will  let  up  we  ought  to  get  out  some  very  good 
lettuce  during  the  remainder  of  the  season.    We  had  another  cloud- 
burst last  night.    To  date  the  Association  has  shipped  93  cars  as 
compared  with  150  cars  a  year  ago.    The  Williamson-Marion  section 
is  not  likely  to  ship  the  volume  at  any  time  that  went  out  of  here 
last  year. 

"The  celery  crop  is  beginning  to  move.    There  seems  to  be  a 
world  of  it  and  from  present  indications  the  quality  is  going  to 
be  quite  good.    I  have  been  making  a  number  of  demonstrations  of 
the  celery  grades."

Mr*  W.F,  Allewelt,  Director  Colorado  Division  of  Marketing,  in  letter 
dated  August  29  writes  as  follows: •  ■■ 

"In  connection  with  the  inspection' of  pears,  a  situation  has  developed 
which  is  going,  to       extremely  dificult  to  handle.    In  spite  of  the  strenous 
efforts  made  during  the  season  to  clean  up  codling  moths  in  the  valley,  the 
situation  in  regard-  to  wormy  fruit  is  rery  bad.    At  the  present  time  we  find 
that  eggs  of  the  third  brood  are  being  deposited  on  the  fruit. 

Agents  of  the  U,  S.  Bureau  of  Chemistry  are  advising  packers  that  it 
is  necessary  to  wipe  the  arsenical  sprays  from  all  fruits,  before  packing, 
This  leaves  the  surface  unprote cted  and  our  men  are  finding  in  the  case  of 
lots  which  are  held  for  a  short  time  after  packing,  that  the  eggs  are  _ 
hatching  and  worms  are  entering  the  fruit.     This  means  that    lots  may  be 
passed  by  the  inspectors  when  packed,  since  the  presence  of  eggs  cannot_ 
practicably  be  determined  by  inspection,     In  addition  to  this,,  the  presence 
of  eggs  does  not  affect  the  grade.    On  the  other  hand,   it  is  certain  that  - 
many  of  these  eggs  are  hatching  after  the  time  of  inspection  and  that  wormy 
fruit  will  .develop:  -in  trans it:»    As  you  knew  our  inspection  applies  to  the 
grade,  quality  and  condition  at  time  of  loading,  but  we  wanted  to  bring  to 
your  attention  the.  fact  that  under  these  conditions  many  lots  of  pears  vhich 
may  pass  the  grade  requirements  under  rigid  inspection  at  this  end  may  fail 
to  meet  those  requirements  when  received  in  terminal  markets,  because  of  this 
change  in'  condition  during  transit1.      We  would  appreciate  your  bringing        .  .. 
this  matter  to  the  attention  of  inspectors  located  in  receiving  markets* 

Certain  shipping  organizations  in  the  state,  which  have  in  the  past 
marketed  their  pears  under  grades  desiganted  as  "fancy"  and  11  ch  0  i  ce  "  have 
■    protested  that  their  trade  will  not  take  hold  of  this  fruit  under  the  new 
grade  names'"- in  use  by  the  state  this  season,  that  is  Colorado, No ,  1,  and 
Colorado  No,  2,     For  this  reason  a  ruling  has  been  made  On.  this  point  and 
published  in  the  papers  in  the  prdocuing  territory  as  well  as  being  mailed 
to  the  ^Packer':, 

The  ruling  is  as  follows:  .  '..-.. 

Grand  Junction,  Colorado,  August  2%,  1922, 

"Because  of  the  fact  that  in  past  years  a  large  part  of  the  pear  crop 
of  the  state  has  been  shipped  under  grades  designated  as.  Fancy  and  Choice, 
for  which  a  trade  demand  has  been  established^  cer-tain  shippers  have  asked 
that  they  "be  permitted  to  so  mark  their  packages  this  season.     In  order  to 
avoid  interference,  with,  established  trade  practises,   the  following  ruling  is 
issued,  effective,  August  2%]  (Continued) 
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"  Any  package  of  pears,  which  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  Colorado 
Grade  No.  1  may  be  stamped  "COLORADO  NO,  1",  as  provided  in  the  official  grade 
"book,  or,  at  the  option  of  grower  or  shipper,  the  term  "FANCY"  may  he  stamped 
in  addition,  as  "COLORADO  NO  ,  1  OR  FANCY".      Any  package  of  pears  which  conforms 
to  the  requirements  of  Colorado  Grade  No,  2  may  he  stamped  "COLORADO  NO,  2% 
as  provided  in  the  official  grade  hook,  or,  at  the  option  of  grower  or  shipper, 
the  term  "CHOICE"  may  he  stamped  in  additicji,  as  "COLORADO  NO.  2  OR  CHOICE,  » 
It  should  lie  clearly  understood  that  stamping  the  terms  fancy  and  choice,  in 
addition  to  the  numerical  grade  desgination,  is  pot  obligatory,  hut  optional,"

With  reference  to  the  wormy  condition  of  Colorado  pears  inspectors 
in  receiving  markets  should  proceed  as  follows: 

If  pears  are  found  in  receiving  markets  with  fresh  worm  holes  which 
evidently  may  have  been  made  during  transit,  this  condition  should  he  described 

under  OTHER  BLEMISHES  AND  DEFECTS  as  follows:"   

percent  of  pears  show  fresh  worm  punctures!," 

The  certificate  should  be  restricted  to  Maturity,  Decay  and  other  factors 
which  nay  have  changed  in  transit  and  the  following  statement  should  be  made 
under  REMARKS :    "This  certificate  is  restricted  to  factors  of  quality  and 
condition  which  may  have  changed  since  these  pears  were  packed,  inspection  for 
grade  having  been  made  at  shipping  point  and  reported  on  joint  Federal  and  State 
certificate,  copy  of  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Colorado  Division  of  Markets, 
Fort  Collins,  Colorado."

It  represents  a  conditio n  when,  because  of  depressive 
conditions,  usually  resulting  f  rom  o  versupply  or  products  of  highly  inferior 
quality,  or  condition,  the  demand  is  almost  wholly  absent  and  the  market 
-shows  no  stability,    A  wide  range  in  prices  results  from  the  willingness  of 
sellers  to"  dispose  of  their  stock  at  alirost  any  price  offered.    Do  not 
use  this  term  and  follow  it  by  a  record  of  sales  at  reasonable  prices,."-

2 c ,      CONDTIIONOP  MASSACHUSETTS  ONIONS : 

Mr*  Bier  reports  the  following  facts  regarding  the  condition  of 
onions  now  he  ing  packed  in  the  Connecticut  Valley: 

"It  might  "be  well  to  call  to  the  attention  of  our  terminal  inspectors  a 
condition  prevalent  in  many  of  the  onions  that  may  "be  shipped  from  the. 
Connecticut  Valley,    Normally  the  neck  of  a  mature,  well  cured  onion  is  firm, 
This  season  many  onions  are  found,  that  the  neck  is  soft  hut  still  sound  due 
entirely  to  check  during  period  of  growth,    It  is  p  hysiological  out  it  is 
easily  mistaken  for  neck  rot1"  in  the  earliest  stages  ,     A  cross  section  of 
onion  at  neck  will  show  that  outside  of  a  little  browning  of  the  inner 
tissues  making  up  the  center  of  the  stem  the  onion  will  be  sound,    I  arn 
calling  this  to  their  attention  because  we  are  having  trouble  ourselves  in 
determinirg  whether  there  is  decay  or  whether  we  hare  a  softness  due  to 
physiological  condition.    However,  where  decay,  either  Slimy  Soft  Rot  or 
Neck  Rot,  has  made  a  beginning  it  is  often  easily  detected  by  squee  zing  the 
neck  of  the  onion  and  following  same  with  pressure  up  the  stem.      If  drops 
of  moisture,  exude  at  end  ot  stem  you  hare  either  one  or  the  other  of  two 
diseases  mentioned.    The  descriptions  giren  in  the  Handbook  co\er  both 
diseases  very  fully,    I  might  say  that  we  have  taken  this  trouble  up  with 
Dr.  Anderson  of  the  Mas 'sa  druse  :tts  Agricultural  College,     He  said  the 
condition  was  physiological  and  pathological  and  'chat  he  could  not  find  any 
signs  of  decay." 

3c,      INSPECTIONS  HADE  FOR  INFORMATION,  OP  BUREAU  OP  CHEMISTRY.

Bills  should  be  made  out  in  the  usual  way 
but  instead  of  filling  in  the  usual  fee,  type  in  the  words  "No  fee". 
The  blue  slip  shorid  accompany  the  "ash  ing  ton  copy  of  the  certificate, 

'Then  inspections  are  made  at  the  request  of  or  for  the  information 
of  the  Bureau  of  Xhemistry,  information  regarding  the  findings  of  such 
inspections  should  not  be  given  to  other  parties.      The  shipper  will  not 
receive  a  copy  of  such  certificates.    If  the  shipper,  receiver  or  carrier 
desires  information  regarding  the  lot  in  question  they  mist  make  the 
application  in.  the  usual  way,     Certificates  should  be  made  out  to  applicant 
and  handled  as  in  other  cases. 

If  inspection  is  made  at  the  request  of  a  financially  interested 
party  and  Chemistry  desires  information,  a  copy  should  'be  forwarded  to 
Chemistry  as  directed  in  lc  Division  Letter,  Vol  .  Ill-  No.  31,  Aug,  10,

At  Boston  in  addition  to  fruits  and  vegetables  inspected,  3240  lbs,  of  butter  was 
weighed  and  the  required  stamp  checked,  at  the  Navy  Yard. 

At  NewYork  by  request  of  the  Navy  Supply  Department  approximately  15,678  lbs.  were 
inspected  for  the  United  States Shipping  Board. 

At  San  Diego  the  inspection  of  bread  is  now  being  handled  by  the  Navy  Department, 
in  addition  to  the  number  of  pounds  rejected  as  given  above,  20,000  lbs,  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  were  rejected  in  the  contractors'  places  of  business. 

The  report  from  San  Pedro  covers  the  period  from  August  17  to  31,  inclusive.  In 
addition  to  the  fruits  and  vegetablesinspected  at  this  point  1100  lbs.  of  butter 
were  passed,  60  lbs.  rejected;  1200  lbs.  of  fish  and  49  lbs,  of  poultry  were  passed, 
and  690  dozen  eggs  were  passed,  ani  180  dozen  rejected. 
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MEASURING  ICE  IN  BUNKERS: 

The  attention  of  all  inspectors  is  called  to  the  necessity  for  care 
in  measuring  the  amount  of  ice  found  in  bunkers.    It  frequently  happens  tha-* 
ice  melts  out  of  the  lower  part  of  the  bunker  without  the  portion  in  the  up,  \l 1 
part  sinking  down*    This  causes  what  is  commercially  known  as  "bridging".  It 
is  much  more  likely  to  happen  with  cars  that  are  standing  still  than  with 
those  moving.    Careful  observation  should  always  be  made  to  see  whether  this 
condition  exists*    If  so,,  the  "bridge"  should  be  broken  down  to  permit  of 
accurate  measurement. 

7c.    MASKING  CARS; 

Suggestion  has  been  received  from  one  of  our  branch  offices  that 
the  marking  of  cars  inspected  at  either  shipping  or  receiving  point  should 
shov  whether  the  inspection  is  restricted.    It  has  been  suggested  that  this 
can  well  be  done  by  putting  the  letter  "R"  after  the  date  when  the  certificate 
is  restricted. 

This  is  an  excellent  suggestion.    When  a  car  is  so  marked  a  second 
and  complete  inspection  may  be  made  at  some  other  point  without  in  any  way 
calling  in  question  the  accuracy  of  the  first  inspection.    Such  a  second 
inspection  will  not  be  considered  a  reinspection  and  should  be  handled  in 
the  regular  way  as  a  new  inspection.     Such  a  second  inspection  should, 
however,  not  be  restricted  and  should  be  made  only  when  the  entire  lot  is 
available  for  thorough  examination*

definite  statement  to  this  effect  should  be  made  under  "Remarks".  The

Mr.  Biddle  calls  to  cur  attention  the  almost  invariable  sameness  of 
demand  and  movement  phrases  in  market,  report?:  if  demand  it  recorded  as  good, 
moderate,  or  slow,  the  movement  is  almost  always  given  the  same  by  the  market 
reporter.    It  is  true,  when  demand  is  slew,  movement  is  also  genially  slow, 
but  a  careful  market  observer  will  at  times  discover  a  different  situation. 

For  example.  Mr,  Biddle  suggests  that  when  the  sellers,  have  to  work 
hard  for  business  and  perhaps'  make  considerable  price  concessions  to  confirm 
sales,  the  demand  is  slow;  but  if  throtsgn  this  hard,  work  many  sales  are  made, 
a  good  day*  s  movement  has  resulted.     In  this  case,   the  proper  cod  e  phrase  is 
HAFAS  (demand  slow,  movement  good).    The  reverse  might  also  be  true., 

Reporters  should  ask  specific  questions  concerning. 'market  conditions 
of  enough  dealers  so  that  the  actual  situation  is  thoroughly  understood  and 
should  not  rely  alone  on  their  ability  to  absorb  these  conditions  by 
observation.     Do  not  interpret  this  item  to  mean  that  you  must  vary  demand 
and  movement  phrases  without  cause,  but  be  sure  your  report  is  a  true  picture 
of  actual  conditions,

lc.     VIE  STERN  NETj  YORK  CELERY. 

Under  date  of  Sept,  15,  Mr,  hauck  wrote  from  Williamson,  N.T. ,  as 
follows  concerning  New  York  celery: 

"A  considerable  quantity  of  early  celery  is  being  harvested 
and  during  the  past  two  weeks  I  have  paid  more  attention  to  this 
crop  than  to  the  lettuce,    A  surprising  proportion  of  the  celery 
in  the  Williamson  section  has  grown  rapidly  and  matured  early, 
and  though  it  is  not  generally  very  well  blanched  as  yet  the 
quality  is  quite  good.     I  have  heard  it  estimated  as  high  as  30% 
of  the  entire  crop.     Whether  it  is  a  distinct  variety,  or  a  sport 
of  the  Golden' Self-blanching,  or  due  to  unusual  growing  conditions 
I  am  unable  to  say,  as  I  am  not  familiar  enough  with  the  varieties. 
However,  a  glance  at  the  weekly  report  of  tne  carlot  movement 
discloses  how  far  ahead  of  last  year  the  harvest  is, 

"I  arranged  a  number  of  public  grading  demonstrations 
and  personally  supervised  the  grading  of  several  carlots,  and  I 
feel  sure  that  considerable  improvement  is  going  to  take  place. 
It  is  hot  a  difficult  matter  for  the  growers  here  to  meet  our  No.  1 
grade,  this  year  at  any  rate,  for  they  have  had  so  few  field  troubles. 
Of  course  in  those  places  where  the  plants  were  under  water  four 
times  this  summer  the  celery  is'  stunted  and  yellow  and  even  in  some 
cases  decayed,  but  what  I  mean  is  that  the  harves table  crop  is 
generally  pretty  clean.    Blight  and  heart  rot  and  foot  rot,  which  are 
serious  factors  in  the  Florida  deal,  have  not  been  troublesome, 

"A  reasonable  amount  of  trimming  makes  a  great  majority 
of  txie  stock  that  is  coming  off  now  U,  S,  No.  1,  and  I  believe 
I  am  safe  in  saying  that  without  any  special  effort  most  of  the 
shipments  will  meet  the  requirements  of  that  grade,  as  far  as  qual- 
ity is  concerned.     It  is  customary  to  pack  all  sizes  in  the  same 
crate,  however,  and  I  am  endeavoring  to  gradually  break  the  growers 
in  to  sizing  the  stock.    We  are  separating  it  roughly  into  two  sizes, 
one  lot  containing  the  medium  and  large  stalks  and  the  other  con- 
taining the  small  ones.     To  distinguish  between  the  two  I  have  been 
stamping  the  one  "U.S. No.  1"  and  tne  other  "U.  S.  No.  1  Small."  As 
a  rule  the  former  contains  k  to  5ll  dozen  stalks  and  the  latter  S  to 
10 it  dozen.     Several  members  of  the  trade  who  have  been  here  have 
assured  me  that  this  will  enable  them  to  handl3  the  celery  to 
better  advantage. 

"I  have  arranged  to  spend  a  couple  of  days  early  next  week 
with  Mr.  N.R.  Peet  of  the  Western  New  York  Fruit  Growers  Cooperative 
Packing  Association.     We  are  planning  to  visit  their  local  packing 
houses  between  Rochester  and  Niagara  Falls,"

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3c.     POTATO  .GRADING  DEMONSTRATIONS  LN  MONTANA^ 

On  Sept.  13,  F.  S.  Kin&ey  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Sfiney.  Mont, 
It  throws  interesting  light  on  the  work  done  by  supervisirg  inspectors  in  the 
sections  where  shipping -point  inspection  .•        is  being  established.    Most  of 
the  towns  mentioned  by  Mr.  Kinsey  are  on  the  Great  Northern  Railway  in 
northeastern  Montana: 

"Mr.  Snovell  (Chief  of  the  Division  of  Horticulture,  State 
Dept,  of  Agriculture)  and  I  began  on  Sept„  7  to  gi^e  potato  sorting 
demonstrations.    We  have  to  date  given  one  each  at  Chinook,  Harlem, 
Dodson,  Hinsdale,  Nashua,  Glasgow,  Sidney,  Midvale.  and  two  at  Malta. 
You  may  note  that  this  is  almost  double  the  number  of  stops  included 
in  my  original  schedule.     The  extra  places  are  made  mostly  by  auto. 
The  County  Agent  of  one  county  even  had  us  scheduled  for  a  school  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  the  one  at  Hinsdale,  which  we  would  have  missed 
otherwise.     Some  of  these  schools  necessitate  a. drive  for  us  of  10 
to  20  miles.     All  are  arranged  by  the  County  Agents. 

"The  attendance  has  been  from  9  to  25.  frequently  consisting 
of  all  or  practically  all  of  the  potato  growers  in  the  section.,  We 
can  do  the  best  work  with  10  to  18  in  attendance.    We  rigged  up  a 
sorting  table  such  as  is  used  in  the  other  potato-growing  sections 
of  the  Northwest,   only  we  have  hinged  legs  on  ours,  so  we  can  express 
it  from  place  to  place  or  carry  it  on  the  side  of  the  Ford  easily* 

"After  Mr.  Shovel  1  has  said  a  few  words  in  explanation^  I  sort 
a  half  sack  or  a  sack  of  potatoes,  and  then  turn  the  sorting  over  to 
the  men  -  and  occasionally  women  -  standing  by,  to  coach  them..  After 
they  have  sorted  out  those  that  do  not  go  U,  S.  No,  1,  we  arrange  the 
potatoes  according  to  the  defect,  in  piles,  and  discuss  them. 

"All  these  sessions  are  held  on  the  ranches.  Today  at  one 
meeting  we  had  the  project  head  of  the  Lower  Yellowstone  Project. 
We  have  had  three  bankers  or  bank  casniers, 

"Along  the  line  of  the  Great  Northern,  on  the  Milk  River  Pro- 
ject, perhaps  our  work  was  one  chiefly  of  disillusionment,  the  growers 
(who  are  mostly  new  at  it)  realizing  after  we  were  through  what  poor 
quality  they  are  raising.     They  have  a  queer  attitude  up  there,  saying 
that,  if  they  can't  raise  potatoes  good  enough  for  U.  S,  No.  1  table 
stock,  they  believe  they  will  be  able  to  raise  tnem  of  good  enough 
quality  for  seed,  not  referring  to  size,  either.    Here  on  the  Lower 
Yellowstone  Project  they  are  not  so  possessed  with  the  idea  of  seed 
potatoes.     In  a  large  part  of  the  country,  the  trouble  so  far  is 
that,  if  a  man  is  tending  a  few  hundred  acres  of  wheat  and  hay,  his 
few  acres  of  potatoes  receive  attention  only  when  there  is  nothing  else 
to  do. 

"Two  of  the  old  State  inspectors  are  working  east  on  the  N.P. 
Railway,  holding  schools.    Next  week  Mr.  Shovell  stops  at  the  Billings 
fair,  where  he  will  demonstrate  grades,  coming  back  here  to  a  county^ 
fair  one  day.    At  Bridger  one  of  the  two  other  inspectors  and  I  meet  ' 
and  go  on  to  the  country  south  of  Butte,    Later  are  tne  Kalispell  and 
Bitter  Root  sections.  " 

4c.     MICHIGAN  GRADES  FOR  GRAPES  AND  APPLES. 

With  this  Division  Letter  each  Inspector  is  being  sent  a  mimeographed 
copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  the  Packing,  Branding,  Sale  and 
Offering  for  Sale  of  Grapes  in  Michigan. 

Last  week  there  was  sent  to  eacn  Inspector  a  mimeographed  copy  (5  pages 
of  the  Michigan  Standard  Grades  for  Annies.     If  anyone  was  overlooked  in  this 
distribution,  please  advise  the  Washington  office. 
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5 c •     M^SAfflre3iffTS_ .ONION  SITUATION. 

Writing  under  date  of  Sept.  15}  Robert  Bier  has  the  following  to  say- 
concerning  the  onion  situation  at  South  Deerfield,  Mass.: 

"If  these  rains  continue, (we  had  three  heavy  rains  this  week), 
I  am  afraid  our  service  win  not  be  used,  very  much*    A±  present  time 
loadings  are  barely  20%  to  2S$  of  last  season1  s  at  same  period. 
Buyers,  local  dealers  and  receivers  are  obtaining  their  s-q&plies 
from  Indiana  and  Ohio*     Onions  from  these  latter  States  are  going 
into  the  Boston  and  other  Massachusetts  city  markets  and  selling  at 
25^  to  75^  above  the  Connecticut  Valley  ptfo&W-t,    52b.e  trade  claims 
they  are  of  better  quality  than  the  Valley  product* 

fl These  rains,  combined  with  warm  days,  are  bringing  about 
an  increase  of  Neck  Rot  and  Slimy  Soft  Rot*    For  instance,  a  par  we 
inspected  the  other  day  had.  an  average  of  18%  to  2.'$  decay,  some  as 
high  as  kofo  and  some  as  low  as  \2$*    Their-  re~saveeE&ng  is  showing 
2.0%,  indicating  that  our  figures  upon  the  car  were  very  accurate, 
Dais  is  creating  some  confidence  in  our  inspection,  but  is- also

la.     ANTICIPATE  NEEDS  FARTHER  IN  ADVANCE, 

Oh  is  injunction  applies  particularly  to  the  Washington  office  and  to 
field  men,  as  market  stations  generally  have  allowed  sufficient  time  for  the 
delivery  of  supplies. 

At  present  most  of  the  requests,  not  only  for  supplies  but  for 
mimeograph  work,  printing,  shovp  work,  and  truck  orders,  are  made  with  the 
explanation  that  it  is  essential  that  the  work  be  done  immediately.  Seldom 
is  sufficient  time  allowed  to  have  the  order  handled  in  the  regular  way. 
Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  requests,  we  endeavor it o  meet  the  need 
promptly  by  making  them  "special,"    This  has  been  done  so  often  that  Bureau 
and  Department  officials  are  practically  disregarding  our  "special"  requests^ 
considering  them  merely  as  part  of  our  regular  procedure.     Consequently  we 
fail  to  get  special  service.    This  is  only  the  natural  outcome,  for  it  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  other  Divisions  or  Bureaus  may  have  as  urgent  requests 
as  our  Division  and  consequently  some  request,  even  if  urgent,  must  wait  for 
others. 

The  remedy  for  this,  which  at  the  same  time  will  improve  our  relation- 
ships within  the  Bureau,  is  for  each  one  to  make  requests  for  work  or  supplies 
as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the  need  and  to  dismiss  the  idea  that  he  or 
she  should  secure  preferential  treatment  at  all  times.    With  this  practice, 
when  we. do  have  an  emergency  request  it  will  be  so  regarded  by  the  Bureau 
or  Department  officials.     Furthermore,  it  Is  only  fair  that  needs  be  anti- 
cipated so  that  the  supplies  or  other  work  will  be  available  when  the  need 
arises. 

In  the  case  of  field  orders,  a  few  days  should  be  allowed  for  filling 
orders  in  Washington  in  addition  to  possible  delays  in  transit.     The  co- 
operation of  all  isrequ.es  ted,  as  it  will  mean  increased  efficiency  in  our 
work, 

2a,     SURPLUS  OR  DEFICIENT  EQUIP  A^NT.    •  '  (Reply) 
Occasionally  It  comes  to  our  attention  tnat  there  are  articles  of 
furniture  or  equipment  in  certain  branch  offices  which  are  not  in  use,  or 
that  machines  are  in  such  poor  condition  tart  new  ones  are  needed.     To  enable 
us  to  provide  for  all  needs  and  to"  dispose  of  any  articles  which  we  may  find 
are  needed  elsewhere,  every  branch  office  is  requested  to  report  at  once  all 
articles  of  property  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  which  are  not  needed 
and  what  articles  of  furniture  or  mechanical  equipment  will  probably  be 
needed  in  the  near  future,     Advise  also  the  condition  of  any  machines  which 
may  need  to  be  replaced  in  the  near  future.    We  do  not  give  assurance  that 
all  such  needs  can  be  filled  scon,  but  the  information  is  desired  in  order 
that  we  can  make  proper  economical  provisions  for  future  requirements^

2b,     ORDER  OF  ARRANGING-  QUOTATIONS  BY  CONTAINERS  IN  APPLE  WIRES. 

As  boxed  apples  are  now  appearing  on  most  markets,  it  seems  well  to 
request  reporters  to  follow  in  their  apple  wires  to  Washington  the  order  used 
in  previous  years.     Quotations  on  barrels  should  come  first,  followed  by:. those 
on  boxes,  bushel  baskets,  bushel  hampers,  bulk  per  cwt„  ,  bulk  per  barrel,  and 
other  containers.     Stations  will  rarely  report  on  all  these  containers  in  one 
wire  but  the  order  given  above  should  be  followed  for  such  bases  as  are  used. 

Market  conditions,   including  the  statement  for  supplies,  can  be  given 
once  before  listing  any  quotations  if  applicable  to  all  containers;  if  not, 
they  saould  be  given  following  each  container.    The  type  of  container,  such 
as  barrels,  boxes „•  KEHAB,  etc.,  need  be  mentioned  once  only  at  the  head  of  the 
quotations  on  that  type  of  container*    Example;    BARRELS  CUSUS  HANAN  HOJAB  NEW 
YORK  KASOD  KASOB  VEXIG  KASEB  BEST  3G2PIX.      KEHAB  CUVUV  HAFAF  HOMAB  NEV  YORK

3b,     TIME  OF  FILING  WIRES  ON  WESTERN  CIRCUIT.  (Reply) 
There  has  been  some  complaint  from  market  stations  located  on  the 
western  leased  wire  circuit  that  their  market  wires  were  delayed  in  trans- 
mission to  Washington  because  it  was  impossible  to  send  them  for  a  considerable 
period  after  they  were  filed  with  the  lo^.d  operators, 

In  order  that  we  may  be  fully  advised  of  the  situation,  ycu  are  re- 
quested to  forward  to  this  office  immediately  after  the  close  of  this  month, 
a  statement  showing  the  time  the  market  wire  was  filed  each  day  during 
September  by  the  local  operator  and  the  time  it  was  finally  accepted  by 
Washington  and  transmitted  over  the  wire. 

^b.     SPECIAL  LETTUCE  REPORTS  IN  NEW  YORK. 

For  sorre  time  a  number  of  the  market  stations  have  been  making  special 
reports  on  lettuce  for  the  benefit  of  -the  New  York  Dept.,  of  Farms  and  Markets, 
A  letter  of  S®pt»  25,  from  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and'.-Storage 
(New  York),  gives  the  following  inf orma t ion  which  v, ill  be  of  interest: 
"Shipments  of  lettuce  from  New  look  State  aie  falling  off 
rapidly  and  we  have  decided  to  close  the  lettuce  market  report  at 
Rochester  at  the  end  of  this  week.     Oar  Mr.  Duncan  is  writing  from 
Rochester  to  your  various  branch  offices  from  which  we  have  been 
receiving  wires ,  notifying  them  to  stop  sending  the  same  on  the  30th. 

"I  assure  you  we  appreciate  your  cooperation  in  the  matter 
of  this  lettuce  report.     It  seems  'to  have  been  quite  a  successful 
project  and  to  have  met  the  needs  of  the  lettuce  shippers  satisfac- 
torily.    We  have  received  a  gratifying  number  of  favorable  comments 
on  the  report.  "

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5b*      NORTHWESTERN  APPLE  SITUATION, 

Mr,  Callanan,   in. charge  of  the  Spokane  field  office,  recently  made 
trips  into  the  principal  apple-producing  districts  of  Washington*      He  vis i ti- 
the Wenatchee  and  Yakima  sections  and  conferred  with  shippers  concerning 
the  Supplementary  F,0,B»  reports  issued  from  Spokane  .    There  seems  to  ve 
a  cordial  spirit  of  cooperation  this  season  on  the  part  of  practically  all 
the  factors  in  the  Northwest  apple  deal.    At  Wenatchee,  Mr.  Callanan  was 
successful  in  lining  up  the  Wenatchee  District  Cooperative  Assn,  ,  anew 
"amalgamation"  which  expects  to  handle  0  \er  2,500  cars. 

He  states  that  "the  codling  moth  has  had  a  fine  summer."  local 
authorities  agree  that  the  loss  from  worms  will  average  l^fo  and  probably 
25/o  will  be  nearer  the  fa\pt.    The  inspection  and  grading  will  be  closely 
watched,  so  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  fruit  will  demand  a  high  per- 
centage of  re- inspect  ions  at  market,  but  the  situation  is  quite  serious, 
Tnere  is  also  a  feeling  that  the  fruit  will  average  a  higher  proportion 
of  small  sizes  and  that,  some  varieties  will  be  a  bit  shy  on  color. 

The   f&p  _   situation  is  still  serious  and  not  until  after  the  Jonathan 
no  \ement  has  been  well  under  way  will  it  be  possible  to  see  what-  supply  of 
cars  remains.    The  "unknown  factor"  that  adds  to  the  complexity  of  things 
is  the  number  of  "bad  order"  cars  among  those  available,

lc,     INSPECTION  OF  VIRGINIA  APPLES-  - 

Under  date  of  Sept.  25,  F.  Earl  Parsons ,  . Standardization  and  Inspection 
Specialist  for  the  State  of  Virginia,  furnished  the  following  information  con- 
cerning inspection  of  apples  in  that  State:. 

"Tne  Frederick  County  Fruit  Growers1  Association  at  Winchester j  Va-, 
is  having  a  part  of  its  fruit  inspected  in  the  orchard  at  time  of  packing. 
About  25  of  the  large  growers  are  cooperating  in  this  plan,  and  such 
fruit  as  meets  the  requirements  of  tne  Association  grades  is  packed  under 
the  Valley  of  Virginia  Brana  for  tneir ,  Stanaard  No.  1  Grade.  The 
orchard  inspectors  are  appointed  by  the  State  Dairy  ana  Food.  Commissioner, 
and  operate  under  the  authority  of  the  1°,20  Virginia  apple  law  A   $iey  ■ 
do  not  issue  certificates  of  any  kind,   but  instead,  when  the  barrels  are 
properly  graaed  and  packed  according  to  the  Association  rules,  they  allow 
the  following  stamp  to  ,be  placed  on  the  head  of  the  barrel;-  'Orchard. 
Inspection  1322,  State  of  Virginia  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner.' 

"Two  inspectors  are  used  in  connection  with  this  work,  and  they 
endeavor  to  make  aaiiy  visits  ■  to  tne  several  orchards,  and  at  each  visit 
open  one  to  three  barrels  and  sort  and  weigh  the  fruit  therein  on  the 
basis  of  tne  Association  grades*    These  inspectors  are  experienced  in 
apples  and  are  very  conscientious  in  their  work*    While  the  authority  for 
this  work  is  placed  under  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner  and,  as  such, 
is  entirely  apart  from  the  regular  &ood  products  inspection  service,  yet 
I  have  assisted  in  training  these  men  in  the  correct  interpretation  of  the 
grades  and  in  starting  the  orchard  inspection  work  in  the  proper  manner. 

"The  Frederick  County  Fruit  Growers'  Association  grades  are  very 
similar  to  the  tentative  Federal  grades  in  so  far  as  the  usual  quality 
requirements  are  concerned.    The  Association  interprets  color,  .however,,  as 
meaning  any  tinge  or  shade  of  color,  and  thus  only  grass-green  Yorks  are 
excluded.    The  York  Imperial  will  be  the  principal  variety  packed  under 
this  arrangement,  and  they  expect  approximately  100, 000  barrels  unaer  the 
Valley  of  Virginia  Brand." 

2 c *    MICHIGAN  APPLE  GRADES. 

Since  last  week's  Division  Letter,  we  have  received  in  pamphlet  form 
the  Michigan  Apple  Grades  and  each  Inspector  is  being  sent  a  copy,  which  will 
be  more  convenient  tnan  the  former,  mimeographed  copy. 

The  apple  grades  for  Washington  and  6f  the  Apple  Growers'  Association 
of  Hood  River,  Oregon,  will  be  forwarded  to  ail  Inspectors  within  tne  next 
week  or  ten  days. 

3c .    INSPECTORS  SHOULD  NOT  FURNISH  DETAILED  NOTES  OR  FIGURES.  ^ 

Requests  for  Inspector's  figures  or  notes  are  not  to  be  complied  with 
under  any  circumstance  except  upon  permission  from    Washington.     If  a  request 
is  received  for  these  figures  or  notes,  the  Inspector should  write  and  state 
that' to  furnish  them  is  contrary  to  the  policy  of  the  Department,  as  the  full 
meaning  of  such  notes  is  known  only  to  the  Inspector  and  is  given  in  the 
complete  certificate.

la.     EXPENSE  ACCOUNTS  OR  TRANSPORTATION  REQUEST  STUBS  SHOULD  BE  FORWARDED  PROMPTLY. 

The  Section  of  Audits  and  Accounts  advises  that  quite  frequently  it  is 
necessary  to  withnold  payment  of  railroad  bills  for  a  considerable  length  of 
time,  pending  the  receipt  of  expense  accounts  or  transportation  stubs  .from 
field  employees.     In  order  to  avoid  tnis  delay  as  much  as  possible  in  the 
future,  field  employees  are  requested,  if  it  is  not  desired  to  submit  an  ex- 
pense account  at  tne  close  of  eacn  month,  to  forward  tne  Transportation  Request 
stubs  to  Washington  promptly.     Taese  stubs  should  also  be  forwarded  to 
Washington  in  the  case  of  travel  where  no  expense  other  than  transportation  is 
incurred  and  no  reimbursement  is  necessary.    Transportation  Requests  used  must 
still  be  listed  on  the  back  of  reimbursement  vouchers.    Be  sure  that  the  Letter 
of  Autnorization  number  is  filled  in  on  transportation  Requests  and  stubs  and 
that  tne  proper  appropriation  is  shewn  thereon. 

NEWS  ITEMS. 

On  Wednesday,  Mr.  Robb  and  Mr.  Kitcnen  (now  Supt.  of  Center  Market)  made 
an  automobile  trip  to  Gunston  Hall,  Va.  ,  for  tne  purpose  of  investigating  the 
marketing  of  various  vegetables  and  fruits  grown  on  a  large  tract  there  and 
brought  to  the  Wasnington  market  by  truck.    Complaint  had  been  made  of  the  wide 
spread  between  tne  price  received  by  the  grower  and  that  at  which  the  goods 
sold  in  this  city.     Gunston  Hall  is  located  on  the  Potomac  River,  about  10 
miles  below  Mt.  Vernon,  and  was  once  tne  nome  of  George  Mason  (1725-I792),  a 
leading  figure  during  tide  Revolutionary  period.    Tne  original  estate  contained 
about  UjOOO  acres  but  no*  includes  only  550  acres.    The  old -mans ion  was  erected 
about  1750  and  its  present  owner  recently  spent  mucn  money  in  restoring  tne 
building  to  a  structure  of  beauty.    Tne  grounds  and  mansion  are  said  to  resemble 
those  at  Mt,  Vernon,    George  Mason  was  a  member  of  tne  Virginia  Constitutional 
Convention  in  1776  and,  in  that  capacity,  wrote  the  famous  Bill  of  Rights  in 
the  Virginia  Constitution.     There  is  a  tradition  that  Mason  and  Thomas  Jeffersor 
prepared  the  first  draft  of  tne  Constitution  of  tne  United  States  in  the  parlor 
of  Gunston  Hall, 

Messrs.  Sherman  and  Butner  are  in  the  State  of  Y/asbington  this  week, 
Latest  wires  were  received  from  Mr.  Sherman  at  Wenatchee  and  Seattle,  and  he 
expects  to  be  at  Spokane  by  the  end  of  the  week, 

Before  returning  to  Washington  last  week,  Mr.  Samson  met  Robert  Bier  and 
0.  W.-  Hauck  at  Albany,  N.  Y.    Mr.  Hauck  tnen  returned  to  Williamson  for  a  few 
days,  to  explain  the  lettuce-grading  work  to' the  Extension  Horticulturist  of 
Cornell  University,  who  expects  to  interest  himself  in  standardization  problems. 
Mr,  Hauck  nas  now  gone  on  a  tour  of  the  cabbage  sections  in  western  New  York, 
to  study  tne  nandling  and  grading  of  cabbage,  so  as  to  complete  tne  information 
necessary  for  a  bulletin  on  this  subject.     This  work  may  require  three  or  four 
•  weeks,  and  at  its  conclusion  a  number  of  local  or  State  inspectors  may  be 
licensed  in  tne  cabbage-producing  districts,  to  conduct  shipping -point  inspec- 
tions.

Information  from  Utah  indicates  that  the  shipping-point  inspection  work 
on  peaches,  apples,  potatoes,  etc,  in  that  State  will  be  concluded  by 
November  1»    Mr.  Conklin,  who  has  been  serving  as  Superv/ising  Inspector,  will 
then  return  to  Washington  for  a  future  assignment* 

W,  V,  Stephens,  Supervising  Inspector  in  Aroostook  County,  Maine,  reports 
that  the  inspection  of  potatoes  will  be  restricted  to  shipments  from  Port 
Fairfield,  Washburn  and  Caribou, ;  There  is  not  sufficient  demand  at  other  points 
to  have  inspectors  stationed  there.    The  digging  of  the  Aroostook  County 
potato  crop  is  $Ofo  completed, 

Nelson  U»  Blanpied  has  been  appointed  as  a  cooperative  inspector  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  to  assist  with  work  at  shipping  points.    He  is  a  graduate 
of  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  and  has  had  two  years'  experience  as  an 
inspector  with  the  Penna.  Bureau  of  Markets.

lb  ,     CARE  NECESSARY  IN  SPECIFYING  DISEASES  AND  INSECT  INJURIES. 

E.  E,  Conklin,  now  acting  as  Supervising  Inspector  in  Utah,  calls  to 
our  attention  the  fact  that  one  of  the  market  stations  has  quoted  Elbertas 
•  as  showing  effects  of  Brown  Hot,  and  states  that,  so  far  as  he  knows.,  Brown 
Rot  has  never  been  reported  from  Utah  and  that  the  disease  in  question  is 
probably  Hiizopus  .    The  Supervisor  further  says  that  the  report  has  been 
called  to  his  attention  by  several  Utah,  people  who  were  very  anxious  not  to 
have  Brown  Rot  reported  from  the  State  unless  it  actually  had  been  found. 

No  doubt  the  trade  referred  to  the  peaches  in  question  as  showing 
Brown  Rot,   but  reporters  are  cautioned  not  to  include  in  market  wires  specific 
names  for  diseases  or  insect  injuries  unless  sure  that  they  are  correct. 
"Some  decayed"  or  "some  wormy"  are  safer  terms  when  there  is  any  question  as 
to  the  exact  trouble.    Peach  reports  are  practically  over  for  the  season,  but 
this  caution  is  equally  applicable  to  other  fruit  and  vegetable  reports. 
If  our  market  reports  contain  the  names  of  specific  diseases  or  other  in- 
juries, they  may  be  used  as  evidence  in  disputes  and,  if  erroneous,  may 
cause  wrong  adjustments,  or  raise  a  question  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  rest 
of  the  data  they  contain* 

2b  .     COST  OF  RELAYING  WIRES  TO  FIELD  STATIONS. 

In  order  to  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  cost  of  operating  our  various 
field  stations,  we  have  in  the  past  directed  an  individual  letter  to  the 
man  in  charge  of  each  market  station  regularly  relaying  market  reports  and 
other  information  to  certain  field  stations,  asking  for  a  record  of  tie  cost 
of  such  wires.     At  the  present  tine,  in  addition  to  the  regular  relay  work 
being    done  by  such  offices  as  Kansas  City,  Chicago,  and  Boston,  we  are 
asking  a  number  of  other  market  stations  to  send  wires  co  \ering  auction 
reports  on  apples  direct  to  Spokt*net,  Detroit  and  Cleveland  also  are  sending 
certain  reports  direct  to  designated  field  stations  » 

In  order  that  we  may  have     continuous,  complete  report  of  the  cost 
of  all  such  wires  sent  by  market  stations  to  field  stations  and  charged 
against  market  station  accounts  and  in  order  to  obviate  making  special 
requests  for  such  information,   it  is  thought  best  to  instruct  every  market 
station  to  send  us  monthly  a  record  of  the  cost  of  all  wires  relayed  to 
field  stations.      This  takes  effect  imnediately  and  your  fullest  cooperation 
in  this  matter  is  requested,

lc .     SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTION  IN  UTAH , 

The  following  letter,  written  by  Mr.  Sherman  on  Sept.  20  from  Salt 
Lake  City,  gives  a  vivid  picture  of  conditions  in  Utah,  especially  with 
reference  to  the  shipping -point  inspection  of  peaches,  apples,  onions  and 
potatoes: 

"I  do  not  know  whether  the  acute  question  here  is  grading  or 
inspection  but  I  believe  it  is  the  former*    As  we  ride  from  placfe  to 
place  we  are  forced  to  conclude  that  in  this  State  we  are  working 
with  the  cart  before  the  horse  and  yet  it  did  not  seem  possible  to 
hitch  up  any  othe^Way- 

"Here  every  grower  packs  his  own  peaches  and  the  picker  is 
the  sorter  and  grader-.    There  are  almost  no  peaches  sorted  or  graded 
from  basket  to  basket  in  the  State  and  no  central  or  association 
packing  houses.    The  inspecting  which  has  been  done  is  chiefly  for 
certain  groups  who  had  agreed  to  put  up  No.  1  peaches  for  certain 
shippers.  '  The  cars  are  loaded  as  the  wagons  come  from  various 
orchards  and  the  loads  which  do  not  grade  No.  1  are  turned  back  to 
the  grower  for  resorting, 

"Under  this  system  no  one  dares  stamp  his  baskets  No-  1  until 
they  are  actually  in  the  car;  consequently  hone  are  so  marked, 
even  the  cars  which  have  been  inspected  and  passed. 

"The  same  situation  obtains  on  all  shipped  products.  Utah 
apples  are  at  best  packed  face  and  fill*    Quite  generally  they  are 
shipped  to  Los  Angeles  and  there  graded  and  boxed,  we  are  told. 

"There  is  an  estimated  production  of  75  cars  of  onions  -  big 
stuff  of  Spanish  origin-    The  growers  have  formed  a  pool  which  will 
dissolve  tonight  unless  they  sign  up  with  some  distributor.  They 
want  wide  distribution  to  introduce  a  new  onion.    They  want  to  ship 
a  grade  of  k  inches  diameter  and  above,  another  of  3  inches  and 
one  of  smaller  diameter,  if  it  will  sell* 

"These  onions  are  all  in  small  lots*    The  industry  is  new. 
Distributors  expect  endless  trouble  with  bad  sizing  on  the  dozens 
of  farms.    There  are  no  packing  sheds  or  facilities  of  any  kind  for 
the  work  which  should  be  done.    And  yet  these  onions  are  yielding  at 
the  rate  of  about  1 ,200  bushels  per  acre  ,  and  such  an  industry  should 
not  be  lost  for  lack  of  education  and  organization  in  a  bad  year. 

"As  to  potatoes,  few  are  trying  to  sort  to  U.S.  No.  1  or  know 
what  that  means*    Many  fields  could  make  it  with  half  an  honest 
effort  and  a  field  * sizer*  ,  but  the  farmers  are  not  trained  to  try 
to  reach  a  standard  but  only  to  bring  something  (everything)  to  the 
car  which  the  'loader'  will  let  by.    It  is  literally  a  question  of 
getting  by,  not  one  of  grading.    It  would  seem  that  this  is  a  year 
to  do  some  teaching.    There  is  enough  inspection  in  progress  to  teach 
some*    Not  nearly  as  much  inspection  as  there  should  be."

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5*2  •    LETTUCE  GRADING  AND  PACKING/  COLORADO  . 

On  Sept.  11+ ,  while  stopping  at  Canon  City,  Colo.,  Mr-  Sherman  wrote 
the  following  very  interesting  letter  regarding  the  harvesting,  grading  and 
packing  of  lettuce  in  certain  sections  of  that  State:- 

"This  is  to  raise  again  a  question  so  recently  quieted:  Where 
does  production  end  and  marketing  begin? 

"This  lettuce  game  brings  it  to  the  fore-    Here  we  see  lettuce 
like  cabbage  and  handled  if  anything  more  roughly*    Trucked  in  over  30 
miles  of  mountain  roads,  the  following  may  be  noted  at  the  sheds: 

"1-    Hauled  in  same  sort  of  crates  as  used  for  shipping,  many 
arriving  broken  and  telescoped  by  those  above,  with  lettuce  badly 
crushed. 

"2.    Many  crates  so  overfilled  that  entire  weight  of  crates 
above  rests  on  lettuce  and  not  on  the  crates  containing  it* 

"3*    Generally  packed  in  crates  in  field  with  stem  straight 
up,  making  a  deep  bruise  in  the  head  above  packed  vertically  over  lit, 

nl4-    Every  indication  that  farm  handling  has  been  without  re- 
gard to  number  of  leaves  broken  and  on  the  theory  that  nothing  is  . 
an  injury  which  does  not  result  in  immediate  and  visible  destruction 
of  the  head. 

T15»    In  the  shed,  no  matter  how  over-full  the  crates  may  be, 
they  are  stacked  5  high  on  the  hand  truck  as  taken  from  the  farmer* s 
truck,  consequently  stand  5,  high  in  shed  until  trimmed  and  packed. 

"6..    Trimming  and  grading  are  one  operation.    Two  men  trim 
for  each  packer.    The  heads -are  so  tightly  jammed  in  the  crates  by 
this  time  that  some  trimmers  pull  them  out  by  jabbing  the  s1-- inch  knife 
full  length  into  the  head  at  an  angle  and,  catching  the  stem  with  the 
thumb ,  give  a  pry  and  a  pull  I 

'.'  "7»    The  head  is  pinched  once  to  ascertain  hardness  and  possible 
prominence  of  seed  stem  and  is  either  thrown  in  with  the  trash  or  the 
stem  freshly  cut  so  that  about  2  leaves  drop  cff  with  it- 

"8.    The  'trimmed1'  head  is  then  placed    stem  up  with  a  thump 
on  the  packer*  s  .table ,  which  is  slatted.    The  trimmer  seems  to  find 
his  professional  joy  in  life  by  making  the  thump  of  his  trimmed  head 
punctuate  the  hum  of  the  packing  shed  as  a  blacksmith  punctuates  his 
work  with  a  ringer  on  the  anvil. 

"9«    The  packer  must  of  necessity  be  a  little  rough  to  make  a 
tight  pack-    If  by  any  chance  an  outer  leaf  remains  on  the  head  which 
is  not  already  bent  backwax-ds  and  broken  across  the  middle,  he  is  sure 
to  break  it  in  packing. 

"10-  The  packer  may  distribute  his  broken  ice  oetween  layers 
either  well  or  ill*    If  ill,  he  makes  an  uneven  top  and  adds  to  the 
crushing  incident  to  nailing  down.    The  putting  on  cf  top  slats  is 
under  a  pressure  which  must  break  a  good  many  leaf  ribs  even  in  the 
sclid  heads.    It  this  was  the  first  crushing,  it  would  not  be  so  bad 
as  it  is  pressed  tightly  against  crushed  ice/1*. 
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kc,        ONION  SITUATION  IN  OHIO. 

In  a  letter  of  Sept.  29  from  Kenton,  Ohio,  J.J.  Gardner  wrote 
as  follows  concerning  the  onion  situation  in  that  section: 

"Mr.  Howell  and  I  "both  arrived  here  this  morning  and  met  Mr. 
Snyder  (local  shipper).    He  took  us  out  to  Alger,  which  is  about  IS 
miles  from  here,  where  they  have  a  large  part  of  their  loading  done  and 
where  practically  all  cars  to  be  inspected  will  be  loaded.    They  have  an 
order  for  about  UO  cars,  sold  subject  to  Government  inspection,  to  grade 
U,  S.  No.  1  Large,  part  of  which  at  least  is  (I  understand)  to  go  to 
Northampton,  .Mass ,    Coal  to  Newcastle  J    Howell  and  I  looked  at  one  car 
that  was  loaded  upon  our  arrival  and  found,  so  much  decay,  Neck  Rot, 
that  this  aftemon  we  unloaded  one  end  and  startedto  run  it  oier  the 
screen  again.    We  will  give  it  another  look-over  tomorrow  to  issue  a 
certificate  on  it.    There  seems  to  be  a  considerable  amount  of  green 
stock,  due  to  immaturity  and  sun  scald,  mostly  the  latter,  I  belie ve, 
I  am  sending  some  in  for  your  examination,  also  to  Chicago.    I  am  doubtful 
about  the  trade  accepting  them.    We  also  examined  another  car  for  U.  S, 
No.  1  grade  this  afternoon.    It  was  very  good  stock  except  that  it 
showed,  an  average  of  3^  decay,    mostly  Neck  Rot,  some  slimy.    There  did 
not  seem  to  be  anything  like  the  amount  of  greening  in  this  car  as  we 
observed  in  the  large  stock, 

"Mr,  Snyder  has  provided  good  office  quarters  and  will  bring 
in  a  typewriter  tonorrow,  so  that  Mr.  Rowell  can  type  the  certificates, 
I  am  having  a  little  notice  put  in  the  local  paper,  so  that  other  growers 
and  shippers  may  know  that  a  Federal  man  is  available.    Believe  this 
best  policy,  as  they  might  feel  that  our  services  were  limited  to  one 
firm, 

"Mr,  Snyder  thinks  the  season  will  last  not  to  exceed  three 
waeks,  as  the  crop  is  moving  rapidly,    I  expect  to  take  a  trip  through 
the  fields  about  here  and  around  McGuffey  in  a  day  or  two  and  will  then 
write  further  regarding  the  crop."

'  Mr «  Gardner,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  shipping -point  inspection  at 
Kenton,  Ohio  has  referred  to  this  office  samples  of  onions  which  show 
sunburn,    This  consists  of  green  color  over  a  portion  of  the  upper  part 
of  the  bulbs,    Mr,  Gardner  reports  that  there  is  a  good  bit  of  this  in 
the  McGuffey,  Ohio,  section.    The  onions  submitted  are  believed  to 
within  the  requirements  of  U,  S,  Grade  No,  1,    A'     small  amount  of  green 
color  is  not  sufficient  to  til.  row  otherwise  good  onions  out  of  -grade. 

If  in  doubt  about  this  factor,  samples  should  be  sent  to  Washington 
or  to  your  Supervising  Inspector  for  final  judgment.

Tne  point  was  made  on  Tnursday  by  the  secretary  of  tne  Incorporated 
Society  of  Principal  Wholesale  and  Retail  Bakers ,  Limited,   that  notning  less 
than  a  fall  of  Us,  per  sack  in  tne  price  of  flour  warranted  a  reduction  of  a 
halfpenny  on  the  quartern  loaf.

2a,     CAR  SHORTAGE  SITUATION. 

F,   M,  Patton,  in  charge  of  transportation  work  for  tne  F,  &  V,  Division, 
has  made  some  observations  on  tne  car  shortage  wnich  nas  obtained  more  or  less 
throughout  the  principal  producing  sections  this  summer  and  fall,  These 
observations  are  of  special  interest  at  this  time: 

The  situation  nas  bean  bad  enough  out  it  nas  not  been  so  acute  as  we 
have  been  led  to  believe  except  in  certain  limited  sections  where,  for  reasons 
applying  specifically  to  such  sections,  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  supply 
the  needed  equipment.   The  requests  of  snippers  are  often  in  excess  of  actual 
needs,  and  an  acute  shortage  for  a- snort  time  at  a  limited  number  of  snipping 
points  very  often  raises  a  protest  wnicn  gives  tne  impression  of  ,  a  general 
failure,     Rumors  are-  spread  which  tend  to  give  tne  idea  that  the  carriers  are 
lying  down  on  tne  job  or  are  deliberately  careless  of  the  needs  of  patrons. 
Sucn  ideas  are  not  well  founded,  as  naturally  the  carriers  are  out  to  make 
money  and  money  is  made  by  nauling  tonnage.     Perishables  not  only  make  tonnage 
but  well-paying  tonnage  at  that,- 

Briefly  stated,  the  car  shortage  started  at  the  beginning  of  a  season 
when  mucn  of  the  equipment  needed  to  take  care  of  this  movement  was  on  sidings, 
and  in  yards  and  shops,  awaiting  repairs.     On  July  1  tne  shopmen's  strike  began 
and  these  cars  could  not  be  put  in  shape  and  others  were  added  to  tne  list. 
As  the  strike  progressed,  the  newly-organized  shop  forces  of  the  carriers  began 
to  take  care  of  sufficient  equipment  to  put  the  normal  number  of  cars  into  use. 
But  repeated  spells  of  warm  weather  and,  in  some  sections,  continuous  nigh 
temperatures  hastened  tne  maturity  of  crops  beyond  the  normal,  so  tnat  the 
roads  in  those  territories  were  unable  go  supply  the  unexpectedly  heavy  calls 
for  equipment.     In  many  cases  where  refrigerators  ordinarily  would  xiave  oeen 
used,  box  cars  and  ventilated  cars  were  put  into  service,  wherever  tne  kind  of 
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commodity,  its  condition  and  short  n&uls  would,  permit  the  use  of  sucn  equip- 
ment,    Some  of  the  eastern  lines  owning  refrigerators  pooled  taese  cars  to 
facilitate         ;  Handling, 

Many  cars  were  tied  up  by  failure  of  consignees  to  unload  promptly  at 
destination,     The  depressed  condition  of  the  markets  augmented  tnis  trouble, 
for  cars  were  frequently  held  intact,  awaiting  price  recoveries  or  opportunity 
for  advantageous  resnipment  or  diversion,     In  some  cases,  tne  railroads  placed 
embargoes  against  "particular  consignees  who  were  slow  in  unloading, .  thereby 
endeavoring  to  break  tne  practice  of  nolding  cars  and  making  tnis  equipment  ' 
availaole  for  new  loading.     The  necessary  movement  of  other  commodities  equal 
in  priority  with  fruits  and  vegetables  complicated  tne  problem. to  some  extent. 
Wnere  practicable  oi,nd  necessary,  effort  was  made  to  overcome  tnis  situation  by 
snipping  such  commodities  to  sections  growing  perisnaoles  in  cars  which,  when 
empty,  could  be  used  for  the  reverse  movement  of  hignly  perisnaoles ,  grain, 
etc.  .  Tnis  plan  secured  the  most  advantageous  use  "of  all  suitaole  equipment, - 

In  tne  West,  raucn  of  tne  equipment  is  furnished  under  contract  with 
various  refrigerator  lines,  but  tne  situation  on  those  contract  lines  has  been 
about  tne  same  as  in  other  sections. 

One  result  of  tne  car  shortage  is  that  -shipments  from  terminals  to 
storage  points  or  directly  from  producing  sections  to  storage  nave  been  un- 
usually heavy,  and  this  probably  will  greatly  extend  the  normal  season  for  the 
movement  of  some  of  these  fruits  and  vegetables. 

About  Oct.  10,  conditions  in  various  parts  of  tne  country  were  as  out- 
lined below:     (It  snould  be  remembered,  however,  that  circumstances  change 
almost  daily,  )- 

California:     Tnis  section  is  now  taken  care  of  except  for  grapes.     About  1,000 
cars  of  grapes  loaded  in  box  cars  have  been  forwarded,  and  .it  seams  necessary 
to  continue  to  handle  tnis  movement  in  this  way  for  about  two  weeks,  by  which 
time  it  is  thought  taat  sufficient  refrigerators  will  be  released  in  other 
sections  to  take  c~re  of  these  grape  snipments, 

Northwest:    In  tnis  territory,  calls  for  equipment  were  being  supplied  in  most 
cases,  but  a  shortage  was  feared  and  .all  available  railroad-owned  refrigerators 
fromthe  East  were  being  rushed  into  tne  northwestern  territory  to  care  for  the 
movement  of  apples,     Tne  situation  was  not  so  satisfactory  in  Idanc  and 
Colorado,  out  was  improving, 

Michigan:    Tnis  territory  was  nearly  normal,  after  tne  car  shortage  of  a  few 
weeks  ago, 

Southeast:    Movement  was  light  in  this  section  and  car  supply  was  ample. 
New  York:    This  section  has  had  more  trouble  than  any  other,  and  the  supply  of 
equipment  was  still  inadequate  to  some  extent.     Every  effort  however  was  being 
made  to  relieve  the  shortage.     Tne  difficulties  in  tnis  section  are  mostly 
those'  of  operation,  due  to  heavy  shipments  from  a  limited  territory,     It  is 
thought  that  tne  worst  period  has  been  pass  ed  And J:  that  the  situation  will:  . 
improve.     With  vigorous  efforts  being  made  to  relieve  tne  situation  and  with 
the  better-carrying  species  ox  perishables  (sucn  as  apples  and  potatoes)  now 
coming"  on,  the  outlook  is  more  promising.

out  otherwise  conforms  to  all  grade  specifications,  as  'Extra  Fancy 
hailed1  or  'Fancy  hailed,1  etc,     Tne  Colorado- Division  of  Marketing  has 
granted  this  request  and  packages  from  these  districts  will  be  so  marked,"

5b . CONDITIONS  IN  MONTE  VISTA  SECTION  OF  COLORADO. 

On  Oct.  2,  G,  E,  Prince,  in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Monte  Vista, 
wrote  an 'interesting  letter  to  the  Washington  office,  parts  of '  which  are^  quoted 
below:    (Tne  letter,  of  course,  refers  to  potatoes.) 

"Quite  a  bit  of  Fusarium  is  Deing  found -in  the  Valley  this  season, 
or  at  least  it  looks  like  Fusarium  to  rne,  but'ihe  local  inspectors  have 
been  calling  it  Sun-scald,  and  seem  undecided  as  to  just  what  the  trouble 
is.     Reports  indicate  that  it  is  scattered  over  the  entire  district  cut- 
is found  less  in  the  outlying  district  where  potatoes  are  being  planted 
for  the  first  time,  and  in' fields  where' proper  crop ' rotations  have  been 
practiced,  -  '  .'"'• "' ':     '      "  :  _'  "  '      '  ;v 

"The  haulings  are  being  retarded  by  the  car  shortage  and  it  looks 
as  if  the  cold  weather  would  catch  part  of  .the  crop,  as  the  storage 
facilities  are  limited.     Should  the  car  shortage  continue,  and  present 
indications  are  that  it  will,  a  larger  percentage  of  the  crop  than  usual 
will  be  held  ever 'until  after  the  holidays.     I  have  been  unable  as  yet 
to  secure  acreage  figures  from  the  office  of  the  State  Agricultural 
Statistician,  but  figures  from  the  Commercial  Club  shew  that  the  area 
has  been  increased  l6,0C0  acres  over  last  year,  making  a  total  of  ^0,000 
acres  for  the  Valley  this  season.     The  car  distribution' is  being  based, 
on  these  figures,  allowing  1  car  to  every  6  acres,  and.  the. growers  are 
receiving  all  of  the  cars.     Yields  so  far  are  running  low  and  would 
indicate  that  tne  total  carlot  movement  would  be  approximately  the  same 
as  last  season,  or  6,000-6,500  cars.  '' 

"Reports  from  the  Greeley  District  also  indicate  a  low  yield, 
probably  due  to  a. shortage  of  irrigation  water.     The, yield  on  the  West 
Slope  is  reported,  to  be  about  normal,  with  less  disease  than  in  several 
years  past,  11

lb.     INDIANA  ONION  CROP. 

Writing  under  date  of  October  6,  W.  H.  Kali,  in  charge  of  the  Chicago 
Market  News  office,  gives  the  following  report  of  bis  recent  trip  to  Indiana: 

"From  September  26th  to  30tn  I  visited  the  onion  section  of 
Indiana,  which  extends  pretty  generally  across  the  northern  part  of 
the  State,  varying  in  width  from  10  to  30  miles.    Of  course,  there 
are  large  areas  in  this  section  that  are  never  planted  to  onions,  which 
is  perhaps  true  of  almost  ail  sections  given  over  to  a  particular 
commodity.    A  great  deal  of  land,  particularly  around  Bourbon  and 
Nappanee,  that  was  for  years  "devoted  to  onions,  is  now  planted  to  mint, 
anaindustry  that  has  reached  large  proportions  in  Northern  Indiana  with- 
in the  past  six  years.    What  is  known  as  onion  land  is  also  well  suited 
to  mint  growing,  and  the  average  returns  to  mint  growers  have  been  fully 
as  satisfactory  as  those  to  onion  growers-  .  ...... 

"While  Walker ton  is  generally  referred  to  as  the  largest  onion 
section  in  the  State,  there  have  been  years  when  other  sections  have 
shipped  more  cars  than  Walkerton.    Newland,  Bourbon,  Plymouth,  Collins, 
Columbia  City,  Knox,  Nappanee,  Churubusco,  Hamlet,  and  several  stations 
in  the  Wolf  Lake  section,  are  all  heavy  shipping  points,  and  practically 
all  of  these  places  have  warehouse  facilities  for  25-I56  cars.  Some 
of  the  warehouses  are  owned  by  buyers  in  the  terminal  markets,  a  few  by 
shipping  organizations,  and  perhaps  a  third  of  them  are  owned  and 
operated  by  local  merchants  or  local  buyers. 

"Fully  75$  of  the  onions  are  Yellow  Globes,  the  remainder  being 
about  equally  divided  between  reds  and  whites.    Many  farmers  claim  that 
they  have  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in" growing  white  stock 
and  now  confine  themselves  exclusively  to  yellowsv 

"Planting  starts  about  the  middle'  of  April  and  the  first  digging 
is  around  August ;1,.  although  the  heaviest  digging  does  not  occur  until 
September.    When  the  weather  is  favorable,  harvesting  of  the  crop  con- 
tinues until  about  October  1,  although  the  amount  of  stock  remaining 
undug  after  the  middle  of  September  is  relatively  small.    The  onions 
are  pulled,  topped  and  put  in  bushel  boxes,  after  which  they  are  let 
stand  in  the  fields  until  dry  enough  to  ship  or  put  into  storage. 

"The  yield  this  year  is  better  than  for  several  years,  ranging 
from  I50  to  75O  bushels  per  acre,  with  an  average  of  around  350  bushels.  ' 
Many  fields  averaged  600  bushels,  while  others  ran  as  low  as  I50.  Light 
yields  -were  reported  in  a  part  of  the  Columbia  City  and  Churubusco 
sections,  although  many  fields  in  these  sections  ran  as  high  t,s  600  to 
700  bushels. 

...  "With  a  good  crop  reported  for  the  entire  United  States,  growers 
have  been  willing  to  sell  cheaply,  and  buyers  have  been  taking  hold 
freely,  believing  that. prices,  particularly  those  of  the  early  season, 
were  somewhat  below  what  would  ordinarly  be  expected  for  a  crop  of  the 
size  reported.  Rumors  that  the  crop  in  certain  eastern  sections  would 
perhaps  be  reduced  by  later  estimates  was  also  a  cause  for  some  of  the 
buying.

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"Prices  in.mid-.Augu.st  ranged  from  kOifi  to  60^-  per  cwt.  for  yellows 
delivered  at. cars,  the  range  depending  on  both  the  quality  of  stock 
and.,  the  amount  of  competition-    This  was  for  bulk  stock;  when  sacked, 
the  buyer  furnished  the  sacks.    These  prices  did  not  change  materially 
.  until  early  in  September,  when  there  was  a  very  noticeable  increase 
in  the  number  of  buyers.    By  the  last  of  September  prices  had  ad- 
vanced to  a  range  of  $0<£  to  $1.10  for  No*  1  yellows,  delivered  at  cars, 
which  also  included  labor  of  sacking.    Reds  sold  at  about  10^  per  cwt. 
under  yellows,  and  whites  at  about  20tf  above  yellows. 

"Most  of  the  buying  was  for  shipment  to  the  large  terminal 
markets,  and  the  amount  of  Indiana  stock  going  East  this  season  has 
been  unusually  heavy,"  considering  the  fact  that  the  East  is  reported 
to  have  a  good  crop.    However,-  the  fine  quality,  of  most  of  the  Indiana 
-■    stocK  is  undoubtedly  the  reason  for  this,  and  it  is  reported  upon 
pretty  good  authority  that  quite  a  lot.  of  these  onions  have  gone  to 
Europe.    This,  report  alone  has  had  a  lot  to  do' with  the  growing 
bullish  tendency  among  the  f aimers,    jjp  to  the  middle  of  September"'- 
growers,  as  a  rule,  were  pessimistic  and  inclined  to  sell  at  prices 
offered,  but  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  many  of  them  were 
found  storing  when  buyers  were  paying  oj0..p  to  $1*00,  or  even  $1-10,  for 
fancy  stock.  .  It  is  very  difficult  to  offer  a  close  estimate  of  the" 
amount  of  stock  in  the  country  warehouses  owing  to  'the  irregularity  of 
storing,"  as  some  towns  have  their  warehouses  full,  'others  practically 
empty,  while  others  are  about  half -filled.     However,   it  is  believed  that 
that  less  tnan  $0%  of  the  crop  is  left  in  the  country. 

"The  quality  of  the  stock  is  good  this  season,  being  of  good 
size  and  well-matured,  althou.gh  a  few  fields  v&ere  the  onions  were 
still  standing  in  boxes  had  quite  a  lot  of  stock  that  was  damp  at  the 
neck,  and  some  decay  was  noted.

In  a  letter  of  Oct.  S,  R.  B<  Shoemaker,  in  charge  of  the  Benton 
Harbor  office,  wrote  as  follows: 

"Under  date  of  October  1,1  advised  that  it  seemed  as  if  grape 
shipments  would  total  much  more  than  the  previous  estimate  of  5>500  cars 
and  would  possibly  reach  0,500  cars.    It  now  seems  quite  probable  that 
they  will  reach  that  figure.      The  grape-s  along  the  lakeside  district  are 
mostly  over;     however,  the  Lawton-Paw  Paw  district's  are  but  about  75^ 
gone.    This  is  the  heaviest  shipping  section.      Rain  Friday  night  and 
Saturday  morning  had  but  little  effect  on  the  movement  of •  the  crop,  except 
to  stop  picking  for  the  day.    The  weather  turned  cool  and  cloudy  and  is 
still  so  today,-  Monday.     Should  it  have  remained  warm,  there  would  have 
been  a  tendency  for  the  stock  to  crack,  as  it  is  now  all  in  a  ripe  condition. 
There  have  been  some  complain^  already  on  the  condition  of  the  table 
stock,  ana  there  will  undoubtedly  be  more  as  the  season  closes. 

"Snipments  from  the  Lawton-Paw  Paw  district  probably  will  be 
35-5O  cars  daily  during  the  week  beginning  Oct.  15."

for  that  week,  and  issue  the  regular  mimeographed  bulletins  as  a  practical 
demonstration  (to  the  large  number  of  growers  and  shippers  who  .will  attend  the 
show)  of- 'the  method  by- which  this  Bureau  secures  and  distributes  its  market  in- 
-  -■  :  formation.  •         :  .  -  .  -    ..     ....  .  . 

In  addition  to  the  regular  market  reports-  on  apples, -  potatoes  and  cabbage, 
the  Rochester  office  includes  in  its  bulletins  a  brief  report  of  the  onion  market 
and  shipments,  and 'a  tabulation  of  grape  shipments. 

We  have  just  been  informed  of  the  correct  address  of  C.  H.  Johnson,  super- 
vising.inspector  of  the  Grand  Forks  district  in  the  shipping-point  inspection 
of  North  Dakota  potatoes,     It  is:  County  Agent's  Office,  Grand  Forks,  N.Dak.  , 
instead  of  Bismarck,  aspreviously  announced.    This  work. is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Inspection  Dept.  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  in  North  Dakota. 

After  assisting  with  the  inspection  of  onions  in  the  Kenton  section  of 
Ohio  for  a  short  period,  J.  J.  Gardner  proceeded  to  Chicago  to  confer  with  the 
Inspection  staff  in  that  city,  and  h^s.  now  returned  to  his  headquarters  in  Pitts- 
burgh.   B.  H.  Rowell  will  complete  his  onion  inspection  -vork.in  Ohio  in  a  few 
days  and  will  then  return  to  the  Chicago  office.

Mr.  Googe  is  not  only  reporting 
the  fruit  and  vegetable  :j obbing  and  carlot  market,  each- day,  but.  is  also  assisting 
in  the  distribution  of  reports  on  live  stock  and  dairy  products.    The  latter  ' 
reports  are  relayed  from  Kansas  City.

We  regret  to  report  the  departure  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Cance,  who  has  served  the 
Bureau  and  particularly  the  F.  &  V,  Division  as  a  Consulting  Specialist  during 
the  past  year.     Dr.  Cance  not  only  reviewed  and  suggested  revisions  in  a  number 
of  bulletins  being  prepared  on  the  marketing  of  various  pr  oducts,  but  himself 
prepared  manuscripts  on  the  marketing  and  distribution  of  onions  and  cabbage. 
He  directed  several  important  investigational  studies  while  with  the  Bureau, 
especially  along  the  line  of  truck-crop  financing  aid  the  relation  between 
potato  prices  and  the  crop  estimates,  shipments  and  supplies  of  potatoes.  He 
also  outlined  a  large  number  of  bulletins  which  it  is  hoped  to  prepare  in  the 
near  future,  and  suggested  some  important  studies  on  the  marketing  of  fruits 
and  vegetables,  all  of  these  investigations  to  be  made  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  economist.    Dr.  Cance  has  now  resumed  his  chair  in  the  Massachusetts 
Agricultural  College  at  Amherst,  where  he  gives  courses  in  agricultural  oconb- 
mics.     It  is  understood  that  a  considerable  number  of  students  are  "majoring" 
in  this  particular  line  of  study. 

W.  C.  Lynn,  Cooperative  Inspector  in  Pennsylvania,  is  stationed  at 
Chambersburg  for  a  couple  of  months,  where  he  is  not  only  making  shipping- 
point  inspections  of  apples  but  also  reporting  the  fiO.b.  market  from  time  to 
time.

4b.     RADIO  WORK  AT  ROCHESTER. 

In  a  letter  of  Oct.  14,  C.  L.  Brown,  in  charge  of  the  Market  News 
office  at  Rochester,.  N.Y,,  makes  the  following  report: 

"As  you  know,  we  have  been  experimenting  with  radio  receiving  of  market 
news  and  I  am  assuming  you  will  be  interested  in  our  practical  resultst 

"So  far,  the  results  have  exceeded  expectations.    The  information  re- 
ceived is,  on  the  whole,  more  accurate  than  by  commercial  wire  in  code,  es- 
pecially when  all  figures  are  spelled  out.     The  only  time  we  have  difficulty  i 
receiving  is  when  static  is  very  bad,  but  that  is  not  likely  to  happen  over 
of  the  time.  '  Occasionally  the  sending  is  not  of  the  best  but  it  is  improving, 
and  sometimes  something  is  omitted.     This,  of  course,  is  a  fault  of  the  sender 
and  not  of  radio.    At  the  present  time  we  are  getting  by  radio  all  of  our 
cabuage  and  .potato  markets  and  potato  f.o.b.'s  and  all  shipment '  information , 
except  shipments  previously  unreported.    Although  the  time  allotted  us  is  a 
little  late,  no  time  is  lost  in  decoding  because  the  reports  come  in  English. 
The  possibilities  of  radio  broadcasting  seem  very  great  and  it  looks  as  though 
there  is  a  big  future  ahead  in  this  pba.se  of  our  market  news  work. 

"I  have  been  surprised  to  find  that  there  is  a  real  demand  for  market 
news  broadcasts.  At  first  I  was  of  tne  opinion  tnat  it  was  merely  something 
for  high  school  boys  with  a  liking  for  the  new  or  novel,  but  wi thin  the  past 
few  days  I  have  had  five  of  the  most  prominent  shippers  and  growers  in  western 
New  York  assure  me  that,  as  soon  as  we  bugin  to  broadcast,  they  will  put  in 
receiving  sets.    All  of  them  stated  that  they  -were  going  to  put  in  sets  cost  in 
$50.00  or  more,  so  you  see  they  mean  business,    Tne  reason  we  have  not 
started  broadcasting  is  that  the  local  station  (WHAM/  nas  no  license  yet  to 
broadcast  market  information.    We  have  been  giving  them  assistance,  to  see 
if  they  can  get  a  license  at  once,"  00  ,

b.       QUOTING  CABLOT  SALES  IN  CTTY  MAggETS. 

In  Division  Letter  No.  j>0,  paragrapn  2b/  we  requested  certain  in- 
formation in  regard  to  carlot  sales  at  various  markets,  hoping  that  from  this 
information  a  better  method  of  quoting  such  sales  might  be  developed, 

Replies  received  show  a  wide  range  of  conditions  in  the  various 
markets  and  indicate  tnat  each  market  at  present  is  oeing  quoted  upon  the 
most  satisfactory  basis.      It  therefore  seems  advisable  not    to  define  any- 
new  policy  in  regard  to  this  subject,  It  is  felt,  however $  that  a  brief 
summary  of  the  information  furnished  to  us  will  prove  of  interest  to  all 
reporters  and  will  enable  them  to  understand  clearly  the  quotations  from  other 
marke  t  s . 

New  'for+v!  The  comparatively  few  straight  carlot  sales  by  receivers 
are  made  upon  the  same  basis  as  joooing  sales.      Brokers'  sales  are  usually 
on  ajjf  ,o.b.  basis  and  would  nave  to  be  ^uoted  separately  from    carlot  sales 
■   -by  receivers,  as  inmost  instances  carlot  receivers  buy  from  brokers*  Brokers' 
pooled  carlot  sales,  which  are  rare,  are  upon  the  same  basis  as  a  straight 
carlot  sale 

■  Boston:       There  are  no  regular  carlot  sales  except  on  celery. 
Celery  usually  passes  through  the  hands  of  washers  who  buy.  most  of  their 
supplies  in  carlots  at  shipping  points,    A  few  receivers  also  sell  car  lots 
on  track  to  the  wasners,  .  :Viost  carlot  sales  on  other  commodities  are  made  by 
railroads  ana  consist  of  consigned  cars  rejected  by  the  receiver.  Brokers' 
sales  are  practically  all  made  on  an  f  ,o.bi  shipping- point-  basis:    There  is 
no'diff erence  in  price  between  pooled  car  sales  and  straight  car  sales.  Most 
cars  are    sold  to  joboers  in  wagonioad  lots. 

Philadelphia:    Very  few  carlot  sales  of  any  commodities  are  made 
and  then  usually  only  on  an  advancing  market  for  speculative  purposes. 
Chain  store  companies  who  purchase  in  carlots  get  most  their  stock  f»o,b* 
shipping-point.     Most  brokers'   sales  are  made  .on  an    f_o»b.  basis.     Cars  re- 
ceived by  brokers  usually  are  unloaded  arid  sold  to  jobbers.      Normally,  there 
is  out  little  difference  between  carlot  prices  ana  sales  to  jobberSjand 
Mr.  Biddle  states  that  he  has  seen  the  .American  Store.  Companies  buy  as  high 
as  50  cars  of  potatoes  at  a  price  which  was  at  that  time  established  at';  the 
prevailing  joboing  price. 

Baltimore;     Carlot  sales  are  net  numerous.    Sales  by  brokers  are 
usually  at  a  lower  price  than  those  made  by  carlot  receivers.    The  carlot 
receiver  will  job  his  supplies  rather  than  sell  them  at  a  price-  which  he 
considers  lower  than  justified.. 

Pitt sbur^hi  Carlot  sales  by  brokers    or  carlot  receivers  cannot  be 
secured  regularly  for  any  commodity .Usually  there  is  no  price  spread  between 
the  two  types  of  sales.    Most  brokers'   sales  are  made  on  an  f  »o,b.  basis  and 
usually  to  firms  or  dealers  who  do  not  have  a  high  rating.    Mr.  Boyd  states 
that  it  is  ar.open  secret  that  one  large  broker  in  Pittsburgh  caters  almost 
exclusively  to  tne  Jewish  trade  and  has  more  rejected  cars  than  all  other 
brokers  put  together,

Kansas  Cit.v:  Carlot  sales  oy  oroi-ers  are  made  at  practically  the  samt 
price 'as  those  by  carrot  receivers.  Pooled  carlot  sales  are  usua-iy  on  abcut 
the  same  price  basis  as  straight  carlot  sales*"  Cariot  sales  on  most  commodities 
can  be  secured  during  rhe  period  of"  heaviest  movement.  Carlot'  sales  by  receiver 
ani  broilers  to  outside  points  .frequently  can  be  secured "^t  they  usually  are  at  j. 
slightly  higher  price  than  sales  delivered' at  Kansas  Cityvand,  if  quoted,  'must 
be  quoted  separately. 

Cnicago;    Potatoes  and  watermelons  are  the  only commodi ties  on  which 
carlot  sales  are  regularly  quoted,  although  Mr.  Hall  states  that,  if  sufficient 
time  could  be  allotted  to  the  work,  it  probably  would  be  possible 'to  quote 
.  .  .  continuously  through  the  year-  carlot  sales  on  practically  all -'commodities*  It 
must  be  borne  in  mi  rd  in  this  connection  that  Chicago  probably  is  the  greatest 
carlot  distributing,  point  in  the  United  States,     Carlot  sales  show  market 
changes  more  quickly  than  jobbing  sales  and  often  indicate  the  reason  for 
fluctuations  in  the  jobbing  market,  otherwise  apparently    inexplamable .  Carlot 
sales  by  brokers  are  generally  on  the  same:  basis  'as  these  made  by  receivers, 
There  is  little  or  no  difference  in  price  between  straight  carlot  sales  and 
pooled  carlot  sales.  ••  ;  :  -  -■• 

Lob  Angeles:      It  is  net.  possible  to  secure  carlot  sales  regularly 
except  on  potatoes.     Cariot  sales  by  brokers  and  by  receivers  are  upon  the 
same  price  basis.  Pooled  carlot  sales  are  usually  upon  a  slightly  higher 'price 
than  straight  carlot  sales  and  are  comparable  to  sales  to  jobbers, 

Port  Worth:    Tne  situation  at  Fort  Worth  is  peculiar*    There  are 
few  cariot  receivers.  Tne  bulk  of  the  business  both  for  Fort  Worth  and  for 
shipment  to  outside  points  is  handled  by  brokers,  ■-•White  potatoes  and  sweet 
potatoes  are  practically  the  only  commodities  sold  upon  a"delivered  Fort  Wcrth  " 
basis.

With  the  Division  Letter  of  Oct.  5  (see  page  331)  ,  _tnere  was  sent  to 
each  Inspection  office  a  copy  of  Regulatory  Announcement  No.  2,  of  the 
Calif ornia  Bureau  of  Standardization.    On  Oct.  6,  Supervising  Inspector 
L.  J.'  Weishaar,  at  Sacramento,  wrote  the  following  letter  concerning  recent 
decisions  with  respect  to  these  regulations: 

"On  September  28  we  forwarded  to  you  copies  of  Regulatory  Announcement 
~No»  2,  issued  by  this  Bureau,  governing  the  packing,  inspection  and  sale  of 
apples.    Since  then  several  minor  points  have  arisen  in  connection  with  actual 
inspection  work  this  season  on  which  it  was  necessary  to  make  decisions  and  we 
are  passing  these  on  to  you,  as  they  will  possibly  aid  Inspectors  in  receiving 
markets  in  case  they  are  called  upon  to  inspect  California  apples,  particularly 
from  the  Watsonville  District. 

"Referring  to  paragraph  3,   'Freedom  from  Dirt  in  Fancy  and  B  Grade,1  it 
was  decided  that  apples  affected  with  'Fly  Speck'  are  dirty  apples  and  must  be 
cleaned  before  packing  them  into  these  grades.    A  very  slight  amount  of  it  on 
an  occasional  apple  could  be  overlooked,  but,  when  the  infestation  detracts 
from  the  general  good  appearance  of  the  fruit,  such  fruit  cannot  be  graded 
Fancy  or  B, 

"Paragraph  4,  'Russeting.'     Smooth  russeting  only  will  be  permitted  in 
Fancy.  ■ 

"Paragraph  5-     If  wrappers  are  used  throughout  the  container,  the. 
apples  in  all  layers  except  the  bottom  layer  must  be  wrapped,    In  the  tier 
apples  (containing  5  layers  per  box),  we  permit  tne  packer  to  flag  two 
layers.    Accordingly  this  portion  of  Paragraph  5  should  read:   'If  wrappers  are 
used  throughout  the  container,  the  apples  in  three'  layers  must  be  wrapped,1" 

2c .     RE-INSPECTIONS  MUST  NOT  BE  MADE  UNLESS  RULES  ARE  COMPLIED  WITH. 

A  case  has  just  come  to  our  attention  where    inspection  at  receiving 
■  market  was  made  of  a  shipment  which  had-  been  inspected  at  shipping  point. 
The  receiving  market  Inspector  made  no  reference  to  previous  inspection  and 
did  not  restrict  his  certificate  to  condition  only,  as  should  have  been  done.  . 

In  all  cases  when  stock  is  inspected  in  a  car,  look  carefully  for 
maris  of  previous  inspection.     If  marks  are  found  indicating  previous  inspection 
the  Inspector  will  be  in  a  position  to  insist  on  compliance  with  the  Rules* 
Ascertain  whenever  possible  from  appliCcnt  if  stock  has  been  previously  in- 
spected. 

A  portion  of  Section  1,  Regulation  8.  states:    "Such  application  (for 
re- inspect  ion)  shall  state  the  reasons  therefor  and  shall  be  accompanied  by 
a  copy  of  any  previous  inspection  certificate  or  inspection  report  or  any  other 
information  which  the  applicant  shall  have  received  regarding  the  quality  and 
condition  of  the  product  at  the  time  of  the  original  inspection. " 

The  approval  of  shipping-point  inspection  service  was  obtained- from 
large  organizations  with  the  understanding  that  there  would  not  be  re- 
inspections  except  for  c ondi t i on  or  upon  vary  strong  evidence  of  some  error 
in  the  first  inspection.     Inspectors, therefore,  must  be  constantly  on  their 
guard  and  avoid  issuing  certificates  covering  quality  or  grade  on  cars  which 
have  been  inspected  at  shipping  point.     If  in  doubt,  wire  this  office*  Also 
report  to  this  office  any  cars  inspected  at  shipping  point,  which  bear  no 
marks  of  previous  inspection. 
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3c.     INSPECTION  OF  CIRCIE  "W"  APPLES  <■?  SHIPPING  FOOT. 

We  are  advised  that  practically  all  Circle  "W"  apples  are  being  in- 
spected at  shipping  point.     Inspectors  snouli  bear  this  in  mind  and,  if  re- 
quested to  inspect  this  brand,  should  always  look  for  marks  of  previous  in- 
spection in  car  and  also  ask  applicant  if  he  has  not  received  copy  of  shipping- 
point  inspection  certificate  with  bill  of  lading.    G. M. H.Ytfagner  &  Sons  say  it 
is  their  practice  to  send  copy  of  the  certificate  to  the  buyer  (who  in  most 
cases  will  be  the  applicant  at  receiving  markets),  who  therefore  knows  that 
he  is  requesting  a  re -inspect ion.    Any  applicant  requesting  such  re-inspection, 
without  giving' full  information,  should  be  advised  that  he  will  be  denied  the 
priviledge  of  requesting  inspection,  if  such  act  is  repeated*    See  Regulation 
lO,on  Fraud,  which  reads:    "Any  willful  misrepresentation  or  any  willful, 
deceptive,  or  fradulent  practice  made  or  committed  by  any  applicant  for  in- 
spection or  re-inspection  may  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  for  debarring  the 
person  guilty  thereof  from  any  further  benefits  of  the  Act." 

4c.     AVERAGE  DEFECTS  IN  BOXED  j-PPLE  INSPECTIONS, 

Mr.  Butner  has  advised  tnat  it  is  the  policy  of  Washington  (State) 
inspectors  in  handling  apples  to  pass  as  \rp  to  grade  lots  in  which  no  boxes 
show  defects  exceeding  12$,  or  ikjo  in  exceptional  cases,  provided  the  defects 
of  the  whole  lot  average  within  the  tolerance  and  only  one  or  two  boxes  show 
the  higher  percentages. 

Inspections  afc  receiving  point  should  be  made  on  the  seme  basis,  and 
no  car  which  averages  within  the  tolerance  for  defects  should  be  thrown  out  of 
grade  because  one  or  two  boxes  show  defects  in  excess  of  the  prescribed  toler- 
ance but  within  the  limits  stated  above. 

5c.     REVISED  LIST  OF  INSPECTORS. 

With  this  Division  Letter,  copies  of  the  revised  list  of  Inspectors  in 
receiving  markets  are  being  mailed  to  all  of  i  ices.    Please  examine  this  new 
list  carefully,  and  advise  Washington  office  immediately  of  any  errors.  Men 
in  charge  of  offices,  whose  residence  address  and  phone  number  do  not  appear 
on  the  list,  should  also  submit  that  information  promptly.    PLEASE  DESTROY 
ALL  PREVIOUS  LISTS.    Additional  copies  of  the  new  list  will  be  sent  on  request,

2a.     IDDIVIDUAL  ACCOUNTABILITY  FOR  PUBLIC  PROPERTY. 

Technical  men  in  tne  field  are  charged  personally  with  responsibility 
for  articles  of  public  property  furnished  them.     If  any  person  charged  with 
Government  property  has  not  kept  a  complete  file  of  copies  of  transfer  papers 
(Forms  F&V-l ,  MS-I01  ana  Form  25)  pertaining  to  articles  received  or  disposed 
of  by  him,   it  is  suggested  that  he  request  the,  Washington  office  to  furnish 
him    a  list  of  the  articles  charged  against  him  at  present  in  order  that  steps 
may  be  taken  at  once  to  make  any  necessary  adjustments  preliminary  to  the 
annual  inventory  of  property,  which  will  be  due  December  31*

St.  Louis  has  begun  to  pubiisn  a  raontnly  report  of  carlot  receipts  and 
unloads  in  taat  market,  separate  coltuaa-s  being  allotted  to  tne  respective  com- 
modities, each  column  sub-divided  on  the  basis  of  1<}21  and  1922 .  Unloads 
for  tne  montn  are  furtner  aiiaiyaed  on  tne  basis  of  gtates  of  origin,  and.  at 
tne  bottom  of  tne  report  the  main  facts  of  interest  in  tne  figures- are 
emphasized.     If  found  successful,  t._is  report  may  be  released  in  tne  future 
as  a  semi-monthly  sheet. 

As  a"  feature  on  its  potato  reports,  one.  Cnicago  office  will  pubiisn 
about  the  first  and  fifteenth  of  eacn  montn  a  summary  of  tne  carlot  shipments 
and  arrivals  in  Cnicago.     Tnese  will  be  snown  by  States  of  origin  and  for  tne 
corresponding  periods  in  1521  and  1922, 

In  nis  bulletin  of  October  20,  C.  E,.  ScnultZj  of  tne  Idaho  Falls 
office,  published  a  list  of  freignt  rates  on  potatoes  from  several  of  tne 
leading  snipping  stations  in  Idano  to  a  large  number  of  ma.rkets  in  tne 
territory  usually  receiving  Idano  potatoes.    Tnis  will  enable  growers  to  cneci 
Up  returns  on  tneir  s/apments ,  naving  before  tnem  in  concrete  form  tne  main 
item  of  expense  -  tne  transportation  charges. 

The  New  York  office  has  been  publisuing  a  weekly  recapitulation  of 
unloads  of  15  or  20  fruits  ana  vegetables,  in  tnat  city.    Under  eacn  product, 
tne  figures  are  listed  by  States  of  origin,  ana  tne  total  for  tne  week  is 
compared  witn  tne  total  of  tne  previous  week. 

Tne  Boston  bulletin  lists  eacn  day  tne  carlot  arrivals  of  practically 
ail  fruits  ana  vegetables  received  in  that  market ,  numbering  at  least  20.- Tne 
arrivals  are  grouped  by  States  of  origin  under -each  of  one  commodities.

TELL  US  WHAT  YOUR  OFFICE  IS  DOING. 
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3b,     VEGETABLE  CROPS  IN  WES  TEH  N  HEW  YOFK. 

In  this  W38.J  s  Weather,  Crops  and  Markets,  C,  L,  Brown,  of  Rochester, 
presents  an  extended  discussion  ox"  the  fruit  situation  in  western  New  York, 
Pending  puolioation  in  that  paper  of  his  report  on  vegetables,  that  portion 
of  his  story  is  given  below,  for  the  benefit  of  workers  in  this  Division:- 

QABMGE 

This  has  been  another    season  of  big  crops  and  low  prices  for  cabbage, 
The  Domestic  crop  was  especially  heavy  and  the  yiel  d  per  acre  ran  high  on 
account  of  large. size.     Several  varieties  of  Domestic  are  grown,  the  Glory  of 
Enkhuizen,  Copenhagen  and  All  Head  Early  being  the  most  common.     The  heaviest 
center  for  Domestic  cabbage  is  around  Geneva,  where  that  type  is  estimated  as 
75$-90$  of  the  whole  crop.     Shippers  have  found  great  difficulty  in  getting 
Domestic  that  was  small  enough  ^nd  not  overmature.    During  the  first  part  of 
the  shipping  season,  Which  starts  in  late  August,  the  tremendous  movement  of 
peaches,  apples  and  grapes  reduced  the  available  supply  of  cars  for  cabbage, 
Erom  the  standpoint  of  kraut  manufacturers  it  was  a  favorable  season  on  account 
of  the  big  yield  of  cabbage' which  .suited  their  purposes,  the  kraut  men  pre- 
ferring large  heads  of  mature  cabbage.     In  the  Geneva  section  kraut  manufac- 
turing is  a  big  industry,  using  SO^-^Ofo  of  all  the  Domestic  cabbage  grown  in 
the  section. 

Prices  realized  for  Domestic  have  been  discouraging  to  the  growers.  A 
few  who  contracted  early  with  kraut  manufacturers  received  $6-$8  per  ton,  out 
since  the  season  opened  the  manufacturers  have  not  paid  over  $5  ior  any  cabbage 
and  very  little  has  sola  for  that,  $3-$^  per  ton  being  the  usual  price  to 
growers.     Shippers  have  been  paying  the  growers  $3»50-$5<50  per  ton,  "with  the 
bulk  of  it  going  at  $U-$5.     In  some  cases,  growers  order  and  load  their 
own  cars  and  then  sell  them  cash  track  to  buyers',  while  many  sell  by  the  wagon- 
load  c-nd  let  the  shippers  do  the  loading.     Shippers  have  been  selling  on  wire 
orders  for  $o-$8  per  ton,  mostly  $7.    As  soon  as  Danish  began  to  move,  the  in- 
quiry for  Domestic  dropped  quickly  and  most  of  the  stock  had  to  be  consigned, 

The  Danish  crop  probably  will  be  larger  than  last  year's,  but  at  many 
shipping  points  unfavorable  weather  reduced  the  yield  so  that  the  tonnage  may 
net  be  so  heavy  as  anticipated.     The  Danish  sections  are  more  'widely  scattered, 
the  principal  districts  being  around.  Cortland  and  Homer  in  Cortland  County  and 
around  Marcellus,  Tully  and  Skaneateles  in  Onondaga  County,  with  lighter 
shipping  points  in  Monroe,  Wayne,  Orleans  and  other  counties.     The  harvesting 
of  Danish  type  begins  in  a  small  way  the  last  of  September  and  continues 
throughout  October  and  early  November.     In  the  sections  which  grow  apples 
extensively,  neither  farmers  nor  shippers  are  disposed  to  touch  cabbage  until 
fruit  is  out  of  the  way  and  it  is  generally  late  October  or  early  November 
before  they  start  to  harvest  cabbage,    Where  cabbage  is  the  main  cash  crop, 
harvesting  starts  earlier, 

Prices  realized  x  or  Danish  have  likewise  been  disappointing,  when 
compared  to  last  year's  averages.     Shippers  have  been  paying  the  growers  $6-$8 
and  selling  to  their  trade  at  $y-$12  per  ton.     This  leaves  the  grower  very 
little  for  his  labor  and  investment,  and  the  shipper  is  working  (comparatively 
narrow  margins.    As  with  Domestic,  much  of

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the  Danish  cabbage  goes  to  south  am  markets  either  in  straight  or  mixed  cars. 
With  the  heavy  crop  ana  Dow  prices,   growers  probably  will  store  a  large  amount 
of  stock,  as  is  so  often  done    during  years  of  weak  markets. 

POTATOES 

The  potato  aeai  this  season  is  characterized  by  a  larger  crop  and  lower 
prices' than  last  season,  combined  with  a  serious  car  shortage  and  an  unwilling 
hess  of  the  growers  bo  sell  at  present  prices.

This  variety 
should  not  be  confused  with  the  Idaho  Russet,  as  it-  is  merely  a  Rural  with  a 
russet  s.d.n,     A  strain  known  as  Dibble's  Russet  is  the  most  popular  with  grower 
Tne  advantages  ascribed  to  the  russet  types  are  neavier-  yield  am  adaptability 
to  a  wider  range  of  soils,  particularly  the  neavier  soils.

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4b.       POTATO  SITUATION  IN  SAN  LUIS  VALLEY :  .COLORADO.  ■ 

On  Octooer  1^ ,  rG.  E.  Prince,  in -charge  of  the  field  station  at  Monte 
'    Vista,  wrote  \h&  following  article  for  pubiicatio a  in  Weatner,  Crops  and 
Markets*    Since  it  was  received  a  little  too  late  for  publication  in  this 
a  ;  week1 s  paper,  it  is  being  printed  in  the  Division  Letter  for  the  oenefit  of 
'market  reporters  and  inspectors.    At  the  earliest  opportunity,  the  article 
(in  somewhat  modified  form)  will  be  released  through  Weather,  Crops  and 
'Market s:- 

"The  potato  'movement  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  of  Colorado  has  been  very 
lignt  to  date  this  season,  compared  with  shipments  to  corresponding  date  in 
l$2l.      This  is  largely  due  to  the  car  'shortage  and  weak  condition  of  tne 
market ,      The  district  usually  moves  the  bulk  of  its  crop  before  tne  holidays. 
With  the  approaching  cold  weather,  it  is  likely  that  a  small  part  of  the  crop 
may  be  destroyed  for  lack  of  sufficient  storage  space.    Tne  available  storage 
space  is  practically  filled  at  this  tine  with  much  stock  in  temporary  storage, 
and 'local  authorities  estimate  that  digging  IS  about  three-fourths  completed. 
Freezes  can  oe  expected-" any  time  after  tne  middle  of  Octocer  but,  so  far, 
the  -weather  has  been  very  favorable  to  tne  Harvesting-  of  the  crop.  Shipments 
•to  Octooer  17 -Were  approximately  800  cars,-  compared,  with  approximately.  2,000 
cars  to  frame,  date  last  year,  -  'Total  shipments  from,  the  Valley  last  season  were 
about  "o,  yOQ  cars,  the  total  for  the  State  being  17,737  cars. 

"The  commercial  production  in  tne  ban  Luis  Valley  has  been  estimated 
at  o,000  -  o,500  cars,  or  about  tne  same  as  last  season.    The  acreage  was 
increased  o5%-70fo'or  about  lo.OOO  acres,  making  the  total  for  the  Valley 
approximately  40,000  acres.    Due- to  tne  very  cry  anl  hot  growing,  season,  the 
yield,  is  running  much- lower  thin  last  year  and  will  probably  average  7>-S0 
sacks  per  acre,  sacks  containing  about  110  lbs.    Indications . now  are  that  some 
of  the  fields  may  not  be  dug.  due  to  tne  poor  yield  and  low.' prices*  The 
heaviest  increase  in -acreage  has  oeen  in  the  outlying-  districts.    Center,  in 
Saguache  County,  probaoly  will  -be  the  heaviest  loading  ■  station,  as  it  is 
credited  with  10,oS0  acres,    Monte  Vista  and  Del  Norte,  in  Rio  Grande  County, 
rank  second 'and  thirds    Witn  the  forecast'  indicating  a  large -general  crop,  the 
tendency  of  the  growers  is  to  market  as  early  as  possible 'and  not  to  hold  for 
higher  prices*  . 

"All  cars  are  being  distributed  to  the  grower -s,  tne  dealers  not  re- 
ceiving any,  and  it  is  so  arranged  that  both  large  and  small  growers  receive 
their  share.    The  car  shortage  has  been  rather  acute  for  the  past  few  weeks 
and  the  .-prospects  for  a  plentiful  supply  in  the  near  future  are  not  very 
•     promising.    This  situation  probably  will  cause,  a  large  part- of- the  crop  to  be 
carried  over  until  after  the  holidays, 

"The  main  outlet  for  the  potatoes  from  the  Valley  at  this  time  seems 
-     to  be  in  the  Southwest f  mainly  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas,  although  some 
stock  is  moving  to  Kansas  and  Missouri,    The  market-fluctuates- greatly  as  to 
demand  and- number  of  cars  loa,ded  each  day,  and  for  tne  past  ^ three  weeks  the 
range  has  "been  mostly  50^-65^,  to  . the  grower*    The  grower  usually 

loads,  the  entire  car  and  sells  oh  a  cash  track  basis* '  •• 

-"The  principal  variety  grown  in  the  Valley  is  tne  Brown -Beauty,  -  with 
*  the  Bur  bank  Bus set  ranking -second.    There  are  a  few  Red  McCiuresand  Peach 
Blows  grown,  but  the  percentage  . of  these  varieties." is  very-small.    Most  of 
the  movement  at  present  is  Brown  Beauty s  with  Russets  beginning. to  move  in 
a  small  way*

"Reportb  from  the  Greeley  district  indicate  that  the  yield  will  be 
lower  than  usual,  partly  because  of  the  shortage  of  irrigation  water*  The 
acreage  ...in  the  Greeley  district  was  increased  approximately  the  same  extent 
as  in  tne  Monte  .Vista  and  Western  Slope  ..districts..  The  .yield  on  the  Western 
■..'.  Slope  is  also  reported  as  being  below  the  average,;-  but  with  less  .disease 
than  is  usually  found,"

last  five  years)  has  resulted  in  a  weak  demand  and  low- prices,  -which  in  turn 
are  the  chief-  reasons  why  the  movement  has  been  only  about  normal.  Although 
the.  shipments  of  the  early-  and  intermediate^  crop  states  wese  1^,000  cars  more 
than  in  l§czl.f  the  shipments  of  tne  main  crop  to  date  thi s  year- have  been  about

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6b.     POOR  MARKETING  OF  POTATOES. 

A  copy. of  a  letter  wr it t en  by  an  official  of  a  farmers5  cooperative 
organization.- to  the  Association*  3  president.,  regarding  the  routing  and  handling 
of  shipments- by 'the  selling  organisation  employed  (designated  as  ,!X,;)  ,  has 
come' to  car  attention.     It  presents  such  a  clear-cut  picture  of  marketing  as  i 
.*  ,  should*  hot  be  done  that  -we  are  publishing  it.  in  part,  as  follows: 

-  'T  do 'not  feel  that  X!  is  now  giving-  nor  has  given  us  proper  service. 
1  an  at  a- loss  to'  know'  from'  the  terms  of  the  contract  just  what  we  are  here  to 
,  do-  ..  £s'.I  see  it/  we  -  are'  at  the  present  time  just  a  feeder  for  X,  and  in 
working  with  our  name  they  can  saddle  off  on  us  anything  they- do  not  want." 

•  The  writer,  then  points  out  that,  although  shipment s  have  been  very 
light  (103  cars  in  JO  days)  ,  the  volume  apparently  has  been  toogreat  for  X  to 
properly* handle;  that  inexcusable  demurrage,  back  hauls,,  and  wrong  routing 
have  added  greatly  to  transportation' costs  and  cut  down  returns  to  growers, 
and  that  claims  against  the  railroads  have  not  been  pushed.     He -then  follows 
with  the>  shipping  and  routing  records  of  27  , cars  of  the, first  57  shipped.  A 
few  typisal  cases  are  given*  '  .  ; 

>  "Gar  10  roiled  to  Omaha  but  .did  not  rest  long;  itj  accumulated  no  ■ 
additional  charges  but  had  to  be  rebelled,  so  charges  a, double  freight  rate. 
This  little  oversight  on  the  part  of  X  cost  .the  grower  $$6i"G&*    Now  X  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  nice  ride  the  potatoes  were  getting,   so  cars  1'+  and  15 
were  sent  to  -Kansas  City,  then  to  Oklahoma1  City,  then  to  Ft.  Worth  and  then 
to  Dallas.     These  two  cars  took  plenty  of  time  for  the  trip,  and,  as  evidenced 
by  an  X  Letter  from 'Ft.  Worth,  rolled,  in  on.  a  T  glutted  market  unannounced7. 
For  these  two  cars,  X  has  very  graciously  tendered -us  a  check  for  $1.79; 
asking  us  at  the  same  time  to  send  their  buyer  a  check  for'  $?J-UP0  to  pay  some 
demurrage,  charges,  and  also  present  them  with  $2>0C -which  they  promised  some 
one  down  there  for  helping  them-  out'.     In  addition/  they  are  invoicing  us 
$3"5'00  eaph  for  the  very  excellent  service  rendered*    There  was  an  excess  fre.igl, 
cnarge  on  these  cars,  which  X  has  not  yet  started  to  collect. 

.    '"Oar  23  rolled  ,  to  Omaha;:  rested  one  week  for  $13.39  ?  end  then  "after 
accumulating  an  additional  freight  went  to  St.  Joseph..    An  excess  freight 
charge  of  $73-^0  resulted,  which  (with  demurrage) 'would  be  very  helpful  to  the 
grower,  especially  in. these  trying  times* 

"Gar  3*3  rolled  to  Fremont;  was  reoonsigned  .to  D.  E»  F._  Railroad  for 
Fr-aer,  ICans,     The  A,  B,  C.  Railroad  could  have  taken  -this  car'  at  Superior  and 
got  it  to  Fraer  for  less  money,    Why  is  X  not;  posted  'cm  rates'?  There:  is.  quit  9 
a  piece  of  money  in  this  car  that  X  has  taken'  from  the  grower  and  presented 
to  the  railroad.. 

.  "With  ear  58  we  had  a  little  back  haul,  costing  us  19^  freight  charges 
or  about  $70.  '  , :  *  <;- 

n  *****  jt  i00]rS  to  me  as  if.  X:  was  trying  to  use  "us  as  a  training  school, 
at  the.  cost  of  our  farmers.     Really  I  cannot  under st and  their  game.  They 
ought  to  be  responsible  and  reliable,  but  to  my  mind  they  are  playing  it  very 
queerly.  '  ~; 

"They  have  invoiced -us  for'  about  $1,700.00, -which, is  correct  under  the 
contract/    At  the  same  time  they  pushed  2  cars  onto  fa  glutted  market  'on- 
announced,  1  when  they  had  representatives  there,  .and  absolutely  lost  them. 
A  tnird  car.  returned  about  $'2.00, CO -which  was  about  $200,00  snort  of  what  cars 
from  the  same  territory  had  brought  in  their  earlier  shipments.    Freight  ex- 
cess ^nd  demurrage  on  cars  I  have  mentioned  above  will  amount  to  many  dollars 
more,  which  X  to  date  has  made  no  effort  to  collect.'1

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la,    FRUIT  SHOW  NOW  BEING  HELD  IN  LONDON. 

October  27  to  November  4  is  the  period  of  the  Imperial  Fruit  Show 
being  held  at  Crystal  Palace,  London,  as  announced  in  the  Division  Letter 
of  August  -3«    The  London  "Daily  Telegraph"  for  October  20  contains  the 
following  statement  concerning  receipts  of  fruit    for  this  show: 
■  "Vessels  are  crossing 'the  Atlantic  with  apples  from  the 
ends  of  the  earth  to  be  shown  at  the  Crystal  Palace,  particularly 
from  British  Columbia  and  Nova  Scotia,  for  the  competitive  classes. 
<         There  are  five  ships  discharging  apples  from  overseas  today  and 
eight  others  are  to  arrive  shortly.    Within  the  next  few  weeks 
100,000  cases  of  apples  will-redoh  this  country,  notwithstanding 
■  that  we  grow  2,000  varieties- our  selves*    Growers  ai  home  must  feel 
some  chagrin.     Their  crops  have  been  good,  but' they  have  not  the 
advantages  of  overseas*  grower who  have  been  granted  a  reduction 
•  of  about  3 ®)°  °n  ocean  freightage  because,  they  have  a  *bumperT  season. 
Similar  facilities  and  consideration  shown  to  our  growers  would  con- 
vert a  glut  into  a  boon*    Present  supplies  of  home-grown  apples  in- 
clude Worcester  Pearmains,  Cox's  Orange  Pippins,  Warners  Kings,  Lord 
Derbys,  and  Stirling  Castles." 

The  clipping  from  whicn  the  above 'paragraph  was  taken  is  headed: 
"Summer  in  ^uttjmn. "    It  tells  of  the  large- quantities  of  strawberries, 
■  raspberries  and  green  peas  on  sale.. at  the  Covent  Garden  market ,  as  a  result 
of  the  mild  weather 'prevailing • in  the  British  Isles  this  autumn.

Mr.  Robb  left  Washington  a  few  days  ago  and  has  gone  on  an',  extended 
tour  of  the  Inspection  offices-    His  Letter  of  Authorisation  calls' for

"At  tne  beginning  of  this  iuO&tih  txie  Minneax-oiis  office  prepared 
ref:,orts  on  the  carlot  arrivals  and  unloads  for  Minneapolis  and  St. Paul, 
wrote  a  news  article  to  accompany  tnem,  ^nd  released  this  iiaterial  to 
tne  papers  of  the  Twin  Cities,     It  is  planned  to  ao  tne  same  thing  cccn 
month  out  zo  issue  it  in  bulletin  form  and  allow  the  papers  to  use  the 
information  if  they  wish. 

"Wnen  each  crop  report  is  received,  a  short  statement  of  the 
features  affecting  people  of  this  section  and  a  few  figures  that  are 
applicable  are  furnished  lor  radio  oroaacasting  from  Minneapolis. 
The  story  of  potatoes  was  given  one  day  and  apples  the  next  day.

During  October,  14-?.  Questions  relating- to  market  reports  were  settled 
ever  tne  leased  wire,  exclusive  of  31  voluntary  corrections  which  were  s^nt: 
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3"d.     ffP.UIT  AMD  TO-STABLE  MAkhET  IN  ARABIA. 

Under  da.to  of  September  22,  Mr,  Raymona  Davis,  American  Consul  at  Aden, 
Arabia,  submitted  the  following  Account  of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  market  in 
that'  locality.    Aden  is  situated  at  the  southwestern  corner  of  Arabia,  close 
to  the  southern  entrance  to  the  Red  Sea,     Africa  lies  across  the  Gulf  of  Aden 
a  distance  of  about  150  miles',  Bombay,  India,  is  about  .1,8 CO  males 

to  the  east. 

On  account  of  its  dry  climate  ana  lach  of  abundant  water,  nothing  grows 
in  Aden,     The  nearest  spot  where  vegetable  growth  and  shrubbery  can  be  seen, 
is  in  the  village  of  Sheikh  Othman,  about  ten  miles  in  the  hinterland.  Here 
there  is  a  small  garden,   irrigated  from  wells,  which  supplies  the  British 
troops  with  vegetables, 

However  ,  despite  the  above'  discouraging  circumstances,  a  fair  supply 
of  vegetables  of  several  varieties  can  be  bought  in  the  market,  together  with 
some  fruit,  the  year  round,  all  of  which  supply  is  imported  daily  from  the 
mainland.     The  Abdali  Sultanate,  of  which  Lahej  is  the  capital,  and  the  Abyan 
Sultanate,  which  lies  to  the  north  east  of  Aden,  on  the  route  to  the  Hadrftmaut 
are  the  two  territories  which  supply  Aden,  not  only  with  fruit  and  vegetables, 
but  with  grass  and  firewood  and  charcoal,  which  are  also  among  the  greatest 
necessities  of  the  native  population  of  Aden, 

Caravans,  consisting  of  from  100  to  150  camels,  leave  Lahej  and  Abyan 
every  evening,  bound  for  Aden,  arriving  at  the  barrier  gates  at  the  entrance 
to  Aden,  early  in  the  morning  of  the  following  day.    Since  caravans .  are  not 
permitted  to  enter  Aden  during  the  night,  a  halt  is  made  nere  until  about  six 
in  the  morning,  at  which  time,  permission  is  granted  them  by  the  local  police 
to  proceed,  and  by  seven  they  have  all  reached  the  bazaars. 

The  fruit  and  vegetables  are  auctioned  off  to  the  retailers,  who  have 
little  shops  in  tne  bazaars,  while  the  2rass  and  firewood  are  retailed 
directly  by  the  importers  themselves,  in  a  compound,  provided  by  the  Aden 
Settlement  for  the  purpose.     In  tne  fruit  and  vegetable  stands,  can  be  found 
watermelons,  , sweet  melons,  pears,  mangoes,  bananas,  papayas,  grapes,  maize 
and  limes,  green  and  dried  almonds,  raisins  ana  currants,  cucumbers, potatoes , 
sweet  potatoes,  spinach,  tomatoes,  green  peppers  and  onions,     The  abor/e  all 
arrive  in  considerable  quantities,     To  a  lessor  extent,  can  be  found  caboages, 
turnips,  cauliflower  and  carrots. 

Fruits  arriving  from  other  regions  than  the  Arabian  mainland,  are 
oranges,  apples,  and  grapes  from  Italy;  mangoes,   cocoanuts,  oranges  and 
bananas,  from  East  African  ports  and  at  times  a  fair  supply, of  mangoes  from 
Bombay,     The  vegetables,  .which  are  from  'time  to  time  imported  from  other 
countries  are  potatoes  and  onions,  by  Way  of  Italy,  India,  and  Last  African 
ports, 

Tne  soil  in  Arabia  appears  to  be  intensely  rich.    Even  in  Aden,  with 
irrigation,  much  could  be  lone  in  the  way  of  truck  gardening,     On  account  of 
the  lack,  however,  of  skilled  farmexb,  modern  agricvd tural  implement's,  and  in 
many  places    sufficient  water,  neither  the  fruits  ncr  the  vegetables  compare 
with  the  American  or  European,  either  in  flavor  or  size.     The  East  African 
orange  and  banana  is  of  much  better  quality  than  the  native  Arabian,  but 
they  arrive  at  very  infrequent  intervals,  and  are  either  sold  out  in  two  or 
three  days,  or  become  overripe  and  have  to  be  thrown  away.

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In  Abyssinia  there  is  a  large  local  supply  of  fruit  and  vegetables 
grown  along  the  line  of  the  Franco-Ethiopian    railway.    As  much  as  necessary 
of  this  supply  coull  easily  be  brought  to  Aden  on  local  steamers,  twice  a 
week,  but  unfortunately,  the  freight  rates  of  the  railway  company  are  so  ex- 
cessive/ that-  most  of  Hie  fruit  is  consumed,  locally,  or  wasted. 

All  fresh  fruit  is  sold  by  trie  piece  or  aozen,  excepting  grapes',  which, 
are  sold  by  the -pound,    ..s  also  are  the  felmcfiis  and  currants,     Vegetables  are 
usually  heaped  up  into  small  piles  of  different  sizes  and  prices,  and  the 
customer  takes  whatever  quantity  he  thinks  suff  icients

Up,     CABBAGE  PROSPECTS  JN  LOYflR  RIO  GRANDS  VALLEY .  . 

Tae  following  letter,  recently  received  from  0,  D,  Miller,  at  Alliance, 
Nebr,  ,  explains  the  cabbage  situation  in  southern  Texas: 

"A  Mr,   Tandy,  of  Brownsville,  Texas,  was  in  Alliance  recently,  buying 
seed  potatoes,     Mr,  Tandy  is  one  of  a  firm  which  is  an  important  shipper  of 
cabbage  from  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley,  and  1  talked  to  hinmaoout  the  pros- 
pects for  the  cabbage  crop  this  coming  season.    He  said  the  crop  would  be  con- 
siderably lighter  than  last  year,  particularly  during  January;  that  the 
January  movement  probably  would  be  about  the  same  as  the  December  movement, 
which  itself  would  be  somewhat  heavier  than  it  was  last  ye_,r.     The  volume  of 
the  movement  auring  these  two  months  will  not  be  so  large  but  that  most  of  it 
can  be  used  within  the  State,  but  starting  about  February  1  shipments  are  ex- 
pected to  increase  and  go  to  northern  cities,     They  expect  the  real  need  for 
the  Market.  News  Service  to  begin  February  1,  and  will  ask  that  it.be  extended 
until  the  xirst  of  May,  so  as  to  cover  the  potato  deal,  also,." 
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5b.      INTERESTING  USE  OF  CAR  LOT  SHIPMENT  FIGURES* 

Certain  counties  of  Pennsylvania  nave  been  under  quarantine  for  potato 
wart.    In  order  to  determine  the  volurce  of  potato  shipments  from  those 
counties,  the    Pennsylvania  Bure.u  of  Markets  requested  our  cariot  shipment 
figures  on  the  basis  of  stations  and  found  that  only  3^  cars  of  the  total 
production  of  ^00  carloads  had  been  marketed  from  the  zone  under  quarantine, 
The  following  letter  has  been  received  frou.  Mr.  Porter  R.  Taylor,  Acting 
Director  of  the  Bureau,  in  appreciation  of  the  statistics  which  were 
.    furnished  him: 

"It  might  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  that  an  analysis  of  these 
records  clearly  indicated  that  there  have  been  only  about  3C  cars  a  year 
of  potatoes  shipped  from  the  section  which  is  now  included  in  the 
quarantine  zone  for  potato  wart.     In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  shipments 
are  of  such  a  small  amount,  whereas  the  product  is  about  500>CO0  busnels, 
it  has  oeen  decided  to  Attempt  inspection  of  the  relatively  small  amount 
of  stock  which  is  shipped  rather  than  to  continue  the  quarantine  in  its 
present  form.    This  perhaps  is  a  rather  novel  use  of  figures  of  cariot 
shipments  but  is  one  of  the  many  ways  in  which  we  have  found  them  of  value 
to  us." 

6b*      MARKET  NEWS  BROADCASTING  STATION  AT  WAUPACA,  WIS. 

In  addition  to  the  pot-to  market  reports  received  over  the  leased  wire 
at  Waupaca  mi  distributed  in  mimeographed  form  from  that  office,  the  Madison 
office  of  the  Wisconsin  Dept.  of  Markets  has  been  receiving  reports  and 
issuing  bulletins  on  live  stock,  hay  and.  grain,  dairy  and  poultry  products, 
and  fruits  ana  vegetables.    Portions  of  this  information  nave  been  furnished 
the  broadcasting  station  at  the  State  University  ana  Have  been  disseminated 
in  that  way  to  all  parties  within  receiving  range  of  the  University  station. 

Plans  have,  now  been  made  oy  the  State  Dept.  of  Markets  for  the  in- 
stallation of  its  own  wireless  broadcasting  set  at  Waupaca,  which  is  more 
centrally  located  than  is  Madison.    This  new  station  will  have  sufficient 
power  to  reacn  all  parts  of  the  State  and,    after  it  begins  operation  early 
in  December,  Wisconsin  will  have  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  radiophone  market 
services  in  the  country.    Market  news  work  of  the  State  will  be  entirely 
discontinued  at  Madison  ana.  all  of  these  activities  will  be  centered  at 
Waupaca,    Wireless  reports  and  all  mimeographed  bulletins  will  be  distributed 
from  that  point.    The  wireless  program  will  include  four  market  broadcasts 
each  day  and  summaries  twice  a  week. 

This  new  arrangement  .vili  affect  in  no  way  tne  potato  market  reports 
issued  at  Waupaca*      That  work  will  still  be  under  the  supervision  of  W.R, 
Mosier,    The  regular  telegraph  operator  will  recei/e  the  reports  over  the 
leased  wire,   and  M»  M«  Littleton,  who  will  be  transferred  from  Madison,  will 
handle  the  broadcasting  work, 

B,  B.  Jones  is  in  general  charge    of  the  Market  News  Service  of  the 
Wisconsin    Dept.  of  Markets.    Tne  enlarged  woru  at  Waupaca  will  still  be  in 
cooperation  with  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture  and  will  be  assisted  by  the 
Civic  and  Commerce  Association  of  Waupaca.

0  'Two  healed  stings  on  yellow  and  green  varieties  are  being  allowed  in 
the  Fancy  grade  in  the  State  of  Washington,  provided  the  apple  is  otherwise 
Extra  Fancy, 

#  While  limb  rubs  are  not  provided  for  in  Fancy  grade  in  either  Idaho  or 
Oregon,   ordinarily  they  are  allowed  about  as  in  tne  Washington  ruxes,  so  our 
experience  has  been,. 

The  Oregon  "C"  Grade,  which  is  almost  an  impossible  grade,  is  not  used 
in  practice,  the  grade  actually  put  up  being  a'oout  like  the  Washington  "C "Grade 
In  either  State,  most  shippers  try  to  heap  oat  badly  misshapen  apples. 

In  practice,  all  over  the  Northwest  very  slight  sunscald  is  net  de- 
barred from  Fancy  grade.     Slight  suhscala  popularly  means  worse  than  slight. 

AS  TO  COLO?.: 

The  color  requirements  for  the  various  varieties  in  the  several  States 
are  the  same,  with  the  following  exceptions:  In  Washington  and  Oregon, Mcintosh 
requires  only  66  coloz  for  Extra  Fancy  and  in  Idaho  ?5$,     The  first  two 

States  require  only  25%  and  TC%  color  for  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  C-ravensteins, 
Idaho  requires  5O79  and  25$.     The  first  two  States  require  no  red  color  on  Homes 
on  96' s  (which  is  practically  same  as  j  CO' s )  and  larger;  Idaho  requires  15$, 
same  as  for  the  smaller  sizes. 

All  three  States  require  a  perceptible  blush  on  the  blushed  varieties 
for  Extra  Fancy,  and  no  red  color  for  Fancy,  Winter  Banana  and  Bed  Cheeked 
Pippin, 

Inspectors  should  remember  that  no  red  is  required  on  Grimes,  Newtown, 
Ortley,  White  Winter,  Pearmain,  and  several  other  varieties. 

Various  shippers  -  in  the  Northwest  pack  their  Fancy  grade  under  the  old 
color  requirements  of  kefo  for  solid  red  varieties  and  2y?o  for  striped  varieties- 
Inspectors  should  note  carefully  the  minimum  color  of  the  Fcincy  apples  they 
inspect. 

2c.     GREEN  SPOTTING  OF  FLORIDA  ORANGES. 

The  following  letter  from  Dr,  0,  F»  Burger,  Plant  Pathologist,  is  in- 
serted for  the  information  of  Inspectors,     It  weS  written  from  Gainesville, Ii . 
on  Oct.  23,  and  addressed  -  to  Mr,  Robb: 

"There  has  been  considerable  green  spottii^g  of  early  varieties 
of  oranges,  and  I  was  wondering  how  much  of  tnis  spotting  has  been  found 
on  the  markets.     This  green  spotting  is  clue  to  the  fact  that  oil  is 
liberated  from  the  rind  of  the  oranges  and  when  they  are  put  through  the 
coloring  process  the  spots  where  the  oil  covered  the  rind  remain  green 
to  brown,     I  wonaer  whether  ycu  could  let  me  knew  how  much  of  this  green 
spotting  is  coming  on  the  market,  n 

We  therefore  request  that  any  Inspector  finding  this  condition  in 
Florida  oranges  report  it  to  Dr,  Burger,  at  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
of  the  University  of  Florida,  Gainesville.

lb >    BASES  OF  SALE  IN  FIELD  STATION  WI3ES  TO  WASHINGTON. 

Field  station  representatives  should  secure,  whenever  possible,  quota- 
tions on  both  the  wagonload  basis  to  the  grower  ana  on  one  or  more  carlot  bases 
(cash  track  to  grower,  f.o.b.  cash  track  or  f .o.b.  usual  terms  to  the  snipper) 
for  publication  in  tns  daily  reports  issued  at  their  stations.     In  the  wire, 
to  Washington,  however,  only  carlot  quotations  need  be.  included,  when  they  are 
available..    If  practically  all  shipments  are  rolled  unsold  and  carlot  prices 
cannot  be  secured,  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  the  price  to  growers  in  the 
wire  to  Wasnington.    Before  doing  so,  however,  all  possible  sources  of  informa- 
tion should  be  canvassed  to  make  sure  that  no  carlot  sales  nave  been  made 
either  locally  or  by  wire. 

2b.    USE  OF  HAULINGS  AND  SHIPMENT  PHRASES .  (Code  changes) 

In  the  past  we  have  rather  insisted  on  the  use  by  field  men,  in  their 
daily  f.o.b.  reports,  of  pnrases  covering  naulings  so  long  as  any  haulings  were 
being  made.    With  the  increased  use  of  storages  in  producing  sections,  it  is 
felt  that  haulings  phrases  in  the  fall  and  winter  are  now  useful  chiefly  to 
indicate  the  rate  of  harvest  and,  as  a  rule,  snould  be  included  in  the  daily 
wires  only  when  unusual.     In  such  c^ses  an  explanatory  phrase  should  be  added. 
For  example:  "Haulings  light  account  condition  of  roads."    Occasionally  during 
the  season  tne  use  of  phrases  such  as  "Haulings  increasing,"  "Haulings  probably 
at  height,  expect  falling  off,"  "Haulings  decreasing, "  may  be  desirable.  Haul- 
ings terms,  wnen  used,  snould  refer  to  the  entire  shipping  area,  so  far  as 
possible,  and  not  alone  to  tne  town  in  which  the  reporter  ..is  located. 

The  use  of  shipment  phrases  nas  been  avoided  in  tne  past  because  actual 
snipment  figures  appear  in  tne  same  news  report  with  the  f  .o.b  .  . statement . 
Furtner,  a  field  man's  knowledge  of  tne  day's  snipment s  from  other  important 
loading  points  than  his  own  may  be  confined,  at  the.  time  his  wire  to  Washington 
is  prepared,  to  information  received. by.:  telephone  or  to  statements  obtained 
from  buyers  who  had  returned  from  trips  to.  the  other  points.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  true  that  the  field  man  knows  in  a  general  way  wnetner  snipment s  are 
increasing  or  decreasing,  and  w  net  her  neavy  or  light.    Tne  occasional  use  of 
tne  code  terms  for  "Shipments  increasing,"  "Shipments  decreasing,"  "Shipments 
probably  at  height,  expect  falling,  off,"  is  desired.    When  shipments  are  not 
normal  they  can  be  described  by  the  use  of  such  phrases  as  "Shipments  very 
light. "  "Practically  no  shipments,"  "Shipments  light,"  always  followed  by  an 
explanatory  pnrase,  sucn  as  "account  car  shortage"  or  "account  buyers  holding 
off,"  etc. 

.If  phrases  in  tne  code  took  will  not  cover  the  meaning -you  wish  to  con- 
vey, use  English.    Most  situations  can  be  nanaled  by  the  use  of  phrases  from 
the  code,  but  do  not  feel  compelled  to  use .a  stereotyped  code  phrase  which  does 
not  present  an.  accurate  picture  of  tne  situation. 

To  include  shipment  phrases  on  the'4  GOB  ''page ,  strike  through  in  your  code 
books  the  present  meanings  for  tne  terminals  AV,  Af, -AX,  AY,  AZ ,  EB,  and  insert 
the  following,  effective  November:  16 : 

GOBAV  -  practically  no  shipments 

GOBAW  -  Shipments  very  light 

GOBAX  -  Shipments  light 

GOBiiY  -  Shipments  probably  at  neight  ,  expect  falling  off 
GOBAZ  -  Shipments  increasing 
GOBEE  -  Shipments  decreasing

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3b .      A  MARKET  MAP  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES . 

Opposite  this  page  is  a  map  which  will  prove  interesting  to  those  in  th 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  who  are  students  of  marketing  problems.  The 
Pacific  coast,  you  will  note,   is  squeezing  tne  Rocky  Mountains  almost  off  the 
map,  while  the  States  north  of  the  Mason  and  Dixon  line  are  stretched  out  and 
.enlarged. 

The  editor  of  tne  Division  Letter  discovered  Admer  D.  Miller  making  use 
of  this  map  in  the  Research  Section  to  illustrate  the  manner  in  which  fruit  and 
produce  auctions  are  distributed  over  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the 
population,     Auctions  are  located  in  tne  following  cities:

New  York  Cleveland  Minneapolis 

Newark  Cincinnati  St,  Paul 

Philadelphia  Detroit  St,  Louis

As  we  have  market  stations  and  inspection  offices  at  most  of  these  points 
and  in  many  other  cities,  this  trap  shows  the  advantageous  manner  in  which 
offices  of  the  F,  &  V,  Division  are  distributed  over  the  country  for  rendering 
the  services  required. 

Geographically t  our  offices  are  most  numerous  in  the  northern  and  the 
eastern  parts  of  the  United  States,  but  a  moment's  study  of  this  map,  which  is 
drawn  so  that  each  State  shows  the  relative  population  it  contains,  will 
.  indicate  that  from  the  standpoint  of  population  our  offices  are  really  widely 
distributed  over  the  marketing  area. 

The  permanent  offices  of  the  F„  &  V,  Division  are  indicated  by  numbers 
to  show  their  location  clearly.     Inspectors  are  stationed  at  all  of  the  33 
offices  except  Spokane,     The  15  market  news  stations  are  underscored  to  em- 
phasize their  location. 

While  this  map  would  not  do  at  all  for  the  use  of  a  transportation 
agent,  it  brings  home  vividly  to  the  student  of  marketing- problems  just  why 
certain  developments  occur  in  some  markets  and  are  absent  in  others. 

It  happens  that  this  drawing  was  originally  made  for  the  advertising 
service  of  the  George  Batten  Company,  New  York  City.     The  tracing  on  the  stencil 
is  not  so  perfect  nor  so  distinct  as  the  original  map,  but  it  will  serve  to 
.  illustrate  the  relative  population  of  the  States.

6 b .    DEMONSTRATION  OF  MARKET  REPORTS  AT  WISCONSIN  POTATO  SHOW, 

The  following  letter  written  to  the  Washington  office  on  November  6 
by  W.  H,  Mosier  tells  of  the  market  news  demonstration  recently  given  at  the 
Wisconsin  Potato  Show,  held  at  Stevens  Point: 

"Just  a  line  to  inform  you  we  are  back  in  Waupaca  again  and 
everything  is  running  smoothly  once  more.    We  moved  the  equipment  to 
Stevens  Point  after  business  hours  on  Saturday  s  October  2o,  and 
everything  was  in  operation  at  the  Potato  Show  Monday  morning.  We 
issued  our  regular  bulletins  at  Stevens  Point  for  five  days  and  re- 
turned to  Waupaca  after  business  hours  on  Friday »  November  3j  and 
were  ready  for  work  the  next  morning*    None  of  the  equipment  was 
damaged  in  the  least  and  the  service  was  just  as  efficient  as  though 
we  had    remained  in  Waupaca » 

"I  believe  this  was  one  of  the  best  advertisements  for  the 
Market  News  Service  and  for  the  Bureau,  that  has  ever  been  undertaken* 
Our  booth  attracted  more  attention  than  any  other  exhibit  at  the  show, 
and  we  were  constantly  besieged  for  informal- ion  and  to  explain  the 
workings  of  tne  project'     We  also  added  over  a  hundred  names  to  the 
mailing  list.    Mr^  Jones  had  some  picturestaken.of  the  bootn  and,  if 
possible,  will  secure  one  and  send  it  vo  you.-    Am  positive  it  would 
be  money  well  spent;   if  an  exhibit  of  this  kind  could  be  placed  in 
more  of  the  horticultural  shows  taking  place  over  the  country  from 
time  to  time,'' 

7 b .     IDEAS  FROM  THE  FIELD , 

0,  D.  Miller,  of  the  Alliance  office,  advises  that ,  on  tho  two 
potato  deals  in  Nebraska  this  year  and  last 'year,  he  has  given  the  local  news-

In  a  letter  of  Cctofcer  30,  H*  A,  Harris,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office, 
advised  as  follows?  ' 

"Last  nighty  (the  night  of  Oct<  23th}  we  had  a  slight  frost  in  parts 
of  Los  Angeles  and  Orange  Counties,  although  no  frosts  or  freezing  temperatures 
were  reported  by  the  Weather  .Bureau., 

aX  have  made  personal  examination  today  of  several  fields' in  various 
parts  of  these  counties  and  find  that  the  upper  leaves  or  tips  of  the  tomato 
vines  have  been  killed  by  frost,    In  some  districts  tee  damage  is  very  slight 
while  in  others  the  entire  top  of  the  vine  has  been  frosted,,    Shippers  do  not 
think  that  any  damage  has  been  done  to  toe  tomatoes.,  as  they  are  generally  on 
the  ground  or  growing  very  close  to  the  ground  so  that  the  fc.Hage  g  ives  the 
fruit  protection,  However  >  it  seems  probable  that  sore  chilling  may  have  been 
caused,  especially  in  those  districts  where  the  frost  was  the  hardest.  An 
examination  of  tomatoes  in  tne  field  ana  in  packing  houses  did  not  show  any- 
thing that  would  indicate  damage  to  the  fruit.:  *"

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9c.  'POTATO  INSFSCTIu:  j        r'Z  '   I.  . 

Robert  Bier,   supervising  the  shipping-point  inspection  of  potatoes  in 
western  New  York,  writes  of  the  prevalence  of  a  certain  amount  of  hollow- 
•heart.    He'  siys  that  the  local  inspectors  have  found  that,  usually  a  hollow- 
heart  potato  has  a  deep  depression  on  one  si  le,  is  generally  flat  shape  an  I, 
in  addition,  has  one  or  more  growth  cracks  at  one  end.    In  every  case,  the 
pronounced  depression  is  evident.    Upon  russet  stock  it  is  easy  to  determine 
this  defect,   but  upon  round  vMte  stool:  these  outward  indications  sometimes 
fail. 

In  his  letter  of  November  6,  Mi  -  E+er  fui  ther  states: 
"However,  with  hollo  v-heart  we  have  difficulty  in  estimating  percentag 
This  is  especially  true  of  bulk  stock  that  has  been  loaded  from  the  dealers' 
bins  in  the  warehouses,  The  custom  is  to  mix  stock  from  a  large  number  of 
growers  as  it  is  taken  from  the  wagons  ana  put  in  the  bins,    Tnis  stock  is 
resorted  before  placing  in  the  car.  with  the  re  stilt  that  the  hollow-heart 
is  unevenly  scattered  tnrougLout  the  entire  load.    For  instance,  -  you  take 
a  sample  at  one  end  of  the  car  and  find  tlC^,  while  near  doorways  you  may  have 
only  yf,  or  In  such  cases,,  we  nave  douoled  our  sampling  scattering  it 

well  over  the  load,  and  then  arriving  at  an  approximate  range.    We  attempt 
no  average  in  cases  like  this*" 

Freezing  injury  also  has  caused  some  trouble  at  shipping  points  in 
western  New  York*    Mr.-  Bier  mentions  the  difficulty  of  determining  accurate 
percentages  in  loads  containing  frost-damaged  stock,     His  letter  continues  as 
follows; 

"This  is  the  busiest  deal  J.  have  ever  handled,     I  begin  at  seven  in 
the  morning  and  keep  at  it  until  ten  and  eleven  in  evening.     I  thought 
working  on  a  dairy  farm  -'jas  hard  but  it  has  nothing  on  this  job* 

"We  ms  ae  7j  inspections  this  past-  week,,  giving  us  a  grand  total  ct  i 
181  cars  since  the  11th  of  October.    Daring  November  we  should  inspect 
over  200  cars.    What  pleased  me,  however,  is  the  f$vt  that  new  concerns 
are  signing  up  their  entire  loadings*    We  will  noc  lii.spect  unless  they 
give  us  their  entire  volume*    This  may  so  mi  arbitrary  but  we  are  find- 
ing it  is  tne  only  satisfactory  way  to  conduct  the  service*    The  firms 
and  associations  that  first  eigne  d.  up  now  insist  on  inspections.     If  we 
miss  a  car,  they  are  a  trifle  peevede 

"We  are  tarring  down  about  one  in  ten  ^aro.  ■  When  we  started, 
it  was  different.     Better  sorting  and  better   Loading  methods  are  being 
adopted  throughout  the  section.    Again,  the  receiver  is  asking  for 
certificate  of  inspection.    We  have  copies  of  two  letters'  on  file  in 
this  office  along  this  hae. 

"I  spend  the  day  accompanying  the  inspectors,  watching  them 
operate,  see  that  they  Use  a  uniform  system  in  sampl *r.g    cars,  also  in 
interpreting  the  grade.     Call  their  attention  to  points  on  the  car  and 
equipment  they  ongfcit  to  note;  watchetheir  attitude  toward    loader  or 
shipper;  see  that  tney  answer  questions  courteously  and  correctly,  and 
that  they  note  everything  of  any  value  in  claim  or  sale* 

"In  -  the  evening  we  write  the  certificates.     I  have  every  man 
around  the  taoie.    If  any  question  is  raised  about  a  car,  we  discuss 
it  and  everybody  gets  the  benefit  of  any  decisions  rendered.    I  find 
these  meetings  very  helpful.    We  know  what  is  going  on  over  the  entire 
territory  covered;    I  correct  every  certificate .    Tnis  is  quite  a  job 
wnen  you  conoiuer  that  most  of  my  work  tne  p^st  two  years  has  been 
largely  investigational* 

"Fortunately  lor  uJ(  with  the  system,  of  loading  they  follow  it 
is  easy  to  determine  fairly  accurately  tne  number  of  sacks,  off -grade. 
They  load  by   stacks  ana  frCm  the  farmer's  wagon.    Where  stock  is  loaded 
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into  cars  from  bins  ,ve  have  no  difficulty  in  i^mpling.      Where  loaded 
from  farmer's  flagon $  it  requires  more  sampJ.         and  more  care.    The  in- 
spector »ees  the  car  in  the  process  of  loading  and  can  tell  very  readily 
how  many  samples  he  will  have  to  taUe  from  tne  car  to  arrive  at  a  fair 
decision." 

10c.  YA-r/:iilA  VALLEY  POTVO^S? 

F.  S.  Kinsey,  Supervising  Inspector  in  Washington  and  Oregon,  advises 
that  some  hollow-heart  is  oeing  found  this  season  in  Yakima  Valley  potatoes. 
Opinion 3  differ  as  to  whether  this  condition  is  unusually  prevalent  compared 
with  previous  years,  but  it  seems  to  be  certain  that  very  few    (if  any) 
shipments  can  be  certified  as  U*  S.  No,  1  grade. 

The  first  hilling  frost  in  the  Valley  did  not  occur  until  October  27, 
the  latest  date  on  record  in  tnat  section,    An  opinion  prevails  locally 
that  too-long  a  growing  period  is  largely  responsible  for  the  production  of 
hollow-hear t  potatoes ,

F.  J.  Eaehler,  of  the  Chicago  office,  will  be  at  Milwaukee  and  various 
points  in  Wisconsin  this  week  in  connection  witn  his  supervision  of  shipping- 
point  inspection  of  potatoes  and  cabbage. 

By  Nov.  20,  V.  V,  Westgate  will  have  completed  his  work  as  supervisor 
of  shaping-point  inspection  of  potatoes  and  apples  in  Montana.    He  will  then 
attend  tne  Spokane  Potato  Convention,  Nov.  21-23,  and  return  to  Omaha,  where 
he  will  resume  charge  of  tne  local  inspections. 

This  week's  Weather,  Crops  and  Markets. will  contain  an  extensive 
discussion  of  the  vegetable  situation  in  western  New  York,  an  article  on 
San  Luis  Valley  potatoes  and  one  on  the  Chicago  potato  market,  in  addition  to 
several  smaller  items  and  a  few  fillers  on  fruits  and  vegetables.

2b.  ■  APPLE  SITUATION  IN  WASHINGTON^ 

...    On  Nov,  7,,  V.  D.  Calianan.,  in  charge  of  the  Spokane  office,  wrote 
an  interesting  letter  to  Mr,  Stillwell,  parts  of  which  are  quoted  below:* 

"In  the  course  of  my  visit  to  the  Wenatchee  District  last  week,  I 
was  able  to  observe  for  the  first  time  the  disastrous  conditions  prevail- 
ing there  as  a  result  of  the  car  shortage. 

."The  picking  season  throughout  the  district  was  practically  com- 
pleted by  November  1,  but  it  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  a  large  number 
of  orchards  still  contained  hundreds  of  boxes  of  fruit    on  that  date 
and  even  later,  which  could  not  be  stored  because  of  the  lack  of  suitable 
storage  space.    At  some  points,  the  situation  has  been  met  by  erecting 
temporary  additions' to  warehouses,  but  the  protection  afforded  threrby  is  1  .  j 
not  adequate  and  a  considerable  amount'  of  fruit  will  certainly  be  lost. 
In  the  Wenatchee  'Valley,  for  example,  it  is  estimated  that  nearly  1,000  cars 
of  the  early  varieties.,      ■  -.principally  Jonathans  and  Delicious,  have  passed 
the  proper  stage  of  maturity  for  cold  storage,  and  trade  controversies  over 
the  condition  of  this  fruit  upon  arrival,  ox  subsequent  withdrawal  from 
storage,  seem  certain  to  arise.    Delicious,  in  particular,  as  the  more  costly 
variety,  will  undoubtedly  come  in  for  serious  critioism  and  demands  for  re- 
inspection  upon  arrival,  unless  the  fruit  was  shipped  from  the  Northwest  prior 
to  November  1,  '  " 

"A  more  recent  development  in  the  situation,  consequent  to  the  or- 
chard conditions  noted,  is  the  frost  damage  sustained  during  the  cold'weather 
of  the  past  two  weeks.     In  the  Spokane  Valley,  it  is  reported  that  consider- 
able fruit  was  'caught,1'  but  the  newspaper  reports  have  minimized  the  damage 
so  far  as  possible,  I  believe.  No  doubt  you  will  receive  more  authentic  and 
complete  reports  upon  this  phase  of  the  situation  from  the  Inspectors  here» 
but  I  feel  a  word  or  two  at  this  time  may  serve  to  acquaint  you  with  the 
possibility  of  developments  in  that  direction. 

"At  the  invitation  of  the  chairman  of  the  Fruit  Industry  Committe3 
of  the  local  Rotary  Club,  I  shall'- give' a  ten-minute  talk-before  that  or- 
ganization at  its  meeting  on  Nov.  9.    The  purpose  of  the  meeting  is  to  arouse 
.interest  among  the  business  men  in  the  Spokane  Valley  apple  industry  and  to 
enlist  their  support  in  the  coming  campaign  to  sell  10,000  boxes  of  home- 
grown apples  within  the  city  itself.     My • remarks  will  be  confined  to  an  out- 
line of  the  organization  of  the  Bureau's  Market  News  Service  and  brief  remarks 
concerning  the  Inspection  Service.  •  -I  will  endeavor  to  point  out  the  assist anc. 
rendered  the  entire  industry. 

"At  the  present  time,  the  general  situation  is  very  quiet  and  we  are' 
finding  it  difficult  to  secure  sufficient  quotations  to  enable  us  to  report 
f.o.b.  sales  daily.    Many  local  shippers  have  lately  developed  a  more 
pessimistic  attitude  and  do  not  anticipate  any  great  volume  of  f.o.b.  selling 
f r  om  now  on . " 
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3b.     NOTIFY  WASHINGTON  OF  LOCAL  HOLIDAYS, 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  tne  Washington  office  cannot  keep  track  of  the 
various  local  holidays,  all  field  and  market  station  men  should  be  sure  to 
advise  this  office,  at  least  a  day  in  advance,  of  any  local  holiday  which  will 
be  observed  by  the  trade.    For  example,  Armistice  Day  (Nov, ll)  was  observed  as 
a  holiday  in  some  States  and  not  in  others,     Some  offices  advised  us  that  the 
holiday  would  be  observed  and  a  few  did  not,  even  though  it  was  observed. 

Please  arrange  hereafter  to  notify  this  office  in  advance  of  such  local 
holidays,  so  that  plans  may  be  made  to  take  care' of  the,   general  work,     It  is 
of  special  importance  to  make  arrangements  for  leased  wire  traffic,  particular 
ly  the  relay  work  to  field  stations  and    western  branch  offices, 

4b.     MORE  IDEAS  FROM  THE  FIELD. 

Mr.  Brown,  of  the  Rochester  office,  issued  his  first  weekly  review  on 
Nov.  9*     This  is  a  very  interesting  sheet,  written  almost  wholly  from  the 
shipping -point  angle,  and  tells  briefly  of  the  week's  developments  in  western 
New  York  with  respect  to  apples,  cabbage  and  potatoes.    One  of  the  tables 
presents  a  comparison  of  f,o.b»  prices  on  these  products  as  of  Nov.  8,  1922, 
1921  and  1920.    The  prices  are  of  shipping  points  in  other  parts  of  tne 
country  as  well  as  Rochester,    The  crop  reports  for  November  were  also 
published,  and  there  is  a  table  showing  total  shipments  of  the  three 
commodities  to  Nov,  k  this  year  and  the  past  two  years,  and  total  for  the 
season.     These  figures  are  for  New  York  and  the  United  States.    Potato  ship- 
ments are  given  for  several  of  the  leading  States,  also  shipments  of  the  week 
ending  Nov.  k  for  the  three  years  and  average  daily  shipments,    A  final  table 
presents  weekly  carlot  arrivals  of  apples,  cabbage  and  potatoes  in  seven 
principal  markets  this  year  and  last. 

R,  L,  Ringer,  of  the  Minneapolis  office,  broadcasted  the  November  crop 
reports  from  the  Cutting  &  Washington  station  in  that  city  on  the  evening  of 
Nov,  g,     Production  figures  were  given  for  the  leading  States  in  potatoes, 
apples  and  sweet  potatoes.     In  a  concise  and  pointed  way,. Mr,  RittgQr  also 
emphasized  the  news  features 'contained  in  these  latest  crop  estimates.  His 
speech  contained  about  500  words,  in  addition  to  the  production  figures. 

On  Nov.  3,  Mr. linger  also  issued  a  one-sheet  review  of  the  potato' 
situation,  comparing  production,  shipments  and  prices  over  a  series  of  years. 
He  dwells  on  the  extremely  low  prices  of  this  season  and  endeavors  to  show 
the  factors  contributing  to  the  present  discouraging  s ituat ion, -discouraging 
from  the  growers'  standpoint, 

In  connection  with  his  potato  market  reports,  C.  E,  Schultz,  of  the 
Idaho  Falls  office,  is  issuing  a  weekly  summary  of  destinations  of  Idaho- 
Oregon  potatoes.     The  destinations  are  grouped  by  States,  with  the  number  of 
cars  shown  for  each  city  or  town,  in  the  State,     For  the  week  ending  Oct,  28, 
the  following  States  took  the  number  of  cars  indicated:    Kansas  93 , Calif ornia 
73,  Texas  56,  Oklahoma  3I+,  Idaho  30,  Missouri  23,  Colorado  22,  Wyoming  15, 
Oregon  14,  Illinois  13,  Louisiana  3,  Utah  3,  Arkansas  -and  Kentucky  1  each. 
His  report  also  shows  the  shipments  for  the  United  States  and  for  each  of  the 
principal  sections  of  Idaho  for  tne  previous  day  and  the  corresponding  da/s 
in  the  past  two  years,  as  well  as  total  shipments  to  date  for  each  of  these 
sections  and  for  the  three  seasons,    Mr.  Schultz  states  that  a  number  of  local 
dealers  and  railroad  officials  have  commented  favorably  on  his  weekly  summary 
of  destinations,

la.     GRANTING  OF  $2^0  BONUS. 

Recent  incidents  make  it  evident  that  the  basis  on  which  the  increased 
compensation  of  $214C  per  annum  can  be  granted  employees  is  not  clearly  under- 
stood by  some  of  our  men.     The  $2ho  bonus  can  not  be  granted  as  a  matter  of 
course  to  every  employee.     This  bonus  may  be  granted  only  after  the  employee 
has  rendered  one  month's  satisfactory  service.     If  the  services  are  satis- 
factory from  the  beginning,  the  bonus  will  be  made  retroactive  to  the  date  of 
his  reporting  for  duty.     In  order  to  secure  the  $2*40  bonus,  a  responsible 
administrative  officer  of  the  Division  must  certify  that  the  employee's 
services  have  been  satisfactory,  the  law  contemplating  that  the  increase  shall 
be  given  only  "upon  certification  that  the  person  possesses  the  requisite 
ability  and  qualifications"  and  that  "the  additional  compensation  should  not 
be  offered  until  the  employee  has  demonstrated,  by  actual  service,  that  the 
increase  is  fully  merited, " 

Y/hen  interviewing  eligibles  with  a  view  to  their  appointment,  they 
should  not  be  assured  of  receiving  the  $2*40  bonus  but  this  requirement  of 
satisfactory  service  should  be  explained,     If  the  increase  is  not  justified 
during  the  first  month,  it  will  not  be  granted  until  the  person  in  charge  of 
the  office  is  able  to  certify  that  the  services  of  the  employee  have  been 
satisfactory. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  also  at  this  time  that  the  $2^40  bonus  is  only 
a  temporary  increase  in  compensation  which  is  granted  by  Congress  for  the 
fiscal  year  only,  and  that  its  continuation  depends  on  further  legislation  by 
Congress.     The  reclassification  of  salaries (when  enacted)  undoubtedly  will 
displace  the  special  $2^0  bonus, 

2a,     FAMILIARITY  WITH  REGULATIONS, 

Difficulties  in  handling  certain  administrative  matters  indicate  from 
time  to  time  that  employees  are  not  familiar  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Department  and  Bureau.     This  has  been  part  icularly  true  recently  in  the  matter 
of  leave,  as  several  employees  have  taken  more  annual  leave  than  that  to  which 
they  were  entitled.     Such  leave  of  absence,  of  course,  had  to  be  covered  as 
leave  without  pay. 

Every  branch  office  is  supposed  to  have  a  copy  of  the  Department 
Administrative,  Fiscal  and  Property  Regulations  as  well  as  a  copy  of  the 
Bureau  Administrative  Handbook.    Reference  to  these  publications  will  often 
answer  the  administrative  question  which  is  raised.     The  Market  News  and 
Inspectors  Handbooks  are  intended  to  supplement  these  Regulations  with  the 
details  which  pertain   particularly  to  the  work  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division, 

The  administrative  section  (Part  II)  of  the  Inspector's  Handbook  is 
a  condensed  summary  of  administrative  requirements  pertaining  to  appointments, 
leave,  travel,  property  and  expenditure  of  funds,  a  copy  of  which  is  suppoeed 
to  be  in  the  hands  of  every  technical  man  in  the  Inspection  Service  and  the 
•Market  News  Service.     If  a  Market  News  man  does  not  possess  a  copy,  he  should 
request  Part  II  from  the  Washington  office,   (Continued  over)

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As  this  administrative  section  is  conaensed  to  only  a  few  pages  and 
can  be  read  in  an  nour's  time,  it  is  recommended  that  everyone,  who  has  not 
already  done  so,  read  this  section  at  the  first  opportunity.     It  is  intended 
particularly  as  a  helpful  foundation  to  newly-appointed  technical  men  to  give 
them  the  correct  viewpoint  on  administrative  matters,     The  section  on  leave 
of  absence  covers  the  points  which  would  have,  prevented  the  difficulties  re- 
cently encountered  with  reference  to  exceeding  the  amount  of  leave  allowed. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  this  administrative  section 
is  not  a  substitute  for  the  Department  and  Bureau  Regulations  but  only  a 
supplement  presenting  the  most  important  principles  to  be  kept  in  mind.  It 
is  believed  that  familiarity  with  the  condensed  administrative  section, 
mentioned  above,  will  prevent  delays  and  embarrassments,  and  therefore  will 
fully  justify  the  time  required  to  read  it  through,

"Face  and  fill"  is  addea  to  describe  Nor tnwe stern  boxed  apples  in  which 
the  first  layer  is  faced  ana  trie  remainder  of  tne  apples  poured  into  tne  box 
loose  before  tne  bottom  is  nailed  on.     This  term  -should  be  distinguished  from 
"jumble  pack"  in  wnicn  tne  top  layer  is  not  faced, 

"Few  higher"  and  "few  lower"  should  be  used  sparingly,  and  never  when 
tne  terms  "few  nigh  as"  and  "few  low  as"  can  safely  be  used.  Occasionally, 
nowever ,  a  reporter  may  be  uncertain  of  tne  exact  upper  and  lower  ranges  at 
which. sales  were  made,  or  ne  may  prefer  not  to  quote  exceptional  sales  which 
are  hot  representative  of  the  market.     In  such  instances  the  phrases  "few 
higher"  and  "few  lower"  will  be  satisfactory. 

ORDERS  FOR  MIMEOGRAPH  PAPER  AND  ENVELOPES .  ' 

During  tne  present  fiscal  year,  mimeograph  paper  is  secured  on  contracts 
awarded  on  bids  obtained  by  this  Bureau  rather  than  being  furnished  on  a 
Government  contract  which  covers  the  needs  of  all  Departments  during  the 
entire  fiscal  year.     Sufficient  orders  having  already  bean  placed  to  absorb 
the  entire  contract  made  in  Julyj  a  new 'contract ' has  just  been  awarded  for 
furnishing  15,000  reams  .of  mimeograph  "paper  ,  size  S  x  15'  inches. 

The  serious  delays  which  have  been  encountered  during  the  past  month 
in  securing  delivery  of  paper  make  it  advisable  that  orders  for  future  needs  be 
placed  as  soon  as  possible.     Therefore,  every  branch  office  is  requested  to 
forward  to  Washington  at  once  oruers  for  quantities  of  mimeogra£jh  paper  and 
official  envelopes  which  ."/ill  be  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  tne  office 
through  June  yd,  after  making  proper  allowance  for  quantities  on  hand  and 
amounts  on  pending  orders.    At  least  three  months  should  be  allowed  for 
delivery  on  either  paper  or  envelopes*     Further  orders  will  be  placed  early 
next  spring  for  supplies  which  will  be  needed  during  the  three  or  four  months 
after  July  1 . 

During  recent  weeks  we  have  been  in  grave  danger  of  running  short  of 
envelopes  and  paper  at  several  of  our  branch  offices.     This  situation  would 
be  quite  disastrous  to  the  News  Service.  ..You  are  requested,  therefore,  to 
give  this  matter  immediate  and  careful  attention.

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3b.     POTi.TO  ST/:RGH  MANUF/CTURING  IN  -Mi  IMS. 

In  answering  a  recent  inquiry,  J.  D.  Show  secured  some  valuable  infor- 
mation on  the  manufacture,  of  potato  starch  at  Presque  Isle,  Maine,    Those  who 
operate  factories  in  that  district  seem  to  be  very  optimistic  over  this  field 
of  production.    A  number  of  letters  have  been  received  in  Washington  lately 
from  sections  which  have  lar'g'e  surplus  crops  of  potatoes,  '  and  it  is  believed 
that  Mr,:.  Snow;' s:  findings  will  be  of  interest  .to  all  men  in  charge  of  field 
stations.      ,.    ..  .  ■. .    >  ;  ••  •_•  • 

Inquiries  received  here  have  been  answered  partly  by  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistry  circular  on  the  "Utilization  of  the  Potato."  Copies  of  that  mimeo- 
graphed circular,  prepared  by  .Dr.  H..  C.  ..Gore,  can  be  secured  directly  from  the  . 
Bur ecu  of  Chemistry.    Unfortunately  the  document  is  not  dated,  but  it  is  under- 
stood that  it  was  compiled  and  issued  early  in  1^21.    This  date  of  issuance 
should  be  definitely  explained  to  anyone  whom'   you  furnish  with  a  copy  of  the 
circular,  so  that  the  words  "present"  and  "at  present"  will  not  be  misunder- 
stood.   For  example,  page  5  states  that  "the  price  for  potato  starch  is  at 
present  5  cents  a  pound."    Mr.  Snow  says  that  in  Maine  the  present  price  is 
about  flfjj  a  pound.    His  letter,  which  is  dated.  Oct.  23,  is  printed  below: - 

"A  good-sized  factory  is  one  that  will  manufacture  about  six  tons  of 
starch  a  day.    A  plant  of  this  size  requires  a  building  approximately  43  x  75 
feet,  and  should  be  made  well  enough  so  that  it  can  be  operated  during  any 
season  of  the  year..;  As  prices  run  here,.  $12,000  will  about  cover  the  cost  of 
.  the  building  and  all  the  necessary  equipment.  .  If  the  starch  is  to  be  stored, 
a  store  house  is  necessary  ,in  addition  to  the' factory.    A  two-story  factory 
building,  .with  the  starch-making  room  on  the  second  floor,',  is  found  to  be  the 
most  satisfactory  and  economical.  ■■■ 

"To  run, _a  plant  having  a  six-ton  daily  output,  six  men  are  needed,  five 
besides  the  star ch -maker. The, fuel  should  be  that  which  is  most'  economical, 
wood,  coal.,  or  electricity,  but  electricity  is  'by  'f&r  the  best  if  obtainable. 
Bags  cost  about  15^  apiece. The  cost 'per  ton  of  the  manufactured  product  runs 
about  $50,  or  2%<P  a  pound,  and  the  market  is  now  about  ^<p  per  pound. 

"Approximately  5CO  barrels. .-pf  .-potatoes  a.  day  are  necessary  to  obtain  six- 
,  tons  of  starch.     On  the  aver  age,  .100  barrels  of  potatoes  are  needed  to  make  a 
ton  of  starch,,,  but  ..this  year  the'yield  is  "running  higher.    Frozen  potatoes  will 
not  make  .'starch.    A  little  disease  on 'the  potatoes  doesn't  seem  to  make  any 
difference  in  their  starch-making  quality..  .    '.'  ' 

""When  .the  market  is  good  on  potatoes,  nothing  but  'culls  are'used  for 
starch  manufacture,  but'  should. ^the  market  be  too  low  the  g"ood  3tock  can  be  put 
into  starch.  !  "The  factories' here' are' pacing  350  a  bbl-  for  culls  just  now. 
'As  there  are  .many  small  potatoes' here  this'  season  (and  they  sure  do  get  culled 
out),  the  growers  are  only  too  glad,  to  get  the  35^  a  barrel  for  this  stock 
which  must  otherwise  go 'to  waste.    'I  am  told  that  the  growing  season  makes 
considerable  difference  in  the  starch-making  qualities' of  potatoes,  there 
being  a  higher  .percentage  of  starch  in  the  potatoes  after  a  dry  year. 

"As 'f or ' markets ,  the  starch  here  is  botlght  by  the  carload  by  wholesalers 
and  brokers  in  much  the  same  way  that  the' potatoes  themselves  are  purchased. 
The  manufacturers  say  that  "there  is  a  good,  constant  demand' for  potato --starch, 
and 'a  good  margin  Of  profit  can  practically  always  be  made. 

"In  locating  the  factory,  several  things  should  be  considered.  -Good 
water  is  absolutely  necessary.     The  building  should  be  on  a  railroad  track 
"  siding  if  possible.  'Plenty  of  potatoes  must  be  available;so  a  good  central 
place",  near  the  potato  warehouses,  should  be  chosen."

3c     TOLERANCES  FOR  BOX  APPLES, 

Remember  that  the  Washington  State  tolerance  is  a  flat  10$,  which  may 
be  a  single  defect.     The  tolerance  provided  for  in  Colorado  and  Idaho  grades  is 
10/o,  not  over  5$  of  any  one  defect, 

The  Oregon  State  law  provides  for  a  5$  tolerance,  but  the  Oregon  certi- 
ficates issued  at  shipping  point  are  stamped  "Inspection  on  basis  of  10$ 
tolerance.  11    The  Oregon  inspectors  do  not  state  on  their  certificates  that  the 
apples  grade  "Oregon  Extra  Fancy"  or  whatever  the  grade,  but  just  "Extra  Fancy," 
as  manifestly  it  is  not  Oregon  Extra  Fancy  with  a  10$  tolerance  allowed,  If, 
however,  the  let  is  within  the  5$  tolerance' allowed  by  the  Oregon  State  rules, 
the  word  "Oregon"  is  used  in  connection  with  the  grade, 

Unless  the  inspector  in  the.  receiving  market  is  advised  that  the  stock 
was  bought  on  the  basis  of  a  specific  tolerance,  Oregon  apples  should  be  in- 
spected on  the  basis  of  a  10$  tolerance,  the  same  as  "Washington  apples, 

k c ,     OBSERVATIONS  AND  SUGGESTIONS:  _ 

1.  Look  for  marks  of  previous  inspection  when  you  enter  a  car. 

2.  Leave  your  marks  after  you  have  completed  inspection, 

3.  Don't  size  Early  Ohio  potatoes  through  a  1-7 /S  inch  hole.     Refresh  your 
memory  on  such  points  by  reading  over '  the  Products  Circulars,  regardless 
of  how-  familiar  you  may  think  you  are  with  them, 

4.  If  you  learn  something  about  a  product  with  which  you  are  not  very  familiar 
through  a  chance  remark  of  a  produce  man,  who  happens  to  be  present  when 
you  are  making  an  inspection,,  it  is  not  necessary  to  reveal  your  lack  of 
such  knowledge  by  saying  "I  never  knew  that  before."  ■  ■ 

5.  In  answering  the  phone,   say  "Inspection  Service,    (name)'  speaking."  Do 

not  say  "Hello,  what  do  you  want?" 

6.  Remember  that  you  are  never  justified  .in  using  the  term  "mostly"  by  ex- 
amining your  percentages  oh  seven  or  eight  packages,     Additional  packages 
must  be  examined  before  you  can  tell  what  most  of  the  car  is  like,     I  be- 
lieve that  this  term  is  being  overused  or  rather  carelessly  used  by  many 
Inspectors,     When  a  set  of  percentages  and  additional  observations  do  not 
sho.v  very  clearly  that  the  most  of  a  car  falls  within  a  certain  class, 
average  the  figures  found  and,  after  giving  the  range,  state  "Averaging 
between  10  and  15$,"  or  whatever 'the  figures  may  show,     See  Handbook 
Paragraph  503.     I  believe  that  far  more  c£  our  certificates  should  be 
written  in  accordence  with  directions  of  this  paragraph  than  is  the  case  at 
present,     This  is  particularly  true  in  doorway  inspections,  where  your 
observations  are  limited  to  a  half-dozen  packages. 
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7,  Keep  the  record  book  up  to  late. 

8,  Read  directions  sent  out  by  Supervising  Inspector  or  by  Washington  office 
with  more  care.     Read  such  directions  a  second  time,  perhaps  three  or  four 
times.     On?  y  two  offices  in  the  entire  Service  followed  exactly  the 
directions  for  transmitting  checks  under  the  new  system.     These  directions 
were  detailed  and  specific,  except  that  they  did  not  state  that  the  date 
and  name  of  market  should  be  put  on  the  letter.     Such  a  simple  matter 
should  not  need  to  be  called  to  the  attention  of  people  used  to  handling 
business  forms  and  writing  business  letters.     Use  your  head.

During  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  1^23,  E,  C,  Butner  Will  work  in 
California  under  a  cooperative  appointment  with  that  State*     He  expects  to  leave 
Chicago,  about  December  26,  and  will  reach  Los  Angeles  by  January  1,     Mr. Butner 
will  supervise  the  cooperative  shipping -point  inspect  ion  work  in  southern 
California  and  will  make  a  general  study  of  this  phase  of  service  at  shipping 
points,    He  will  be  assisted  by  Earl  Wilson,  who  also  will  go  from  Chicago  back 
to  California  at  a  future  date, 

B,  E,  Yaden  will  proceed  to  Chicago  to  take  Mr,  Butner' s  place,  and  will  be 
Acting  Supervising  Inspector  in  Charge  during  these  five  months.     He  will  leave 
Washington  about  December  lb,  take  a  few  days1  leave  en  route,  and  reach  Chicago 
by  the  22nd. 

W,   C,  Hackleman  will  come  from  New  York  about  DecemDer  IS,  to  assist 
Mr,  Robb  during  Mr,  Yaden' s  absence.     He  will  still  act  as  Supervising  Inspector 
of  the  Eastern  District,  and  will  visit  the  various  offices'  as  often  as  possible. 

Effective  December  18,  A.  E.  Mercker  will  be  reinstated  as  Assistant

The  ap-ol e  release  vvill  include  the  following  States:  EUihe,  Now  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Michigan, 
Missouri,  Arkansas,  Montana,  Colorado,  Idaho,  Washington,  Oregon,  California, 
and  total  United  States,   ind  should  be  relayed  as  follows;  New  York  office

3b.     SPECIAL  RELEASES. 

From  time  to  time  the  different  market  and  field  stations  release  speci'- 
articies,  reviews  or  other  matter  of  particular  interest  to  their  districts  01 
producing  sections,     Many  of  these  releases  would  be  of  interest  to  other 
offices,  not  only  because  of  the  information  they  contain  but  also  as  an 
indication  of  what  might  be  done  at  other  points.     It  is  suggested  that  copies 
of  all  future  special  releases  or  articles  be  sent  to  the  other  field  and  market 
stations,  so  that  each  may  know  what  the  others  are  doing  in  this  respect. 
This  does  not  refer,  of  course,  to  the  regular  market  reports, 
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4b.     LAST  SHEET  OF  DAILY  WIRE  SHOULD  BF  SIGNWD. 

Several  times  lately  we  have  been  unable  to  determine ,  from  the  market 
wires'  sent  in  by  certain  stations,  wno  was  in  charge  of  the  office  at  those 
cities.    Tne  wires  were  signed,  simply  by  telegraphic  abbreviations  for  the 
cities.    At  this  period  of  the  year  especially,  when  substitutions  are  frequent 
because  of  leave  taking  ana  other  reasons,  it  is  important  that  the  last  sheet 
of  each  market  wire  should  bear  each  oay  the  signature  of  tne  man  in  charge. 
The  telegraphic  abbreviation!  or  even  the  full  name  of  the  city,  is  not  suffi- 
cient.. . 

5b.     USE  'TACKED -LOCALLY  (JOROR)"  "'HEN  QUOTING  GOODS  NOT  SOLD  IN  ORIGINAL  CONTAINERS 
When  stock  is  sola  in  a  container  or  form  other  than  that  in  which  it 
originally  arrived,  the  quotation  shoula  be  accompanied  by  the  ccae  phrase 
"JOROR,"  meaning  "packed  locally."    This  applies  to  stock  arriving  in  bulk  and 
boxed  or  barreled  locally,  as  well  as  that  which  is  repacked  into  a  different 
type  of  container.     "JOROR"  can  be  decoded  "sacked  locally,11  "boxed  j.ocaiiy," 
"barreled  locally,"  etc.,  if  these  terms  seem  more  appropriate  than  simply 
"packed  locally." 

6b.     ADDITIONS  TO  "GOB"  AND  "KA-KI"  PAGES  OF  THE  CODE  (EFFECTIVE  DECEMBER  1*0. 

Potatoes  snipped  from  the  Iaano  Falls  area  to  California  are  required  to 
be  resacked  in  fresh  clean  sacks  at"  the  car  aoor  as  a  precaution  against  in- 
troduction into  California  of  the  alfalfa  weevil,  ana  tney  are  usually  sorted  a 
li  tjtle  more  closely  than  when  destined  to  other  markets.    To  take  care  of  this

After  his  return  to  Washington  last  week  and  before  leaving  for  Chicago, 
j   Mr,  Stillwell  wrote  the  following  important  item! 

"During  my  recent  trip,  I  have  been  the  recipient  of  numerous 
strong  comments  on  the  mimeograph  paper  recently  received  at  our  various 
offices*     I  have  been  shown  paper  so  glossy  and.  stiff  that  it  might  have 
been  used  for  letter-head  stock,  and  I  have  seen  some  so  soft  and  thin 
that  each  sheet  clung  to  its  neighbor  with  the  tenacity  of  glue*    I  have

Please  stats  whether  variations  in  width  occurred  only  between  reams  or 
whether  they  ais0  occurred  within  the  ream*    Also  identify,  as  far  a3 
posbible,  the  lots  of  paper  represented  by  the  samples,  according  to 
requisition  number  cr  source  of-  supply.    Any  comments  as  to  the  peculiar  uri-'. 
fitness  of  each  sample  also  will  be  gladly  received*    Where  convenient, 
such  comments  should  be  written  on  the  samples  themselves,  or  should  be 
clearly  identified  by  numbers  on  the  samples'  and  in  letter  of  transmittal." 
In  this  connection,  it  is  also  suggested  that  samples  of  the  most 
^MiMacjtory  paper  on  hand  be  submitted,  such  specimens  being  plainly  marked 
as  SATISFACTORY  PAPER ,  if  any  can  be  so  designated,.

lc,     TEN  ADVANTAGES  OE  SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTION, 

Inspectors  are  frequently  asked'  for  information  regarding  various 
phases  of  the  inspection  work  and.  are  frequently  called  upon  to  defend  the 
Service  against  unfair  criticism.     In  this  connection,   I  am  calling  your 
attention  to  the  following  list  of  ten  advantages  of  shipping -point  inspection 
which  has  bean  prepare!  for  publicity  purposes,     Each  Inspector  should 
familiarize  himself  with  this  list,  so  that  he  will  be  prepared  at  any  time  tc 
give  ,the  reasons  for  maintaining  a  Service  of  this  kind:- 

1,     Promotes  grading  and  standardization* 

2%     Secures  uniform  application  in  different  sections  of  recognized  standards, 
3«     Enables  shipper  to  correct  errors. in  grading  and  packing  at  their  source 
rather  than  adjust  them  at  destination, 

4,  Is  a  strong  advertising  point  ana  so  assists  in  making  f, o,b,  sales, 

5»     Gives  distant  buyer  impartial  report  on  quality  and  condition  of  products 
which  he  is  purchasing,  ■  . 

6,     Assists  in  forcing  acceptance  of  products  which  are  up  to  grade, 

7*     Snipping -point  certificate  together  with  receiving -point  certificate 

furnishes  valuable  evidence  for  use  in  adjusting  claims  against  carriers, 

5,  In  case  of  litigation,  gives  shipper  prima  facie  evidence  of  quality  and_ 
cordition  of  nis  products  in  courts  of  the  United  States  and  of  many  States  in 
which  the  certificates  are  issued,  ;;• 

9,  Assists  cooperative  shipping  organizations  to  deal  fairly  with  members  who 
are  pooling  their  shipments  by  insisting  on  delivery  of  uniform  quality, 

10,    Assists  managers  of  large  shipping  organizations  in  checking  up  work  of 

local  representatives, 

2c.     SCALD,  3ITTB5  PIT  AND  JONATHAN -SPOT  ON  "C"  GRADE  APPLES, 

With  reference  to  the  above,  Mr,  Kinsey  advises:  "In  Oregon  and 
Washington  Scald,  Bitter  Pit,  Jonathan  Spot  not  allowed  in  'C  Grade  but  re- 
garded as-  affecting  condition,  not  grade,;  if  occurring  after  apples  arc  packed, 

If  the  above  bl  wishes  are  f  ound  on  Northwestern  nCv  grade  apples  in 
excess  of  the  lefo  tolerance  (or  $fo  for  a  single  defect  in  Idaho  or  Colorado), 
the  grade  statement  should  show  stock  up  to  grade  aside  from  these  conditions, 
when  other  blemishes  present  do  not  exceed  the  tolerance, 

3  c,     RECEIPTED  COPIES'  OF  LETTERS  OF  TRANSMITTAL, 

Copies  of  all  letters  of  transmittal  which  contain  travel  expense  are 
being  held  in  the  office  of  the  Disbursing  Clerk  until  a  decision  has  been 
reached,  as  to  whether  or  not  the  items  of  expense  can  be  credited  to  the 
•Appropriation  ana  re-expended.     Owing  to  temporary  shortage  of  clerks  in  this 
ofiice,  no  receipted  copies  havz  y3t  been  returned  to  the  branch  ofiicce.  The 
amounts,  together  with  the  cheek  and  serial  numbers,  are  to  be  entered  on  the 
records  in  this  ofiice  before  the  receipted  copies  are  returned.     Extra  cl  :rks 
are  soon  to  be  put  on  this  work  and  it  will  be  possible  to  return  -chose  copies 
to  each  office  in  the  near  future. 
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]4c  ,      HOLLOW  HEART  IN  POTATOES  i 

Hollow  Heart  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  defects  to  handle  at 
shipping  point  a  3  veil  as  at  receiving  market.    There  is  a  .vide  variation  in 
the  prevalence  of  Hollow  Sear  u  in  s.ock  loaied  at  different  shipping  points. 
In  New  York  State  a  f e w  points  in  tne  territory  covered  by  the  Inspection 
Service  shoved  cars  with  2G%  to  3G°i  of  potatoes  affected  vvit'n  Hollo  v  Heart, 
while  at  other  stations  taere    was  none. 

Catting  potatoes  for  Hollow  Heart  because  they  are  large  is  a  poor 
rule  to  follow  at  shipping  point.  Shippers  criticise  such  practice,  arid  right  1 
so,  oecause,  if  rigidly  followed,  it  results  in  the  inspector  destroying  stock 
tnat  is  sound.  To  overcome  this  criticism  in  New  York,  a  close  study  yas  made 
of  potatoes  affected  wit..-.  Hollow  Heart  to  determine  if  suck  showed  any  surface 
variations  from  normal  that  could  be  used  as  an  indication  of  the  defect. 

lost  of  the  potatoes  grown  in  the  western  New  York  sections  are  of  the 
Rur^l  group..    Tubers  of  this  group  are  normally  round    flattened  to  broadly 
roundish  oolong  flattened  or  distinctly  oblong.     It  was  found  that  potatoes^ 
showing  a  pronounced  depression  (not  a  slight  depression)  upon  one  of  the  fiat 
surfaces  would  cut  hollo.v.     In  tne  case  of  russet  types  of  the    Rural  group, 
tnere  usually  was  present  one  or  more  growth  cracks  at  the  end  of  the  potato, 
in  addition  to  depression  upon  flat  surface,  ana  these  tubers  invariably  would 
cut  hollow «    It  was  founa  m  case  of  russet  stock  that  hollow  Heart  was  not 
always  confined  to  the  lar,,e  tuoers.    Tne  inspector  ' was  just  as  likely  to 
find  it  in  the  medium-,  size  a  stock,  out  the  same  surface  indications  were 
always  present . 

Whetner  tne  foregoing  o  bservationa  on  Bellow  Heart  can  be  applied  by 
Inspectors  to  other  varieties  is  still  a  question.    It  is  known  that  tne  rule 
applies  in  New  York  State  upon  potatoes  of  tne  Rural  group.    It  would  oe 
interesting  to  know  if  Inspectors  in  tne  other  States  could  not,  apply  it  in 
tneir  *ork.    Naturally  the  Inspector  will  nave  to  concentrate  a  little  upon 
tne  defect  and  note  the  deviation  frcm  normal  snape  of  tuoers  affected  ;vitn 
Hollow  heart.    It  is  beli*v.ed  that  a  close  study  of  potatoes  affected  will  snow 
distinct  differences  from  potatoes  tnat  are  sound. 

In  arriving  at  percentage  of  Hollow  neart,  Inspectors  should  treat 
this  defect  is  tney  ao  bad  cats,  wire  worm  injury,  or  any  other  defects  that 
result  in  appreciaoie  waste.    Tne  U.  S.  No.  1-   grade  does  not  include  potatoes 
affected  by  Hollo.v  Heart  and  for  this  reason  no  special  allowance  can  be  made 
for  it. 

'3here  total  defects  are  more  than  Sfs  and  this  includes  Hollow  Heart, 
the  receiver  das  not  obtained  a  delivery  of  LP-  3,  No.  1  potatoes.  There  is 
considerable  variation  in  type  of  Hollo.v  Heart ,  varying  from  an  opening 
barely  l/3<£  of  an  inch  to  a  cavity  covering  the  greater  part  of  the  interior 
of  tne  potato.  'The  Inspector,  ho.vever,   shoula  not  lose  sight  of  the  .fact 
that  Hollow  Heart  must  cause  appreciable  vaste  to  be  tnrptyri  out  of  U.S. No.  1 
grade « 

5c .      USE  OF  LIFZN  ENVELOPES, 

Inspection  offices  nave  beon  requested  to  use  linen  envelopes  in 
sending  checks  weekly  to  tne  Disbursing  Clerk.     Some  offices  rave  also  been 
using  the  linen  envelopes  for  forwaramg  oiue  fee  slips  and  copy  of  letter 
of  tansmittal  to  tnis  office.    Linen  envelopes  should  oe  used  only  for 
forwarding  checks  to  t^.e  Disbursing  Cl^erk,    The  large  si^e  maniia  envelope 
can  be  used  for  tne  fee  bills  and  copy'  of  letter  of  transmittal  sent  to 
tnis  office. 
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6 c .     CHEMICAL  OR  FREEZING  INJURY  OF  SACKED  PRODUCTS, 

A  few  offices  are  frequently  requested  to  make  inspections  , principally 
.  '.of  potatoes,  for  chemical  injury*    The  usual  practice  has  been  to  state  the 
number  of  affected  potatoes  in  bottoms  of  sacks  or  to  state  that  the  bottom 
layer  potatoes,  coming  in  contact  with  the  floor,  are  affected,     In  many  cases 
the  car  has  been  inspected  at  shipping  point  and  no  statement  of  size  is  in- 
cluded on  the  receiving -market  certificate, 

Freight  claim  agents  say  it  is  difficult  for  them  to  arrive  at  a  fair 
amount  of  affected  stock  in  pounds,  feeling  that  the  receivers  in  such  cases 
often  submit  claims  for  several  times  the  amount  of  potatoes  affected.     In  all 
cases  where  possible,  and    especially  with  sacked  potatoes ,  carrots,  onions, 
etc.  ,  the  Inspector  should  make  every  effort  to  state  in  pounds  the  amount  of 
stock  affected  by  chemical  or  freezing  injury.     This  cannot  always  be  done 
when  cars  are  heavily  loaded  with  sacks  on  sides,  where  it  is  often  possible 
to  examine  only  a  few  potatoes  coming  in  contact  with  the  floor,     \tien  the 
Inspector  is  requested  to  determine  chemical  or  freezing  injury  only,  a  special 
effort  should  be  made  to  ascertain  as  accurately  as  possible  the  exact 
quantity 'Of  stock  affected, 

7c.     PENNSYLVANIA  APPLE  GRAPES, 

Grades  for  apples  proposed  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Agriculture,  are  designated  as  below: 
Pennsylvania  Fancy  Grade:  Practically  the  same  as  U.  S,  Fancy  No.  1. 
Pennsylvania  ''A!=  Grade:  Practically  the  same  as  U    S,  No.  1, 
Pennsylvania  "B;1  Grade:  Practically  the  same  as  U„  S,  No.  2. 
Unclassified  grade  states:   "Any  apples  which  do  not  conform  to  the  foregoing 
specifications  of  grade  or,  if  conforming,  are  not  branded  in  accordance 
therewith,  shall  be  marked  'Unclassified,'" 

Pennsylvania  Fancy  Grade  states:  "Apples  of  this  grade  shall  be  packed  in 
clean,   strong  packages ,"  which  is  not  specifically  required  in  U,   S,  Fancy 
No.  l. 

The  only  other  difference  between  the  Pennsylvania  Fancy,  "A"  and  "B" 
grades  and  the  U.  S,  Grades  is  that  the  Pennsylvania  grades  provide  for  the 
tolerance  to  be  calculated  by  weight  or  numerical  count,  whereas  the  U,  S, 
Grades  provide  for  the  tolerance  to  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  weight, 
Color  requirements  are  the  same, 

Mr,  Porter  R.  Taylor,  of  the  State  Bureau,  advises  that  these  grades 
are  purely  tentative,' 

8 c .     SPRAY  RESIDUE  ON  CELERY  AND  APPLES , 

Oar  attention  has  been  called  to  spray  residue  on  California  celery 
which  was  serious  enough  to  cause  seizure  of  the  stock  by  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistry,     When  inspecting  celery  where  spray  residue  is  apparent,  no  atten- 
tion need  be  paid  if  it  is  confined  to  the  leaves,    .ihen  found  on  the  stalks, 
it  should  be  noted  on  the  certificate  and  accurately  described;  for  if  the 
spray  residue  is  found  in  the  hearts  it  is  much  more  serious  than  if  found  on 
the  outer  branches.     The  stock  should  not  be  described  as  showing  an 
"excessive"  amount  of  spray  material  since  this  can  be  determined  only  by 
chemical  analysis.     Such  terms  as  "light  spray  residue"  or  "heavy  spray 
residue"  should  be  used,  followed  oy  the  description  of  the  portion  of  tue 
stalk  affected, 

The  aoove  procedure  as  to  reporting  amounts  of  spray  prsse/it  should 
also  be  followed  when  spray  material  is  found  on  apples,     The  Northwestern 
Grades,  except  Colorado,  specify  that  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  apples  shall  be 
clean,     If  covered  by  spray  material,  the  apples  are  not  clean.

Ail  Associated  Press  report  from  Rochester  on  December  11  tells  of  the 
development  of  two  new  apples  at  the  Geneva  Experiment  Station  in  New  York 
State: 

"Two  new  apples,  the  Cortland  and  Tioga,  the  former  a  cross  between 
the  Den  Davis  and  Mcintosh  and  the  latter  from  the  Northern  Spy  ana  Sutton, 
have  oeen  evolved  by  horticulturists  at  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  at  Geneva,  according  to  reports  from  that  city  today.     The  new 
fruit  now  is  being  distributed  to  members  of  the  New  York  Fruit  Testing 
Cooperative  Association,  Inc.,  for  seedlings. 

"The  Cortland  is  said  to  be  most  promising  for  New  York,  New 
England  and-  the  commercial  apple  regions  of  Canada,     It  is  larger  and 
brighter-hued  than  the  Mcintosh,  has  the  same  flavor  but  keeps  longer,  . 
The  Tioga  is  described  as  a  late-keeping  yellow  apple  with  a  Springley  \}) 
■  flavor,  "

3b.     SUMMARY  OF  NEW  JERSEY  POTATO  SEASON. 

)  The  latest  field  station  summary  to  be  issued  is  the  one  on  the  New 

Jersey  1Q22  Early  White  Potato  Season.     This  was  prepared  by  Messrs..  Bj.ddle 
and  Ever s,  of  Philadelphia,  from  which  office  potato  reports  were  distributed 
regularly  to  growers  and  shippers  in  New  Jersey*    It  is  a  very  complete 
summary,  covering  3-2  pages*  "  ; 
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In  addition  to  what  has  been  written  'in  the  last  two  Division  Letters 
concerning  mimeograph  paper,  and  without  modifying  cur  request  for  samples  of 
mimeograph  paper  used  at  each  office,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  und- 
er ,:the  existing  contract  for  onxl5"  mimeograph  paper  une  ream  of  such  paper 
costs  $,484  at  the  mill.    The  transportation  charges  free  the  mill  to  place  of 
delivery  must  be  borne  by  the  Government,    According  to  recent  shipments, 
freight  charges  have  ranged  as  follows:  to  Boston,  $.036;  to  Pittsburgh,  $.025; 
to  Chicago,  $.07;  to  Kansas  City,  $.11  and  to  Los  Angeles,  $«274» 

Usually  the  price  of  mimeograph  paper  secured  through  large  contracts 
is  considerably  less  than  that  which  must  be  paid  if  the  paper  is  purchased 
'  locally.     It  is  understood  that  the  price  of  paper  increases  at  points  toward 
the  West  inasmuch  as  most  of  the  paper  mills  are  located  in  the  East,  and 
consequently,'  although  freight  shipments  to  Los  Angeles  amount  to  $«27  per  rear, 
a  local  dealer  undoubtedly  adds  such  charge  to  the  price  of  the  paper.  These 
figures  are  given  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  field  men  to  determine  whether 
they  can  purchase  satisfactory  mimeograph  paper  locally,  at  no  greater  cost 
than  the  contract  price  of  paper  plus  freight,     If  paper  can  be  purchased 
locally  at  a  saving,  it  may  be  advisable  to  do  so  and  secure  immediate  deliver? 
rather  than"  to,  secure  paper  which  has  been  purchased  on  contract  and  pay  the 
freight. 

Hereafter,  in  placing  orders  with  this  office  for  paper,  it  is  requested 
that  you  advise  the  price  of  paper  of  the  same  size  and  quality  which  can  be 
purchased  locally  and  furnish. a  sample  of  such  paper,  whereupon . the  Washington 
office  will  be  in  a  position  to  determine  the  most  economical  method  of  pur- 
chasing paper.    Freight  and  express  charges  aggregate  so  large  3-n  amount  in 
connection  with. our  News  Service  that  we  must  give  close  attention  to  this 
matter.  ' 

5b.     SEED  POTATO  SITUATION  IN  WISCONSIN, 

In  a  recent  letter,  W,  H,  Mosier  reports  as  follows  concerning  the  seed 
potato  situation  in  Wisconsin: 

"Regarding  the  seed  potato  situation  in  Wisconsin,  will  say 
that,  according  to  the  dealers  located  in  Waupaca,  there  will  not  be 
a  great  deal  of  seed  stock  shipped  from  the  State  this  year.  Heretofore 
Wisconsin  has  produced  rather  large  quantities  of.  seed,  but  it  seems  that 
the  majority  of  growers  have  grown  principally  table  stock  for  the  past 
year  or  two  and  the  tendency  in  this  direction  seems  to  be  gradually 
increasing.     In  the  central  district  of  the  State  a  few  growers  produce 
some  exceptionally  fine  Russet    Rurals,  while  farther  north  some  Triumphs 
are  grown.    There  are  two  firms  located  at  Waupaca  which  distribute 
the  majority  of  the  seed  stock  and  are  said  to  be  very  reliable.  The 
other  firms  located  at  Waupaca  handle  some  seed  stock  but  as  a  side  line 
only," 

0,  D.  Miller  has  submitted  data  of  much  interest  and  value  concerning 
the  seed  potato  outlook  in  western  Nebraska,    This  material  probably  will 
appear  in  an  early  issue  of  Weather,  Crops  and  Markets,

We  want  full  information  on  this  subject  and  are  asking  our  men  to 
make  these  studies  so  that,  if  possible,  we  can  avoid  the  necessity  of 
cutting  large  numbers  of  potatoes  in  order  to  determine  the  percentage  of 
this  defect.

in  transit  was  present  at  the  time  of  loading,  tne  load  should  be 
put  out  of  grade  if  the  blemishes  and  decay  present  exceed  the  Gfo 
tolerance,     Heretofore,  if  the  blemishes  and  decay  combined  exceeded 
the  6%  tolerance  but  tne  olemishes  alone  did  not  exceed  the  &°/o 
tolerance,  it  has  been  tne  policy  to  make  the  grade  statement  read 
"Aside  from  decay,  stock  meets  requirements  of  grade,"  Inspectors 
should  differentiate  between  this  type  of  freezing  injury  and  that  - 
sometimes  found  when  certain  sacks  scattered  through  the  load  show 
the  layer  of  tubers  in  one  em  or  next  one.  side  of  sacks  frozen  or 
affected  by  freezing  injury,     Such  injury  is  the  result  of  freezing 
after  being  sacked  and  the  Inspector  has  no  way  of  knowing  exactly 
when  and  where  it  occurred.    The-  statement  "Aside  from  decay  (or 
freezing  injury),  stock  meets  requirements  cf  grade"  should-  be  used 
when  such  a  condition  is  found,  if  the  other  blemishes  present  do 
not  exceed  the  grade  tolerance. 

Procedure  similar  to  the  'above  should  be  followed  in  the  case  of 
Blue  Mold  Rot  of  boxed  apples  when  it  is  clearly  seen  that  the  decay 
follows  skin  punctures  which  were  present  when  the  apples  were 
packed,

The  annual  inventory  of  non-expendable  property  is  aue  from  the  field 
on  January  1.     Every  article  of  inventorial  prqperty  in  branch  offices  or 
charged  personally  to  any  individual  must  be  accounted  for  at  that  time. 

Detailed  instructions,  together  with  a  supply  of  inventorial  forms, 
are  being  mailed  under  separate  cover  to  each  person  accountable  for.  public 
property  in  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division.     Tnis  matter  should  be  attended 
to  promptly  in  order  that  the  Washington  office  may  check  the  inventories, 
enter  into  necessary  correspondence  to  explain  discrepancies  (which  we  hope 
will  be  negligible),  and  be  able  to  compile  its  report  for  the  entire 
Division  to  the  Bureau  Property  Clerk  before  February  1. 

In  reporting  articles  charged  personally  to  field  men,  as  distinguisfted 
from  branch  office  equipment,  ALL  articles  should  be  included,  -  whether  still 
inventorial  or  not,*»for  purposes -of  checking.

.  .  .     Spoiiane  has  already  commenced  issuing  reports  thrice  weekly,  on  Mondays, 

"Wednesdays  and  Fridays  only,  and  other  field  stations  may  soon  follow.  To 
decrease  relay  w$rk  do  not ,  far  the  present,  include  "prices  unchanged"  or  • 
•'     ;  "conditions  unchanged"  in  the  market 'wires  on  those  days.    When  conditions 
warrant,  "prices  or  conditions  unchanged"  may  be  giyen  in  the  market  wire  on 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  • 

.Field  stations  should  not  include  "prices  unchanged"  or  "conditions 
unchanged"  in  their  wires  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  or  Saturdays  (as  these  are 
relayed  on' the  following  days),  out  may,  if  conditions  warrant,  use  the  phrases 
on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays , -just  tne  opposite  of  market  stations. 

5"o.     "F.0.3.  USUAL  TERNS"  QUOTATIONS. 

Within  the  last  few  days  the  Washington  office  has  received  letters 
.  ••'  from  several  large  potato-shipping  firms,  questioning  the  accuracy  of  our 

quotations  on  the  basis  of  "f.o.b,  usual  terms."    They  point  out  the  fact  that 
some  of  our  field  men,  in  arriving  at  the  "usual  terms"  prices  from  reports 
of  ."delivered,  sales  ,"■  subtract '  only  the  freight  rate  to  destination,  and  that 
-'the  charge  for  heating  the  cars  in  transit  is  not  taken  into  consideration,  • 
The  complaint  is  that  such  an  fko,b,  price  represents  a  considerably  larger 
*  •■•-••margin- for!  the  shipper  between'  buy ing  and  selling  price  or  (when  selling  is  • 
.'.'done  for' the  grower's  account)  between  our  quotations  and  the  actual  returns, 
'than  really' exists.     An  example  given  is,  that  when  a  sale  is  made  at  $1,20  at 
a  point  which  takes  a  60^  freight  rate,  the"G03UB''  quotation  shown  in  our 
reports  is  60^  while 'the  actual  price' received- by  the  shipper  is  aooUt  5^, 

'■   -  .  6^-  per  cwt,   in  this  particular  instance  being  required 

for  the  charge  of  heating  under  Option  2  (Carriers'  Protective  Service), 
Under  Option  1  (Shippers'  Protective  Service),  tne  shipper  either  lines  the 
car  or  pays  $5  .rental  for  a  refrigerator  car,  and  must  pay  a  caretaker  to  fire 
. tne  stoves  for  one  or  several  cars,  and  this  item  is  easily  as  much  of  an 
•  expense' as  the.  fixed  charge  which  carriers  make'  under  Option  2, 

After  wiring  several  of  our  field  men  in  this  matter,  it  appears  that 
some- are  subtracting,  or  asking  the  shippers  to  subtract,  the  heating  as  well 
as  the.  transportation  charges,  when  reporting  sales  made  on  a  delivered  basis, 
while  other  field  men  are  subtracting  only  the  freight  rate,  .as  was  instructed 
in  paragraph  6b  oh  page  6  of  the  Division  Letter  dated  September  9/  192o» 

Since  the  heating  charges  for  shipments  of  potatoes  are  a  legitimate  ; 
cost  which  must  be  incurred  as  well  as  freight  rates,  it  seems  best  to  change 
the  instructions  in  the  Division  Letter  'item  referred  to,  and  hereafter  all 
field  men;when  procuring  the  f.o.b,  range  from  reports  on  delivered  sales, 
_will  please  ask  shippers  to  deduct  heating  charges  as  well  as  transportation 
charges,     The -usual  haul-  for  potatoes  requires  a  charge  of  5  to  Z<p  per  cwt, 
when  shipping  is  made  under  "Carriers'  Protective  Service,"  and  the  charge 
under  "Shippers'  Protective-  Service"  will  be  found  to  be  about  the  same,
